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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Fbank  B.  Weeks, 

Oovemor  of  Connecticut: 

The  Fifty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  is  herewith  submitted,  containing  the  reports  of 
the  operations  of  the  steam  railroad  and  street  railway  companies 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  with  statistical  tables  compiled 
therefrom  and  a  condensed  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  t})e 
Board  to  date  of  this  report.  The  gross  operating  revenue  of  the 
steam  railroads  for  the  year  included  in  this  report  was  $64,- 
819,495.12,  an  increase  of  $6,833,953.22  over  the  revenue  of  the 
pierious  year  and  exceeding  that  of  any  previous  year.  Of  this 
lerenue,  $3,022,720.19  was  derived  from  the  operation  of  the 
Central  New  England  Railway,  $1,083,759.11  from  the  New 
Ixmdon  Northern  Railroad,  $60,693,667.55  from  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H. 
k  Hartford  Railroad  and  $19,348.27  from  the  South  Manchester 
fiailroad,  all  showing  an  increase  over  the  revenue  of  the  previous 
year,  except  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad,  which  was  about 
$6,400  less.  The  amount  of  this  revenue  derived  from  the  passenger 
aenrice  was  $25,422,102.49,  being  $2,027,930.38  more  than  the 
previous  year,  and  the  number  of  passengers  carried  84,519,264 
compared  with  77,564,350  for  the  previous  year.  The  amount  ot 
rerenue  received  for  the  transportation  of  freight  was  $33,463,-- 
648.40,  $3,999,245.34  more  than  last  year,  and  ilie  number  of 
tons  of  freight  carried  was  29,085,934,  an  increase  of  3,511,846 
tons  over  the  tonnage  of  the  previous  year. 

One  important  improvement  accomplished  during  the  past  year, 
involving  a  large  expenditure  and  adding  materially  to  the  public 
sifety  of  the  operation  of  the  roads  is  the  elimination  of  forty- 
iwo  grade  crossings,  according  to  a  recent  revision  of  the  entire 
number  of  crossings  in  the  State.  Another  improvement,  else- 
where referred  to,  is  the  double  tracking  of  the  Berkshire  line  be- 
tveen  HawleyviUe  and  Botsford,  which  involves  the  straightening 
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of  the  line  and  the  elimination  of  all  the  grade  crossings,  some 
seventeen  in  number,  between  the  points  named.  The  double 
tracking  also  extends  over  the  Botsford  branch  to  Shelton,  on  which 
there  are  no  grade  crossings,  as  it  was  built  after  the  passage 
of  the  law  prohibiting  the  construction  of  a  railroad  at  grade  over 
a  highway.  The  double  tracking  of  the  New  England  road  from 
Waterbury  to  Bristol,  in  progress  for  several  years,  is  now  nearing 
completion,  involving  the  elimination  of  all  the  grade  crossings 
between  those  places,  the  straightening  of  the  line,  the  construction 
of  a  tunnel  3,500  feet  long,  and  forming  a  continuous  double 
track  line  between  Waterbury  and  Hartford.  The  iron  bridge  on 
the  Air  Line  branch  over  the  Connecticut  River  at  Middletown, 
which  was  too  light  for  present  traffic  requirements,  is  being  re- 
placed by  a  heavy  steel  structure  equal  to  the  demands  of  the 
heaviest  equipment  and  traffic.  Other  minor  improvements  in  the 
physical  condition  of  the  railroad  property  are  noted  under  the 
head  of  "  Condition  of  the  roads,**  commencing  on  page  25. 
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PBOCEBDINGS  OP  THE  BOARD  REFERRING  TO  STEAM 

RAILROADS. 

Elimination  op  Grade  Crossings. 

TOWN  OF  BROOKFIELD. 

On  February  9,  1910,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Bailroad  Company  presented  a  petition  asking  that  we  approve  of 
a  change  in  the  location  of  a  portion  of  its  line  of  railroad  known 
as  its  Western  Division^  north  of  Brookfield  Junction  station; 
also  to  approve  plans  presented  "  for  the  elimination  of  the  cross- 
ing at  grade  of  said  line  of  railroad  by  the  highway  leading  to  Dan- 
buiy  from  Brookfield  Center,  being  the  crossing  just  northerly  of 
ttid  Brookfield  Junction  station,  by  discontinuing  and  closing  the 
present  highway  within  the  limits  of  the  railroad  location  and  con- 
stracting  a  new  highway  substantially  one  hundred  feet  northerly 
of  the  existing  grade  crossing,  from  an  intersection  on  the  westerly 
Bide  of  the  railroad  location  with  the  highway  leading  to  New 
Milford,  carrying  said  highway  easterly  under  the  tracks  and  rail- 
wad  location,  with  a  width  of  thirty  feet,  constructing  over  said 
Iii^way  a  railroad  bridge  having  a  clear  head  room  of  thirteen 
feet  and  a  clear  space  between  the  abutments  of  said  railroad 
bridge  of  thirty  feet,  and  constructing  said  highway  on  the  easterly 
ode  of  the  railroad  location  in  two  branches,  one  connecting  with 
4c  highway  to  Brookfield  Junction  and  the  other  with  the  high- 
tay  leading  to  Brookfield  Center,  reconstructing  the  highway  from 
Biookfield  Junction  to  Brookfield  Center  in  the  locality  so  as  to 
form  a  proper  connection  with  said  branches  of  said  new  highway/^ 

This  petition  was  heard  on  February  16,  1910,  at  which  time 
said  railroad  company,  the  town,  and  certain  property  holders  af« 
feeted  by  said  changes,  appeared  and  were  heard,  and  said  hearing 
na  continued  until  the  25th  day  of  February,  when  said  railroad 
company  and  said  selectmen  again  appeared  and  were  fully  and 
dually  heard. 

On  February  28,  1910,  we  issued  our  finding  approving  of  the 
ciiange  in  line  of  the  railroad  and  of  the  plans  presented  for  the 
dimination  of  the  crossings  referred  to,  and  ordered  and  directed 
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that  the  cost  of  the  proposed  alterations  and  changes  and  elimina- 
tion of  grade  crossings,  including  the  purchase  of  the  lands  neces- 
sary therefor,  be  at  the  entire  expense  of  the  railroad  company. 

Said  petition  also  proposed  to  alter  the  location  of  the  line  of  said 
railroad  northerly  of  Brookfield  Junction  station  so  as  to  change  the 
mdius  of  its  curves,  the  width  of  its  layout,  the  extent  of  its 
depot  grounds,  its  slopes  and  embankments,  to  straighten  and  im- 
prove its  lines  and  to  add  to  the  number  of  its  main  tracks. 

The  highway  leading  from  Brookfield  Center  to  New  Fairfield 
is  to  be  carried  over  the  tracks  and  location  of  the  new  line  of 
railroad  constructing  over  the  railroad  a  highway  bridge  having  a 
width  of  twenty  feet  and  a  clear  headroom  of  eighteen  feet. 

The  highway  next  northerly  of  the  highway  leading  from 
Brookfield  Center  to  New  Fairfield  is  to  be  discontinued  and  closed 
within  the  limits  of  the  railroad  location,  constructing  southerly 
from  said  highway  a  new  highway  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  rail- 
road location  connecting  with  the  highway  leading  from  Brookfield 
Center  to  New  Fairfield. 

All  the  work  incident  to  these  changes  to  be  done  by  the 
railroad  at  its  own  expense. 

TOWN  OF  COLUMBIA. 

Safford's  Crossing. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  on 
the  12th  day  of  March,  1910,  brought  a  petition  for  the  elimination 
of  a  grade  crossing  on  the  New  England  Railroad  about  two  miles 
westerly  of  Willimantic,  known  as  SaflPord's  Crossing,  in  the  town 
of  Columbia,  by  constructing  a  new  section  of  highway  about 
five  hundred  feet  in  length  northerly  of  the  existing  highway,  and 
connecting  with  the  existing  highway  on  the  northerly  side  of  the 
railroad  location  at  or  near  the  easterlv  bank  of  the  Columbia 
River,  and  connecting  with  a  highway  leading  from  Willimantic 
to  Columbia  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  railroad  location  nearly 
opposite  the  present  railroad  crossing,  carrying  said  highway  over 
the  tracks  and  location  of  the  railroad  and  constructing  over  said 
railroad  a  highway  bridge  with  a  clear  headroom  of  eighteen  and 
one-fourth  feet  and  a  width  of  twenty  feet. 

After  various  hearings,  on  May  1ft,  1910,  we  issued  an  order 
directing  said  company  to  make  such  of  the  aforesaid  changes 
as  lie  southerly  of  the  Hop  River  bridge,  at  its  own  expense,  the 
towns  of  Columbia  and  South  Coventry  agreeing  to  raise  the  bridge 
over  the  Hop  River  to  an  elevation  corresponding  to  the  change 
in  grade  of  the  highway  herein  ordered.

TOWN  OF  SDiSBURY. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Bailroad  Company 
presented  a  petition  for  the  elimination  of  three  grade  crommga  on 
the  line  of  tiie  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Company  in  the  Town 
of  Simsbury  near  the  Weatogue  Station,  which  was  heard  at 
Tarions  times  and  decided  on  April  9,  1910,  directing  said  railroad 
to  construct  a  new  highway  on  the  southeasterly  side  of  said 
railroad  and  carrying  said  highway  over  the  tracks  of  said  railroad 
on  a  bridge  with  a  span  of  forty-three  feet  between  abutments  and 
ei^teen  feet  in  the  clear  above  the  roadbed  of  said  tracks,  and  upon 
the  completion  of  said  bridge  aivl  said  new  highway  and  the  con* 
nection  ordered  between  the  Simsbury  and  Avon  road  and  the  road 
to  Canton,  as  directed  in  said  order,  the  existing  grade  crossings 
of  the  Weatogue  and  Avon  road  at  Weatogue  Station  and  of  the 
Canton  road  were  each  to  be  discontinued  find  closed  on  the  line 
of  the  Company^s  right  of  way,  the  expense  of  the  changes  ordered 
b  be  borne  by  the  railroad  company. 

TOWN  OF  GRISWOLD. 

Upon  the  15th  day  of  April,  1910,  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
i  Hartford  Railroad  Company  brought  a  petition  for  the  elimina- 
tion of  two  highway  crossings  at  grade,  on  the  Norwich  &  Worcester 
Branchy  in  the  Town  of  Griswold,  three-fourths  of  a  mile  north  of 
Jevett  City  by  discontinuing  and  closing  within  the  limits  of 
the  railroad  location  the  highway  leading  from  Jewett  City  to 
PUinTille  and  constructing  a  new  highway  twenly-five  feet  in 
width  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  existing  highway  about  nine 
hundred  feet  in  length  connecting  with  the  existing  highways 
on  either  side  of  the  railroad  location  carrying  said  new  highway 
over  the  railroad  location  and  tracks  by  a  highway  bridge  twenty 
feet  in  width  with  a  clear  headroom  of  twenty-two  feet. 

On  May  6,  1910,  we  issued  an  order  directing  the  aforesaid 
change  to  be  made  at  the  sole  expense  of  the  railroad  company. 

TOWN  OF  NEWTOWN. 

Hawlejf,  Houlihan,  Crossing  West  of  Tunnel  and  Brenan's 

Crossing, 

On  the  21st  day  of  April,  1910,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  ft 
Hart&»d  Bailroad  Company  brought  its  petition  asking  for  certain 
dianges  in  the  line  of  the  New  England  Bailroad  Company  ex* 
tending  easterly  from  the  Hawleyville  Station  in  the  Town  of 
Newtown  to  the  tunnel,  so-called,  which  changes  involved  the 
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elimination  of  fonr  grade  crossings  of  said  line  in  said  Town  of 
Newtown  known  as  Hawleys  Crossing^  Honlihans  Crossing,  Cross- 
ing west  of  tunnel  and  Brenana  Crossing.  Also  to  alter  the  location 
of  said  line  of  railroad  between  the  points  heretofore  named  so  as 
to  change  the  radius  of  its  curves^  the  width  of  its  layout^  the 
extent  of  its  depot  groimds,  slopes  and  embankments  and  to 
straighten  and  improve  its  lines  and  add  to  the  number  of  its 
main  tracks,  as  more  particularly  described  in  said  application. 

It  was  also  proposed  to  alter  the  location  of  the  line  of  the 
Housatonic  Bailroad  Company,  formerly  so-called  but  now  known 
as  the  Berkshire  Branch,  between  Hawleyville  and  Botsford  Station 
so  as  to  change  the  radius  of  its  curves,  the  width  of  its  layout,  the 
extent  of  its  depot  grounds,  slopes  and  embankments,  and  to 
straighten  and  improve  its  lines  and  add  to  the  number  of  its 
main  tracks,  to  wit:  to  construct  a  double  track  between  the 
points  above  mentioned  and  to  eliminate  all  the  existing  grade  cross- 
ings between  Hawleyville  and  Botsford  Station  in  said  Town  of 
Newtown. 

On  the  28th  day  of  May,  1910,  we  issued  an  order  authorizing 
in  detail  the  foregoing  changes  in  the  lines  of  said  railroad  and  the 
elimination  of  the  grade  crossings  on  the  lines  so  changed,  and 
approving  the  taking  of  such  lands  as  were  found  necessary  for  said 
changes  and  alterations,  at  the  sole  expense  of  said  railroad  com- 
pany. 

TOWN  OF  iraverowN. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Bailroad  Company 
brought  a  petition  for  elimination  of  a  grade  crossing  located  about 
one  hundred  feet  westerly  of  the  NorUi  Newtown  Station  on  the 
line  of  the  New  England  Bailroad  by  discontinuing  and  closing 
the  portion  of  the  existing  highway  lying  within  the  limits  of  the 
railroad  location,  and  constructing  a  new  highway  westerly  of  the 
existing  highway  about  eight  hundred  feet  in  length  and  twenty- 
five  feet  in  width  connecting  at  each  end  with  the  existing  highway 
and  carrying  said  new  highway  under  the  railroad  location  and 
tracks  through  a  bridge  with  a  clear  headroom  of  thirteen  feet  and 
a  width  of  twent3'-five  feet  between  the  abutments. 

After  various  hearings,  on  May  6,  1910,  an  order  was  issued 
by  us  directing  the  foregoing  changes  to  be  made  at  the  sole  ex- 
pGQse  of  the  railroad  company,  with  an  amendment  on  May  12, 
1910,  specifying  more  particularly  the  grades  of  the  new  highway 
to  be  constructed. 
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BRANFOBD  STEAM  BAIIiROAD. 

PETITION  FOR  ELIMINATION  OF  CROSSING  IN  NORTH  BRANFORD. 

On  May  12, 19 iO,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  North  Branford 
presents  to  ns  Jb|e  following  petition ;  viz. : 

"  Your  petitioners  are  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  North  Bran- 
ford.  The  Branford  Steam  Railroad  Company  purporting  to  act 
under  the  authority  of  a  resolution  amending  the  charter  of  the 
Damascus  Bailroad  Company,  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  on  July  16,  1907,  the  objections  of  the 
Governor  notwithstanding,  has  located  its  railroad  across  the  main 
highway  in  the  Town  of  North  Branford,  at  grade.  In  view  of  the- 
fact  that  the  local  authorities  of  North  Branford  have  already  ap- 
proved tKe  location  of  the  Shore  Line  Electric  Railway  Company 
in  said  highway,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  said  highway  is  used 
by  automobiles  and  horse  drawn  vehicles  to  a  great  extent,  we  are 
of  the  opinion  that  public  safety  requires  an  alteration  of  such 
grade  crossing  of  the  Branford  Steam  Railroad  Company  and 
respectfully  request  a  hearing  by  your  Honorable  Body  in  ac* 
cordance  with  the  provision  of  Section  4  of  said  amendment  of  the 
charter  of  the  Damascus  Railroad  Company  and  the  passage  of  an 
order  that  said  railroad  shall  be  carried  over  or  imder  said  highway."'

The  foregoing  petition  was  heard  by  the  Commissioners  on 
May  18,  1910,  and  was  continued  from  time  to  time  until  June  20,. 
1910,  and  on  June  30, 1910,  we  issued  the  following  finding: 

*^Thi8  petition  is  brought  xmder  Section  4  of  the  amendment  to 
the  charter  granted  to  the  Damascus  Railroad  Company  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  1907,  which  section  reads  as  follows :  '  in  the 
event  that  the  railroad  commissioners  shall  determine,  at  any  time,. 
after  hearing,  that  public  safety  requires  an  alteration  in  any  grade 
crossing  and  shall  order  said  railroad  to  be  carried  over  or  under 
any  highway,  the  entire  expense  of  such  alteration  shall  be  borne 
by  said  railroad  company.*'' 

"  For  reasons  more  fully  given  in  the  approval  of  the  location  of 
the  Branford  Steam  Railroad  Company  (See  page  14)  we  believe 
that  this  petition  cannot  properly  be  brought  by  the  petitioner  at 
ttttB  time  (as  neither  the  Branford  Steam  Railroad  Company  nor 
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the  Shore  Line  Electric  Railroad  Company  are  yet  built  and  in 
operation  on  said  highway).  We  cannot,  therefore,  accede  to  the 
mandate  of  the  General  Assembly  specifically  authorizing  the 
constructing  of  the  steam  railroad  at  grade  at  this  point  without 
at  the  same  time  dismissing  this  application/' 

TOWN  OF  WINDSOR. 
Kennedy  Crossing, 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
presented  a  petition  dated  May  26, 1910,  asking  for  the  elimination 
of  a  grade  crossing  known  as  Kennedy  road  about  one  mile  north  of 
the  Windsor  Station,  by  carrying  the  existing  highway  over  the 
location  and  tracks  of  the  railroad,  constructing  over  the  railroad 
a  highway  bridge  having  a  clear  headroom  of  eighteen  feet  and  a 
width  of  twenty  feet  as  more  particularly  shown  on  plans  presented 
at  said  hearing,  which  was  held  on  June  13,  1910. 

On  July  1,  1910,  we  issued  an  order  directing  said  company  to 
make  the  alterations  and  changes  described  in  said  petition  and 
approved  the  taking  of  such  land  as  was  found  necessary  for  the 
elimination  and  change  of  said  grade  crossing,  the  whole  to  be 
done  at  the  expense  of  said  railroad  company. 

TOWN  OF  NEWTOWN. 

On  the  22d  day  of  July,  1910,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  presented  a  petition  to  this  Board 
asking  for  the  annulment  of  the  order  issued  by  us  on  February  1, 
1893,  concerning  changes  to  be  made  in  two  highways  in  the  Town 
of  Newtown  crossing  the  tracks  of  the  Housatonic  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  New  York  &  New  England  Railroad  Company  easterly 
of  Hawleyville  Station. 

The  petition  was  heard  by  us  on  July  27,  1910,  when  after 
hearing  all  the  parties,  we  ordered  the  finding  of  this  Board,  dated 
February  1, 1893,  to  be  annulled  as  said  orders  have  been  superseded 
by  subsequent  orders  of  this  Board  concerning  the  same  crossings. 

TOWN  OF  NORTH  WINDHAM. 

Camp  Station, 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
brought  its  petiticm  dated  July  30,  1910,  asking  for  the  modifica- 
tion of  an  order  dated  June  24,  1909,  requiring  the  construction  of 
a  new  highway  passing  under  the  tracks  of  the  Provid^ce  Branch 
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of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and 
the  New  London  Northern  Bailroad  Company,  and  specifying  the 
grades  of  said  highway,  which  petition  was  heard  hy  ns  on  August 
5,  1910,  when  it  appeared  that  the  grades  of  the  approaches  of 
said  highway  had  been  reduced  and  we  issued  our  approval  of  said 
modification  and  change. 

PROTECTION  AT  CROSSINGS. 

TOWN  OF  HAMDEN. 

The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Hamden  presented  to  us  their 
request  in  writing  on  April  13, 1910,  for  protection  at  certain  grade 
crossings  of  the  Northampton  Branch  railroad  tracks  at  Morse, 
Dudley,  Allen,  and  Goodrich  Streets  in  said  Town,  which  was  heard 
by  us  on  May  2,  1910,  and  on  May  12,  1910,  we  issued  an  order 
directing  said  company  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the 
order,  to  station  a  flagman  daily,  Sundays  excepted,  at  the  Good- 
rich and  Morse  Street  crossings  to  give  warning  to  the  public  using 
said  streets  of  the  approach  of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains,  between 
the  hours  of  6 :30  A.  M.  and  7 :40  P.  M.  We  were  of  the  opinion 
that  the  condition  of  public  travel  at  Dudley  and  Allen  Streets 
was  such  as  not  to  require  at  that  time  additional  protection.  We 
therefore  dismissed  that  part  of  the  complaint. 

TOWN  OF  BERLIN. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Berlin  presented  their 
request  dated  the  26th  day  of  October,  1910,  asking  for  the  pro- 
tection of  a  highway  crossing  the  Middletown  Branch  of  the  New 
YoA,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  grade  about 
a  mile  and  one-half  north  of  Berlin  Street,  so-called.  The  request 
was  heard  on  November  2,  1910,  and  on  November  7,  1910,  we 
issued  an  order  stating  that  the  evidence  presented  and  the  record 
of  accidents  appeared  to  establish  the  dangerous  character  of  the 
crossing,  and  found  that  tlie  fact  that  the  motive  power  used 
in  the  operation  of  the  passenger  trains  on  said  railroad  while 
changed  from  steam  to  electricity,  did  not,  in  our  opinion,  relieve 
the  company  from  its  obligation  to  properly  safeguard  said  cross- 
ing or  relieve  it  from  the  provisions  of  Section  3888  of  the  General 
Statutes. 

We  therefore  ordered  said  Company  within  thirty  days  from  date 
of  said  finding  to  keep  a  flagman,  daily,  at  said  crossings,  to  warn 
those  using  said  highway  of  the  approach  of  all  engines,  cars  or 
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trains  from  seven  o'clock  A.  M.  to  7  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  to  erect  at 
said  crossing  a  conspicuous  sign  stating  the  hours  during  which 
said  flagman  shall  be  on  duty. 

SIDETRACKS  ACROSS  HIGHWAYS. 

CITY  OF  WATERBURY. 

On  December  15,  1909,  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolution  passed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  City  of  Waterbury  authorizing 
the  occupancy  of  Railroad  Hill  Street  in  said  City  by  a  side  track 
leading  from  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  to  the  Eagle  Brewing  Company  of  said  City,  said 
track  to  be  used  for  switching  purposes  only,  was  presented  with  the 
request  that  authority  be  granted  by  this  Board  for  the  laying  of 
such  a  track  across  said  highway  in  accordance  with  Section  3892  of 
the  General  Statutes. 

On  December  17th  we  authorized  the  construction  of  said  track, 
subject  to  the  conditions  imposed  upon  said  Brewing  Company 
by  the  City  of  Waterbury,  and  ordered  and  directed  that  the  speed 
of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains  while  passing  over  said  highway  be 
reduced  to  a  speed  not  exceeding  three  miles  per  hour,  and  that 
when  said  highway  was  being  so  used  a  flagman  be  stationed  at 
the  same  to  give  warning  of  the  approach  of  all  engines,  cars  or 
trains. 

TOWN  OF  NEW  HARTFORD. 

The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  New  Hartford  presented  their 
petition  on  April  12,  1910,  asking  permission  for  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  to  lay  a  spur  track 
across  a  certain  road  in  said  Town  into  the  premises  of  H.  P.  Fiske, 
which  petition  was  heard  by  us  on  April  27,  1910,  and  on  May  2^ 
1910,  we  issued  an  order  authorizing  the  construction,  maintenance 
and  operation  of  a  sidetrack,  to  be  used  for  switching  purposes  only, 
upon  and  across  the  highway  in  said  Town  known  as  the  Old 
Mountain  road,  said  sidetrack  leading  to  the  land  of  H.  P.  Fiske. 

We  also  ordered  that  the  speed  of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains 
while  crossing  the  said  highway  should  not  exceed  six  miles  per  hour 
and  that  a  flagman  be  stationed  at  said  crossing  to  give  warning 
of  the  approach  of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains. 

CITY  OF  WATERBURY. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Waterbury  presented  a  petition  dated 
July  18,  1910,  asking  to  construct  and  maintain  a  sidetrack  for 
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switching  purposes  across  Hamilton  Ayenne  at  grade^  to  the 
premises  of  the  Scoville  Manufacturing  Company  of  said  Water- 
buiy. 

The  petition  was  heard  by  us  on  August  6, 1910,.  and  on  August 
23^  1910,  haying  visited  the  location  of  the  proposed  sidetrack  and 
examined  the  premises,  we  authorized  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
A  Hartford  Bailroad  Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
a  sidetrack  for  switching  purposes  only,  at  grade,  across  Hamilton 
Avenue  (formerly  Dublin  Street)  in  the  City  of  Waterbury,  in 
accordance  with  a  plan  on  file  in  this  office  and  prescribing  that  the 
apeed  of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains  pasaing  over  said  highway  should 
not  exceed  six  miles  per  hour  and  that  a  flagman  be  maintained  at 
said  crossing  while  being  used  as  aforesaid. 

CHANGE  OF  LOCATION, 

TOWNS  OF  NEWTOWN,  MONROE,  AND  HUNTINGTON. 

The  petition  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  presented  under  date  of  July  27,  1910,  represents  that  it 
owns  and  operates  an  established  line  of  railroad  known  as  the 
Himtington  Branch  of  the  New  Haven  &  Derby  extension  and  the 
Uewtown  Branch  of  the  Housatonic  Railroad  Company,  and  through 
the  Towns  of  Newtown,  Monroe  and  Huntington,  in  the  Coimty  of 
Fairfield  and  State  of  Connecticut,  which  line  is  generally  known 
as  the  Botsf ord  Branch  extending  from  Shelton  to  Botsford  Station. 
The  petition  asks  to  alter  the  location  of  said  line  of  railroad  so 
as  to  change  the  radius  of  its  curves,  the  width  of  its  layout,  the 
extent  of  itg  depot  grounds,  slopes  and  embankments,  to  straighten 
and  improve  its  lines,  and  to  add  to  the  number  of  its  main  tracks 
90  as  to  constitute  a  double  track  railroad  from  a  point  in  the 
Town  of  Newtown  just  easterly  of  the  Botsford  Station  to  a  point 
in  the  Town  of  Himtington  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet 
westerly  of  the  Shelton  Station. 

Said  petition  was  heard  on  August  5,  1910^  and  on  August  24, 
1910,  we  issued  an  order  authorizing  the  proposed  changes  and 
approving  the  taking  of  such  land  as  was  found  necessary  therefor. 

ABANDONMENT  OF  STATION. 

TOWN  OF  PLYMOUTH. 

The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  pre- 
sented a  petition  dated  May  24,  1910,  asking  to  abandon  the 
Terryville  Station  on  the  railroad  of  the  New  England  Railroad 
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Company  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth^  and  to  provide  and  establish  a 
new  station  on  the  new  line  of  said  railroad  near  the  division  line 
between  the  Town  of  Bristol  and  Plymouth  on  the  northerly  side 
of  said  new  line  of  railroad. 

The  petition  was  heard  by  ns  on  June  27^  1910^  when  said  com- 
pany appeared  and  agreed  to  continue  the  then  present  freight 
facilities  at  the  Terryville  Station  by  making  a  connection  between 
the  present  line  and  the  new  line  near  the  proposed  new  station  and 
to  continue  the  freight  station^  yards  and  tracks^  in  connection 
therewith,  and  upon  such  an  agreement  it  was  ordered  that  when 
such  new  passenger  station  had  been  constructed  and  opened  for 
the  use  of  the  public,  said  company  might  abandon  the  use  of  the 
old  station  for  passenger  service  but  should  retain  its  use  for  freight 
purposes,  to  be  reached  from  the  new  line  of  said  railroad  by  a 
siding,  as  designated  upon  a  plan  submitted. 

REMOVAL  OF  PASSENGER.  STATION. 

TOWN  OF  MANCHESTER. 

The  South  Manchester  Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition 
dated  September  16,  1910,  asking  for  the  removal  of  its  passenger 
station  located  on  Elm  Street,  at  South  Manchester,  on  the  line 
of  said  South  Manchester  Railroad,  to  a  point  just  above  Forest 
Street,  on  the  westerly  line  of  said  tracks,  about  one  thousand  feet 
north. 

Said  petition  was  heard  by  us  October  19,  1910,  and  on  October 
22d,  there  being  no  opposition  to  the  abandonment  of  said  station 
as  proposed,  and  we  being  of  the  opinion  that  said  change  of  loca- 
tion would  be  a  desirable  one  in  the  interest  of  public  safeiy,  and 
finding  that  the  proper  and  convenient  operation  of  the  railroad 
would  be  best  served  by  the  removal  of  the  station  of  said  company 
as  proposed,  we  granted  said  petition. 

BRANFORD  STEAM  RAILROAD. 

APPROVAL  OF  LOCATION. 

On  March  21,  1910,  the  Branford  Steam  Railroad  Company 
presented  its  petition  asking  for  the  approval  of  its  location  in  the 
Towns  of  Branford  and  North  Branford,  describing  its  location 
in  detail  through  each  of  said  towns,  which  application  was  heard 
by  us  on  March  28,  1910,  after  due  notice  to  the  petitioner,  the 
municipalities  in  which  said  highways  are  located  and  to  the 
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parties  interested  in  the  land  proposed  to  be  taken^  which  hearing 
was  continued  from  time  to  time  until  June  30^  1910^  when  we 
made  the  following  finding: 

"There  was  a  deliberate  mandate  of  the  General  Assembly 
nullifying  the  grade  crossing  law  in  this  instance,  and  we  find  we 
haye  no  discretion  in  the  matter  and  do  therefore  approve  in 
writing  of  the  location  of  the  Branford  Steam  Railroad  as 
Bpecificallj  stated  in  its  petition  except  that  where  the  said  railroad 
crosses  the  highway  leading  from  Branford  to  Ouilford  between 
Stations  10x20  and  10x84  we  order  and  direct  that  the  highway 
passing  under  said  railroad  shall  have  a  clearance  of  thirty  feet 
between  bridge  abutments  and  a  clearance  of  at  least  fourteen  feet 
between  the  surface  of  the  highway  and  the  bottom  of  the  girders 
of  the  bridge." 

CONDEMNATION  OF  LAND  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  MILPOBD. 

On  April  25,  1910,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  to  us  its  petition  asking  for  the  ap- 
pioyal  of  the  location  of  the  '*  Y  "  track  connecting  the  Naugatuck 
tracks  with  the  main  line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Bailroad  Company  at  Naugatuck  Junction,  in  the  Town  of  Milford, 
and  to  approve  the  taking  of  necessary  land  therefor  belonging 
to  Joseph  T.  Beard  of  said  Milford. 

The  petition  was  heard  on  May  18,  1910,  after  due  notice  to  the 
petitioner,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Milford  and  to  Joseph  T. 
Beard  of  Milford,  Connecticut,  and  on  May  19,  1910,  we  approved 
tbe  changes  and  alterations  in  said  highway  and  tracks,  as  de- 
scribed in  said  petition  and  of  the  taking  of  the  lands  necessary 
tberefor  as  shown  upon  a  plan  presented  at  said  hearing  and  on 
file  in  this  office,  and  provided  that  all  the  work  incident  to  the 
changes  proposed  should  be  performed  and  the  land  necessary  there- 
for be  taken  by  the  said  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Bail- 
road  Company,  at  its  own  expense. 

CONDEMNATION  OF  LAND  IN  THE  TOWN  OF 

NEWTOWN. 

On  September  7,  1910,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Bailroad  Company  presented  its  petition  asking  our  approval  of 
the  changes  and  alterations  in  the  location  of  its  railroad  across  the 
lands  of  Michael  J.  Keating  and  others  in  said  Town  of  Newtown. 
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The  petition  was  heard  September  13^  1910,  and  after  due  notice 
to  the  parties  in  interest,  we  approved  the  changes  and  alterations 
in  the  location  of  said  railroad  as  described  in  a  petition  dated 
April  21,  1910,  and  found  it  necessary  and  therefore  approved  the 
taking  of  the  lands  set  forth  in  the  petition,  which  lands  were 
fihown  on  plans  presented  at  said  hearing  and  on  file  in  this  office. 

APPROVAL  OF  TEMPORARY  BRIDGE  OVER  THE 
TRACKS  OP  NAUGATFCK  R.  R. 

TOWN  OF  MILFORD. 

TJpon  the  request  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  under  date  of  September  29,  1910,  after  due 
hearing,  we  approved  the  location  of  a  temporary  bridge  over  the 
tracks  of  the  Naugatuck  railroad  near  Naugatuck  Junction,  and 
determined  tl^t  the  length  of  the  said  bridge  over  the  tracks  of 
said  railroad  just  northerly  of  Naugatuck  Junction  Station  in  the 
Town  of  Milford,  should  be  forty-three  feet,  the  width  twelve  feet, 
the  height  above  the  roadbed  of  said  company  to  be  as  shown  on 
a  blueprint  on  file  in  this  office  and  that  the  necessity  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  bridge  was  to  facilitate  the  construction  of  a  new 
bridge  recently  authorized  by  this  Commission. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  TRAIN  SERVICE  ON  THE  NORWICH 
&  WORCESTER  BRANCH  BETWEEN  PUTNAM  AND 
NORWICH. 

The  following  petition  dated  January  17,  1910,  was  presented 
to  us  asking  for  better  train  service  between  Norwich,  Putnam, 
Worcester  and  Boston,  or  in  other  words,  for  an  additional  train 
running  south  from  Putnam  and  arriving  in  Norwich  about  four 
o'clock  P.  M. 

Said  petition  was  heard  by  us  on  February  16,  1910. 

"  It  appeared  from  the  evidence  presented  that  the  present 
passenger  service  on  the  steam  railroad  between  Norwich  and 
Worcester,  Massachusetts,  consists  of  passenger  trains  leaving 
Norwich  for  Worcester  each  day  at  6 :00  A.  M.,  9 :25  A.  M.,  Z  :10 
P.  M.,  and  4 :46  P.  M.,  and  leaving  Worcester  for  Norwich  at  6 :45 
A.  M.,  9:20  A.  M.,  4:45  P.  M.,  and  8:05  P.  M.,  making  four 
steam  trains  each  way  daily.  In  addition  to  this  steam  service, 
there  is  an  hourly  electric  service  between  Worcester  and  Norwich 
from  9:15  A.  M.  and  4:15  P.  M.,  making  eight  trips  each  way 
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daiJy  o?er  the  dectiic  line  between  the  two  cities,  consuming  four 
hours  and  twenty-eight  minutes  for  each  trip;  about  double  the 
numing  time  of  the  steam  trains.  It  thus  appears  that  there  are 
twel?e  round  trips  made  daily  between  these  two  cities  by  the 
steam  and  electric  service  combined.^' 

''The  petitioner  asks  that  a  steam  train  be  run  from  Putnam 
southerly,  ip  connection  with  a  Boston  and  New  York  train,  to 
arrive  in  Norwich  about  four  o'clock,  as  there  is  no  steam  train 
arriYing  from  the  north  between  11:48  A.  M.  and  7:10  P.  M. 
The  electric  service  for  Norwich  runs  in  connection  with  the  train 
in  question,  but  the  petitioners  claim  it  is  too  slow,  requiring  about 
tvo  hours  between  Putnam  and  Norwich.  The  Bailroad  Company 
elaims  that  previous  to  the  installation  of  the  electric  service 
sndi  a  train  as  the  one  desired  was  run  and  that  the  patronage 
of  the  train  indicated  that  there  was  little  public  need  of  such 
a  service,  as  the  public  failed  to  use  it  to  any  considerable  extent, 
in  fact,  it  was  the  poorest  patronized  train  on  the  line,  and  now 
after  the  installation  of  the  electrical  service  it  is  still  less  needed 
flian  heretofore,  for  some  of  those  who  formerly  patronized  the 
train  are  now  better  served  by  the  more  frequent  electrical  service. 
It  is  also  claimed  by  the  Railroad  Company  that  the  volume  of 
travel  to  the  north  from  Norwich  is  and  always  has  been  exceed- 
ingly small,  not  sufficient  to  furnish  any  reasonable  return  for  the 
service  already  furnished  for  such  travel  by  the  various  steam  and 
electric  lines  leading  toward  Putnam  and  Willimantic,  and  that  the 
greater  bulk  of  travel  to  and  from  Norwich  comes  and  goes  over 
the  various  lines  extending  southerly  from  the  city  where  the  service 
is  admitted  to  be  ample." 

^  It  is  true  that  the  petitioners  presented  some  individual  cases 
that  would  be  more  conveniently  served  by  the  train  desired  than 
by  the  present  service,  but  not,  in  our  opinion,  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  constitute  a  public  need  for  such  service.  When  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  present  combined  steam  and  electric  service  between 
Norwich  and  Worcester  furnishes  twelve  roimd  trips  between  those 
places  each  day  and  that  an  equal  amount  of  service  is  furnished 
between  Norwich  and  Willimantic  it  seems  to  us  that  the  city  is  to 
be  congratulated  upon  its  superior  facilities  for  reaching  the 
territory  lying  to  the  north  of  it." 

''In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  we  deem  it  equitable  and  do, 
therefore,  decline  to  grant  the  petition  until  greater  public  need 
is  shown  for  such  additional  service.*^

The  total  casualties  shown  by  the  foregoing  statement  were 
600,  compared  with  617  for  the  preceding  year,  17  less  than 
the  number  then  reported,  and  the  number  of  fatalities  126,  being 
19  less  than  last  year. 

PASSENGERS. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  is  reported  as  66,  oompared 
with  5!^  for  the  previous  year  (an  increase  of  14),  of  whom  none 
were  killed,  two  less  than  last  year.  Ninteen  passengers  were 
injured  on  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad,  16  in  collisions, 
two  in  derailments  and  one  falling  from  trains,  locomotives  or 
cars.  Forty-seven  were  injured  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Bailroad,  of  which  nipiber  none  were  killed.  Twenty- 
two  were  injured  in  collisions,  12  in  jumping  on  or  oflf  trains, 
locomotives  or  cars,  two  in  derailments,  one  in  falling  from  trains, 
locomotives  or  cars  and  ten  from  other  causes  not  named. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  total  number  of  employees  injured  was  354;  which  is 
45  less  than  last  year,  and  of  the  total  number  injured  24  were 
killed,  26  less  than  last  year.  Of  the  total  number  injured,  17  are 
reported  as  happening  on  the  Central  New  England  Railway, 
39  on  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad,  and  274  on  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad.  On  the  Central  New 
England  Railway  one  was  injured  coupling  or  uncoupling,  one 
in  parting  of  train,  one  in  falling  from  train,  locomotive  or  car, 
five  from  causes  not  stated.  One  stationman  injured  handling 
traj99c,  five  shopmen  handling  tools  and  machinery,  one  getting  on 
or  off  locomotives  or  cars  at  rest,  and  one  was  killed  and  one 
injured  from  other  causes  not  designated,  and  one  trackman  was 
injured  handling  tools,  machinery,  etc.     On  the  New  London 
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Northern  Bailroad  five  trainmeD  were  injured  coupling  or  nn- 
conpling,  four  in  deraUments^  one  killed  and  five  injured  falling 
from  trains^  locomotives  or  cars^  six  jumping  on  or  off  trains  and 
one  switchman  injured  by  being  struck  by  train^  locomotive  or 
car.  Seven  stationmen  were  injured  handling  traffic^  five  track- 
men injured  handling  supplies  and  two  other  employees  injured 
handling  traf&c  and  four  handling  supplies.  On  the  !N'ew  York^ 
New  Haven  ft  Hartford  Bailroad  152  trainmen  were  injured^  11 
of  whom  were  killed  from  the  following  causes:  One  killed  and 
12  injured  coupling  and  uncoupling^  16  injured  in  collisions, 
five  in  derailments,  two  in  parting  trains,  six  in  locomotives  or 
cars  breaking  down,  one  killed  and  27  injured  falling  from  trains, 
locomotives  or  cars,  one  killed  and  16  injured  jumping  on  or  off 
trains^  locomtives  or  cars,  seven  killed  and  nine  injured  by  being 
struck  by  trains,  locomotives  or  cars,  six  injured  by  overhead 
obatmctions  and  one  kiUed  and  42  injured  by  other  causes  not 
named.  One  switchman,  one  stationman,  four  trackmen  and  one 
other  employee  were  struck  by  trains  and  killed.  These  are  the 
principal  casualties  resulting  from  the  movement  of  trains,  loco- 
motives or  cars.  Two  were  killed  and  118  injured  from  causes 
other  than  from  the  movement  of  trains,  locomotives  or  cars. 

TRESPASSERS. 

The  number  of  persons  injured,  classified  as  trespassers,  was 
135;  two  on  the  Central  New  England,  none  on  the  New  London 
Northern  and  133  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  ft  Hartford,  84 
of  whom  were  killed  —  all  on  the  last  named  road.  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  fatalities  resulting  to  trespassers  upon*  the  track 

just  double  those  of  all  other  causes  combined. 


INJURED  AT  GRADE  CROSSINGS. 
Twenty-five  persons  were  injured  at  highway  crossings,  ten 
fatally,  three  more  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  grade  crossings  in  the  State  is  852.

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

The  total  capital  stock  outstanding  of  the  various  companies  re- 
porting to  us  on  the  date  named  above  was  $162,541,025.00,  which 
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is  $22,140,525.00  in  excess  of  last  year;  that  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  having  increased 
$22,139,325.00  (which  amount  is  stated  as  "receipts  outstanding 
for  installments  paid'')  and  that  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut 
Western  Eailroad  Company  $1,200.00. 

FUNDED  DEBT. 

The  South  Manchester  Company  has  no  funded  debt.  The 
six  remaining  companies  have  a  debt  amounting  to  $249,217,000.00, 
divided  as  follows:  Central  New  England  Kailway  Company, 
$10,664,500.00;  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  R.  E.  Co., 
$700,000.00;  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Co.,  $3,100,000.00;  New 
London  Northern  R.  R.  Co.,  $1,500,000.00;  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  R.  R.  Co.,  $232,052,500.00,  composed  of  mortgage 
bonds,  plain  bonds,  debentures  and  notes  and  miscellaneous  funded 
obligations;  and  Norwich  &  Worcester  R.  R.  Co.,  $1,200,000.00.

WORKING  LIABILITIES. 

The  total  working  liabilities  of  the  companies  are  reported  to 
be  $19,373,451.58,  divided  among  the  various  companies  as  fol- 
lows: Central  New  England  Ry.

&  Connecticut  Western  R.  R.  Co.,  $228,176.70;  New  Haven  &

The  accounts  of  the  companies  under  ihe  above  heading  amount

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GROSS  OPERATING  REVENUES. 

The  gross  opeTating  revenue  for  the  year  was  $64,819,495.12, 
compared  with  $57,985,541.90  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase 
of  $6,833,953.22.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  passenger  service 
was  $25,422,102.49,  and  from  freight  $33,463,648.40 ;  the  balance, 
$5,933,744.23,  being  earnings  from  other  sources.  Gross  operating 
revenues  per  mile  of  road  operated  were  $26,471.63,  and  per  train 
mile  $2.6976. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  total  operating  expenses  for  the  year  were  $41,333,039.07, 
being  $2,788,130.74  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The  per- 
centage of  operating  expenses  to  gross  earnings  was  63.76.  The 
operating  expenses  per  mile  of  road  operated  were  $16,879.99,  and 
per  mile  run  $1.65078. 

NET  OPERATING  REVENUES. 

The  net  operating  revenues  of  the  Central  "Sew  England  Bail- 
way  were  $1,289,487.53 ;  of  the  New  London  Northern  B.  B.  Co., 
$192,461.79 ;  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  B.  B.  Co., 
$22,004,451.79,  and  of  the  South  Manchester  Bailroad  Co.,  54.94, 
making  a  total  of  $23,486,456.05,  an  increase  of  $4,044,705.69 
over  the  previous  year,  and  were  $9,591.64  per  mile  of  road 
operated  and  0.94898  per  mile  run. 

TAXES. 

The  amount  of  taxes  paid  by  the  companies  was  $4,120,556.79, 
which  is  $549,002.82  more  than  the  amoimt  paid  last  year.  The 
amount  paid  is  6.36  per  cent,  of  the  gross  operating  revenues.  The 
amount  paid  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  for  the  fiscal  year,  as  re- 
ported by  the  State  Treasurer,  was  $1,542,329.45. 

DIVIDENDS. 

The  amount  paid  in  dividends  was  $10,291,827.00,  as  appears 
in  table  No.  8,  page  102,  while  no  dividends  were  paid  on  $8,858,- 
400.00  of  capital  stock. 

INTEREST. 

The  amount  of  interest  paid  by  the  companies  was  $11,429,- 
5W.69,  as  follows:  Central  New  England  Bailway  Company, 
$895,490.00 ;  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  Bailroad  Company, 
$31,600.00;  New  Haven  &  Northampton,  $131,000.00  New  London 
Northern  Bailroad  Company,  $68,100.00;  New  York,  New  Haven 
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ft  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  $10;255420.69,  of  which  amount 
$2^543,365.00  was  interest  on  mortgage  bonds,  $7,711,595.69  on 
plain  bonds,  debentures  and  notes,  and  $460.00  on  miscellaneous 
funded  obligations;  Norwich  &  Worcester  Bailroad  Company, 
$48,000.00. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED  AND  PASSENGER  REVENUE. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  earning  revenue  was 
84,519,264,  being  6,954,914  more  than  the  number  carried  last 
year.  The  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the  street  railways 
during  the  same  period  was  151,631,091.  The  average  length  of 
each  passenger  trip  was  18.11  miles,  the  amount  received  per 
passenger  $.30078,  and  the  receipts  per  passenger  per  mile  $.01661. 
The  passenger  revenue  was  $25,422,102.49,  being  $2,027,930.38 
more  than  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  passenger  service 
train  revenue  $29,734,801.20,  being  $2,686,928.59  in  excess  of 
last  year.  The  passenger  service  train  revenue  per  mile  of  road 
operated  was  $12,143.39  and  per  train  mile  $1.78452. 

FREIGHT  CARRIED  AND  FREIGHT  REVENUE. 

The  freight  carried  during  the  year  was  29,085,934  tons,  being 
3,511,846  tons  more  than  the  amount  carried  last  year,  with  an 
average  haul  of  82.86  miles.  The  freight  revenue  was  $33,463,- 
648.40,  being  $3,999,245.34  in  excess  of  the  amount  reported  last 
year.  The  receipts  per  ton  of  freight  handled  were  $1.15051  and 
the  average  per  ton  per  mile  .01388.  The  freight  revenue  per  mile 
of  road  was  $13,666.22,  and  per  train  mile  $3.94699. 

TRAIN  MILEAGE. 

The  mileage  of  passenger  trains  earning  revenue  was 
16,414,106,  being  675,871  miles  more  than  for  the  preceding  year, 
and  of  freight  trains  earning  revenue,  8,229,812  miles,  being 
434,468  miles  more  than  last  year.  The  mileage  of  mixed  trains 
earning  revenue  was  248,451,  of  special  trains  40,430,  and  of  non- 
revenue  trains  896,203  miles.  The  total  revenue  nuleage  was 
24,932,799  and  the  total  mileage  of  all  trains  25,829,002. 

LENGTH  OF  ROADS. 

Total  length  of  main  line  and  branches  included  in  this  report 
is  2,394.71  miles;  the  length  of  second  or  double  track,  771.77 
miles;  third  track,  95.09  miles;  fourth  track,  93.63  miles;  fifUi 
track,  8.90  miles;  sixth  track,  8.90  miles;  sidings,  1,538.66  miles; 
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total  of  single  ixaak,  4,911.66  miles.  That  portion  of  the  above 
mileage  within  the  State  of  Connecticut  is  as  follows :  Main  line 
and  branches,  1,002.39  miles;  second  track,  292.01  miles;  third 
track,  47.91  miles;  fourth  track,  47.85  miles;  sidings,  614.48  miles; 
total  single  track,  2,004.64  miles. 


MADTTENANGE  OF  WAY  AND  8TRU0TURBS. 

Hie  amoimt 'expended  for  maintenance  of  way  and  structures 
has  hem  $7,831,751.39,  being  $1,151,094.20  more  than  the  amount 
expended  for  this  purpose  last  year,  amounting  to  $3,198.41  per 
mile  operated  and  $.303  per  mile  run. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  EQUIPMENT. 

The  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  equipment  has  been  $6,790,- 
317.78,  being  $593,094.72  in  excess  of  the  expenditures  for  that 
purpose  the  preceding  year,  amounting  to  $2,773.09  per  mile 
operated  and  $.263  per  mile  run. 

MILEAGE.

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CONDITION  OP  THE  STEAM  RAILROADS. 

NEW  YORK,  NEW  HAVEN  ft  HARTFORD  RAILROAD. 

The  annual  inspection  required  by  law  wajs  made  from 
September  27  to  October  20,  1910.  Some  of  the  improvements 
made  dnring  the  past  year  are  noted  imder  this  head.  Sixty-five 
thonsand  new  creosoted  ties  have  been  placed  in  the  track  between 
New  Haven  and  Stamford,  fastened  with  screw  spikes  and  tie 
plates,  and  twenty-nine  miles  of  new  100  ponnd  steel  rails  have 
been  laid.  New  facilities  for  coaling  engines  have  been  installed 
west  of  the  passenger  station  at  New  Haven.  Pocket  elevators 
have  been  erected  to  cany  coal  from  the  bin  to  an  elfevated  coal 
pocket  and  a  scraper  conveyor  to  move  the  coal  from  the  coal 
pocket  to  hoppers  on  the  coaling  bridge  over  the  tracks.    The  whole 

plant  is  operated  by  electricity.  A  new  double  track  "  Y  "  is  now 
being  bnilt  between  the  main  line  and  the  Nangatuck  branch  at 
Nangatnck  Junction,  to  afford  better  facilities  for  transferring 
freight  from  one  line  to  the  other.  A  new  concrete  interlocking 
tower  has  been  erected  at  Central  Avenue,  near  the  western  entrance 
to  the  freight  yard  in  East  Bridgeport,  and  new  cross-over  switches 
installed  to  be  operated  by  the  tower  hereafter  instead  of  by  hand 
SB  heretofore.  The  grounds  westerly  of  and  adjoining  the  pas- 
senger station  in  Bridgeport  have  been  filled  and  graded  and  are  to 
be  macadamized  to  furnish  additional  room  for  vehicles.  Easterly 
of  the  station  the  grounds  and  tracks  have  been  graded  and  a  new 
bulkhead  faced  with  riprap  built  along  the  river  and  the  space  in 
front  dredged  below  water  level.  A  new  opening  has  been  made 
under  the  railroad  viaduct  at  the  end  of  Stratford  Avenue,  and  the 
westerly  span  of  the  Stratford  Avenue  bridge  over  the  river  widened 
to  aflford  better  facilities  for  the  congested  travel  at  that  locality. 
The  old  Naugatuck  dock  and  the  Bridgeport  steamboat  dock  in 
the  lower  freight  yard  have  been  moved  back  of  the  newly  es- 
tablished United  States  wharf  line,  and  the  space  in  front  of  the 
new  bulkhead  dredged  to  make  sufficient  depth  of  water  for  ship- 
ping. In  the  Poquonnock  dock  freight  house,  so-called,  two  new 
electric  freight  conveyors  have  been  installed  for  the  purpose  of 
unloading  steamboats.  The  easterly  driveway  to  the  eastbound 
passenger  station  at  South  Norwalk  has  been  widened  to  afford 
more  ample  room  for  the  entrance  and  exit  of  vehicles.  A  new 
westbound  passenger  station  and  platform  has  been  erected  at 
Bowayton  of  terra  cotta  blocks  and  cement  construction.  Repairs 
have  been  made  on  fifteen  bridges  between  New  Haven  and  Glen- 
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brook^  consisting  principally  of  new  floors  and  guard  timbers.  The 
track,  roadway  and  bridges  on  the  New  Canaan  branch  are  in  good 
condition. 

On  the  Danbnry  branch  15,000  new  ties  have  been  placed  in  the 
track  during  the  past  year.  The  change  in  the  highway  at  the 
Norwalk  mills,  obviating  two  grade  crossings,  has  been  completed 
and  the  work  of  eliminating  two  dangerous  grade  crossings  south  of 
Georgetown  station,  in  progress  at  the  time  of  our  last  report.  Two 
grade  crossings  south  of  Bedding  station  have  been  eliminated  by 
the  construction  of  one  overhead  crossing.  A  new  freight  house  and 
tracks  have  been  established  at  Bethel,  northerly  of  the  passenger 
station,  and  the  old  combination  passenger  and  freight  station  is  to 
be  remodeled  and  used  exclusively  for  passenger  purposes  hereafter. 
The  litchfleld  branch  is  in  good  condition.  A  retaining  wall  at 
Boxbury  Falls  which  collapsed  during  the  past  season  has  been  re- 
built in  a  substantial  manner.  The  station  grounds  at  Bantam 
station  have  been  extended  and  graded  to  afford  more  convenient 
access  to  the  station  than  heretofore  existed. 

On  the  Highland  division  between  the  New  York  State  line 
and  Sonthbury,  3.59  miles  of  new  steel  rails  have  been  laid,  and 
59,900  new  first-class  ties  and  12,906  second-class  ties  have  been 
placed  in  the  track  of  the  entire  division.  The  relocation  of  the 
line  of  the  Berkshire  division  between  Hawleyville  and  Brookfield 
Junction,  and  from  Brookfield  Junction  to  Brookfield,  and  the 
elimination  of  the  grade  crossings  heretofore  existing  thereon  is  an 
important  improvement,  so  far  as  the  operation  of  the  road  and 
the  safe  use  of  the  highways  by  the  public  are  concerned. 

On  the  Berkshire  division  6.15  miles  of  new  steel  rails  have 
been  laid  from  a  point  2,600  feet  south  of  Kent  station  to  a  point 
2,538  feet  south  of  North  Kent  station,  and  from  a  point  3,852 
feet  south  of  Lime  Bock  to  a  point  6,722  feet  north  of  Falls  Village 
station,  and  63,250  new  first-class  ties  and  7,775  second-<;lass  ties 
have  been  laid  in  the  track  of  the  entire  division;  also  seven  new 
bridges  have  been  erected. 

On  the  Naugatuck  branch  33,400  new  first-class  ties  and  5,550 
second-class  ties  have  been  laid  in  the  track.  A  new  connection  of 
the  Naugatuck  branch  with  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
main  line  at  Naugatuck  Jimction  is  being  constructed,  with  leas 
curvature  than  the  connection  formerly  existing  there  to  facilitate 
the  transfer  of  a  larger  amoimt  of  traffic  than  heretofore.  The 
Watertown  branch  is  in  good  condition,  also  the  track  and  bridges 
of  the  Waterbury  and  Meriden  branch.    A  steel  bridge  is  being 
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erected  over  the  Potatack  Eiver  near  Sandv  Hook  station  to  re- 
place  the  last  wooden  Howe  truss  bridge  existing  on  the  Midland 
divifflon  west  of  Waterbnry.  The  Hanover  grade  crossing  at  the 
North  Newtown  station  is  being  eliminated  by  carrying  the  high- 
way under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad,  work  upon  which  is  now  in 
progress.  The  double  tracking  and  changes  in  line,  involving 
the  eliminaticm  of  all  the  grade  crossings  between  Hawleyville  and 
Botsford's  on  the  Berkshire  division,  is  well  under  way,  constituting 
one  of  the  important  and  expensive  improvements  now  in  progress, 
and  when  extended  over  the  Botsford  branch  to  Shelton  will  con- 
stitate  a  continuous  double  track  line  from  the  Poughkeepsie 
bridge  into  New  Haven  for  the  constantly  increasing  business  over 
that  line,  which  now  amounts  to  about  1,500  freight  cars  daily. 
Four  new  bridges  have  been  erected  on  the  Derby  branch  between 
Derby  and  New  Haven  during  the  past  year.  The  double  tracking 
of  the  Midland  division  between  Waterburv  and  Bristol  is  well 
advanced.  The  tunnel,  3,500  feet  in  length,  encased  with  cement 
sides  and  roof,  will  b^  ready  for  use  early  in  the  coming  year,  and 
flie  grading  of  the  changed  line  and  the  bridge  structures  are 
rapidly  approaching  completion.  When  completed  all  grade  cross- 
ings between  Waterbnry  and  Bristol  will  be  eliminated,  and  the 
grades,  curvature,  and  distance  materially  reduced.  A  new  grano- 
lithic platform  has  been  placed  around  the  station  at  Bristol,  and 
8e?eral  new  bridges  erected  between  Bristol  and  Porestville.  A 
number  of  the  open  culverts  between  Bristol  and  New  Britain  have 
been  covered  with  iron  beams  and  cement  floors.  New  concrete 
arches  are  to  be  placed  under  the  tracks  now  carried  by  wooden 
trestles  nortti  of  Elmwood  and  Parkville  stations. 

On  the  Hartford  division  between  New  Haven  and  Springfield 
51,000  new  ties  have  been  placed  in  the  track  during  the  past  year, 
and  one-half  mile  of  new  100  pound  steel  rails  has  been  laid 
aonth  of  Berlin  station,  and  one  mile  on  each  side  of  the  Connecticut 
Biver  bridge  at  Warehouse  Point.  A  new  freight  station,  40  x  300 
feet,  and  yard  have  been  provided  at  Wallingford  west  of  the  main 
track  and  north  of  the  passenger  station,  removing  the  freight 
traffic  from  in  front  of  the  passenger  station.  A  highway  grade 
eroBsing  north  of  Yalesville  station  has  been  eliminated  by  carrying 
the  highway  under  the  railroad  tracks,  and  Kelse/s  crossing  north 
of  Berlin  station  has  been  abolished  by  carrying  the  highway  over 
flie  tracks  on  an  overhead  bridge.  The  station  grounds  at  the  south 
end  of  the  Meriden  passenger  station  have  been  paved  with  asphalt. 
A  new  southbound  passing  siding,  capacity  60  cars,  has  been  laid 
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about  two-thirds  of  a  mile  south  of  Windsor  station^  and  a  similar 
siding,  of  same  capacity,  south  of  Thompsonvillc  station.  A  brick 
arch  over  a  highway  south  of  Thompeonville  has  been  extended 
at  both  ends,  built  of  concrete.  Humphrey  Street  in  New  Haven, 
is  being  extended  under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  necesaitating  the 
removal  of  the  Cedar  Hill  station  north  and  west  of  its  former 
location.  A  new  engine  house  is  contemplated  at  the  freight  yard 
north  of  Cedar  Hill,  also  a  yard  for  the  storage  of  track  material 
and  supplies  at  the  east  end  of  the  same  yard  beside  the  Air  Line 
tracks.  The  Connecticut  Company  is  erecting  a  two  story  car  bam 
at  Cedar  Hill,  450  feet  long  by  250  feet  in  width. 

On  the  IN'orthampton  branch  two  grade  crossings  south  of  Mill- 
dale  station  have  been  eliminated  by  building  a  parallel  highway 
and  carrying  one  highway  under  the  railroad  tracks.  A  grade  cross- 
ing north  of  Plainville  station  has  been  abolished  by  carrying  the 
highway  under  the  tracks.  A  deck  truss  bridge  over  the  Farmington 
River  north  of  Farmington  has  been  replaced  by  a  deck  plate  girder 
bridge  of  four  spans  with  concrete  piers.  A  highway  grade  crossing 
about  three  miles  north  of  Farmington  station  has  been  abolished 
by  carrying  the  highway  over  the  track  on  an  overhead  bridge. 
New  80  pound  steel  rails  have  been  laid  in  the  track  between  Mount 
Carmel  and  Cheshire.  Two  grade  crossings  near  Weatogue  station 
in  the  town  of  Simsbury  are  being  eliminated  by  carrying  the 
highway  over  the  railroad  on  a  bridge  and  discontinuing  the  other 
crossing.  Also  a  grade  crossing  in  the  town  of  Granby  has  been 
eliminated  by  carrying  the  highway  over  the  railroad  on  an  over- 
head bridge.  The  bridges  between  Plainville  and  Northampton 
are  being  strengthened  or  renewed  to  a  capacity  of  200,000  pounds, 
which  involves  the  strengthening  or  renewal  of  some  eight  dif- 
ferent bridges  in  the  state  of  Connecticut.  The  number  of  new  ties 
placed  in  the  track  in  Connecticut  has  been  26,500,  and  five  and 
one-half  miles  of  new  steel  rails  weighing  80  pounds  per  yard  have 
been  laid. 

The  Connecticut  Central  branch,  formerly  so-called,  is  in  good 
condition.  A  new  station  building  hafi  been  erected  at  South 
Windsor  to  replace  one  that  was  burned,  and  a  new  concrete  arch 
built  to  take  the  place  of  bridge  No.  2,  the  abutments  of  which 
needed  renewing.  The  Melrose  and  RockvUle  branches  are  also  in 
satisfactory  condition.  On  the  line  extending  from  Hartford  to 
Willimantic  about  ten  miles  of  new  steel  rails  have  been  laid  in 
the  vicinity  of  Bolton,  Hop  River,  and  Putnam,  and  many  of  the 
open  culverts  have  been  supplied  with  cast-iron  drain  pipe  with 
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cement  buttresses  at  ends  and  a  solid  roadbed  over  the  same.  About 
nine  miles  of  the  track  has  been  thoroughly  ballasted  in  the  yieinitv 
of  Bolton,  Andover,  Hop  River,  and  Manchester.  Some  important 
improvements  are  in  progress  on  the  Air  line  between  New  Haven 
and  Willimantic,  notably  the  rebuilding  of  the  bridge  over  the 
Connecticut  Eiver  at  Middletown,  with  a  structure  capable  of 
carrying  safely  the  heaviest  trafiSc.  Between  New  Haven  and  New 
London  seven  and  one-half  miles  of  new  steel  rails  have  been  laid 
and  52,900  new  ties  placed  in  the  track  during  the  past  year.  The 
curvature  of  the  main  track  at  Branford  station  has  been  reduced 
from  four  to  three  degrees.  Buell's  crossing  east  of  Clinton  station 
has  been  eliminated  by  carrying  the  highway  over  the  railroad  on 
a  highway  bridge.  A  new  floor  has  been  placed  on  the  bridge  ov» 
Winthrop's  Cove  in  New  London,  and  repairs  have  been  made  on 
Tuioxis  bridges  between  New  Haven  and  New  London.  On  the 
Norwich  and  Worcester  branch  about  200  tons  of  new  steel  rails 
have  been  laid  on  the  curves  north  of  the  tunnel  between  Taffs 
and  Jewett  Cily^  and  repairs  have  been  made  on  eight  of  the 
bridges  on  the  branch  north  of  Oroton  in  this  state,  and  several 
grade  ciossingB  on  the  line  have  been  eliminated.  The  track  and 
bridges  on  the  line  from  East  Thompson  to  Willimantic  are  in  good 
oondition^  and  in  Thompson  and  Hampton  grade  crossings  have  been 
abolished. 

On  the  Providence  branch  from  Willimantic  to  Oneco  the  track 
and  bridges  are  in  excellent  condition.  The  last  of  the  wood^i 
bridges  on  this  line  near  Moosup  has  been  rebuilt  with  two  steel 
girder  spans  in  place  of  the  wooden  Howe  truss  formerly  spanning 
the  river.  Grade  crossings  have  been  removed  in  Oneco,  Canterbury, 
Lisbon^  Versailles,  and  at  Camp  station  in  South  Windham,  now 
in  process  of  construction.  During  the  last  year  work  has  been 
in  progress  on  the  Valley  branch  strengthening  the  bridges  be- 
tween Hartford  and  Saybrook  Junction  to  a  capacity  of  200,000 
pounds  per  lineal  foot  (so  that  in  case  of  an  interruption  of  service 
trains  can  be  diverted  over  this  line  if  necessary),  involving  the 
rebuilding  or  strengthening  of  twenty-three  different  bridges  on  the 
line  between  the  points  named. 

Two  grade  crossings  in  the  town  of  Essex  have  been  eliminated 
by  constructing  one  new  overhead  highway  bridge.

CENTRAL  NEW  ENGLAND  RAILWAY. 

The  improvements  in  the  general  condition  of  the  track,  road- 
bed, and  bridges  of  this  line  are  very  marked.  Much  ballasting  has 
been  done  and  the  alignment  and  surface  of  the  track  much  im- 
proved. Many  of  the  bridges  have  been  repaired,  renewed,  and 
painted.  Three  and  a  quarter  miles  of  new  steel  rails  have  been 
laid  near  Grant  station.  Five  new  locomotives  have  been  purchased 
and  put  into  service. 

The  result  of  the  operation  of  the  road  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1910,  hajs  been  as  follows: 

Gross  operating  revenue,  $3,022,720.19;  passenger  revenue, 
$337,955.81 ;  freight  revenue,  $2,520,890.59 ;  net  operating  revenue, 
$1,289,487.53 ;  operating  expenses  were  $1,733,232.66 ;  maintenance 
of  way  and  structures,  $510,912.08;  maintenance  of  equipment, 
$268,929.41 ;  number  of  new  ties  laid,  131,214 ;  tons  of  steel  rails 
laid,  3,928;  number  of  employees  (including  officers),  1,524;  com- 
pensation of  same,  $1,046,812.74.  The  operating  expenses  were 
57,34  per  cent,  of  the  gross  operating  revenue,  and  the  maintenance 
of  way  and  structures  29.48  per  cent,  of  the  operating  expenses. 

NEW  LONDON  NORTHERN  RAILROAD. 

During  the  past  year  24,800  new  ties  have  been  placed  under 
the  track  and  two  new  steel  girder  bridges  have  been  erected,  desig- 
nated as  Nos.  21  and  36.  Two  smaller  bridges  within  the  limits  of 
the  station  grounds  at  Stafford  Springs  have  also  been  renewed, 
and  repairs  have  been  made  on  various  other  small  bridges  at 
various  other  points  on  the  line.  A  highway  crossing  in  the  town 
of  Willington  has  been  cleared  of  shrubbery  and  trees  which  ob- 
structed the  view  of  the  crossing  by  those  approaching  it  on  the 
highway,  rendering  it  more  safe  for  public  travel. 

The  results  of  the  operation  of  the  road  for  the  year  ending  June 
30, 1910,  have  been  as  follows: 
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61068  operating  reyame^  $1^083,759.11;  passenger  revenne, 
$194^31.55;  freight  revenue^  $816,893.78;  operating  expenses, 
$891y297.32;  net  operating  revenue,  $192,461.79;  maintenance  of 
way  and  stmctnres,  $183,876.12;  maintenance  of  equipment, 
$58,865.45;  new  ties  laid,  88,120;  niunber  of  employees  (including 
officers),  725;  compensation  of  same,  $423,579.06.  The  operating 
expenses  have  heen  82.24  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings,  and  the 
maintenance  of  way  and  structures.  20.63  per  cent,  of  total  operat- 
ing expenses. 

SOUTH  MANCHESTER  RAILROAD. 

The  passenger  station  at  the  terminus  of  this  road  in  South 
Manchester  has  heen  removed  from  its  former  location  about  1,000 
feet  further  north,  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  track,  where  it  more 
eoorenientiy  serves  the  public.  At  the  public  hearing  required  by 
law,  no  objection  was  made  to  such  removal. 

The  results  of  the  operation  of  the  road  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1910,  are  shown  by  the  following  figures: 

Groea  operating  revenue,  $19,348.27;  passenger  revenue,  $3,- 
950.39;  freight  revenue,  $15,275.73;  operating  expenses,  $19,- 
293.33;  net  operating  revenue,  $54.94;  maintenance  of  way  and 
structures,  $4,587.55;  maintenance  of  equipment,  $750.70;  new 
ties  laid,  1,190;  number  of  employees  (excluding  o£5cers),  19; 
compensation  of  same,  $12,762.65. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  first  report  of  the  street  railway  companies  in  Connecticut 
to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  was  made  in  1895.  At  that  time 
there  were,  in  round  numbers,  300  miles  of  street  railways  within 
the  State  with  a  stock  and  debt  of  $17,700,000.00,  gross  earnings 
of  $2,200,000.00,  operating  expenses  of  $1,500,000.00,  paying  taxes 
amounting  to  $76,500.00,  carrying  38,000,000  passengers,  with  250 
accidents  to  persons,  12  of  which  were  fatal.  Sixteen  years  after- 
wards, in  1910,  there  are  921  miles,  with  a  reported  capitalization 
and  debt  of  $79,000,000.00,  gross  earnings  over  $8,000,000.00, 
operating  expenses  nearly  $5,000,000.00,  taxes,  $452,000.00,  pas- 
sengers carried,  151,000,000,  with  2,228  casualties  to  persons,  39 
of  which  were  fatal.  This  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  growth  of  the 
street  railway  properties  for  the  past  sixteen  years.  Since  the 
dose  of  the  fiscal  year  on  June  30th,  the  Shore  Line  Electric  Rail- 
way 'Co.  has  completed  and  brought  into  operation  about  26  miles 
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of  its  line,  extending  from  Ivoryton  through  Essex^  Saybrook, 
Westbrook,  Clinton,  Madison  and  East  River  to  Guilford,  and  the 
balance  of  its  line  is  now  in  process  of  construction.  Extensions 
and  double  tracking  of  existing  lines  have  been  made  in  the  cities  of 
Hajtford,  New  Britain,  Meriden,  New  Haven,  Bridgeport,  and 
Waterbury. 

PROCEEDINGS  OP  THE  BOAKD  CONCERNING  STREET 

RAILWAYS. 

Approval  of  Method  of  Construction. 

OITY  OF  NEW  BRITAIN. 

On  February  21,  1910,  upon  petition  of  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Bailroad  Company,  asking  our  approval  of  the 
method  of  construction  proposed  by  said  company  for  double 
tracking  its  electric  railway  lines  on  Main,  East  Main,  West  Main, 
South  Main,  and  Arch  Streets,  in  the  city  of  New  Britain,  and  after 
hearing  the  petitioner  and  the  city,  and  the  municipality  offering  no 
objections  to  the  plans  presented,  we  issued  our  approval  of  same. 

NORTH  BRANPORD  AND  EAST  HAVEN. 

On  the  24th  day  of  March,  1910,  the  Shore  Line  Electric  Rail- 
way Company  presented  its  petition  asking  for  the  approval  of  its 
proposed  method  of  construction  in  the  towns  of  North  Branford 
and  East  Haven,  which  was  heard  by  us  on  April  4,  1910,  and  our 
approval  of  the  same  was  granted  on  June  30,  1910,  declining, 
however,  to  approve  of  the  construction  of  said  railway  at  grade 
on  a  certain  highway  in  the  town  of  North  Branford,  over  which 
the  Damascus  Railroad  Company  had  a  right  to  cross  at  grade. 

BRIDGEPORT  AND  STRATFORD. 

On  April  29,  1910,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Bailroad  Company  presented  its  petition  for  the  approval  of  the 
method  of  construction  of  a  double  track  extension  of  the  electric 
railway  line  on  Bamum  Avenue  in  the  city  of  Bridgeport,  and  in 
the  town  of  Stratford,  which  petition  was  heard  by  us  on  May  11, 
1910,  and  approved  on  May  12,  1910,  in  accordance  with  conditions 
prescribed  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Stratford  and  the 
common  council  of  the  city  of  Bridgeport. 

CITY  OF  HARTFORD. 

The  Connecticut  Company  presented  its  petition  on  the  9th  day 
of  July,  1910,  asking  for  our  approval  of  its  method  of  construction 
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of  its  line  on  Broad  Street  from  Capitol  Avenue  to  N"ew  Britain 
Avenue  in  the  city  of  Hartford.  The  petition  was  heard  on  July 
13,  1910,  and  approved  by  us  in  accordance  with  certain  conditions 
imposed  by  said  city. 

The  Connecticut  Company  presented  its  petition  asking  for  the 
approval  of  its  method  of  construction  of  its  line  on  Capitol  Avenue 
from  Main  Street  to  Trinity  Street  in  said  city,  which  petition  was 
heard  July  20,  1910,  and  our  approval  granted  on  the  same  date 
in  accordance  with  certain  conditions  prescribed  by  said  city  and 
agreed  to  by  said  company. 

CITY  OF  WATERBURY. 

The  Connecticut  Company  presented  its  petition  dated  August 
19,  1910,  asking  for  the  approval  of  the  method  of  construction  of 
its  electric  railway  line  in  James,  Clark,  Sixth,  and  Bank  Streets 
in  the  city  of  Waterbury,  which  was  heard  by  us  on  August  31, 
1910,  and  approved  in  a  finding  dated  September  6,  1910. 

A  petition  of  the  Connecticut  Company  was  presented  to  us  on 
August  30,  1910,  asking  for  an  approval  of  the  method  of  con- 
struction of  its  proposed  double  track  electric  railway  in  Meadow 
Street  from  West  Main  Street  to  Bank  Street,  and  to  lay  a  second 
track  on  Bank  Street  from  Exchange  Place  to  a  point  two  hundred 
feet  more  or  less  southerly  of  Meadow  Street  in  said  city. 

Said  petition  was  heard  by  us  on  the  13th  day  of  September, 
1910,  and  our  approval  granted  on  September  16,  1910.  Said 
finding  was  on  October  17th  amended  so  as  to  provide  that  all 
double  truck  cars  used  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  shall 
be  equipped  with  some  eflEective  system  of  power  brakes,  said  former 
order  having  provided  that  said  power  brakes  should  be  furnished. 
on  all  cars  used  on  said  line,  failing  to  distinguish  between  single 
and  double  truck  cars. 

And  on  October  17,  1910,  we  made  a  like  amendment  of  oui 
finding  of  September  6, 1910,  applicable  to  James,  Clark,  Sixth,  and 
Bank  Streets  in  said  city  of  Waterbury. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  APPROVAL. 

On  December  21,  1909,  the  extension  of  The  Connecticut  Com- 
pany's line  in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  from  Howard  Avenue  and 
Congress  Avenue  through  Howard  Avenue,  consisting  of  a  double 
track  eight  hundred  feet  in  length  and  a  single  track  through 
Washington  Avenue  three  thousand  six  hundred  feet  in  length,  was

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examined  and  found  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for  operation, 
and  a  certificate  issued  to  that  effect. 

TOWNS  OF  BROAD  BROOK,  EAST  WINDSOR,  ELLINGTON,  AND 

VERNON. 

Amendment  of  Certificate  of  Approval. 

In  the  matter  of  certificate  issued  by  this  Board  under  date  of 
May  19,  1906,  to  the  effect  that  the  newly  constructed  line  of  the 
RockviUe,  Broad  Brook  &  Bast  Windsor  Street  Railway  Company 
from  a  point  about  one  mile  easterly  of  Broad  Brook  and  extending 
through  the  towns  of  East  Windsor,  Ellington,  and  Vernon,  to  the 
end  of  said  railway  company's  line  in  Eockrille,  had  been  examined 
and  found  "  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for  operation,'*  which 
certificate  was  subject,  however,  to  an  action  pending  in  the  courts 
"  as  to  whether  the  grade  of  the  highway  at  a  point  known  as 
Grant's  Comers,  and  also  the  grade  at  the  beginning  of  the  bridge 
over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  at  the  same  point,  conformed  to  the  layout  of  the  tracks 
as  made  by  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  East  Windsor  and  also  the 
plans  for  said  overhead  structure  approved  by  this  Board." 

We  now  having  been  advised,  under  date  of  February  4,  1910, 
that  said  question  had  been  decided  by  the  courts  and  ^^satis- 
faction "  papers  filed  in  the  case,  we  do  hereby  amend  our  certificate 
of  May  19,  1906,  so  that  said  certificate  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

"  That  portion  of  the  tracks  of  the  Rockville,  Broad  Brook  & 
East  Windsor  Street  Railway  Company,  lying  between  a  point  about 
one  mile  easterly  of  Broad  Brook  and  then  extending  through 
•  the  towns  of  East  Windsor,  Ellington,  and  Vernon  to  the  end  of 
said  street  railway  company's  line  in  Rockville,  has  been  examined 
and  is  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for  operation." 

NEW  HAVEN. 

• 

On  May  13, 1910,  we  issued  the  following  certificate  of  approval 
of  a  change  in  the  line  of  the  Morris  Cove  Branch,  viz. :  the  easterly 
track  of  a  change  in  the  line  of  the  Morris  Cove  Branch,  so-called, 
of  the  street  railway  line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company,  has  been  examined  and  found  in  a  suitable  and 
safe  condition  for  operation. 

And  on  May  28,  1910,  the  following  certificate  of  approval  of 
the  westerlv  track  of  said  changed  line,  viz.:    the  new  westerly 
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track  of  the  change  in  the  line  of  the  Morris  Cove  Branch,  so- 
called,  of  the  street  railway  line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Bailroad  Company,  has  heen  examined  and  found  in  a 
fiiutable  and  safe  condition  for  operation. 

THE  SHORE  LINE  ELECTRIC  RAILWAY  CO. 

Under  date  of  September  17,  1910,  we  issued  the  following  cer- 
tificates, viz. : 

*'That  portion  of  the  newly  constructed  electric  Une  of  the 
Shore  Line  Electric  Railway  Company  extending  from  Ivoryton 
through  Essex,  Saybrook,  Westbrook,  Clinton,  Madison,  and  East 
River  to  the  Green  in  Guilford,  a  distance  of  about  twenty-five 
and  six-tenths  miles,  has  been  examined  and  found  in  a  suitable 
and  safe  condition  for  operation." 

WATERTOWN. 

On  October  31, 1910,  the  following  certificate  was  issued  by  us : 
"That  portion  of  the  Connecticut  Company's  electric  railway 
line  recently  constructed  from  said  company's  existing  track  in  the 
village  of  Watertown,  which  new  construction  is  a  continuance  ol 
the  Waterbury-Oakville- Watertown  line,  and  being  3,270  feet  in 
length,  has  been  inspected  and  found  in  a  suitable  and  safe  con- 
dition for  operation.'' 

APPBOVAL  OP  LOCATION  AND  TAKING  OP  LAND. 

TOWNS  OF  MIDDLEFIELD,  DURHAM,  AND  MERIDEN. 

On  October  21,  1909,  the  Meriden,  Middletown  &  Guilford 
Electric  Railway  Company  presented  to  this  Board  its  petition 
asking  for  the  approval  of  the  location  and  layout  of  its  railway 
on  certain  lands  in  the  to^vns  of  Middlefield,  Durham,  and  Meriden, 
and  for  the  approval  of  the  taking  of  certain  lands  in  said  towns. 

This  petition  was  heard  on  November  2,  1909,  and  on  the  14th 
of  the  following  month  we  issued  our  finding  as  follows : 

'* After  a  careful  consideration  of  this  matter  we  find  as  follows : 

"  This  application  is  for  the  approval  of  the  taking  of  twelve 
pieces  of  land  for  purposes  of  constructing  the  petitioner's  pro- 
posed line  of  street  railway.  It  is  brought  under  Section  5  of  the 
charter  of  the  petitioning  company  which  provides,  after  certain 
formalities  have  been  complied  with,  that  lands  may  be  taken 
*with  the  approval  of  the  railroad  commissioners.'  If  only  such 
amount  of  land  as  is  essential  for  the  construction  of  the  railway 
is  asked  for,  if  the  layout  is  the  most  feasible  from  an  engineering 
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standpoint  and  no  undue  or  wanton  destruction  of  private  property 
is  involved,  we  deem  it  our  duty  *  to  approve '  of  the  taking  of  land 
for  the  construction  of  the  petitioner's  railway.  We,  therefore, 
do  approve  of  the  taking  of  such  lands,  easements,  and  interests 
in  lands  as  described  in  the  petitioner's  application  as  follows : 

"  Parcel '  a,'  parcel '  b,'  except  that  said  description  is  amended 
to  read  in  the  first  line  ^60  feet  wide,  being  35/  Parcel  ^c,' 
parcel  *  d '  and  '  e,'  parcel  '  f,'  parcel  ^  h '  and  '  i,'  ^  j,'  *  k,'  and  '  1/ 

"  The  petitioner  withdrew  its  application  for  the  taking  of  land 
described  in  parcel  ^g/'' 

TOWNS  OF  ESSEX,  SAYBROOK,  WESTBROOK,  CLINTON,  GUILFORD, 

AND  BRANFORD. 

On*the  4tli  day  of  December,  1909,  the  Shore  Line  Electric 
Railway  Company  presented  its  petition  for  the  approval  of  its 
location  from  Ivoryton,  in  the  town  of  Essex,  through  Essex, 
Saybrook,  Westbrook,  Clinton,  Guilford,  and  Branford  to  Stony 
Creek,  as  described  in  said  petition  and  approved  by  the  Selectmen 
of  the  foregoing  towns,  which  was  heard  at  our  oflBce  in  the  city 
of  Hartford  on  December  15,  1909,  as  to  said  petition  within  the 
town  of  Guilford,  and  on  April  30,  1910,  our  approval  of  said 
location  was  granted. 

TOWN  OF  DURHAM. 

On  December  28,  1909,  the  Meriden,  Middletown  &  Guilford 
Electric  Eailway  Company  presented  its  petition  asking  for  the 
approval  by  this  Board  of  the  taking  of  certain  land  belonging  to 
Walter  D.  Brockett,  in  the  town  of  Durham,  necessary  for  the 
construction  of  its  railway. 

This  petition  was  heard  on  January  13,  1910,  when  said 
petitioner  and  said  property  holder  appeared  and  were  fully  heard. 

We  foimd  that  the  taking  of  said  land  was  necessary  for  the 
proper  construction  an^  operation  of  said  railway,  and  on  January 
17,  1910,  issued  our  finding  approving  of  the  taking  of  the  land 
of  said  Brockett,  and  prescribing  the  limits  of  same  to  be  those 
described  by  the  petitioner. 

TOWN  OF  GUILFORD. 

The  Shore  Line  Electric  Eailway  Company  presented  a  petition 
dated  the  Hih  day  of  July,  1910,  asking  us  to  approve  of  its  location 
and  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  real  estate  should  be  taken 
for  the  construction  of  its  railway  across  the  lands  of  Roger  C. 
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and  B.  Burton  Leete,  William  Norton,  and  others,  in  the  town  of 
GuiKord,  which  was  heard  by  ns  on  July  13,  1910,  and  on  July  26, 
1910,  we  issued  a  finding  that  the  land  described  in  said  petition 
was  necessary  for  the  proper  construction  and  operation  of  the  rail- 
way of  said  company,  and  therefore  approved  of  the  location  of  said 
railway  and  the  taking  of  the  lands  described  in  the  petition,  and 
prescribed  the  limits  within  which  said  real  estate  should  be  taken 
to  be  as  set  forth  in  said  amended  petition. 

TOWN  OF  GUILFORD. 

On  July  12,  1910,  the  Shore  Line  Electric  Railway  Company 
presented  a  petition  asking  for  the  approval  of  its  location  across 
certain  private  lands  owned  by  the  heirs  of  John  Seattle  Estate, 
which  was  heard  by  us  on  July  20,  1910,  and  on  the  28th  of  July, 
1910,  we  issued  a  finding  approving  the  location  of  said  railway 
and  the  taking  of  the  lands  described  in  the  petition,  prescribing 
the  limitjs  within  which  such  real  estate  should  be  taken. 

The  Shore  Line  Electric  Railway  Company  also  presented  to 
us  its  petition  dated  August  3,  1910,  asking  for  the  approval  of  the 
location  of  its  railway  upon  private  lands  of  John  Walker  of 
Guilford,  Connecticut,  which  was  heard  by  us  on  August  23,  1910, 
and  on  August  24,  1910,  we  approved  the  location  of  said  railway 
across  said  land  and  found  it  necessary  for  its  proper  construction 
and  operation  to  take  the  lands  of  said  Walker,  prescribing  the 
limits  within  which  said  real  estsAe  should  be  taken. 


TOWN  OF  EAST  HAVEN. 

The  Shore  Line  Electric  Railway  Company  presented  to  us  its 
petition  dated  the  13th  day  of  October,  1910,  asking  for  the  ap- 
proval of  its  location  across  private  lands  of  the  heirs  of  Thomas 
Bright  of  East  Haven,  and  William  E.  Grannis,  George  D.  Page 
et.  al,  which  was  heard  by  us  October  26,  1910,  and  on  November 
1, 1910,  we  issued  an  order  approving  the  location  of  said  railway 
and  finding  the  taking  of  said  land  for  the  proper  construction  and 
operation  of  the  railway  of  said  petitioner  to  be  necessary,  and 
prescribing  the  limits  within  which  said  real  estate  should  be  taken.

APPEOVAL  OP  BRIDGE  OF  THE  SHORE  LINE  ELECTRIC 
RAILWAY  COMPANY  IN  THE  TOWN  OP  GUILFORD. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  Shore  Line  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany presented  to  this  Board,  we  issued  our  approval  of  the  plans 
of  a  bridge  carrying  the  tracks  of  said  railway  company  over  the 
tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  the  town  of  Guilford,  Connecticut,  determining  the  length 
of  said  structure  to  be  sufficient  to  span  the  entire  right  of  way  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  the 
width  to  be  not  less  than  thirty-two  feet,  the  material  to  be  of 
steel,  and  the  plan  to  be  a  truss,  and  the  height  above  the  roadbed 
of  said  railroad  to  be  not  less  than  twenty-three  feet. 

On  Jime  1,  1910,  we  am^ided  said  petition  correcting  an  error 
in  the  width  of  said  bridge,  making  the  same  to  be  sixteen  feet 
and  two  inches  from  center  to  center  of  truss  instead  of  thirty-two 
feet  as  erroneously  prescribed  in  the  previous  approval. 

TOWN  OF  NEWINGTON. 

On  the  16th  day  of  April,  1910,  the  Connecticut  Railway  & 
Lighting  Company,  by  the  Connecticut  Company,  lessee,  presented 
to  us  a  petition  asking  us  to  determine  the  length,  width,  material, 
and  plan  of  a  double  track  bridge  to  be  erected  over  the  roadbed  of 
the  railroad  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  and  the  necessity  for  such  reconstruction. 

This  petition  was  heard  by  us  on  April  27,  1910,  when  we,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3711  of  the  revised 
statutes  of  1902,  determined  that  the  length  of  the  proposed 
structure  should  be  one  himdred  and  sixty  feet,  the  width  twenty- 
five  feet,  the  material  and  plan  to  be  a  steel  truss,  double  track 
bridge,  and  the  height  above  the  roadbed  of  said  railroad  to  be 
twenty  feet  nine  and  three-eighths  inches,  and  that  the  necessity  for 
such  reconstruction  was  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  electric 
cars  of  the  petitioner  over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Hj^ven 
&:  Hartford  Railroad  Company. 

STYLE  OP  POLE  TO  BE  USED  IN  THE  CITY  OP 

MERIDEN. 

The  Connecticut  Company  presented  to  us  its  petition  dated 
July  19,  1910,  asking  us  to  approve  the  type  of  pole  to  be  used 
in  the  construction  of  its  road  on  Pratt,  Butler,  and  Hanover 
Streets,  in  the  city  of  Meriden,  which  petition  was  heard  by  us 
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on  July  28,  1910,  and  on  August  9,  1910,  we  issued  the  fqllowing 
&iding: 

"After  personal  inspection  of  the  streets  in  which  the  petitioner 
asks  for  approval  of  its  method  of  construction  herein  set  forth, 
and  finding  the  prevailing  type  of  pole  used  on  said  streets  to  be 
square  or  octagonal  poles,  we  do  not  approve  of  the  method  of 
construction  set  forth  in  the  petition,  but  prescribe  that  the  poles 
within  the  limits  described  in  said  petition  shall  be  square,  sawed 
poles." 

CITY  OF  NEW  BRITAIN. 

The  city  of  New  Britain  presented  its  petition  asking  that  an 
order  of  this  Board  issued  on  the  21st  day  of  February,  1910,  be 
reopened  as  to  the  quality  and  material  of  the  trolley  poles  to  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  its  line  within  certain  limits  defined 
in  said  petition,  which  was  heard  by  us  on  September  23,  1910, 
and  on  said  29th  day  of  September  we  amended  our  order  of 
February  21,  1910,  directing  that  the  present  wooden  poles  and 
snch  additional  wooden  poles  as  are  required  on  that  part  of 
the  line  which  the  plans  show  as  reconstruction  of  the  line  hereto- 
fore existing,  shall  be  used,  and  that  appropriate  iron  or  steel  poles 
be  used  on  that  part  shown  to  be  new  construction  in  accordance 
with  planjB  on  file  in  this  office. 

APPEAL  PBOM  THE  DECISION,  ORDER,  OR  DIRECTION 
OF  THE  SELECTMEN  OP  THE  TOWN  OP  NORWICH. 

On  November  5,  1909,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Bailroad  Company  presented  to  this  Board  its  petition  and  appeal 
from  the  decision,  order,  or  direction  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town 
of  Norwich,  in  the  matter  of  laying  of  electric  railway  tracks  on 
Norwich  Avenue  from  South  B  Street  to  North  B  Street  in  said 
town  as  follows: 

**  1.  That  on  May  12,  1909,  said  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
A  Hartford  Railroad  Company  made  application  to  the  Selectmen 
of  the  town  of  Norwich  for  the  approval  of  plans  therewith  sub- 
mitted for  the  location  of  tracks,  poles,  and  other  permanent 
structures  in  the  highway  known  as  Norwich  Avenue,  from  South  B 
Street  to  North  B  Street,  in  said  town  of  Norwich,  as  shown  upon 
a  plan  entitied  ^  Consolidated  Railway  Co.,  New  London  Lines. 
Taftville  Cnt-off.  Scale  60  ft.  to  the  inch.  By  C.  E.  Chandler 
4  S.  B.  Palmer,  Norwich,  Conn.' 
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"2.  That  on  May  21,  1909,  the  Selectmen  of  said  town  of 
Norwich,  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  rendered  a  decision,  order, 
or  direction,  accepting  and  adopting  such  plan,  a  copy  of  which 
decifiion  embodying  said  application  of  May  12th,  is  hereto  attached 
and  marked  '  Exhibit  A/ 

''  3.  That  on  September  28,  1909,  said  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Hailroad  Company  made  application  to  the 
Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Norwich  for  the  approval  of  plans  there- 
with submitted  for  the  location  of  tracks,  poles,  and  other  per- 
manent structures  in  the  highway  known  as  Norwich  Avenue,  from 
South  B  Street  to  North  B  Street,  in  said  town  of  Norwich,  as 
shown  upon  a  plan  entitled  'Consolidated  Railway  Co.,  New 
London  Lines.  Taftville  Cut-off.  Scale  60  ft.  to  an  inch.  By 
C.  E.  Chandler  &  S.  B.  Palmer,  Norwich,  Conn.' 

"4.  That  on  October  19,  1909,  the  Selectmen  of  said  town 
of  Norwich,  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  rendered  a  decision,  order, 
or  direction,  accepting  and  adopting  such  plan,  which  reaffirmed 
and  embodied  in  it  as  a  part  thereof  said  order  of  said  Selectmen 
of  May  21,  1909,  a  written  notice  of  which  decision  was  received 
by  said  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Bailroad  Company 
on  October  22,  1909,  a  copy  of  which,  embodying  said  application 
of  September  28,  1909,  is  hereto  attached  and  marked  *  Exhibit 
B.' 

"  6.  That  said  decision,  order,  or  direction  of  the  Selectmen 
of  said  town  of  Norwich,  purported  to  accept  and  adopt  said  plans, 
making  certain  modifications  therein  which  said  The  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Eailroad  Company  claims  are  illegal,  in- 
equitable, unjust,  and  beyond  the  power  and  without  the  juris- 
diction of  said  Selectmen  to  impose,  and  do  not  constitute  legitimate 
modifications  of  said  plans. 

"  Wherefore,  said  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Bail- 
road  Company  within  thirty  days  from  the  service  of  notice  on 
said  company  of  said  decision,  order,  or  direction  appeals  from  those 
portions  of  said  decision,  order,  or  direction  .of  said  Selectmen 
as  follows : 

"  The  town  of  Norwich  approved  of  the  application  made  to  it 
by  the  railroad  company,  but  imposed  certain  conditions: 

"(a)  The  change  of  tracks  is  hereby  approved  on  the  con- 
dition that  said  railroad  company  shall  maintain  and  operate  an 
hourly  service  during  the  usual  hours  of  running  through  South  B 
Street  and  Front  Street  to  said  point  opposite  tiie  Ponemah  Com- 
pany's store,  where  the  track  is  discontinued. 
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"(b)  The  expense  of  said  removal  and  relocation  of  poles, 
wires,  and  equipment  (of  the  Southern  New  England  Telephone 
Company)  to  be  paid  by  the  petitioner  The  New  York,  New  Haven 
k  Hartford  Bailroad  Company,  and  the  track  of  the  petitioner 
shall  not  be  laid  in  said  Norwich  Avenue  or  snflfered  to  remain 
therein  if  said  petitioner  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  total  expense  of 
said  removal  and  relocation/' 

The  railroad  company  appealed  from  the  decision  of  said  town 
for  the  following  reasons : 

**  1.  Appeal  is  taken  from  that  portion  of  said  order  marked 
(a)  above,  because  the  pretended  condition  requiring  said  com- 
pany to  maintain  and  operate  an  hourly  service  during  the  usual 
hoTurs  of  running  through  South  B  Street  and  Front  Street  to 
said  point  opposite  the  Ponomah  Company's  store,  where  the  track 
is  diflcontinued,  is  not  a  modal  change  in  or  modification  of  said 
plans,  or  within  the  power  and  jurisdiction  of  said  Selectmen  to 
make,  but  said  pretended  condition  is  wholly  illegal,  unjust,  un- 
reasonable, and  without  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Selectmen. 

"2.  Appeal  is  taken  from  that  portion  of  the  order  marked 
(6)  above,  because  the  pretended  condition  requiring  your  petitioner 
to  pay  the  expense  of  the  removal  and  relocation  of  the  poles, 
wires,  and  equipment  of  the  Southern  New  England  Telephone 
Company,  and  that  the  track  of  your  petitioner  shall  not  be  laid 
or  suffered  to  remain  in  said  Norwich  Avenue  if  it  shall  refuse 
to  pay  the  total  expense  of  said  removal  and  relocation,  is  not  a 
modal  change  in  or  modification  of  said  plans,  or  within  the  powei* 
and  jurisdiction  of  said  Selectmen  to  make,  but  said  pretended  con- 
dition is  wholly  illegal,  unjust,  unreasonable,  and  without  the  juris- 
diction of  said  Selectmen/' 

The  petition  was  heard  at  this  office  on  December  1,  1909,  when 
the  town  of  Norwich  filed  its  motion  to  dismiss  part  of  said  appeal, 
which  motion  was  as  follows : 

"  Motion  hy  the  Town  of  Norwich  to  Dismiss  Part  of  said  Appeal. 

"  The  town  of  Norwich  respectfully  moves  this  Board  that  the 
said  appeal,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  portion  of  an  order  claimed 
to  have  been  made  by  the  Selectmen  of  said  town  on  October  19, 
1909,  and  set  out  in  paragraph  marked  (a)  of  the  appeal,  to- 
gether with  all  of  paragraph  marked  1  of  the  reasons  of  appeal, 
relating  to  the  matter  contained  in  said  paragraph  (a>),  be  dis- 
missed and  not  heard,  because  it  appears  from  the  record  pre- 
senting said  appeal,  to  wit.  Exhibit  B: 
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"1.  That  no  decision,  order,  or  direction  was  made  October 
19,  1909,  accepting  and  adopting  any  plan  which  reaflSrmed  or  em- 
bodied in  it,  as  a  part  thereof,  the  order  of  said  Selectmen  of  May 
21,   1909. 

"  2.  That  an  attempt  is  made  to  appeal  from  a  decision,  order, 
and  direction  rendered  May  21,  1909,  although  more  than  thirty 
days  had  elapsed  between  said  May  21,  1909,  and  the  date  of  this 
pretended  appeal,  which  was  November  5,  1909. 

^'  3.  That  in  the  action  taken  by  said  Selectmen  on  October  19, 
1909,  no  order  or  direction  whatsoever  was  made  except  with 
reference  to  the  removal  of  its  property  by  The  Southern  New 
England  Telephone  Company  from  the  way  or  place  on  the  high- 
way required  by  said  The  New  York, 'New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Bailroad  Company  for  la3ang  its  track  under  the  said  order  passed 
May  21,  1909,  from  which  order  no  appeal  was  taken  within  the 

time  allowed  by  law.'* 

"  By  JosKPH  T.  Fanning, 

Its  Attorney.*' 

The  above  ^'  motion  was  sustained  because  it  appeared  that  there 
was  an  acceptance  on  the  part  of  the  petitioner  of  the  plan  and 
the  modifications  thereof  as  shown  in  the  order  of  the  Selectmen, 
rendered  May  21,  1909;  that  no  appeal  was  taken  within  thirty 
days,  and  that  the  petitioner,  through  its  agent  for  its  street  rail- 
way in  the  town  of  Norwich,  commenced  the  work  of  construction 
in  accordance  with  said  plans,'* 

On  December  20,  1909,  we  issued  our  finding  as  follows: 

^'The  petitioner  complains  that  the  Selectmen  acted  illegally, 
etc.,  in  ordering  that  the  cost  of  the  removal  of  telephone  poles 
be  paid  for  by  the  petitioner.' 

''The  petitioner  desired  to  lay  its  tracks  in  a  highway  in  the 
town  of  Norwich.  The  poles  of  the  Southern  New  England  Tele- 
phone Company  had  to  be  moved  and  relocated  solely  that  the 
petitioner  might  construct  its  street  railway.  The  Selectmen 
ordered  the  owner  of  such  poles  to  remove  them  and  also  gave  them 
a  specific  relocation.  Their  order  to  remove  was  admittedly  legal 
and  given  to  the  only  party  the  Selectmen  were  authorized  to 
order  to  do  the  work  of  such  removal.  lu  ordering  that  the 
petitioner  should  pay  the  expense  of  such  removal  they  were  only 
saying  that  the  petitioner  in  locating  or  relocating  its  tracks  should 
pay  the  cost  incident  to  carrying  out  the  orders  of  the  Select- 
men, We  deem  this  equitable  and  lawful  and  the  appeal  is  dis- 
missed.**

APPEAL  OP  THE  SHORE  LINE  ELECTRIC  RAILWAY 
COMPANY  FROM  THE  DECISION,  DENIAL,  ORDER, 
OR  DIRECTION  OP  THE  SELECTMEN  OP  THE  TOWN 
OF  GUILFORD,  CONNECTICUT. 

To  ihe  Honorable  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut: 

The  petation  and  appeal  of  The  Shore  Line  Electric  Railway 
Company  respectfully  represents : 

"  1.  That  on  September  10, 1909,  the  petitioner  and  appellant, 
a  corporation  chartered  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  for  the  purpose  of  operating  street  railways  upon 
highways  and  private  grounds  within  certain  towns  of  this  state, 
including  Guilford,  presented  to  the  Selectmen  of  said  town  a 
plan  which  it  had  caused  to  be  made  showing  the  highways  in 
said  town  in  and  through  which  it  proposed  to  lay  its  tracks,  the 
location  of  the  same  as  to  grade,  the  center  lines  of  such  highways, 
and  such  changes  as  were  proposed  to  be  made  in  such  highways, 
a  copy  of  which  notice  to  such  Selectmen  and  a  copy  of  said  plans 
are  annexed  hereto  and  made  part  of  this  paragraph. 

"2.  Said  Selectmen  after  public  notice  and  a  hearing  of  all 
persons  interested  therein,  and  within  sixty  days  after  such  pre- 
sentation of  such  plans,  to  wit,  on  November  9,  1909,  notified  your 
petitioner  and  appellant  in  writing  of  their  decision  thereon,  and 
of  such  modifications  in  such  plans  as  they  had  made.  A  copy  of 
«nch  written  decision  is  hereto  annexed  and  made  part  of  this 
paragraph.' 

"3.  Wherefore  this  petitioner  and  appellant  being  affected 
by  such  decision  and  aggrieved  thereby,  within  thirty  days  from 
the  service  upon  this  petitioner  of  such  decision,  hereby  appeals 
from  certain  portions  of  such  decision,  and  states  specifically  the 
portions  of  such  decision  appealed  from  and  the  reasons  of  such 
appeal,  as  follows: 

"(1)  That  portion  of  such  decision  which  is  iu  fact 
a  condition  of  such  decision  and  is  entitled  ^  First,*  to  the 
effect  that  at  all  points  where  the  tracks  of  said  railway 
enter  or  leave  the  highway,  and  at  all  points  where  the 
said  tracks  pass  across  or  over  any  highway,  the  company 
shall  place,  erect,  and  maintain,  at  its  own  expense,  a  proper 
light;  and  for  reasons  of  appeal  from  such  condition  the 
petitioner  and  appellant  alleges  that  the  Selectmen  of  said

town  of  Guilford,  are  not  only  without  authority  and  juris^ 
diction  to  annex  such  a  condition  to  said  decision,  but  that 
the  same  is  unjust  and  inequitable,  and  an  unfair  and  im- 
proper burden  to  be  placed  upon  the  petitioner  as  an  operator 
of  a  street  railway.* 

"(2)  As  to  that  condition  made  by  said  Selectmen  as  a 
part  of  their  said  decision  entitled  'Sixth,'  to  the  effect 
that  at  all  points  where  the  tracks  of  said  railway  cross  any 
highway  so  as  to  make  necessary  any  change  therein  the 
grade  of  the  highway  after  such  change  is  made  shall  be 
not  more  than  a  two  per  cent,  grade,  or  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Selectmen ;  and  for  reasons  of  appeal  this  petitioner 
and  appellant  alleges  that  such  grade  in  most  cases  is  pro- 
hibitive, and  secondly,  that  such  grade  is  unnecessary  to  the 
public  travel,  and  casts  upon  the  petitioner  and  appellant 
too  great  a  financial  burden. 

"(3)  As  to  that  condition  of  said  decision  entitled 
'  Seventh,'  requiring  at  the  point  shown  on  Plan  12-21,  a 
width  of  roadway  to  be  left  north  of  the  north  rail  of  said 
railway  suitable  for  travel  at  least  fifteen  feet  wide,  with 
a  shoulder  three  feet  wide;  and  for  reasons  of  appeal  this 
petitioner  and  appellant  alleges  that  such  limit  for  such 
traveled  roadway  should  be  not  more  than  twelve  feet,  which 
is  all  that  the  law  requires.* 

"(4)  As  to  that  portion  of  said  decision  entitled 
'  Ninth,'  to  the  effect  that  the  roadway  at  grade  shall  be  so 
filled  and  graded  as  to  be  not  more  than  two  per  cent.,  or 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Selectmen;  and  for  reasons  of  said 
appeal  this  petitioner  and  appellant  alleges  that  such  grade 
is  unnecessarily  expensive,  and  that  it  is  especially  unneces- 
sary at  this  point  as  the  road  in  question  is  very  little 
traveled,  runs  practically  to  a  dead  end  at  Mulberry  Point, 
and  if  a  new  road  is  built  of  the  same  width  as  the  present- 
it  should  be  sufficient  for  all  public  necessities. 

"(5)  As  to  that  condition  of  such  decision  entitled 
*  Twelfth/  to  the  effect  that  where  said  railway  is  shown  to 
enter  upon  the  highway  west  of  the  borough  as  appears  in 
Plan  14-21,  the  layout  shall  be  so  changed  as  to  keep  said 
tracks  entirely  outside  of  the  highway,  and  for  reasons  of  ap- 
peal the  petitioner  and  appellant  alleges  that  the  Selectmen 
are  entirely  without  jurisdiction  to  order  the  petitioner  to 
keep  its  tracks  out  of  a  public  highway  and  secure  a  private 
right  of  way  for  the  purpose.

And  an  said  December  15,  1909,  we  met  at  the  time  and  place 
named  in  said  order  of  notice,  when  said  appellant  and  said  town 
appeared  and  were  heard,  and  said  matter  was  continued  to  January 
5, 1910,  at  Guilford,  on  which  date  two  members  of  the  board  met 
the  parties  interested,  wid  said  matter  was  continued  from  time 
to  time  until  April  20th,  when,  after  careful  consideration  we 
issued  the  following  finding: 

The  matters  involved  in  this  appeal  are: 

"1.  A  condition  was  imposed  to  the  effect  that  at  all  points 
where  the  tracks  of  said  railway  enter  or  leave  the  highway,  and 
at  all  points  where  said  tracks  pass  across  or  over  any  highway, 
the  company  shall  place,,  erect,  and  maintain,  at  its  own  expense, 
a  proper  light. 

"  We  believe  that  the  principle  governing  this  question  may  be 
stated  as  follows: 

'^  Lights  shall  be  established  and  operated  at  such  points  as 
the  construction  and  operation  of  a  street  railway  creates  a 
dangerous  situation,  which  may  be  lessened  by  establishing  and 
nmJTitaining  such  lights.' 

"We  therefore  deem  it  equitable,  and  find  and  order  that  the 
petitioner  shall  place  and  maintain  lights  at  the  six  following 
points  in  the  town  of  Guilford. 
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*'(a)  Where  the  tracks  of  said  railway  cross  the  high- 
way south  of  the  Leete's  Island  railroad  station. 

"(6)  Where  the  tracks  of  said  railway  cross  the  second 
or  middle  of  the  three  highways  leading  from  the  main 
highway,  to  Sachem's  Head. 

"(c)  Where  the  tracks  of  said  railway  cross  the  highway 
leading  to  Mulberry  Point 

"(d)  At  the  westerly  point  where  the  tracks  of  said 
railway  enter  the  highway  west  of  the  house  of  Elmer 
Anderson.* 

"(e)  At  the  easterly  point  where  the  tracks  of  said  rail- 
way leave  the  highway  east  of  the  house  of  said  Elmer 
Anderson. 

"(/)  At  the  point  west  of  Jones'  Bridge,  or  Causeway, 
where  the  tracks  of  the  railway  enter  and  leave  the  highway. 

"  2.  A  condition  waa  imposed  to  the  effect  that  at  all  points 
where  the  tracks  of  said  railway  cross  any  highway  so  as  to  make 
necessary  any  change  therein,  the  grade  of  the  highway,  after  such 
change  is  made,  shall  not  be  more  than  a  two  per  cent,  grade,  or 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Selectmen. 

"  To  impose  a  two  per  cent,  grade  at  all  points  where  the  tracks 
of  a  street  railway  crosses  the  highway  we  deem  inequitable,  but 
we  believe  that  the  further  provision  *  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Selectmen '  saves  the  situation,  and  in  the  lack  of  a  specific  griev- 
ance involving  an  actual  burden  on  the  petitioner,  we  shall  now 
modify  this  condition  only  thus  far  by  adding  after  the  word 
'  Selectmen '  the  words  '  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Commission.' 
We  make  this  provision  because  by  virtue  of  the  appeal  the  matter 
is  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Guilford,  ex- 
cept by  mutual  arrangement  with  the  petitioning  company. 

"3.  A  condition  was  imposed  requiring  that  at  the  point 
shown  on  Plan  12-21,  a  roadway  be  left  north  of  the  north  rail 
of  said  railway  suitable  for  travel,  at  least  fifteen  feet  wide  with 
a  shoulder  three  feet  wide. 

"  We  deem  that  this  condition  is  equitable,  reasonable  and  law- 
ful. 

"  4.  A  condition  was  imposed  to  the  effect  that  the  roadway  at 
grade  shall  be  so  filled  and  graded  as  to  be  not  more  than  two  per 
cent,  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Selectmen. 

"  We  deem  it  equitable  to  add  after  the  word  ^  Selectmen '  the 
words  *  or  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Commission,'  for  the  reasons 
as  given  in  condition  No.  2. 

"5.  A  condition  was  imposed  to  the  effect  that  where  said 
railway  is  shown  to  enter  upon  the  highway  west  of  the  borough  as 
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appears  in  Plan  14-21,  the  layout  shall  be  so  changed  as  to  keep 
said  tracks  entirely  outside  of  the  highway. 

''The  General  Assembly  in  granting  a  charter  to  The  Shore 
Line  Electric  Bailway  Company  gave  said  company  the  right  to 
locate  and  construct  and  operate  an  electric  railway,  'following 
said  shore  road  or  private  right  of  way  as  may  be  deemed  most 
expedient.' 

"  The  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Guilford  evidently  believed  that 
a  more  expedient  route  to  construct  the  electric  railway  was  on 
priyate  lands  in  the  close  vicinity  of  the  highway. 

"  We  believe  if  the  question  of  expediency  was  left  to  this  board 
to  determine,  we  would  find  that  the  construction  of  the  street 
railway  at  this  point  should  be  on  private  lands.  We  believe,  how- 
erer,  and  find  that  the  provision  'as  may  be  deemed  most  ex- 
pedient' means  whichever  alternative  route  the  company,  through 
its  directors,  may  select  for  the  location  of  their  railway. 

"  Our  Supreme  Court  has  said,  '  The  location  of  a  railway  by 
a  street  railway  company,  whose  charter  does  not  itself  fully  pre- 
scribe the  precise  location,  is  the  definite  and  final  selection  and  de- 
marcation of  its  route  by  its  board  of  directors. 

"We  find,  therefore," that  the  petitioner  has  a  lawful  right  to 
a  layout  in  the  highway,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  give  them  such 
layout,  but  to  require  such  changes  in  the  highway  as  will  guard 
other  public  uses  of  the  highway. 

"  We  therefore  deem  it  equitable,  and  do  find,  order,  and  direct^ 
that  the  petitioner.  The  Shore  Line  Electric  Bidlway  Company, 
may  construct  its  electric  railway  in  the  highway  in  question  in 
the  town  of  Guilford,  and  that  such  construction  shall  be  accord- 
ing to  plans  on  file  in  this  office,  and  marked  '  Special  Map,  Jones' 
Bridge,  The  Shore  Line  Electric  Railway  Company,  Guilford, 
Comiecticut,  Feb.,  1910,'  subject  to  the  following  conditions,  which 
we  hereby  impose  on  said  petitioners :

"  3.  On  the  18th  day  of  October,  1909,  said  The  Hartford 
and  Springfield  Street  Railway  Company  issued  a  notice  to  the 
public  that  ^  beginning  with  November  1,  1909,  until  further  notice, 
the  unit  of  fare  on  the  Hartford  &  Springfield  Street  Railway 
Company  will  be  six  cents  instead  of  five  cents  as  heretofore.  All 
fare  limits  and  transfer  privileges  will  remain  the  same.*  The 
reason  given  by  said  Company  for  said  increase  is  *  that  the  earn- 
ings must  be  considerably  increased  if  proper  and  satisfactory 
service  is  to  be  provided  for  the  public  in  future  and  a  fair  return 
made  on  the  investment.*     On  the  day  of  October,  1909, 

said  Company,  regardless  of  its  claim  that  said  increase  was  made 
in  order  to  provide  proper  and  satisfactory  service  for  the  public,

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issued  and  published  a  notice  to  the  public  that  on  and  after  the 
first  day  of  November,  1909,  it  proposed  to  and  would  discontinue 
its  said  half  hour  service  and  substitute  in  lieu  thereof,  hourly 
service  upon  its  said  line.

receiving  passengers  from  and  delivering  passengers  to  said  con- 
necting street  railway;  and  has  neglected  and  refused  and  still 
neglects  and  refuses  to  so  operate  its  said  railway,  and  run  its 
cars  thereon  as  to  afford  reasonable  facilities  for  passengers  and  for 
receiving  passengers  from  and  delivering  passengers  to  said  con- 
necting company. 

"  Your  petitioners  therefore  respectfully  request  a  hearing  upon 
the  foregoing  petition  upon  such  notice  to  said  The  Hartford  & 
Springfield  Street  Railway  Company  as  may  be  deemed  reasonable, 
and  that  such  orders  may  be  made  in  reference  to  all  matters 
affected  by  this  petition  as  may  be  deemed  reasonable  and  equitable 
in  accordance  with. the  provisions  of  Chapter  225  of  the  Public 
Acts  of  1907.

"  The  petition  of  The  Hartford  &  Springfield  Street  Railway 
Company,  a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut,  respectfully  represents: 

**  1,  The  petitioner  operates  a  street  railway  between  the  town 
of  Suffield  and  the  town  of  Windsor  in  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

"  2.  In  accordance  with  an  order  of  your  honorable  Boards 
dated  the  28th  day  of  October,  1907,  your  petitioner  has  been 
operating  cars  on  a  half  hour  schedule  over  said  line  from  the  Ist 
day  of  April  to  the  1st  day  of  November  in  each  year  for  the  last 
two  years. 

"  3.  During  the  last  year  your  petitioners  failed  to  earn  a 
sufiicieilt  amount  to  pay  operating  expenses,  taxes  and  interest  upon 
its  bonded  indebtedness.  No  dividends  have  been  paid  upon  its 
preferred  stock  for  a  considerable  period.  With  the  exception  of 
one  dividend  of  2%  no  dividends  have  ever  been  paid  upon  its 
common  stock. 

"  4.  By  reason  of  the  light  traffic  over  the  said  line  of  your 
petitioner  during  the  months  of  April  and  October,  the  expense 
of  operating  on  a  half  hour  schedule  during  said  months  is  much 
larger  than  the  earnings  received. 

"  5.  The  traffic  over  said  line  of  your  petitioner  in  the  months. 
of  April  and  October  is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  a  half  hour  schedule 
or  to  pay  the  cost  of  operating  the  same.

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These  petitions  were  heard  at  this  office  on  November  8th,  and 
on  December  20,  1909,  we  issued  our  finding  as  follows. 

"And  we  met  at  the  time  and  place  named  in  said  order,  when 
it  appeared  and  we  find  that  said  order  of  notice  had  been  duly 
served  and  complied  with  and  that  such  notice  as  we  deemed  reason- 
able had  been  given  to  the  parties  named  in  said  petitions,  and 
said  parties  appeared  and  were  heard,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  with  the  operating  officials  of  The  Connecticut  and 
Springfield  Companies,  connecting  with  the  Hartford  &  Spring- 
field Company^s  lines,  the  matter  has  been  continued  imtil  now. 

"The  matter  contained  in  the  two  petitions  was  heard  by  us 
'  on  November  25,  1907,  and  decided  on  December  7,  1907,  giving  at 
length  the  reasons  of  that  decision  which  need  not  be  repeated  at 
this  time.  The  results  of  the  operation  of  the  Hartford  &  Spring- 
field Street  Eailway  Company  since  that  time  only  emphasizes 
the  correctness  of  the  conclusions  then  reached,  which  were  that 
the  number  of  passengers  from  the  Town  of  Suffield  using  the 
street  railway,  from  November  first  to  April  first,  was  not  suf- 
ficient, in  our  judgment,  to  warrant  more  than  an  hourly  service 
during  that  portion  of  the  year.  After  again  hearing  both  the 
parties  with  their  evidence,  we  are  of  the  same  opinion  still  and 
reaffirm  the  decision  then  made  for  the  reasons  then  given.  The 
connections,  however  between  the  Hartford  &  Springfield  Street 
Railway  and  the  Connecticut  Company  at  Windsor,  and  the  Spring- 
field Company  at  Suffield,  are  not  satisfactory  and  should  be  im- 
proved. After  conference  with  the  operating  officials  of  the  various 
connecting  lines  such  improvement  has  been  promised  and  is  con- 
fidently expected. 

"The  cars  leaving  Hartford  for  Springfield  on  the  east  and 
west  sides  of  the  Connecticut  River  should  continue  their  course 
to  their  annoimced  destination,  whether  on  time  or  late,  without 
change  of  cars,  thus  affording  the  public  the  continuous  through 
service  promised  at  the  beginning  of  the  route.  The  manner  in 
which  ttiis  is  accomplished  is  immaterial  to  us,  so  long  as  the 
result  is  secured.  If  the  same  conductor  and  motorman  could 
continue  in  charge  of  tlie  car  until  it  reaches  its  destination  as  if 
one  company  owned  or  operated  the  entire  line,  instead  of  chang- 
ing at  the  termination  of  each  line  three  times  between  Hartford 
and  Springfield,  the  situation  would  be  simplified  and  much  of  the 
difficulty  obviated.  It  seems  as  if  such  an  arrangement  was 
practicable,  the  operatives  of  this  particular  service  becoming  the 
joint  employees  of  each  connecting  road,  subject  to  the  rules  and 
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control  of  each  road  while  on  its  territory.     However,  this  is  a 
matter  of  detail  to  be  effected  by  the  managing  officials. 

**  We  expect  an  improved  continuous  service  and  are  willing  to 
assist  in  securing  this  result.'^ 


MILEAGE  OP  STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  mileage  of  the  street  railways  reported  on  June  30,  1910,

CAPITAL  STOCK. 

For  the  first  time  since  1906  we  are  able  to  report  the  entire 
amount  of  capital  stock  of  all  the  street  railways  in  the  state. 
This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  since  the  merger  of  the  New  York, 
N"ew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  with  The  Consolidated 
Railway  Company  in  1906  no  return  has  been  made  of  the  amonnt 
of  capital  stock  representing  the  street  railway  properties  owned 
by  the  former  company.  On  February  28,  1910,  the  New  York, 
'Sew  Haven  &  Hartford  Company  transferred  a  portion  of  the 
Bbreei  railway  properties  owned  by  it  in  Connecticut  to  the 
Conneeticut  Company,  receiving  in  payment  therefor  $39,725,000.00 
par  value  of  the  stock  of  the  Connecticut  Company. 

The  properties  so  acquired  consisted  of  all  the  street  railway 
properties  owned  by  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  excepting  the 
following  lines : 

From  Mianus  River/  Conn,  to  New  York-Conn.  State  Line. 
"     Suffield,  Conn,  to  Mass.-Conn.  State  Line.

These  properties  were  purchased  at  the  cost  price  as  per  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  books  together  with  a  cash  fund  to  be  used 
in  rehabilitating  the  property. 
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The  increase  in  Capital  Stock  of  $39,726,000.00  was  due  to 
the  purchase  of  the  properties  referred  to  above  together  with 
eertain  other  accounts  as  shown  below:

The  entire  amount  of  capital  stock  representing  the  921  miles 
of  street  railways  owned  in  Connecticut  is  $61,216,800.00.  Of 
this  amount  $40,000,000.00  represents  the  458  miles  owned  by  the 
Connecticut  Co.,  $17,120,100.00  the  221  miles  of  the  Connecticut 
Railway  &  Lighting  Company,  and  the  balance,  $4,095,700,  the 
capital  of  the  242  miles  of  the  remaining  companies.  This  gives 
an  average  of  $66,396.31  of  capital  stock  per  mile  for  the  921 
miles  of  single  main  track  owned. 

BONDS  ISSUED. 

The  amount  of  bonds  issued  and  outstanding  upon  463  miles 
of  single  main  track  owned  is  $17,111,700.00,  being  $18,659.81 
per  mile  of  single  track  owned.  There  are  no  bonds  on  the  South 
Manchester  Light,  Power  and  Tramway  Company,  and  none  are 
reported  on  the  Connecticut  Company^s  468  miles,  as  the  existing 
bonds  of  that  property  became  by  merger  a  part  of  the  bonded 
debt  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Company,  for 
the  payment  of  which  it  is  responsible,  as  reported  on  pages  238- 
319. 

FLOATING  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  amount  of  floating  indebtedness  on  156  miles  of  single 
track  owned  is  $796,384.93,  being  $5,100.94  per  mile  of  road 
covered  by  such  indebtedness.     No  indebtedness  is  reported  as 
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existing  on  the  Bristol  &  Plainville  Tramway  Co.,  the  Connecticut 
Bailway  and  Lighting  Company,  or  the  Connecticut  Company. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  total  cost  of  construction  and  equipment  of  the  street  rail- 
ways of  the  state  is  reported  as  $78,996,117.40  amounting  to 
$85^681.32  per  mile  of  road  owned.  The  cost  of  construction  and 
equipment  per  mile  of  each  individual  road  as  reported  is  shown  on 
page  147. 

GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  nine  operating  companies  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1^10,  have  been  $8,026,184.05,  an  increase  of 
$415,765.30  over  the  earnings  of  the  previous  year.  The  gross 
earnings  per  mile  of  main  track  operated  were  $8,585.47,  per  mile 
run  $0.2689,  and  per  car  hour  $02,520.  The  largest  gross  earnings 
per  mile  of  main  track  operated  were  $9,765.34  by  the  Conn.  Co. 
and  $9,049.22  by  the  Danbury  &  Bethel  Company. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses  were  $4,995,738.18,  an  increase  of 
$486,101.97  over  the  expenses  of  the  previous  year,  and  were 
$5,343.86  per  mile  of  main  track  operated,  $0.1674  per  mile  run 
and  $1,568  per  car  hour.  The  operating  expenses  were  62.24  per 
cent,  of  the  gross  earnings. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  for  the  year  were  $3,030,445.87,  a  decrease  of 
$70,336.67  for  the  previous  year.  The  net  earnings  per  mile  of 
main  track  operated  were  $3,241.61,  per  mile  run  $0.1015  and  per 
car  hour  $0,952. 

DIVIDENDS. 

The  amount  paid  in  dividends  upon  the  stock  of  seven  of  the 
companies  was  $1,354,704.00.  No  dividends  were  paid  on  the  stock 
of  the  Parmington  Street  Bailway,  the  New  London  &  East  Lyme, 
Providence  &  Danielson,  Norwich  &  Westerly  and  South  Manchester 
companies. 

INTEREST. 

The  amount  paid  for  interest,  not  including  the  sum  paid  by 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Company  upon  the  obliga- 
tions of  its  street  railway  properties  was  $808,750.42. 
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TAXES. 

The  amount  of  taxes  paid  the  state  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30,  1910,  was  $239,302.18,  not  including  the  taxes  paid 
by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Company  npon  its  street 
railway  properties. 

MILES  RUN. 

The  total  number  of  miles  run  in  the  operation  of  the  street 
railways  was  29,842,734,  an  increase  of  960,396  miles  over  ttiat 
of  the  previous  year. 

PASSENGERS   CARRIED. 

The  number  of  fare  passengers  carried  was  151,631,091,  an 
increase  of  8,244,576  over  the  number  carried  the  previous  year, 
compared  with  84,519,264  carried^  by  the  steam  railroads.  Pas- 
sengers carried  per  mile  of  main  track  operated  162,197,  the  number 
per  mile  run  5.20  and  per  car  hour  49.49.  The  average  fare  re- 
ceived from  revenue  passengers  was  $0.04945,  and  the  average  fare 
of  all  passengers  including  those  with  transfers,  $0.04182. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  average  number  of  employees  during  the  year  was  4,950, 
an  increase  of  415  in  the  number  reported  last  year. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The  number  of  persons  injured  in  the  operation  of  the  street 
railways  during  the  past  year  was  2,228,  an  increase  of  752  in  the 
number  of  casualties  reported  last  year.  Of  this  number  39 
were  killed,  the  same  number  of  fatalities  as  reported  for  the 
previous  year,  and  2,189  were  injured.

Artiole    Twekty-fivb.  —  Constitution    op    Conneotiout. 

Adopted  October,  1877. 

No  County,  City,  Town,  Borough,  or  other  municipality,  shall  ^^SSim^ 
ever  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation,  or  ''^JgUf^ 
become  a  purchaser  of  the  bonds,  or  make  donation  to,  or  loan  its 
credit,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  aid  of  any  such  corporation;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  validity  of  any  bonds  or 
debts  incurred  under  existing  laws,  nor  be  construed  to  prohibit 
file  Gtenend  Assembly  from  authorizing  any  Town  or  City  to  pro- 
tect by  additional  appropriations  of  money  or  credit  any  railroad 
debt  contracted  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  amendment. 

§  1.  Conditions  of  receiving  state  aid  towards  rail-  »««•«>»•  in- 
road indebtedness.  Whenever  any  town  in  this  state,  haying

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leave  such  train^  if  such  station  is  in  full  view  of  such  bridge, 
and  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  rods  therefrom.

'  The  commissioners  shall  investigate  all  complaints  made  to  them 

against  railroad  companies  of  interference  with  navigation  in  the 
use  of  drawbridges  over  any  navigable  waters^  and  shall  make 
such  orders  in  reference  thereto  as  will  in  their  judgment  remove 
all  just' cause  of  complaint^  in  ^  far  as  this  can  be  done  with  due 
regard  for  the  rights  of  the  parties  affected  and  the  public  safety.

merger. 

CHAPTEE  217. 
Street  Railway  Companies. 

1906,  ch.  844.  Construction  plans  to  be  submitted  to  local  authori- 
ties. §  1.  When  any  company  shall  have  been  chartered 
by  the  general  assembly  for  the  purpose  of  operating  street 
railways,  such  company  may  construct  and  operate  its  rail- 

^  way,  with  one  or  more  iracks  and  all  necessary  equipments 

and  appurtenances,  upon  and  along  the  routes,  highways,  and 

^  public  grounds  permitted  by  said  company^s  charter  and  the 

amendments  thereto,  but  before  such  company  shall  proceed 
to  construct  such  railway,  or  lay  additional  tracks,  it  shall 
cause  a  plan  to  be  made  showing  the  highway  or  highways 
in  and  through  which  it  proposes  to  lay  its  tracks,  the  loca- 
tion of  the  same  as  to  grade  and  the  center  line  of  said  high- 
ways, and  such  changes,  if  any,  as  are  proposed  to  be  made  in 
any  highway.  Said  plan  shall  be  present^  to  the  mayor  and 
court  of  common  council  of  each  city,  the  selectmen  of  each 
town,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  each  borough,  where  such 
warden  and  burgesses  have  charge  of  making  and  repairing  the 
highways  of  such  borough,  within  which  such  company  proposes 
to  operate  its  railway,  who  shall  thereupon,  after  public  notice, 
proceed  to  a  hearing  of  all  persons  interested  therein,  and  after 
such  hearing  may  accept  and  adopt  such  plan,  or  make  such 
.  modifications  therein  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper,  and  shall, 
within  sixty  days  after  the  presentation  of  such  plan,  notify  such 
company  in  writing  of  their  decision  thereon  and  of  such  modi- 
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fications  therein  as  they  have  made.  The  refusal  or  neglect 
of  any  Buch  local  authorities  to  notify  such  company  of  their 
decision  within  the  period  of  sixty  days  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
deemed  a  refusal  to  approve  and  accept  such  plan  as  presented 
by  such  company.  If othing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent  such 
company  from  continuing  to  present  to  such  local  authorities 
plans  as  heretofore  provided^  until  such  company  and  local 
authorities  shall  agree  upon  the  same;  and  no  such  company 
shall  construct  such  railway  or  lay  additional  tracks^  except  in 
accordance  with  a  plan  approved  by  the  authorities  aforesaid 
or  approved  on  appeal  by  the  railroad  conmiissioners  or  the 
superior  courts  as  provided  in  sections  3832,  3833,  and  3834 
of  the  general  statutes.

§  2.  The  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  mayor  and  com-  «i>«^- 
mxm  council  of  any  city,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any 
borough,  where  such  warden  and  burgesses  have  charge  of 
making  and  repairing  the  highways  of  such  borough^  within 
their  respoctiye  jurisdictions,  shall  have  power  to  make  rea-

manent  structures  on  highways.  Section  3824  of  the  general 
statutes  as  amended  by  chapter  219  of  the  public  acts  of  1907 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  The  selectmen  of  each 
town^  the  mayor  and  common  council  of  each  city^  and  the 
warden  and  the  burgesses  of  each  borough^  shall,  within  their 
respective  jurisdictions,  and  subject  to  the  right  of  appeal  as 
provided  in  sections  3832  and  3843  of  the  general  statutes, 
have  exclusive  control  over  the  placing  or  locating  of  tracks,

operating  such  railway,  shall  be  made  only  for  the  purpose  of 
public  improvement;  and  the  cost  of  any  such  relocation, 
Temoval,  or  change  of  grade  ordered  upon  the  application  of 
such  company  shall  be  paid  by  such  company.  Such  orders 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  recorded  in  the  records  of  the 
respective  municipalities.  Every  such  company  shall  at  its  own 
expense  comply  with  and  carry  out  such  orders  forthwith,  and, 
in  case  of  its  failure  so  to  do,  such  town,  city,  or  borough  may 
carry  out  such  orders  and  recover  the  expense  thereof  from  such 
company  in  an  action  on  this  statute,  or  may  proceed  by  a  writ 
of  mandamus  to  compel  such  company,  at  its  own  expense,  to 
carry  out  such  orders.

§  1.     Application.     The  proyisians  of  this  part  shall    im.oi.iM.         ^ 
apply  to  all  corporations  heretofore  and  hereafter  organized  ^ 

under  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  state,  except  when 
odierwise  expressly  stated,  but  shall  not  be  held  or  construed 
to  alter  or  affect  any  provision  of  any  special  charter  incon- 
sistent herewith,  except  as  provided  in  section  87  of  this  act 

§  2.  Name  and  location.  The  name  of  every  corpora- 
tion hereafter  formed  shall  be  such  as  to  distinguish  it  from 
any  other  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state 
and  from  any  other  corporation  engaged  in  the  same  business 
or  promoting  or  carrying  out  the  same  purposes  in  this  state, 
and  every  such  name  shall  begin  with  ^/  The ''  and  end  with  ' 

"  Company  "  or  "  Corporation,"  or  have  the  word  "  Incor- 
porated "  inmiediately  after  or  under  the  name.  Every  coir- 
poration  shall  be  located  in  some  town  in  this  state. 

§  3.  General  powers.  Every  corporation  shall  have 
power,  subject  to  such  provisions  and  limitations  as  may  be 
contained  in  its  charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  articles 
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of  afleociatioii9  or  in  any  statute  affeetiiig  it:  (1)  To  have 
succession  by  its  corporate  name  for  the  time  stated  in  its 
charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  or  artideB  of  association, 
and,  when  no  period  is  limited,  perpetually :  (2)  To  sue  and 
be  sued  and  complain  and  defend  in  any  court :  (3)  To  make 
and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  liie  same  at  pleasure:  (4) 
To  hold,  purchase^  sell,  and  convey  such  real  and  personal  es- 
tate as  the  purposes  of  such  corporation  shall  require,  and  all 
other  property  which  shall  have  been  in  good  faith  mortgaged 
or  conveyed  to  it  by  way  of  security  or  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
or  by  purchase  at  sales  upon  judgments  or  decrees  obtained 
for  sux^  debts :  (5)  To  elect  or  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  it 
may  determine,  all  necessary  or  proper  officers  and  agents 
and  to  fix  their  compensation  and  define  their  powers  and  du- 
ties: (6)  To  make  by-laws^  oonsistent  with  law,  fixing  the 
nimiber  of  its  directors  and  for  its  government^  the  r^ula- 
tion  of  its  affairs,  and  the  management  of  its  property:  (7) 
To  wind  up  and  dissolve  itself,  or  to  be  wound  up  and  dis- 
solved, in  ^e  manner  provided  by  law. 

§  4w    Power  to  transact  business  outside  the  state. 

Every  corporation  orgauized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  eveiry  corporation  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  under 
any  general  or  special  law  of  this  state,  shall  have  power,  sub- 
ject to  the  limitations  of  its  charter,  certificate  of  inoorpora- 
tion,  articles  of  association,  or  any  statute  affecting  it^  to 
oarry  on  business  in  any  state  or  territory  of  the  United 
States^  or  in  any  foreign  country,  if  not  prohibited  by  the 
laws  of  such  state  or  territory  or  foreign  country. 

§  5.    Dividends  restricted,    l^o  ooiporati<Hi  shall  pay 

any  dividend  or  make  any  other  distribution  of  its  assets  ex- 
cept from  its  net  profits  oi:  actual  surplus,  unless  in  aooord- 
ance  with  the  law  allowing  the  reduction  of  stock,  or  upon 
the  dissolution  of  the  corporation.  The  secretary  shall  eater 
the  name  of  every  director  voting  for  any  dividend,  or  any 
other  distribution  of  the  assets,  upon  the  records  of  iSbe  oor- 
poration.  Every  director  voting  for  a  dividend  or  other  dis- 
tribution of  assets  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  five  hundred  doUara.  If  such  payment  or  dis- 
tribution renders  a  corporation  insolvent,  the  directors  so 
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▼oting  akall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable,  to  the  amount  so 
paid  or  distributed,  to  any  creditors  existing  at  tibe  date  of 
such  vote  who  shall  obtain  judgment  against  such  corporation 
on  which  exeoution  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied.  Ko  such 
dividoad  shall  be  paid  or  distribution  made  unless  duly  voted 
by  the  directors  of  the  corporation. 

§  6.    Liability  for  causing  insolvency  by  reducing 

StOCiC.  In  case  the  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  cor- 
poration shall  render  it  insolvent,  at  the  time  of  such  reduc- 
tion, the  stockholders  voting  in  favor  of  such  reduction  shall 
be  jointly  and  severally  liable,  to  the  aipount  of  such  reduc- 
tion, for  all  debts  of  t^e  corporation  existing  at  the  time  of 
such  vote,  after  judgment  has  been  obtained  against  the  cor- 
poration and  execution  has  been  returned  unsatisfied.  The 
i^ecords  of  the  corporation  shall  show  the  name  of  every 
stockholder  voting  in  favor  of  such  reduction.  No  such  re- 
duction shaU  be  valid  unless  the  names  of  the  assenting 
stockholders  appear  of  record  as  aforesaid,  nor  unless,  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  vote  authorizing  such  reduo- 
tion,  a  copy  of  the  certificate  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  the  state  shall  be  published  tvdce  a  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in  this  state  and  having  a 
circulation  in  the  town  in  which  such  corporation  is  located. 

§  7.  New  certificates.  The  directors,  after  a  reduc- 
tion of  capital  stock,  may  require  each  stockholder  to  return 
his  old  certificate,  and  upon  the  return  thereof  shall  issue  a 
new  certificate  for  the  number  of  shares  to  which  he  is  enti- 
tled after  the  reduction;  and  such  corporation,  after  sudi 
reduction,  may  increase  its  capital  stock  to  any  amount 
authorized  in  its  charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  articles 
of  association,  or  in  any  statute  affecting  it 

§  8.    Loans  to  officers   restricted.    No  officer  or 

director  of  any  manufacturing  corporation  shall  borrow  any 
of  the  funds  of  the  corporation  or  use  the  same  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than  the  business  of  the  corporation  without  pay- 
ing interest  to  such  corporation  for  the  use  of  such  money, 
and  without  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  directors  of  such  cor- 
poration and  without  furnishing  adequate  security  for  such 
loan. 
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§  9.    Profits  may  be  shared  with  employes.    Any 

1^  corporation  organized  after  May  tlmiy-firsty  1886,  may  by  ito 

board  of  directors  distribute  to  the  persons  employed  in  its 
A  service,  or  any  of  them,  such  portion  of  Ihe  profits  of  its  bnsir 

^  ness  as  said  board  may  deem  just  and  proper.     Any  corpora- 

tion organized  on  or  prior  to  May  thirty-first,  1886,  may  give 
to  its  board  of  directors  the  power  to  make  such  distribution 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  stockholders  at  a  meeting  warned 
and  held  for  the  purpose. 

§  10.  Directors.  The  property  and  affairs  of  every 
corporation  having  a  capital  stock  shall  be  managed  by  three 
or  more  directors,  except  that  the  charter  of  a  specially  char^ 
tered  corporation  may  provide  otherwise.  Such  directors 
shall  be  stockholders,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  stockholders  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws,  and  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  until  others  are  diosen  and  qualified,  in  liieir 
stead;  but  the  original  or  amended  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion of  any  corporation  to  which  the  Corporation  Act  of  1901 
now  applies  may  provide  for  the  classification  of  the  direc- 
tors, eidier  as  to  ^eir  term  of  office,  or  as  to  their  election 
by  one  or  more  classes  of  stockholders  exclusively,  or  bodii; 
provided,  that  no  director  shall  be  elected  for  a  shorter  term 
than  one  year  nor  for  a  longer  term  than  five  years  and  the 
classification  shall  be  such  that  the  term  of  one  or  more  classes 
shall  expire  each  succeeding  year.  The  directors  or  trustees 
of  any  corporation,  or  the  governing  board  of  any  corporation 
having  no  directors  or  trustees,  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  their 
own  number  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  or  until 
such  corporation  shall  fill  such  vacancy.  A  majority  of  the 
directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  unless  it  is  provided  in  a  by-law  adopted  by  a  stock- 
holders' meeting  that  less  than  a  majorily  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  board  of  directors  of  any  corporation,  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  board,  may  ap- 
point from  the  directors  an  executive  committee  and  such 
other  committees  as  they  may  deem  judicious,  and,  to  such 
extent  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  by-laws,  may  del^ate  to 
such  oommitteee  any  of  the  powers  of  the  board  of  directors. 
If  any  corporation  holds  any  stock  in  any  other  corporation, 
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one  director  or  executiye  officer  of  the  corporation  holding  the 
stock  as  aforesaid  may  be  diosen  director  of  such  other  cor^ 
poration  whether  he  is  a  stockholder  in  sudi  other  corporation 
or  not^  bnt  not  more  than  one  director  or  executive  officer  of 
the  corporation  holding  the  stock  shall  be  a  director  in  the 
other  corporation  unless  eligible  as  a  stockholder  therein. 
At  least  once  in  each  year  the  directors  of  every  corporation 
shall  make  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  corporation  to  its  stockholders,  which  report  shall 
be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  or,  if  there  be 
no  sudi  officer,  with  the  president,  and  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  stockholders  at  all  reasonable  times.  Such 
report  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  shares  of 
stock  and  the  amount  of  other  securities  issued  by  any  other 
corporation  and  owned  by  the  corporation  making  the  re- 
port^ with  the  name  and  location  of  such  other  corporations. 
Subject  to  the  by-laws  adopted  by  the  stockholders,  the  di- 
rectors  of  any  corporation  may  make  and  alter  by-laws. 

§  11.    Corporation  may  acquire  its  own  stoclc.    Any 

corporation  not  prohibited  by  any  provision  in  its  charter, 
articles  of  association,  or  certificate  of  incorporation  or  by 
any  general  law,  except  a  bank,  trust  company,  or  life  insur- 
ance company,  may  acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  the  stock  or 
securities  of  any  other  corporation.     Any  such  corporation, 
except  a  bank,  trust  company,  or  life  insurance  company,  may 
acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  its  own  stock.     'No  oorporatian 
shall  acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  its  own  stock  imless  to  pre- 
vent loss  ui>on  a  debt  previously  contracted,  except  with  the 
approval  of  stockholders  owning  three-fourths  of  its  entire 
outstanding  capital  stock  given  at  a  stockholders'  meetiDg 
warned  and  held  for  the  purpose;  and  such  corporation 
shall  not  vote  ui>on  shares  of  its  own  stock.     Ko  corporation 
shall  purchase  any  of  its  own  stock  when  it  is  insolvent,  or  by 
such  purchase  render  itself  immediately  insolvent     If  any 
corporation  shall  purchase  its  own  stock  when  it  is  insolvent, 
or  so  render  itself  immediately  insolvent,  the  directors  as- 
senting to  such  purchase  shall  be  personally  liable  for  any 
debts  of  such  corporation  existing  at  the  time  of  such  pur- 
ehaee.     The  president  and  treasurer  of  every  corporation 
acquiring  its  own  stock  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  within  six  months  thereafter,  make,  sign,  and  swear  to 
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and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate 
stating  the  number  of  shares  of  its  own  stock  so  ao- 
quired,  and  the  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certifi- 
cate in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  12.    Receipts  for  payment  of  stock  subscriptions; 

directors'  liability.  No  corporation  shall  issue  any  certifi- 
cates for  stock  until  the  stock  has  been  subscribed  and  paid 
for  in  full.  The  treasurer  of  such  corporation  shall  issue 
and  deliver  to  each  subscriber  a  receipt,  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  and  under  the  corporate  seal,  stating  the  amount 
sudi  subscriber  has  paid  on  his  subscription,  and  the  number 
of  shares  of  full  paid  and  non-assessable  stock  for  which  he 
or  his  transf  eree,  upon  the  payment  of  the  balance  due  upon 
his  said  subscription,  will  bid  entitled  to  receive  a  oertificata 
Said  officers  shall  enter  upon  such  receipt  the  dates  and 
amounts  of  all  subsequent  payments.  The  persons  to  whom 
such  receipts  are  issued  shall  be  deemed  to  be  stockholders 
If  any  stock  shall  be  paid  for  otherwise  than  in  cash,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  directors  shall  make  and  sign  upon  the  record 
book  of  the  corporation  a  statement  showing  particularly 
of  what  the  property  received  in  payment  for  stock  subscrip- 
tions consists,  and  that  it  has  an  actual  value  equal  to  the 
amount  for  which  it  is  so  received.  The  judgment  of  the 
directors  as  to  the  value  of  property  accepted  in  payment  of 
stock  shall  be  final ;  but  the  directors  concurring  in  the  judg- 
ment of  such  value,  in  case  of  fraud  in  the  over-valuation  of 
such  property,  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  to  the  cor- 
poration for  Ihe  amount  of  the  difference  between  the  actual 
value  of  any  property  so  accepted  in  payment  at  the  time  of 
such  acceptance,  and  the  amount  for  which  it  is  received  in 
payment  The  secretary  shaU  keep  a  record  of  the  names 
of  the  directors  concurring  in  such  judgment  of  value. 

§  13.  Calls  for  stock  subscriptions.  The  directors  of 
every  corporation  may  call  in  the  subscriptions  to  its  capital 
stock  by  instalments  in  such  proportion  and  at  such  times 
and  places  as  they  think  proper,  provided  they  give  its  sub- 
scribers or  stockholders  such  notice  as  the  by-laws  provide,  or, 
in  the  absence  of  such  provision,  such  notice  as  they  deem 
reasonable,  of  the  amount  of  sudi  instalments  and  the  time 
when  they  are  payable. 
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§  14.    Stock  subscriptions  not  made  in  good  faith. 

When  any  oonunissioners  or  incorporators  authorized  to  re- 
oeive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  corporation  |^ 

shall  be  satisfied  that  any  subscriptian  is  not  made  in  good 
faith,  they  shall  disallow  it^  and  return  to  the  person  sub- 
scribing such  instalment  as  has  been  paid  by  him. 

§  15.  StOCiC  certificates.  XTpon  payment  in  full  for 
his  stock  and  the  surrender  of  treasurer's  receipts,  if  any, 
each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  under  the 
seal  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent or  vice-president  and  by  the  secretary  or  assistant  sec- 
retaiy  or  the  treasurer  or  assistant  treasurer,  certifying  the 
number  of  shares  owned  by  him  in  such  corporation. 

§  16.  StOClcholders'  liability.  Every  stockholder, 
whether  an  original  subscriber  or  not,  shall  be  liable  for  any 
balance  due  on  the  stock  held  by  him.  If  a  corporation  is 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  or  a  trustee  in  insolvency 
or  bankruptcy,  such  receiver  or  trustee  shall  have  the  powers 
of  the  board  of  directors  in  calling  in  instalments  on  stock. 
If  a  creditor  of  a  corporation  shall  obtain  a  judgment  against 
it;  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied,  such 
creditor  may  recover  from  any  stockholder  in  such  corpora- 
tion the  balance  remaining  due  and  unpaid  on  any  stock  held 
by  him,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  debt.  No 
subscriber  for  or  holder  of  stock  shall  be  liable  as  such  for 
any  payment  of  such  stock,  or  for  any  debt  of  the  corporation, 
after  the  par  value  of  his  stock  has  been  paid. 

§  1 7.    Fractional  shares  or  rights.    iTo  certificate  for 

fractions  of  fihares  shall  be  issued.  Whenever  fractional 
ri^ts  result  from  an  increase  or  reduction  of  capital  stock 
and  the  stockholders  fail  to  combine  the  same  by  purchase 
or  sale,  the  directors  shall,  after  due  notice,  sell  such  rights 
to  the  highest  bidder  and  issue  proper  certificates  therefor. 

§  18.  Steele  books.  At  least  three  days  before  every 
stockholders'  meeting,  a  complete  list  of  the  stockholders 
entitled  to  vote,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  shall  be  pre- 
pared by  the  directors.  Such  lists  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
by  any  stockholder  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting. 
Upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  directors  to  produce  such

list  at  any  meeting,  they  shall  be  ineligible  for  election  as

Every  corporatiou  may  issue 
a  new  certificate  of  stock,  or  treasurer's  receipt  for  payment 
on  subscription  for  stock,  in  place  of  any  certificate  or  re- 
ceipt issued  by  it  which  is  claimed  to  have  been  lost  or  de- 
stroyed, and  the  directors  may,  in  their  discretion,  require  the 
owner  of  a  lost  or  destroyed  certificate  or  receipt,  or  his  legal 
representatives^  to  give  bond  to  the  corporation  in  such  sum 

'-  as  the  directors  may  direct,  not  exceeding  twice  the  value 

of  the  stock  or  receipt,  to  indemnify  the  corporation  against 
any  claim  that  may  be  made  against  it  on  account  of  the  issue 

^  of  such  new  certificate  or  receipt;  and  a  new  certificate  or 

receipt  may  be  issued  without  requiring  any  bond  when,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  directors,  no  bond  is  necessary.  The 
superior  court  in  the  county  wherein  such  corporation  is 
located  shall,  for  due  cause  shown,  upon  complaint  of  the 
owner  of  a  lost  or  destroyed  certificate  or  treasurer's  receipt^ 
order  the  delivery  to  him  by  said  directors  of  a  new  certifi- 
cate or  receipt  in  lieu  thereof,  and  may  require  a  proper 
bond  for  the  protection  of  the  corporation  and  of  any  person 
who  may  be  interested  in  the  lost  certificate  or  receipt 

§  20.     Pledge  of  stock.    .Shares  of  stock  in  any  co^ 
poration  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state  or  .of  the 
•  United  States,  or  treasurer's  receipts  for  payment  on  sub- 

scription to  the  stock  of  any  corporation  oj^anized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  may  be  pledged  by  delivering  the  certifi- 
cate of  such  stock  or  such  receipt  to  the  pledgee,  with  a  power 
of  attorney  for  its  transfer;  but  no  such  pledge  shall  be 
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effectual  to  hold  sueh  stock  against  any  person  other  than  the 
pledgor,  his  executor,  or  adimnistrator,  unless  there  shall  be 
an  actual  transfer  of  the  same  upon  the  books  of  the  corpora- 
tion, or  unless  a  copy  of  such  power  of  attorney  shall  be  filed 
with  the  corporation. 

§  21.    Stock  transfer;  corporation  lien.    The  stock 

of  every  corporation,  except  when  otherwise  provided  in  the 
charter  of  a  specially  diartered  corporation,  shall  be  personal 
property,  and,  with  the  treasurer's  receipt  for  payments  on 
stock  subscriptions,  shall  be  transferable  only  on  its  books  in 
such  form  as  the  by-laws  shaU  prescribe.  Whenever  any 
transfer  of  stock  shall  be  made  for  collateral  security,  the 
entry  of  the  transfer  on  the  books  of  the  corporation  shall 
state  that  it  is  made  for  collateral  security.  Every  corpora- 
tion shall  at  all  times  have  a  lien  upon  aU  of 
its  stock  owned  by  any  person  for  aU  debts,  in- 
cluding instalments  duly  called  in,  due  to  it  from 
him,  and  may  sell  the  debtor's  interest  in  said 
iitock,  or  in  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  discharge 
such  indebtedness  and  the  expense  of  such  sale,  at  pubUo 
auction  at  any  time  after  the  debt  secured  thereby  becomes 
clue  and  payable,  upon  giving  to  the  stockholder,  his  executor, 
or  administrator,  and  if  there  be  none,  his  heir-at-law,  a  writ- 
ten notice,  by  mail,  of  at  least  twenty  days  and  advertising 
such  sale  at  least  twice  in  a  newspaper  of  this  state  having  a 
circulation  in  the  town  where  such  corporation  is  located, 
not  less  than  one  week  prior  to  the  date  of  sale.  Any 
surplus  arising  from  such  sale  shall  be  paid  to  the  stock- 
holder. 

§  22.    Calls  for  meetings;  changes  in  by-laws.   All 

stockholders'  meetings  shall  be  held  in  this  state  and,  except 
the  first,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  in  the 
by-laws.  A  written  or  printed  notice  of  every  such  meeting, 
stating  the  day,  hour,  and  place  thereof,  shall  be  given  by  the 
president  or  secretary  to  each  stockholder,  by  leaving  such 
notice  with  him  or  at  his  residence  or  usual  place  of  business, 
or  by  mailing  it  to  him  at  his  last  known  post  office  address, 
at  least  five  days  before  such  meeting.  At  any  such  meeting 
by-laivB  may  be  adopted,  or  the  by-laws  previously  adopted 
may  be  altered  or  repealed.     Ko  by-law  shall  be  adopted,  and 
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no  existing  by-law  shall  be  amended  or  repeal^,  unless  writ- 
1^  ten  notice  of  such  proposed  action  shall  have  been  given  in 

the  call  for  the  meeting  at  which  such  adoption,  amendment^ 
M  or  repeal  is  to  be  acted  upon. 

§  23.    Special  meetings  how  called;  waiver.    The 

president  of  every  corporation  may,  and  upon  ihe  written  re- 
quest of  three  or  more  members  of  a  corporation  having  no 
capital  stock,  or  of  one  or  more  stockholders  holding  at  least 
one-tenth  of  the  capital  stock  of  a  corporation  having  capital 
stock,  shall,  call  a  special  stoddiolders'  meeting  and  cause 
legal  notice  thereof  to  be  given.  In  case  of  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  the  president  to  call  a  meeting  on  such  request, 
such  stockholders  may  call  the  same.  Whenever  under  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  a  corporation  is  authorized  to 
take  any  action  after  notice  to  its  stockholders  or  after  the 
lapse  of  a  prescribed  period  of  time,  such  action  may  be 
taken  without  notice  and  without  the  lapse  of  any  period  of 
time  if  such  action  be  authorized  and  such  requirements  be 
waived  in  writing  by  every  stockholder  of  sudi  corporation 
or  by  his  attorney  thereto  authorized* 

§  24.    Failure  to  hold  meeting  or  elect  officers. 

Whenever  any  corporation  shall  have  failed  to  hold  its  annual 
miCeting  or  to  elect  officers  thereat,  and  no  provision  is  con- 
tained in  its  charter,  articles  of  association,  certificate  of  in- 
corporation, or  by-laws,  or  is  made  by  law,  otherwise  than  is 
provided  in  this  section  for  such  contingency,  the  officers  of 
such  corporation  shall  hold  office  until  others  shall  be  chosen 
in  their  stead,  and  a  special  or  annual  meeting  may  be  called 
by  the  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  caU  the  annual  meeting, 
or,  on  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  persons,  by  not  lees  than 
three  of  the  members  of  a  corporation  having  no  capital  stock, 
or  by  the  holders  of  one-tenth  of  the  capital  stock  of  corpora- 
tions having  Capital  stock,  by  giving  in  writing  such  notice 
as  is  required  in  calling  the  annual  meeting,  and  at  such  meet- 
ing the  necessary  officers  may  be  elected,  and  the  failure 
aforesaid  shall  not  impair  the  ri^ts  of  such  corporation. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  revive  any  corporation  whose 
powers  may  have  expired  for  any  cause  other  than  that  here- 
inbefore named  or  any  corporation  which  in  fact  shall  have 
abandoned  and  ceased  to  exercise  its  powers  and  frandiises. 
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§  25.  Stockholders'  vote;  proxies.  At  all  stockhold- 
ers' meetiiigB  stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  by  an  at- 
torney duly  anthorized  by  a  written  power.  Every  share  of 
stock  shall  eixtitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote  except  when 
otherwise  provided  in  its  charter  or  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion or  in  any  statute  affecting  it>  and  persons  holding  stock  in 
a  fiduciary  capacity  a^id  pledgors  of  stock  shown  to  be  such  by 
the  record  of  transfer  shall  have  the  same  voting  rights  upon 
shares  of  stock  so  held  as  any  holder  of  such  shares  would 
have,  except  that  pledgors  in  the  transfer  of  stock  may  ex- 
pressly empower  the  pledgees  to  vote  therepn.  No  proxy 
hereafter  made  shall  be  valid  after  the  expiration  of  eleven 
monlhs  from  the  date  of  its  execution. 

§  26.  Reoeivership  of  corporation.  Whenever  any 
corporation  having  a  capital  stock  has  wilfully  violated  its 
charter  or  exceeded  its  pov^ers,  or  whenever  Ihere  has  been  any 
fraud,  collusion,  or  gross  mismanagement  in  the  conduct  or 
control  of  such  corporation,  or  whenever  its  assets  are  in 
danger  of  waste  through  attachment,  litigation,  or  otherwise^ 
or  such  corporation  has  abandoned  its  business  and  has  neg- 
lected to  wind  up  its  affairs  and  to  distribute  its  assets  . 
within  a  reasonable  time,  or  whenever  its  stockholders  or  i  i 
directors  have  voted  to  discontinue  its  business;,  or  when-  ^ 
ever  any  good  and  sufficient  reason  exists  for  the  dissolution 
of  such  corporation,  any  stockholder  or  stockholders  owning 
not  less  thaji  one-tenth  of  its  capital  stock  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  corporation  not  having  capital  stock,  any  member  of  such 
corporation  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  in  the  county 
wherein  such  corporation  is  located,  for  the  dissolution  of 
such  corporation  and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to  wind 
up  its  aJFairs.  Such  court  may,  if  it  finds  that  siifficient 
cause  exists^  appoint  one  or  more  receivers  to  wind  up  the 
business  of  sudi  corporation,  and  may  at  any  time,  for  suffi- 
oient  cause  shown,  make  a  decree  dissolving  such  corporation 
and  terminating  its  corporate  existenca  Whenever  such  de- 
cree of  dissolution  is  passed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  re- 
oeiver  or  receivers  to  cause  a  certified  copy  thereof  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state,  and  said  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certified  copy  in  a  book  kept  by 
him.  for  that  purpose.  Such  courts  in  every  case  in  which  it 
appoints  a  receiver,  shall  by  its  order  limit  a  time,  which 
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dxsJl  not  be  lees  than  four  months  from  the  date  of  such 
order,  within  which  all  dauns  against  snch  corporation  shall 
be  presented,  and  all  claims  not  presented  witiiiin  such  tiiQS 
shall  be  forever  barred.  When  such  receivership  shall  be 
tenninated  by  the  conrt^  the  receiver  or  receivers  shall  fils 
with  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  similar  to  the  final 
certificate  required  of  directors  in  section  34  of  this  act, 
and  said  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in 
a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  27.    Sale  of  property  and  franchises.    Said  court 

may,  in  its  discretion,  in  lieu  of  decreeing  the  dissolution  of 
such  corporation,  order  the  receiver  to  sdl  its  property  and 
franchises ;  and  the  purchaser  thereof  shall  succeed  to  all  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  such  corporation,  and  may  reor^ 
ganize  the  same  under  the  direction  of  said  court  At  any 
sale  of  such  property  at  public  auction,  the  court  may,  in 
its  discretion,  authorize  the  receiver  to  accept  in  payment 
duly  allowed  claims  against  such  corporation,  at  a  proper 
valuatioQ. 

§  28.  Appraisal  and  purchase  of  minority  stocl(  in- 
terest. Whenever  a  stockholder  or  stockholders  holding  not 
less  than  one-tenth  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
of  any  corporation  shall  petition  for  its  dissolution  and  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver,  pursuant  to  section  26  of  this  act, 
any  other  stockholder  or  stockholders  may  apply  to  said 
court  for  a  valuation  of  the  stock  held  by  the  petitioner  by  an 
appraiser  to  be  appointed  by  the  court  Said  court  may,  for 
sufficient  cause  shown,  appoint  one  or  more  persons  to  ap- 
praise such  stock,  who  shall  forthwith  hear  the  parties  inter- 
ested, determine  the  value  of  the  petitioner's  stock,  and  file 
the  appraisal  with  the  clerk  of  said  court  Said  clerk  shall 
at  once  give  written  notice  to  the  parties  interested  that  such 
appraisal  has  been  filed,  and,  within  ten  days  after  the  giving 
of  such  notice,  the  applicant  for  an  appraisal  shall  file  with 
said  clerk  a  vmting  stating  whether  he  elects  to  buy  the 
petitioner's  stock  at  the  appraisal,  and,  if  he  does  elect  to 
buy  it,  he  shall  at  the  same  time  deposit  the  amount  of  such 
appraisal  in  money,  or  certified  check,  with  said  clerk,  who 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  petitioner  of  the  filing  of  such 
election  and  of  the  deposit     If  such  deposit  is  made  as  pro- 
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▼ided  hereiB,  said  petition  for  a  dissolution  of  the  corporation 
and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  shall  be  dismissed  upon 
motion  of  such  depositor.  Such  deposit  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  petitioner  by  the  derk,  on  receipt  of  the  certificates  of 
his  stock  duly  indorsed  for  transfer,  to  be  delivered  to  the  de- 
positor. If  such  certificates  are  not  so  indorsed  and  received 
within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  such  deposit,  the  money 
or  check  shall  be  returned  to  the  depositor.  If  the  applicant 
for  appraisal  shall  fail  to  make  such  deposit,  said  action 
may  proceed  to  final  judgment  The  expenses  of  the  ap- 
praisal shall  be  taxed  by  the  court,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the 
stockholders  applying  for  such  appraisal,  if  they  fail  to  de- 
posit the  amount  of  the  appraisal  required  as  aforesaid,  but 
otherwise  shall  be  taxed  against  the  corporation  and  added 
to  the  final  costs  in  the  case. 

§  29.    Voluntary  dissolution  after  commencing  busi- 

rteSS.    Whenever  the  directors  of  a  corporation  shall  vote  to 
terminate  its  corporate  existence,  they  shaU  forthwith  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  be  held  not  less  than 
thirty  nor  more  than  forty  days  from  the  date  of  such  calL 
Such  call  shall  contain  a  copy  of  such  vote  and  shall  be  pub- 
lifihed  once  a  week  for  four  weeks  next  preceding  such  meetr 
ing,  in  a  newspaper  of  this  state  having  a  circulation  in  the 
town  where  such  corporation  is  located,  and  a  copy  thereof 
shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  last  known  address  of  each  stock- 
holder.    If,  at  such  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  three-fourths 
in  interest  of  each  class  of  stock  issued  shall  vote  to  con- 
firm such  vote  of  the  directors,  the  directors  shall  proceed 
forthwith  to  wind  up  the  affairs  of  such  corporation.     If 
every   stockholder  shall  sign   and   acknowledge,  before  an 
ofiScer  authorized  to  take  achiowledgments  of  deeds,  an  agree- 
ment among  stockholders  that  the  corporate  existence  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  terminated,  the  vote  of  the  directors 
and  the  confirming  vote  of  the  stockholders  aforesaid  may  be 
dispensed  with. 

§  30.    Directors  trustees  to  wind  up  business.    The 

directors  of  a  corporation  whose  existence  is  to  be  terminated 
pursuant  to  the  vote  or  assent  of  its  stockholders,  as  provided 
in  flection  29  of  this  act,  shall  be  trustees  to  close  up  the 
business  of  such  corporation.     They  shall  forthwith  prepare 
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an  inventory  of  its  assets,  make  a  list  of  its  creditors  with  the 

^  amounts  due  to  each,  and  collect  its  bills  and  aooounts  re- 

jH  ceivabld.     They  shall,  within  two  weelks  after  the  date  of 

S  the  stockholders'  vote  of  confirmation  or  agreement  to  disr 

^  solve  the  corporation,  send  a  written  notice  of  the  proposed 

dissolution  to  every  known  creditor  of  such  corporation  warn- 
ing him  to  present  his  claim  and  stating  to  whom  and  at 
what  place  such  claim  may  be  presented.  They  shall  in  sudi 
notice  limit  the  time  within  which  such  claims  Aa31  be 
presented,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  four  months  after 
the  date  of  such  stockholders'  vote  or  agreement.  They  shall 
also  publish,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  this  state  and 
having  a  circulation  in  the  town  where  such  corporation  is 
located,  a  copy  of  such  noticd.  Within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  stockholders'  vote  or  agreement  the  trustees 
shall  sell  all  of  the  property  of  such  corporation  except  money 
and  uncollected  accoimts  in  litigation,  at  private  sale  or 
public  auction.  As  soon  as  practicable,  the  trustees  shall 
pay,  in  full  or  pro  rata,  all  claims  against  such  corporaticHi 
which  have  been  allowed  by  them  or  which  may  be  found  to 
be  due  by  any  proper  tribimal  and  shall  distribute  the  bal- 
ance of  the  assets,  if  any,  among  the  stockholders  of  such 
corporation. 

§  31.  Application  to  the  court.  Such  trustees  may, 
in  their  discretion,  bring  their  application  to  the  superior 
court  for  the  county  within  wldch  such  corporation  is 
located,  or  to  any  judge  of  the  superior  court  when  saA 
court  is  not  in  session,  setting  forth  the  facts  of  such  proposed 
dissolution  and  praying  the  court,  or  such  judge^  to  limit 
a  period  within  which  all  claims  against  such  corporations 
must  be  presented,  and  such  court  or  judge  may  make  an 
order  limitLng  the  time  within  which  daima  must  be  pre- 
sented, which  shall  not  be  less  than  four  months  from  the 
date  of  such'  order.  Such  trustees  shaU  proceed  to  wind  up 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  30  of  this  act,  under  the  direction  of  the 
court  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  receivers.  The 
court  may,  for  cause  shown,  extend  tiie  period  within  whidi 
the  trustees  shall  sell  the  property  of  the  corporatioiL 

§  32.    When  claims  shaN  be  barred.    All  claims  not 
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presented  within  the  time  limit  in  aocordanoe  with  the  pro- 
▼iflionB  of  aeotiooDS  30  and  81  of  this  act  shall  be  barred  and 
any  claim  so  preeented  and  disallowed  by  such  trustees  shall 
be  barred  unless  the  owner  thereof  shall  commence  an  action 
to  enf OToe  the  same  within  four  months  after  such  trustees 
shall  have  given  him  written  notice  of  its  rejection. 

§  33.  Creditors  not  to  interfere  with  control  of  prop- 
erty. No  creditor  shall,  by  attachment  or  by  any  process  or 
proceeding^  interfere  with  the  custody,  control,  or  disposi- 
tion of  the  property  of  the  corporation  by  its  directors  acting 
as  trustees  for  the  winding  up  of  the  corporate  affairs  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  But  any  creditor,  pending  such 
winding  up,  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  in  the  county 
in  whi(^  the  corporation  is  located,  or  to  a  judge  thereof 
when  such  court  is  not  actually  in  session,  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  receiver  of  such  property  on  the  ground  of  fraud, 
mismanagement,  or  incompetency  of  such  trustees,  and  such 
court  or  judge^  upon  finding  that  such  trustees  are  incompe- 
tent or  hkve  been  guilty  of  fraud  or  mismanagement  in  the 
disduurge  of  their  duties,  shall  appoilit  such  receiver  and  the 
powero  of  sucfai  trustees  diall  thereupon  terminata  But  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  person  from  establish-  .  < 
ing  any  claim  against  such  corporation  by  an  action  at  law,  |U 
or  shall  prevent  the  foredoeure  of  any  lien  or  mortgage  ^ 
existing  at  the  time  of  such  vote  or  assent  to  dissolve. 

§  34.    Certificates  concerning  dissolution.   Whenever 

the  stockholders  shall  by  vote  or  written  assent  agree  to  the 
dissolution  of  a  corporation,  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall 
make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  the  state  a  certificate  that  such  stockkholders'  vote  has  been 
duly  passed  or  such  assent  duly  given,  and  stating  the  address 
to  which  aU  claims  against  such  corporation  may  be  sent, 
and  such  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate 
in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  When  the  directors 
have  completed  their  duties  as  trustees  as  aforesaid,  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  further  certificate  stating 
that  the  directors  have  completed  their  duties  in  winding  up 
the  affairs  of  such  corporation  and  have  sold  or  collected  all 
of  its  assets  and  distributed  the  same,  stating  the  manner 
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of  such  distribution.  The  secretary  shall  examine  Ihe  same^ 
and,  if  he  finds  that  it  conforms  to  law,  shall  indorse  thereon 
the  word  ^^  Approved/'  with  his  name  and  ofS.cial  title^  and 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose.  When  such  certificate  has  been  approved 
by  the  secretary,  the  existence  of  such  corporation  shall  tei^ 
minate. 

§  35.    Certificate  when  corporate  existence  ends  by 

limitation.  When  the  existence  of  a  corporation  terminates 
by  limitation,  a  majorily  of  the  directors  shall  make,  sign, 
and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  Ihe  state 
a  certificate  setting  forth  the  facts  as  to  such  termination  and 
stating  the  manner  in  which  its  affairs  are  to  be  wound  up 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  daims  may 
be  presented  by  creditors  of  such  corporation.  The  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for 
that  purpose. 

§  36.  Corporate  existence  to  be  continued  for  cer- 
tain purposes.  All  corporations,  whether  they  expire  by 
their  own  limitation  or  are  dissolved  by  voluntary  action,  by 
decree  of  court,  or  by  act  of  the  general  assembly,  shall  con- 
tinue so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  prosecute 
and. defend  suits  by  or  against  tiiem,  to  dose  up  their  affairs, 
dispose  of  their  property,  and  distribute  their  assets. 

§  37.  Annual  reports.  The  president  and  treasurer 
of  every  corporation  having  capital  stock,  except  banks,  trust 
companies,  insurance  and  surely  companies,  railroad  or 
street  railway  companies,  express  companies,  building  and 
loan  associations,  and  investment  companies,  shall,  annually, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  or  August,  make, 
sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  setting  forth  as  of  the  first  day  of  January 
or  July  immediately  preceding:  (1)  The  name,  residence^ 
and  post-office  address  of  each  of  its  officers  and  directors: 
(2)  The  amount  of  its  outstanding  capital  stock  which  has 
not  been  paid  for  in  full,  with  the  amount  due  thereon:  (3) 
The  location  of  its  principal  office  in  this  state,  with  the 
street  and  number,  if  any  there  be,  and  the  name  of  the  agent 
or  person  in  charge  thereof  upon  whom  process  against  the 
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oorporation  may  be  served.  The  secretary  shall  thereupon 
record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose^ 
and  shall  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  such  certificate  to  the 
persons  filing  the  same^  who  shall  f  orth¥dth  cause  such  certi- 
fied copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town  derk  of 
the  town  in  which  sudi  oorporation  is  located,  and  said  town 
derk  shall  record  the  same  in  a  bpok  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose.  On  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  September  the 
town  derks  of  the  several  towns  shall  report  to  the  secretary 
of  the  state  the  names  of  all  corporations  whose  annual,  re- 
turns have  been  filed  for  record  during  the  preceding  six 
months,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  tihis  section,  and 
the  secretary  shall  report  to  the  attorney-general,  every  six 
months,  the  names  of  all  corporations  which  have  failed  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  attorney- 
general  shall  collect  all  forfeitures  due  imder  this  section. 
Every  corporation  whose  officers  shall  fail  to  comply  willi  the 
requirements  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  failure. 

Annual  report  may  be  signed  by  secretary  instead  of    im^v. 

president,  Wlien.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  absence,  disabiliiy, 
or  a  vacancy  existing  in  the  office,  the  president  of  any  cor- 
poratian  is  unable  to  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  the  annual  regort 
proyided  for  in  section  thirty-seven  of  diapter  194  of  the  public 
acts  of  1903,  such  report  may  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the 
secretary  of  such  oorporation  instead  of  by  the  president  thereof; 
provided,  however,  that  the  secretary  and  treasurer  be  not  the 
same  person. 

§  38.    Annual  returns  by  express  companies;  penalty. 

Every  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state  as  an  express 
company  diall,  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  file 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  its  capital  stock,  the  amount  actually  paid  thereon 
in  cash,  the  time  when  said  stock  was  issued,  the  amount  of 
its  real  estate,  the  place  where  such  real  estate  is  located  and 
its  cost  and  present  value,  the  amount  of  personal  estate  held 
by  the  company  and  its  cash  value,  the  amount  of  bills,  notes, 
bonds,  or  other  oonmiercial  securily  held  by  the  company  and 
their  value,  the  amount  of  loans  and  discount  of  the  funds  of 
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tlie  ooniipany  to  ito  officeiB  within  the  year  last  past,  the 
amount  of  its  oapital  stock  purdiafied  and  aM,  by  it  or  its 
offioaiB  and  agents  for  itB  use,  the  amounts  paid  wilhin  the 
^  year  last  pest  for  pennanent  bettermentB  of  its  real  estate 

and  impiovemaatB  of  equipment  of  its  business,  the  gross 
amount  of  its  reoeipts  and  disbursements  within  said  year, 
the  amount  of  surplus  cash  on  hand  during  each  month  of 
said  year,  the  amount  of  dividends  paid  in  the  same  time, 
and  liie  amount  of  itB  assets  and  liabilities.  Every  such  cor- 
poration which  shall  f aU  to  file  sudi  return  for  one  month 
after  said  first  day  of  January  shall,  for  every  month  of 
such  neglect  thereafter,  forfeit  one  thousand  dollars  to  the 
state. 

§  39.    information  for  creditor.   Ev^  person  having 

diarge  of  the  stock  books  of  any  corporation  shall  furnish 
information  as  to  the  number  of  ahares  held  by  any  stock- 
holder in  such  corporation  to  any  applicant  who  shall  furnish 
^e  person  in  charge  of  sudi  hooks  with  an  affidavit  that  the 
applicant  is  a  creditor  of  such  stockholder.  Any  person  in 
charge  of  books  as  aforesaid  refusing  to  give  such  information 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  40.    Investment  companies;    bond  issue  limited. 

Whenever  the  board  of  directors  of  any  corporation  oiganized 
for  the  purpose  of  lending  money  on  real  estate  security,  and 
issuing,  negotiating,  guaranteeing,  and  dealing  in  bonds  and 
mortgage  securities,  shall  vote  that  said  ooiporation  shall 
never  issue  and  have  outstanding  at  any  one  time  bonds 
exceeding  a  certain  amount  specified  in  sudi  votey  and  a&id 
vote  shall  be  ratified  and  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  stodc- 
holders  of  said  corporation,  a  copy  of  such  votes  of  the 
directors  and  stockholders,  certified  by  the  secretary  and  at- 
tested by  the  president  and  a  majority  of  the  directors,  may 
be  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state, 
and  thereafter  said  vote  shall  be  a  perpetual  limitation  upon 
the  powers  of  sudi  corporation. 

§  41.  Supervision  of  investment  companies;  guar- 
anty limited.  Eveiy  corporation  whidi  has  power  to  or  does 
sell  or  negotiate  its  own  choses  in  action,  or  adl,  guarantee,  or 
negotiate  the  choses  in  action  of  other  persons  or  oorporatioiis 
as  investments,  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  commis- 
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aioner  on  baildixig  and  loan  associations  and  subject  in  that 
particular  to  all  the  laws  relating  to  the  examination  and  re* 
port  of  banks,  savings  banks,  and  trust  companies.  Said 
oommissioner,  in  his  annual  report,  shall  clearly  describe  the 
▼arioua  dasses  of  assets  and  liabilities  of  each,  and  state  any 
special  provision  which  has  been  made  for  the  payment  o£ 
sxuch  liabilities.  No  corporation  doing  business  as  aforesaid 
shall  guarantee,  by  endorsemient  or  otherwise,  debenture 
bonds  Beeured  by  loans  upon  real  estate  to  an  amount  exceed- 
ing ten  times  die  amount  of  the  capital  stock  paid  up  in 
'cash  and  the  cash  surplus  of  said  corporation. 

§  42.    Collection  of  taxes  on  shares.   When  any  cor^ 

poration  has  power  to  impose  a  tax  on  its  stock,  it  may  ap- 
point a  collector  thereof,  who  shall  receive  from  its  treasurer 
a  rate  bill,  and  a  warrant  signed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
directing  such  collector  to  collect  tiiie  sums  specified  in  such 
rate  bill;  and  on  n^lect  of  any  stockholder  to  pay  the  tax 
due  from  him  within  the  time  limited  by  such  corporation, 
the  collector  may  levy  such  warrant  on  his  shares,  or  sudi 
part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  such  tax  and  costs, 
and  shall  proceed  therein  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
the  collection  of  executions  when  levied  on  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  a  corporation ;  and  the  fees  of  such  collector 
shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  to  officers  on  executions. 

§  43.   Alteration  and  repeal  of  charters.   All  acti 

creating  or  authorizing  the  organization  of  corporations  or 
altering  the  charters  of  corporations,  whidi  have  been  or  shaU 
be  passed  by  the  general  assembly,  and  all  charters  under 
which  no  corporation  has  been  oi^ganized,  shall  be  subject  to 
alteration,  amendment,  and  repeal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly,  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  such 
acts;  but  no  such'  amendment  or  repeal  shall  impair  any 
remedy  against  any  such!  corporation  or  against  its  officers, 
directors^  or  stockholders,  for  any  liability  which'  shall  have 
been  previously  incurred;  and  all  such  amendments  shaU 
apply  to  eveiy  corporation  except  in  so  far  as  is  otherwise 
expressly  provided. 

§  44.     Forms  for  certificates.    The  secretaiy  of  the 
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state  abiall  prepare  forma  for  die  several  certificates  and  le- 
^  turns  required  by  tbis  act 

§  45.    Penalty  for  violation  of  this  act.   Every  per^ 

son  who  shall  violata  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act^  for 
which  no  penalty  or  punishment  is  expressly  prescribed,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars.

§  46.    Location  not  to  be  changed.    No  bank,  savinjp 

bank,  insurance  company,  or  trust  company  shall  change  its 
location  from  one  town  to  another  except  by  an  act  of  the 
general  assembly. 

1007,  ch.  Ml  Increase  of  capital  stock.  Every  specially  chartered  cor- 
poration having  power  by  law  to  increase  its  capital  stock  may 
from  time  to  time  so  increase  it  by  issuing  additional  shares  of 
the  same  par  value,  under  such  limitations  as  to  the  amount 
issued  and  of  every  other  nature  whatsoever  as  may  exist  either  in 
its  charter  or  in  any  statute  afFecting  it ;  provided,  that,  at  a  meet- 
ing of  its  stockholders  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  sudi 
increase  shall  have  been  authorized  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  each  class  of  stock  issued  and  outstanding  at  the  time 
of  said  vote,  which  vote  shall  state  the  amount  of  the  increase 
so  authorized;  or  provided,  that,  at  a  meeting  of  its  stock- 
holders held  for  that  purpose,  a  written  or  printed  notice  of 
which  stating  the  day,  hour,  place,  and  purpose  tiiereof  shall 
have  been  given  by  the  president  or  secretary  to  eadi  stodc- 
holder  by  leaving  such  notice  with  him  or  at  his  resideiice  or 
usual  place  of  business  or  by  mailing  such  notice  to  him  at 
his  last  known  post  office  address  at  least  thirty  days  before 
such  meeting,  such  increase  shall  have  been  autiiorized  by  a 
vote  of  at  least  two  thirds  of  each  class  of  stock  represented  at 
such  meeting.

§  53.    Change  of  name  by  superior  court.    Any 

specially  chartered  corporation,  having  voted  to  change  its 
corporate  name,  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  for  the 
county  in  which  it  is  located  to  have  such  change  made,-  first 
giving  notice  of  such  intended  application  by  advertisement 
for  two  weeks  consecutively  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
Hartford  or  New  Haven  and  a  newspaper,  if  there  be  one, 
published  in  the  town  in  which  the  corporation  is  located; 
and  said  court  may  change  said  name  as  prayed  for,  and, 
upon  filing  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state 
a  certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  court,  the  name  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  as  decreed  by  said  court;  but  no  right 
existing  at  the  time  of  such  change  in  favor  of  or  against 
such  corporation  shall  be  affected  thereby.  The  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certified  copy  in  a  book  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose. 
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§  54.    Charter  without  organization  void  after  two 

years.  The  charter  of  every  specially  chartered  corporation, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  be  void,  unless 
such  corporation  shall  be  organized  and  a  certificate  of  such 
oiganization,  sworn  to  by  the  president  or  secretary,  or,  if 
there  be  no  such  officers,  by  an  officer  having  custody  of  the 
records  of  such  corporation,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  state  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  such  charter.  The  secretary  shall  thereupon 
reoord  such  certificate  in  a  Ixx^  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.

When  any  amendment  or  alteration  of  the  charter  of  any 
sipecially  chartered  corporation  shall  be  made,  if  it  be  not 
otherwise  specially  provided  in  the  resolution  makiTig  sudi 
alteration  or  amendment^  it  shall  not  become  operative  unless^ 
within  siz  months  after  its  passage,  it  shall  be  accepted  at  a 
meeting  of  such  corporation  warned  and  held  for  that  pur- 
pose, nor  unless^  within  said  period,  an  attested  copy  of  said 
acceptance  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state,  to  be  recorded  by  him  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose; 
and  such  acceptance  shall  make  the  original  diarter  and  all 
resolutions  amending  and  altering  the  same  subject  to  amend- 
ment^ alteration,  and  repeal,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  general 
assembly.

§  57.    Tax  on  stock  issue  authorized  by  special  act; 

penalty.  Before  any  bill  or  resolution  creating  a  corpora- 
tion having  a  capital  stock  shall  be  approved  or  become  a 
law,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer,  in  addition  to 
the  fees  required  by  section  10  of  the  general  statutes^  a  fran- 
chise tax  of  one  dollar  on  each  one  thousand  doQars  of  the 
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capital  stock  with,  which  it  is  to  be  organized,  bat  such  tax 
shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  fifty  dollars.  If  such  bill  or 
resolution  shall  not  be  approved  or  become  a  law,  the  treas- 
urer shall  return  the  tax  so  paid.  Whenever  any  specially 
chartered  corporation  shall  vote  to  increase  the  amount  of 
its  capital  stock  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
or  oi  any  other  general  or  special  law  affecting  it,  such  cor- 
poration shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer,  before  any  shares

THE  COEPOBiLTION  ACT  OF  1901. 

§  58.  Application.  The  provisions  of  this  part  shall 
apply  to  all  corporations  formed  under  it  and  to  all  corpora- 
tions heretofore  organized  under  the  joint  stock  law  of  this 
state  or  the  corporation  act  of  1901,  but  shall  not  require  the 
reorganization  of  corporations  heretofore  formed. 

§  59.  Powers.  Every  corporation  to  whidi  this  part 
appUes,  in  addition  to  all  other  powers  granted  by  law,  shall 
have  power  to  mortgage  its  real  and  personal  estate,  including 
its  franchises,  and  issue  promissory  notes,  bonds,  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness.  Such  corporation  may  also  issue 
one  or  more  classes  of  stodk. 


§  60.  Certifloates.  Every  certificate  required  by  this 
part  to  be  filed  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  peraoos 
reqtdred  to  file  it,  and  shaU  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  seci^ 
tary  of  the  state,  who  shall  examine  the  same,  and,  if  he  shall 
find  that  it  conforms  to  law  and  that  all  taxes  which  may 
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be  due  upon  the  filing  of  the  certificate  under  the  provisions 
of  section  61  of  this  act  have  been  paid^  shall  indorse  thereon 
the  word  ^^  Approved,"  with  his  name  and  official  title,  and 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose.  ITo  act  required  to  be  set  forth  in  any  such 
certificate  ahall  be  valid  until  such  certificate  has  been  ap- 
proved as  aforesaid,  but  this  provision  shall  not  relieve  the 
corporation,  its  officers,  directors,  or  stockholders  from  any 
liability  which  might  otherwise  be  enf  orcible  against  them  or 
any  of  thami,  or  invalidate  any  of  the  stock  of  sudi  corpora- 
tion in  the  hands  of  hona  fide  holders  without  notice.  "No 
sadk  corporation  shall  commence  business  until  a  copy  of  the 
certificate  required  by  section  63  hereof,  duly  certified  by  the 
secretaiy  of  tiie  state,  shall  have  been  filed  in  the  office  oi  the 
town  clerk  of  flie  town  where  said  corporation  is  to  be 
located ;  and  said  town  clerk  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  61.  Tax  on  capital  stock.  Every  such  corporation, 
before  its  certificate  of  incorporation  shall  be  approved  by 
the  secretaiy  of  the  state,  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  fif  ^ 
cents  on  every  one  thousand  dollars  of  its  authorized  capital 
stock  up  to  five  million  dollars;  and  it  shall  pay  ten  cents 
upon  every  one  thousand  dollars  of  its  authorized  capital 
stock  in  excess  of  five  million  dollars.  Whenever  any  cor^ 
poration  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  part,  or 
under  any  former  joint  stock  law  of  this  state,  shall  increase 
the  amount  of  its  authorized  capital  stock,  it  shall  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer,  before  the  certificate  of  increase  shall  be  ap- 
proved, fifty  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  such 
authorized  increase  until  it  has  paid  on  a  total  capital  stock 
of  five  million  dollars;  and,  upon  any  authorized  increase 
of  capital  stock  above  five  million  dollars,  it  shall  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer  ten  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars;  but  no 
payment  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  less 
than  twenly-five  dollars.  Said  payments  shall  be  in  lieu  of 
all  other  taxes  upon  the  franchise  of  the  corporation,  but 
shall  not  be  in  lieu  of  any  tax  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
property  of  the  corporation  or  upon  tiie  shares  of  its  stock  in 
the  hands  of  its  stockholders. 

§  62.     Fonnatlon.     Any  three  or  more  persons  may 
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associate  to  form  a  corporatioii  under  this  act  for  the  trans* 
action  of  any  lawful  busineBS.  Such  corporation  shall  not 
have  power,  however,  to  transact  in  this  state  the  business  of 
a  bank,  savings  bank,  trust  company,  building  and  loan  asso- 
ciation, insurance  company,  surety  or  indemnity  company, 
railroad  or  street  railway  company,  telegraph  or  telephone 
company,  gas,  electric  light,  or  water  company,  or  of  any 
company  requiring  the  right  to  take  and  condemn  lands  or  to 
occupy  the  public  highways  of  this  state,  but  shall  have  power 
to  transact  sudi  business  in  any  state  or  territory  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  foreign  country,  if  not  prohibited 
by  the  laws  of  such  state  or  territory  or  foreign  country. 

§  63.    Certificate  of  incorporation.    The  persons  so 

associated  shall  file  a  certificate  setting  forth:  (1)  The  name 
of  the  corporation:  (2)  The  name  of  the  town  in  this  state 
in  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  located:  (3)  The  nature 
of  the  business  to  be  transacted  or  the  purposes  to  be  pro- 
moted or  carried  out:  (4)  The  amount  of  authorized  capital 
stock,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  thousand  dollars,  the 
number  of  shares  into  which  the  same  is  divided,  and  the  par 
value  of  each  share,  which  shall  not  be  lees  than  twenty-five 
dollars,  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  class  of  stock,  a  descrip^ 
tion  of  the  different  classes  with'  the  terms  on  wfaidi  they 
are  respectively  created:  (5)  The  amount  of  capital  stock 
withi  which  the  corporation  shall  commence  business,  whidi 
shall  TLsjt  be  less  than  one  thousand  dollars;  (6)  The  period, 
if  any,  limited  for  the  duration  of  the  corporation. 

§  64.    Certificate  may  contain  additional  provisions. 

The  certificate  of  incorporation  miay  also  contain  any  lawful 
provisions  which  tjhe  incorporators  may  choose  to  insert  for 
the  regulation  of  the  business  of  the  corporation,  or  for  defin- 
ing and  regulating  the  powers  of  the  corporation,  its  officers, 
directors,  and  stockholders  or  any  class  of  stockholders. 

§  65.    Evidence  of  corporate  existence.    Upon  the 

approval  of  the  certificate  of  incorporation  by  the  secretary 
of  the  state,  corporate  ecristenoe  daall  bepn.  A  copy  of  swcb 
certificate  and  approval,  duly  certified  by  the  secretary  of 
the  state  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  legal  existence  of  any  such  cor 
poration. 
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§  66.  Power  of  incorporators.  After  the  approval 
of  the  certificate  of  incorporation  as  aforesaid  and  nntil  the 
directors  are  elected,  the  incorporators  shall  have  chargie  of 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and  may  take  such  stepe  as  are 
necessary  or  proper  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  its  stock. 

§  67.    Call  of  first  meeting;  waiver.    A  majority  of 

the  incorporators  shall  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corpora- 
tion, at  such  time  and  place  as  diey  may  designate,  by  a 
notice  published  twice,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time 
designated,  in  a  newspaper  in  this  state  having  a  circulation 
in  Ihe  town  in  which  ^e  corporation  is  located;  but  such 
notice  may  be  waived  by  a  writing  signed  by  all  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  capital  stock  and  a  majority  of  the  incor- 
porators, specifying  time  and  place  for  said  meeting,  which 
waiver  shall  be  recorded  at  length  upon  the  records  of  the 
corporation. 

§  68.    Organization;  adoption  of  by-laws.    At  sudi 

meeting,  including  adjournments  thereof,  the  subscribers  for 
stock  who  are  present  in  peroon  or  by  attorney  shall  perfect 
an  organization  by  the  choice  of  a  temporary  clerk  and  the 
election  by  ballot  of  three  or  more  directors  who  are  sub-

§  69.    Commencement  of  business;    certificate  of

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ooxniDfiinoe  business  has  been  paid  in ;  nor  until  its  directors 
and  officers  have  been  duly  elected  and  its  by-la^^  adopted ; 
nor  until  a  majority  of  its  directors  have  caused  to  be  filed 
a  certificate  of  organization  setting  forth:  (1)  The  amount 
of  eadi  class  of  stock  subscribed  for:  (2)  The  amount  paid 
thereon  in  cash:  (3)  The  amount  paid  thereon  in  property 
other  than  cash:  (4)  The  amouut  paid  on  each  ^are  of 
stock  which  is  not  paid  for  in  full:  (5)  The  name,  resi- 
denoe,  and  address  of  each  of  the  original  subscribers,  with 
the  number  and  class  of  shares  subscribed  for  by  each:  (6) 
That  the  directors  and  officers  of  the  corporation  have  been 
duly  elected  and  its  by-laws  adopted:  (7)  The  name,  resi- 
dence, and  post  office  address  of  each  of  the  officers  and 
directors.  [(8)  The  location  of  its  principal  office  in  this 
state,  with  the  street  and  number,  if  any  there  be,  and  the 
name  of  the  agent  or  person  in  charge  thereof  upon  whom 
process  against  the  corporation  may  be  served.]  A  copy  of 
such  certificate,  duly  approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  state 
and  certified  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  corporation  has  been  duly 
organized  and  is  duly  authorized  to  exercise  all  of  its  cor- 
porate powers.

§  72.    Surrender  of  rights  before  beginning  business. 

At  any  time  before  the  payment  of  any  part  of  the  subscrip- 
tions to  capital  stock  and  before  the  commenoement  of  busi* 
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niees,  the  inoorporators,  and  the  subscribers  for  stock,  if  an j^ 
may  surrender  the  corporate  rights  and  franchises  of  any 
corporation  by  filing  a  certificate  that  no  part  of  such  sub- 
scription has  been  paid,  that  such  business  has  not  been  com- 
menced, that  no  debts  have  been  incurred  which  are  unpaid^ 
and  that  they  surrender  all  rights  and  franchises  of  such 
corporation.  When  such  certificate  has  been  examined  and 
approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  state,  the  existence  of  such 
corporation  shall  terminate. 

§  73.  Amendment  of  certificate  of  incorporation  be- 
fore commencing  business.  At  any  time  before  the  filing 
of  the  certificate  of  organization  the  incorporators  of  any  cor- 
poration may  make  such  amendments,  (Ganges,  and  altera- 
tions in  its  certificate  of  incorporation  as  may  be  desired; 
provided,  that  the  subjectrmatter  of  such  changes  could  have 
been  lawfully  inserted  in  an  original  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion. 'No  change,  alteration,  or  amendment  shall  be  valid, 
unless  approved  in  writing  by  all  of  the  subscribers,  if  any, 
to  the  capital  stock  of  sudb  corporation,  nor  unless  a  certifi- 
cate, setting  forth  such  amendments,  changes,  or  altera- 
tions and  stating  that  the  same  has  been  duly  approved  by 
the  subscribers,  if  any,  shall  be  made  and  filed  by  all  of  the 
incorporators. 

§  74.    Changes    in    certificates    of    incorporation. 

Every  corporation  may  change  its  name,  the  nature  of  its 
business,  and  its  location ;  may  increase  or  reduce  the  amount 
of  its  authorized  capital  stock;  may  create  one  or  more 
classes  of  stock;  and  may  make  such  other  amendments, 
changes,  and  alterations  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation 
as  may  be  desired ;  provided,  that  the  subject-matter  of  such 
changes,  amendments,  and  alterations  could  have  been  law- 
fully inserted  in  an  original  certificate  of  incorporation. 
No  such  change,  alteration,  or  amendment  shall  be  valid  un- 
less approved  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  outstanding 
stock  of  each  class  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  duly 
called  to  consider  such  amendment,  change,  or  alteration, 
nor  unless  a  certificate,  setting  forth  such  amendments, 
dianges,  or  alterations  and  stating  that  the  same  have  been 
duly  adopted  by  the  stockholders,  shall  be  made  and  filed 
by  a  majority  of  the  directors. 
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§  75.    Similar  corporations  may  consolidate.    Any 

two  or  more  corporations  whicb  are  carrying  on  busineas  of 
the  same  or  a  similar  nature  may  merge  or  consolidate  into  a 
single  corporation. 

§  76.  Directors'  agreement  as  to  terms  of  consoli- 
dation. The  directors  of  the  several  corporations  proposing 
to  merge  or  consolidate  may  enter  into  an  agreement,  signed 
by  them  and  under  the  corporate  seals  of  the  respective  cor- 
porations, prescribing  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  pro- 
posed consolidation  and  stating  the  name  of  the  consolidated 
corporation,  the  number,  names,  and  places  of  residence 
of  its  first  directors,  the  number  of  shares  of  its  capital  stod^ 
and  the  classes  thereof  and  the  amount  or  par  value  of  each 
share  thereof,  and  the  manner  of  convertmg  the  shares  of 
capital  stock  of  each  of  the  old  corporations  into  shares  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  corporation,  together 
with  such  other  provisions  as  are  required  to  be  set  forth  in 
an  original  certificate  of  incorporation  and  any  other  pro- 
visions necessary  to  cany  such  proposed  consolidation  into 
effect 

§  77.   Stockholders  to  vote  upon  consolidation.   Such 

agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of  each  of 
w  such  merging  or  consolidating  corporations^  separately,  at  a 

meeting  thereof  to  be  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  same,  and  twenly  days'  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and 
object  of  such  meeting  shall  be  mailed  to  the  last  ^own 
post-office  address  of  each  of  such  stockholders,  and  sudh 
notice  shall  be  published  once  in  each  week  for  three  suooeas- 
ive  weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  this  state  having 
a  circulation  in  the  towns  in  which  such  corporations  are 
respectively  located.  At  such  stockholders'  meetings^  if 
two-thirds  of  all  the  outstanding  stock  of  each  class  shall  vote 
to  approve  such  merger  or  consolidation,  the  facts  shall  be 
certified  upon  such  agreement  by  the  secretaries  of  the  re- 
spective corporations  under  the  s^Js  thereof,  and  sudi  agree- 
ment so  adopted  and  certified  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of

§  78.    Rights,  duties,  and  liabiiities  of  consoRdated 

corporations.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  consolidation^ 
the  several  corporations  shall  become  a  corporation  by  the 
name  provided  in  such  agreement,  and  shall  possess  all  the 
rights,  priyilegee,  powers,  and  franchises  of  each  of  the  con- 
solidating corporations ;  and  all  properly,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  and  all  debts  due  to  them  on  whatever  account,  shall 
be  veated  in  the  consolidated  corporation;  and  all  rights  of 
creditors  and  all  liens  upon  the  property  of  either  of  such 
consolidating  corporations  shall  be  preserved  unimpaired, 
and  the  respective  corporations  shall  continue  in  existence 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  same;  and  all 
debts,  liabilities,  and  duties  of  either  of  such  consolidating 
corporations  shall  thenceforth  attach  to  the  consolidated  cor- 
poration, and  may  be  enforced  against  it  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  they  had  been  incurred  or  contracted  by  it  An  amount 
of  the  stock  of  the  consolidated  corporation  equivalent  to  the 
amount  of  the  stock  of  the  merged  corporations  on  which  a 
franchise  tax  has  been  paid  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation 
under  section  61  of  this  act 

§  79.  Remedy  of  aggrieved  stocicholder.  Any  stock- 
holder in  any  corporation  consolidating  as  aforesaid  who,  at 
the  time  of  such  consolidation,  objected  thereto  in  writing, 
may,  within  ten  days  after  the  agreement  of  consolidation  has 
been  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state, 
demand  in  writing  from  the  consolidated  corporation  pay- 
ment for  his  stock ;  and  such  corporation  shall,  witliin  three 
months  thereafter,  pay  him  the  value  of  his  stock  at  the  date 
of  such  consolidation.  In  case  of  disagreement  as  to  the 
value  thereof,  such  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  three  disin- 
terested persons  to  be  chosen,  one  by  the  stockholder,  one  by

§  81.  Powers  and  limitations.  Any  foreign  corpora- 
tion may  purchase,  hold,  mortgage,  lease^  sell,  and  convery 
real  and  personal  estate  in  this  state  for  its  lawful  uses  and 
purposes,  and  such  real  estate  and  other  property  as  it  may 
acquire,  by  way  of  foreclosure  or  otherwise^  in  payment  of 
debts  due  such  corporation;  but  no  foreign  corporation  be- 
longing to  any  of  the  classes  excepted  in  section  62  of  this  act 
shall  engage  in  or  continue,  in  this  state,  the  business  author- 
ized by  its  charter  or  the  laws  of  the  state  under  which  it 
was  organized,  unless  empowered  so  to  do  by  some  general 
or  special  law  of  this  state,  except  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  and  renewing  existing  contracts  heretofore  mada 

§  82.    Charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation  to  be 

filed.  Every  foreign  corporation,  except  insurance  and 
surety  companies  and  building  and  loan  associations  and  in- 
vestment companies  within  the  provisions  of  section  forty-one 
of  this  act,  shall,  before  transacting  business  in  this  state,  file* 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certified  copy  of  its 
charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation,  together  with  a  state- 
ment, signed  and  sworn  to  by  its  president,  treasurer,  and  a 
majority  of  its  directors,  showing  the  amount  of  its  author- 
ized capital  stock  and  the  amount  thereof  which  has  been 
paid  in,  and,  if  any  part  of  such  payment  has  been  made 
otherwise  than  in  cash,  such  statement  shall  set  forth  the 
particulars  thereof. 

§  83.    Secretary  of  state  to  be  resident  attorney. 

Every  foreign  corporation  with  an  office  or  place  of  busini 
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in  this  state,  eoccept  insurance  oompanies,  surety  companies, 
and  building  and  loan  associations^  shall,  before  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state^  appoint  in  writing  the  secretary  of  the  state 
and  his  successors  in  office  to  be  its  attorney,  upon  whom  all 
process  in  any  action  or  proceeding  against  it  may  be  served ; 
and  in  such  writing  such  corporation  shall  agree  that  any 
process  against  it  which  is  served  on  such  secretary  shall  be 
of  the  same  legal  force  and  validity  as  if  served  on  the  corpo- 
ration, and  that  such  appointment  shall  continue  in  force  as 
long  as  any  Uabilily  remains  outstanding  against  the  corpora- 
tion in  this  state.  Such  written  appointment  shall  be  ao- 
knowledged  before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowl- 
edgments of  deeds  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  said 
secretary,  and  copies  certified  by  him  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  of  such  appointment  and  agreement  Service  upon 
said  attorney  shall  be  sufficient  service  upon  the  principal, 
and  may  be  made  by  leaving  a  duly  attested  copy  of  the 
process  with  the  secretary  of  the  stete  or  at  his  office. 

§  84.    Duty  of  secretary  when  served  with  process; 

fee;  record.  When  legal  process  against  any  corporation 
mentioned  in  section  88  of  this  act  is  served  upon  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  corporation 
hereof  by  mail,  and  shall,  within  two  days  after  such  service, 
forward  in  the  same  manner  a  copy  of  the  process  served 
upon  him  to  such  corporation,  or  to  any  person  designated 
by  such  corporation  in  writing.  The  plaintiff  in  the  process 
so  served  shall  pay  said  secretary  at  the  time  of  such  service 
a  fee  of  twenly-five  cents  for  each  page  of  process,  said  fee 
in  no  case  to  be  less  than  two  dollars,  which  shall  be  recov- 
ered by  him  as  part  of  his  taxable  costs  if  he  shall  prevail 
in  the  suit  Said  secretory  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  process 
served  upon  hini,  which  shall  show  the  day  and  hour  when 
such  service  was  made. 

§  85.  Failure  to  file  certificates  and  appoint  attor- 
ney; penalty.  Every  officer  of  a  foreign  corporation  trans- 
acting business  in  this  stato  which  fails  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  sections  82  and  83  of  this  act,  and  every  per- 
son who  transacts  business  in  this  stete  as  the  agent  of  sucb 
delinquent  corporation,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars ;  but  such  failure  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  any  contract  by  or  with  such  corporation.     The  secretory 
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of  the  state  shall  report  such  failure  to  the  attorney-^eneraly 
who  shall  thereupon  institute  proceedings  against  such  cor- 
poration to  restrain  its  further  prosecution  of  business  in 
this  state. 

§  86.    Certificate  of  increase  or  reduction  of  capital 

to  be  filed.  Every  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  this 
state  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  an  increase  or  reduction 
of  its  capital  stodt,  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  thereof,  substantially  like  that  required  of 
domestic  corporations  organized  under  the  corporation  act 
of  1901  under  like  conditions. 

§  87.  Annual  reports.  The  president  and  treasurer 
of  every  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state, 
which  is  not  required  by  law  to  make  other  annual  returns 
in  this  btate,  shall,  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  Febraary  or  August,  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  similar  to 
the  certificate  required  by  section  37  of  this  act,  except  that 
such  certificate  need  not  give  the  nam^e  of  the  agent  or  pei^on 
in  charge  of  its  princip^  office  upon  whom  process  against 
the  corporation  may  be  served.  The  secretary  shall  tiiere- 
upon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose  and  shall  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  such  certificate 
to  the  persons  filing  the  same,  who  shall  forthwith  cause  sudi 
certified  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town  derk 
of  the  town  in  this  state  in  which  such  corporation  has  its 
principal  office  or  place  of  business,  and  said  town  clerk  shall 
record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  On 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  September  the  town  clerks 
of  the'  several  towns  shall  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  state 
the  names  of  all  corporations  whose  annual  reports  have  been 
filed  for  record  during  the  preceding  six  months,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  secretary 
shall  report  to  the  attorney-general  every  six  months  the 
names  of  aU  corporations  which  have  failed  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  attorney-general  shall 
collect  all  forfeitures  due  under  this  section.  Every  corpo- 
ration whose  officers  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  failure. 
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§  88.    What  penalties  apply  to  foreign  corporations. 

All  penalties  and  liabilities  whicli  are  imposed  by  tiie  laws  of 
this  state  upon  officers,  directors,  and  stockholders  of  domestic 
corporations  for  false  and  fraudulent  statements  and  returns^ 
shall  apply  to  the  officers,  directors,  and  stockholders  of 
foreign  corporations  doing  business  in  this  state.

COBPOBATIONS  WITHOUT  OAPITAI.  STOCK. 

§  89.  Organization.  Any  three  or  more  persons  may 
associate  to  form  a  corporation  without  capital  stock,  to  pro- 
mote or  carry  out  any  lawful  purpose,  other  than  that  of  a 
mercantile  or  manufacturing  business,  by  signing  and  ac- 
knowledging before  any  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowledge 
ments  of  deeds  and  filing  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
stato  a  certificate  stating:  (1)  That  they  do  so  associate: 
(2)  the  purpose  or  object  of  the  corporaticfti :  (3)  The 
town  in  this  state  in  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  located* 
The  person  so  associating  may  also  include  in  said  certificate 
any  other  lawful  provisions  for  the  regulation  of  the  affairs 
of  the  corporation  and  the  definition  of  its  powers  and  the 
powers  of  its  officers,  directors,  and  incorporators.  Such 
certifidsito  shall  be  examined  by  the  secretary  of  the  state, 
and,  if  he  shall  find  that  it  conforms  to  law  and  that  the 
fee  required  by  section  4814  of  the  general  statutes  to  be 
paid  at  the  filing  of  such  certificate  has  been  paid, 
he  shall  indorse  thereon  the  word  "Approved,"  with  his 
name  and  official  title,  and  shall  thereupon  cause  the  same 
to  be  recorded  in  his  office.  He  shall  then  prepare  a  certified 
copy  of  such  certificate  and  of  his  approval  and  delivjer  the 
same  to  one  of  the  persons  so  associated,  who  shall  forth- 
with cause  such  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town 
clerk  in  tiie  town  where  such  corporation  is  to  be  located. 
When  such  certificate  has  been  duly  approved  and  recorded, 
the  persons  so  associated,  with  sudi  others  as  may  be  asso- 
ciated with  them  or  become  their  successors  in  such  manner 
as  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  provide,  shall  be  and  be- 
come a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  conferred  upon  corporations  by  section  8  of  this  act, 
and  may  receive  property  by  devise  or  bequest  and  hold  Ihe 
same,  so  far  as  such  property  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
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enable  such  oorporationa  to  carry  out  its  purposes.  A  copy 
of  the  certificate  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state 
and  of  his  approval,  duly  certified  under  his  hand  and  the 
seal  of  the  state,  shall  be  'prvmA  fucie  evidence  of  the  facte 
therein  set  forth  and  of  the  legal  existence  of  such  corpora- 
tion and  of  its  authorily  to  exercise  its  corporate  powers. 
Such  corporation  may  at  any  time  amend  its  original  OOTtifi- 
cate  of  incorporation  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  its  in- 
corporators^ their  associates,  and  successors,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  corporation  duly  called  to  consider  such  amendment,  and 
by  causing  a  certificate,  duly  attested  by  its  president  and.  sec- 
retary and  setting  forth  tiie  fact  that  such  vote  has  been 
passed  and  stating  the  subject-matter  of  such  amendment^  to 
be  filed,  approved,  and  recorded  in  the  same  maimer  as  the 
original  certificate  of  incorporatioiL 

§  90.  By-laws;  assessments;  fines.  Any  corpora- 
tion without  capital  stock  may  make  by-lawB  imposing  fines 
and  penalties,  and  may  lay  assessm^its  or  dues  to  further 
the  objects  of  the  corporation,  either  by  by-laws  adopted  for 
that  purpose  or  by  vote  of  the  members  of  such  corporation 
at  meetings  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose.  "So  sudi 
by-law  shall  be  adopted  and  no  such  assessment  or  due  shall 
be  laid  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
corporation.  No  sudi  fine,  assessment^  or  due  shall  exceed 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars.  Such  corporation  may  sue 
for  and  collect  sudi  fines  and  assessments  and  dues. 

§  91.  Sections  3311  to  3398,  indusive,  and  3928  to 
3938,  inclusive,  of  the  general  statutes,  and  chapter  69  of  the 
public  acts  of  1903  are  hereby  repealed.

INTRODUCTION. 


This  is  the  second  report  of  the  bureau  to  make  its  appear- 
ance as  a  biennial  publication.  It  should  be  explained,  however, 
that  it  is  the  twenty-fourth  consecutive  report  of  the  depart- 
ment, the  first  of  the  series  having  been  issued  in  1885. 

NEW  FACTORY  CONSTRUCTION. 

The  usual  subject  of  New  Factory  or  Mill  Construction  is 
made  Part  I.  of  the  report.  This  completes  the  tenth  year  dur- 
ing which  this  subject  has  been  treated  upon  in  the  various  pub- 
lications of  the  bureau  and  comparisons  are  made  a  feature  of 
this  chapter.  The  material  including  a  tabulated  statement,  will 
be  found  on  pages  17-86. 

FREE  PUBLIC  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAUS. 

The  five  free  public  employment  offices  which  were  instituted 
and  organized  by  the  state  in  1901  and  which  have  been  in  charge 
of  this  bureau  since  that  time  have  had  the  same  success  during 
the  past  two  years  as  formerly. 

It  might  be  added  in  this  connection  that  the  adoption  of  the 
card  system  (described  in  Bulletin  No.  3)  has  shown  good  re- 
sults. A  complete  abstract  of  the  business  transacted  in  these 
offices  will  be  found  on  pages  87-106. 

CHILD  LABOR. 

The  subject  of  Child  Labor  is  made  Part  III.  of  the  report. 
The  major  portion  of  this  material  is  published  by  permission 
of  the  American  Association  for  Labor  Legislation  and  is  ex- 
haustively treated  on  pages  107-200;    The  chapter  includes  tab- 
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ulated  statements  showing  prohibited  employment  of  children  in 
the  various  states,  covering  also  the  subject  of  hours  of  labor 
for  children,  working  papers  required  and  compulsory  education. 

Extracts  from  a  treatise  by  William  C.  Hanson.  M.  D.,  upon 
the  subject  of  "The  Health  of  Young  Persons  in  Massachu- 
setts Factories."  are  given  here: 

"Probably  few  persons  realize  the  scope  and  significance  of 
the  present  opportunity  for  inquiring  into  the  health  of  young 
persons  in  the  factories  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  not  generally 
known  that  the  work  is  done  by  physicians  who  are  also  hygien- 
ists,  men  familiar  not  only  with  industrial  conditions,  but  to  a 
great  extent  with  all  sorts  of  conditions  and  influences  which  af- 
fect or  threaten  to  affect  the  public  health.  When  the  inspector 
finds  in  a  factory  a  young  person  whose  health  is  poor  or  whose 
physical  condition  is  unfit  for  the  work  in  question,  he  records 
facts  concerning  the  child's  health  and  conditions  of  employ- 
ment, and  advises  intelligently  whether  the  child  quite  unfit  for 
one  trade  or  process  may  be  suited  for  another,  or  whether  the 
child  should  be  kept  from  factory  work  altogether.  Being 
closely  associated  with  the  local  health  authorities,  he  confers 
with  them,  and  if  necessary,  assists  in  the  enforcement  of  regu- 
lations to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease.  For  example,  if  a 
young  person  in  a  factory  is  found  to  have  tuberculosis  or  ap- 
pears to  be  predisposed  to  that  disease,  or  if  the  child's  family 
history  discloses  a  recent  death  from  tuberculosis  in  the  house- 
hold, the  inspector  calls  this  fact  to  the  attention  of  the  local 
health  authority,  that  an  agent  may  visit  the  family  to  see  that 
sanitary  home  conditions  are  maintained.  In  this  way,  unre- 
ported cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  brought  to  light. 

"The  advantages  of  having  for  factory  inspectors  and  medical 
advisers  to  minors,  men  familiar  with  local  sanitary  problems, 
in  touch  with  local  health  officials,  are  proving  so  great  that  be- 
fore long  they  will  be  clearly  recognized  by  the  public.  More- 
over, these  medical  inspectors,  known  as  state  inspectors  of 
health,  by  reporting  observations  and  facts  to  a  central  body,  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  place  it  in  a  position  to  acquire  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  sanitation  of  local  communities  throughout 
the  commonwealth,  including  (i)  matters  relating  to  water  stip- 
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:  plies  and  sewage,  (2)  the  prevalence  of  diseases  dangerous  to 
public  health  in  home,  school  house,  factory  or  elsewhere,  (3) 
sanitation  of.  school  houses  and  industrial  establishments,  and 
(4)  information  concerning  the  health  of  young  persons  in  fac- 
tories, at  'their  work,  and  the  influence  of  such  occupation  upon 
the  health  of  these  minors. 

"To  collect  data  concerning  the  health  of  all  young  persons  of 
•  each  sex  in  the  factories  in  Massachusetts  is  itself  a  task  of  con- 
siderable magnitude.  To  consider  in  addition  the  possible  in- 
jurious influences  to  which  minors  are  exposed  in  certain  trades, 
occupations  or  processes,  while  at  their  work,  makes  even  great- 
er demands  upon  the  inspectors'  time.  These  facts,  taken  into 
consideration  with  the  fact  that  the.  duties  imposed  on  the  health 
inspectors  are  varied,  make  it  obvious  that  they  are  handicapped 
in  their  study  of  the  health  of  young  persons  in  relation  to  oc- 
cupational diseases. 

i  "But  were  the  health  inspectors  relieved  from  certain  work,  as 
for  example,  that  of  inspecting  slaughter-houses  and  provisions, 
a  duty  clearly  not  intended  to  fall  within  their  province  when 
they  were  appointed  state  inspectors  of  health,  there  still  would 
be  a  difficulty  impossible  to  overcome  without  further  legisla- 
tion. I  refer  to  the  lack  of  proper  places  for  physical  examina- 
tion of  young  persons  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  a  state  in- 
spector of  health,  such  examination  is  advisable  or  necessary. 
This  is  the  most  serious  handicap  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  the  inspectors,  not  only  because  the  absence  of  suitable  places 
for  examination  of  minors  means  inaccurate  and  incomplete  data 
concerning  their  health,  but  because  the  absence  of  accurate  and 
complete  data  means  the  impossibility  of  accurate  statistical  in- 
formation to  show  either  the  percentage  of  minors  in  ill  health 
in  our  factories,  or  the  percentage  of  minors  whose  health  is 
more  or  less  affected  as  the  probable  result  of  injurious  influ- 
ences of  different  occupations  or  processes. 

"To  be  sure,  there  is  another  side  to  this  question,  as  is  shown 
by  the  very  promising  work  already  accomplished  by  the  inspect- 
•ors.    These  officials  have  obtained  a  considerable  knowledge,  and 
can,  in  the  course  of  time,  obtain  full  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tions of  employment.    They  point  out  certain  dangers  which  are 
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avoidable,  so  that  young  persons  may  no  longer  be  subjected  to 
avoidable  unhygienic  influences;  they  point  out  dangers  which, 
while  not  entirely  avoidable,  make  the  occupation  unsuited  to 
young  persons ;  and,  finally,  they  brand  as  dangerous  those  pro- 
cesses and  trades  which  from  their  nature  are  intrinsically  dan- 
gerous to  health,  hence  unfit  to  be  followed  by  boys  and  girls  un- 
der eighteen  years  of  age.  But  with  a  law  providing  better  con- 
venience for  examining  young  persons,  in  addition  to  the  pres- 
ent opportunity  of  observing  them  at  their  work,  the  system 
would  be  complete,  except  for  the  limited  appropriation  for  car- 
rying out  the  statute  provisions. 

"An  examination  of  a  young  person  ought  to  take  into  account 
and  record  general  health,  persc»ial  or  family  history  if  impor- 
tant, observations  of  the  minor  while  at  work,  fitness  for  the 
particular  kind  of  work  done,  age,  sex,  height  and  weight.  Such 
examinations  ought  to  be  made  with  sufficient  frequency  which, 
in  any  trade  or  process,  should  not  be  less  often  than  once  a 
year,  and  in  some  occupations  or  processes,  if  permitted  at  all, 
not  less  often  than  twice  or  three  times  a  year.  Under  existing 
conditions  so  thorough  a  system  can  only  partially  be  carried  out. 

"When  conditions  of  ill  health  or  of  physical  unfitness  are  dis- 
covered, aside  from  communicable  diseases  already  considered,, 
two  courses  are  open  to  the  health  inspectors.  They  may  in- 
form the  child's  parents,  or,  if  to  the  child's  advantage,  his  em- 
ployer. Many  have  been  aided,  if  not  completely  relieved,  by 
the  willingness  of  an  employer  at  the  suggestion  of  the  health 
inspector  to  change  their  work,  and,  in  some  instances,  by  the 
interest  of  employers  in  paying,  in  part,  for  treatment  of  chil- 
dren found  in  their  employ  affiicted  with  a  disease  like  tubercu- 
losis. On  the  other  hand,  in  the  absence  of  authority  to  exclude 
from  factories  young  persons  found  in  ill  health  or  physically 
unfit,  the  parents  of  the  children  take  but  little  notice  of  infor- 
mation and  advice  given  them. 

"In  the  school,  when  such  affections  as  pediculosis,  scabies, 
blepharitis,  trachoma,  etc.,  are  detected  they  are  vigorously  ex- 
cluded until  remedied.  Why  not  in  the  factory?  In  the  school 
each  child's  sight  and  hearing  are  tested  annually.  Why  are 
not  the  sight  and  hearing   of  each  young  person  in  a  factory 
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tested  annually  and  a  judgment  formed  for  each  child  based  ovt 
the  land  of  work  done  and  the  conditions  under  which  the  work 
is  done?  Why  should  not  children  in  factories  receive  even 
greater  attention  than  those  in  our  schools,  when  many  factory^ 
children  are  exposed  to  influences  far  more  inimical  to  health 
than  the  conditions  to  which  school  children  are  subjected  in 
school  rooms  and  for  longer  daily  periods?" 


PROPOSED  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  CHILDREN'S  BUREAU. 

Herewith  is  printed  a  bill  to  establish  in  the  Department  of 
G>mmerce  and  Labor  a  bureau  to  be  known  as  the  Children's 
Bureau. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That 
there  shall  be  established  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Labor  a  bureau  to  be  known  as  the  Children's  Bureau. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  bureau  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
a  diief,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President,  bv  and  with  the  ad- 
'  vice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  who  shall  receive  an  annual 
compensation  of  four  thousand  dollars.  The  said  bureau  shall 
investigate  and  report  upon  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare 
of  children  and  child  life,  and  shall  especially  investigate  the^ 
questions  of  infant  mortality,  the  birth  rate,  physical  degener- 
acy, orphanage,  juvenile  delinquency,  and  juvenile  courts,  deser- 
tion, dangerous  occupations,  accidents,  and  diseases  of  children, 
employment,  legislation  affecting  children  in  the  several  states 
and  territories,  and  such  other  information  as  may  have  a  bear- 
ing upon  the  health,  efficiency,  character,  and  training  of  chil- 
dren. The  chief  of  said  bureau  may,  from  time  to  time,  publisb 
the  results  of  these  investigations. 

Sec.  3. — ^That  there  shall  be  in  said  bureau,  until  otherwise 
provided  for  by  law,  an  assistant  chief,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  who  shall  receive  an  annuaf 
compensation  of  twenty- four  hundred  dollars;  one  private  sec- 
retary to  the  chief  of  the  bureau,  who  shall  receive  an  annual 
compensation  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  one  statis- 
tical expert  at  two  thousand  dollars;  two  clerks  of  cl^s  four; 
two  clerks  of  class  three ;  one  clerk  of  class  two ;  one  clerk  of 
class  one ;  one  clerk  at  one  thousand  dollars ;  one  copyist  at  nine- 
hundred  dollars;  one  special  agent  at  fifteen  hundred  dollars; 
and  one  special  agent  at  twelve  hundred  dollars,  and  one  mes- 
senger at  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor  is  hereby 
•directed  to  furnish  sufficient  quarters  for  the  work  of  this  hur 
Teau  at  an  annual  rental  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  Torce  from 
^nd  after  its  passage. 

This  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Sixtieth  Congress  and  was  fa- 
vorably reported  by  the  committees  in  charge  of  it  in  both 
Houses. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  friends  of  the  measure,  this  bill  provides  for 
the  bureau  to  be  located  in  the  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Labor.  There  have  appeared  before  the  committee  in  charge  nf 
the  bill  in  both  Houses  of  Congress  many  disinterested  persons 
•of  national  reputation,  interested  only  in  the  welfare  of  children. 

No  one  has  appeared  before  us  opposed  to  the  bill,  and  it  has 
been  indorsed  by  such  representative  bodies  as  the  General  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Qubs,  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
the  White  House  Conference  on  Dependent  Children,  composed 
•of  216  representatives  of  child-helping  organizations,  the  Amer- 
ican Prison  Association,  the  National  Consumers*  League,  the 
National  Child  Labor  Committee,  the  Child-Saving  Conference 
held  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  at  which  thirty-three  organizations  in- 
terested in  the  welfare  of  children  were  represented,  and  many 
■  other  state  and  local  organizations  devoted  to  child  welfare. 
These  persons  and  organizations  testified,  with  one  voice,  to  the 
need  which  is  keenly  felt  for  information  concerning  the  various 
problems  of  child  life  in  the  nation.  They  assert  that  their  own 
work  in  various  fields  of  child-helping  service  is  handicapped  for 
lack  of  such  information,  that  they  are  at  a  disadvantage  as 
compared  with  similar  organizations  in  other  nations  with  re- 
gard to  such  a  source  of  information,  and  that  the  National  Gov- 
ernment is  the  only  agency  to  which  they  can  look  for  the  inves- 
tigation and  dissemination  of  the  facts  regarding  children,  espe- 
cially the  unfortunate  children  of  the  country. 

Many^friends  of  the  bill  interested  in  securing  better  state 
legislation  fully  recognize  that  the  National  Government  can  not, 
under  the  Constitution,  interfere  by  national  legislation  with 
such  subjects  as  may  be  controlled  by  the  police  power  of  the 
states,  but  they  appeal  to  the  National  Government  to  furnish 
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such  information  regarding  the  conditions  and  the  remediaKleg- 
islation  of  the  several  states  as  will  help  those  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  children  to  secure  such  additional  state  legislation  as 
may  be  needed.  The  committee  recommended  the  passage  of 
this  bill  for  the  following  reasons: 

(i)  We  believe  it  clearly  a  constitutional  function  of  the. 
Govemment  under  the  natural  development  of  the  general  pro- 
vision for  the  Census,  to  secure  information  on  various  subjects 
for  which  there  is  a  sufficient  demand.  Similar  work  to  that 
proposed  by  the  Children's  Bureau  is  being  done  by  the  National 
Government ;  we  have  a  Bureau  of  Manufactures,  and  we  have: 
recently  established  a  Bureau  of  Mines.  Under  the  Agricultural 
Department  are  various  bureaus,  such  as  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,,  the  Bureau  of  Chemis- 
try, the  Bureau  of  Soils,  the  Bureau  of  Entomology,  all  of  which 
are  designed  primarily  for  the  dissemination  of  information  for 
the  welfare  of  the  agricultural  population,  and  thus  for  the  peo~ 
pie  generally.  But  the  children  are  the  most  helpless  class. 
Whatever  is  done  for  them  must  be  done  by  others.  The  argu- 
ment for  individual  initiative  can  not  apply  to  them. 

(2)  There  is  no  other  agency  of  the  National  Government, 
which  meets  the  demand  for  information  concerning  the  chil- 
dren  of  the  nation.  The  census  reports  every  decade  are  of  im- 
mense value  in  the  way  of  general  statistics.  But,  as  testified' 
by  the  former  Director  of  the  Census,  the  Census  Bureau  is  not 
equipped  for  such  particular  studies  as  are  contemplated  in  the* 
children's  bureau,  and  it  would  be  injurious  to  its  general  work 
for  it  to  undertake  such  studies. 

The  question  of  diseases  of  children  suggests  the  fact  that  a 
quarter  of  the  blind  children  now  in  schools  for  the  blind  in  this; 
country  are  unnecessarily  blind,  such  blindness  being  easily  pre- 
ventable by  the  application  of  a  simple  remedy  soon  after  birth. 

Another  problem  concerning  which  information  is  greatly  de- 
sired is  the  problem  of  the  dependent  children,  whose  condition 
makes  a  special  appeal.  The  whole  question  of  the  institutional 
care  of  the  orphans  and  the  work  of  the  home-placing  societies 
needs  authoritative  investigation.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are- 
90,000  children  collected  in  institutions  and  that  the  cost  of  sup- 
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porting  them  is  between  fifteen  and  twenty  million  dollars  a 
year.  It  is  presumed  that  there  are  50,000  orphans  taken  care 
of  by  other  charitable  agencies  of  various  kinds.  How  these 
140,000  or  150,000  children  are  being  cared  for,  and  how  they 
turn  out  after  leaving  these  institutions  or  the  homes  of  their 
adoption  is  a  matter  of  profound  interest  to  the  nation. 

The  subject  of  child  labor,  embracing  the  question  of  acci- 
<lents  to  children,  is  another  subject  of  concern  in  which  there 
is  a  wide  difference  of  opinion,  and  at  present  no  method  of  se- 
curing facts  which  is  not  open  to  criticism.  If  the  census  of 
1910  shows  that  there  are  1,000,000  children  in  America  under 
16  years  of  age  employed  in  winning  bread  aside  from  children 
on  farms,  whose  labor  is  generally  healthful  and  helpful,  then 
the  country  ought  to  know  how  the  labor  of  these  children  is  be- 
ing regulated ;  what  occupations  are  especially  dangerous  or  in- 
jurious physically  or  morally;  at  what  ages  children  should  be 
allowed  to  enter  the  army  of  breadwinners,  and  what  restric- 
tions should  be  thrown  around  them;  in  what  occupations  and 
at  what  ages  the  labor  of  children  should  be  prohibited,  and 
what  is  the  general  effect  of  premature  toil. 

Still  another  problem  demanding  solution  is  the  question  of 
Juvenile  delinquency.  Only  in  recent  years  has  this  question 
been  studied  at  all  in  this  country,  and  many  states  and  commun- 
ities are  still  without  the  knowledge  which  they  would  act  upon 
if  given  to  them.  What  the  best  methods  are  of  treating  de- 
linquent children,  the  various  problems  arising  in  the  juvenile 
court,  and  the  best  method  of  meeting  these  problems — ^all  these 
questions  need  to  be  investigated  and  the  information,  secured  by 
experts,  given  to  the  people  of  the  country  in  the  form  of  gov- 
ernment bulletins,  speaking  with  authority. 

(4)  It  is  evident  from  a  former  hearing  on  this  bill  that  the 
work  of  the  children's  bureau  would  be  closely  related  to  that 
of  the  Census  Bureau  and  to  the  Bureau  of  Labor,  both  under 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  and  also  to  the  Bu- 
reau of  Education.  It  was  stated  by  the  heads  of  these  bureaus 
that  there  would  be  little  or  no  danger  of  the  duplication  of  work 
already  being  done  by  these  other  bureaus,  and  that  there  was 
need  for  the  establishment  of  the  new  bureau.

The  committee  believes  the  need  for  such  a  bureau  has  been 
proved,  and  that  the  scientific  investigation  and  publication  in 
popular  form  of  the  facts  concerning  the  unfortunate  children 
of  the  country  will  be  of  great  value ;  that  it  will  tend  to  the  sav- 
ing of  human  life  and  suffering.  For  these  reasons  we  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  this  bill. 

TENEMENT   HOUSES. 

A  description  of  buildings  designed  for  the  occupancy  of 
three  families  or  more,  permits  for  the  erection  of  which  have 
been  issued  in  the  six  cities  of  the  state  to  which  the  "Tenement 
House  Act"  applies,  is  made  Part  IV.  of  the  report. 

This  material,  including  a  copy  of  a  proposed  law,  which  pro- 
vides for  the  establishment  of  a  State  Board  of  Tenement  House 
Supervision,  will  be  found  on  pages  201-214. 

DIRECTORY   OF    LABOR   ORGANIZATIONS. 

Part  V.  is  made  up  of  as  complete  a  Directory  of  Labor  Or- 
ganizations as  the  bureau  has  been  enabled  to  secure.  To  the 
secretaries  and  other  officers  of  the  various  trade  unions  which 
have  supplied  the  department  with  data  for  the  purpose  in- 
dicated as  well  as  for  other  courtesies  received,  the  thanks  of  the 
compilers  of  this  chapter  are  due  and  are  hereby  tendered.  The 
list  of  labor  organizations  will  be  found  on  pages  215-236. 

STRIKES  AND  LOCKOUTS. 

The  usual  material  relating  to  industrial  disturbances  known 
to  have  taken  place  within  the  state  is  made  Part  VI.  of  the  re- 
port. It  is  most  gratifying  to  note  that  these  disputes  were  in 
no  instance  of  any  great  seriousness.  Adjustments  were,  in 
most  cases,  made  without  the  aid  of  outside  influences  and  were 
for  the  most  part  of  a  nature  having  an  effect  of  bringing  the 
employer  and  employed  in  closer  and  pleasanter  relations  each 
with  the  other. 

The  material  relating  to  this  subject,  including  a  tabulated 
statement  will  be  found  on  pages  237-269. 
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EMPLOYERS^  LIABILITY  AND  WORKMflN^S  COMPENSATION. 

On  pages  270-366  of  the  report  the  subject  of  Workmen's. 
Q)inpensation  and  Liability  of  Employers  for  injuries  to  em- 
ployes in  the  course  of  employment  is  exhaustively  treated.  The 
nature  of  the  various  systems  of  the  adjustment  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  burden  of  the  results  of  industrial  accidents  is  most 
ably  explained  in  the  paper  by  Lindley  D.  Qark,  A.M.,  LL.M., 
which  is  reproduced,  and  which  explains  in  detail  the  operation 
of  CDmpensation  and  Liability  laws  in  the  various  states  wherein 
they  have  been  enacted.  Following  this  and  dealing  with  the 
same  subject  are  explanatory  statements  and  notes  b>  P.  Te- 
cumseh  Sherman,  of  New  York,  and  others  equally  distin- 
guished, concerning  a  proposed  Workmen's  Compensation  Bill 
for  Uniform  State  Legislation.  The  final  draft  as  afterwards 
presented  to  the  National  Civic  Federation  is  printed  in  full  on 
pages  347-366  of  the  report.  The  bureau  is  informed  that  there 
are  several  bills  bearing  upon  this  subject  which  have  been 
framed  and  will  be  introduced  into  the  Connecticut  General  As- 
sembly at  its  January  Session  of  191 1.  It  is  also  informed  that 
the  bill  as  drafted  by  the  legal  Committee  of  the  National  Civic 
Federation  will  be  presented  in  committee  as  a  substitute- 
measure. 

PROPOSED  LEGISLATION. 

The  closing  chapter  of  the  report  is  devoted  to  abstracts  of 
laws  which,  the  bureau  is  informed,  will  be  introduced  into  the 
coming  session  of  the  Legislature.  Duplication  has  been 
avoided  as  far  as  possible  and  measures  of  practically  the  same: 
intent  omitted. 
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NEW  FACTORY  CONSTRUCTION  DURING  THE 
TWO  YEARS  ENDED  JULY  1, 1910. 


NUMBER  OF  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  year  ended  July  i,  1910,  reports  received  by  the 
bureati  indicate  that  there  were  constructed  within  the  state,  for 
manufacturing  purposes,  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  separate 
buildings.  These  structures  were  erected  by  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five  firms,  corporations  or  individuals.  This,  in  compari- 
son with  two  hundred  and  nineteen  factory  buildings  erected 
during  the  year  1909,  by  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  firms,  corpo- 
rations or  individuals. 

(From  Labor  Bulletin  No.  3,  issued  1909.) 

"The  reports  received  during  the  year  ended  July  i,  1909,  in- 
dicate that  there  were  two  hundred  and  nineteen  separate  build- 
ings erected  for  the  specified  purpose. 

"The  establishments  interested  in  the  construction  of  these 
buildings  numbered  one  hundred  and  sixty-two.  This  in  com- 
parison with  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  factory  buildings  erected 
during  the  corresponding  period  of  1908,  by  one  hundred  and 
seven  firms,  corporations  or  individuals. 

"During  the  period  of  ten  years  included  by  the  bureau  in  its 
collecti(xi  of  data  upon  the  subject  of  New  Factory  or  Mill  Con- 
struction, 2,117  separate  buildings  were  erected  or  additions 
made  to  existing  plants  by  1,408  establishments.  The  average 
number  for  the  ten-year  period  was,  therefore,  two  hundred  and 
eleven,  while  during  the  1909  period  two  hundred  and  nineteen 
buildings  were  erected,  this  being  about  four  per  cent,  more  than 
the  stated  average  for  the  term  named. 

"Making  comparisons  with  previous  years  it  is  shown  that  the 
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number  of  buildings  erected  during  the  year  1909  was  32.7  per 
cent,  more  than  in  1908 ;  44  per  cent,  less  than  in  1907 ;  334  per 
cent,  less  than  in  1906 ;  16.5  per  cent,  more  than  in  1905 ;  51  per 
cent,  more  than  in  1904 ;  18.4  per  cent,  more  than  in  1903 ;  73.8 
per  cent,  more  than  in  1902 ;  138  per  cent,  more  than  in  1901 ;  and 
10.6  per  cent,  less  than  in  1900." 

The  buildings  erected  during  the  year  1910,  as  shown  in  a  pre- 
ceding paragraph,  numbered  three  hundred  and  forty-eight.  This 
is  59  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  number  erected  in  1909.  Q)m- 
parisons  of  1909  with  preceding  years  are  given  in  the  extract 
from  Bulletin  No.  3. 

During  the  eleven-year  period  of  1900- 1910,  inclusive,  the 
number  of  buildings  erected  of  the  class  described  was  2465,  and 
the  number  of  establishments  interested  in  or  causing  their  con- 
struction was  1,573.  An  average  number  of  buildings  of  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-four  per  year  for  the  entire  period,  and  of  es- 
tablishments interested  one  hundred  and  forty-three  per  year. 
The  figures  for  19 10  show,  therefore,  that  the  number  of  build- 
ings erected  during  that  year  was  55.4  per  cent,  more  than  was 
the  average  number  during  the  eleven-year  period  and  that  the 
number  of  firms  interested  was  15.4  per  cent,  greater  than  the 
eleven-year  average. 

TOWNS  BENEFITED. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  towns  in  the  state  forty- 
two  were  benefited  by  the  erection  within  their  limits  of  build- 
ings for  purposes  of  manufacturing  or  industrial  enterprises. 
This  is  25  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  as  against  23.2  per  cent. 
in  1909;  20  per  cent,  in  1908;  31  per  cent,  in  1907 ;  31.5  per  cent. 
in  1906 ;  23.8  per  cent,  in  1905 ;  22.6  per  cent,  in  1904 ;  23.8  per 
cent,  in  1903 ;  25.6  per  cent,  in  1902 ;  21.4  in  1901  and  35.1  per 
cent,  in  1900. 

Bridgeport  leads  all  other  towns  in  respect  of  the  number  of 
New  Factory  buildings  erected  during  the  two  years  last  past. 
In  that  town  there  were  constructed  eighty-six  buildings  of  the 
class  described,  in  Waterbury  there  were  fifty-nine  structures  de- 
signed for  manufacturing  purposes  erected,  while  Hartford  has 
forty-nine  buildings  to  its  credit,  followed  by  New  Haven  with 
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forty-one.  New  Britain  twenty-six.  eighteen  in  Bristol  and  fif- 
teen in  each  of  the  towns  of  Danbury,  Norwich  and  Stamford. 

There  are  twenty-three  towns  in  the  state  in  which  the  sum  ex- 
pended in  the  construction  of  buildings  for  manufacturing  pur- 
poses amounted  to  $50,000  or  more.  Of  these  Waterbury  leads, 
there  having  been  $940,100  expended  there  for  the  purpose  in- 
dicated during  the  two  years  last  past.  Bridgeport  is  second  in 
the  scale,  the  expenditure  there  being  $833,635,  Hartford  follows 
with  $689,905  to  its  credit,  in  New  Haven  $495,500  was  expend- 
ed ;  in  New  Britain,  $487450 ;  Norwich,  $282,600 ;  Bristol,  $243,- 
700;  Danbury,  $220,500;  Enfield,  $214,000;  Montville,  $206,500; 
Stamford,  $188,200;  Windham,  $135,200;  Norwalk,  $108,200; 
Branford,  $88,000;  Meriden,  $86,100;  Winchester,  $84,500;  Ver- 
non, $70,700;  Plainfield,  $68,500;;  Wallingford,  $65,500;  Mid- 
dletown,  $65,000;  Wilton,  $64,000;  New  London,  $56,500,  and 
Killingly,  $50,000.  The  total  amount  expended  in  the  state  dur- 
ing the  two  years  included  was  $6,346,540.  Of  this  sum  $2,064,- 
100  was  expended  during  the  year  of  1909,  the  remainder, 
$4,282,440  having  been  disbursed  during  the  1910  period.  The 
sum  expended  during  the  last  named  year  is,  therefore,  107  per 
cent,  in  excess  of  the  amount  disbursed  for  the  same  purpose  dur- 
ing the  year  1909;  exceeds  the  amount  expended  in  1908,  139  per 
cent. ;  is  5  per  cent,  less  than  was  expended  in  1907,  14  per  cent 
more  than  in  1906,  152  per  cent,  more  than  in  1905,  140  per  cent, 
greater  than  in  1904,  81  per  cent,  more  than  in  1903,  76  per  cent, 
more  than  in  1902 ;  102  per  cent,  more  than  in  1901  and  120  per 
cent,  more  than  in  1900. 

The  following  table  shows  the  floor  space,  ground  area  and 
cost  of  construction  of  New  Factory  buildings  in  the  fifty-seven 
towns  of  the  state  in  which  these  building  operations  took  place 
during  the  years  1909  and  1910.  The  figures  show  that  the  floor 
space  included  in  these  structures  amounts  to  137.2  acres,  the 
ground  area  roofed  over  being  64.5  acres  and  the  total  cost  of 
construction  $6,346^540.

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Divided  as  to  years  the.  figures  show  that  while  the  floor  space 
covered  by  factory  buildings  erected  in  1909  amounted  to  47.7 
acres  and  the  ground  area  23.4  acres,  in  1910  the  total  ground 
area  amounted  to  41.1  acres  and  the  floor  space  89.5  acres. 

In  fifteen  towns  of  the  state  the  ground  space  covered  by  man- 
ufactories erected  during  the  two-year  period  exceeded  one  acre 
in  area.  In  Bridgeport  the  ground  surface  covered  was  10.2 
acres,  Waterbury  7.4  acres,  Hartford  6.3  acres,  New  Haven  5.6 
acres,  Norwich  4.5  acres.  New  Britain  3.3  acres,  in  each  of  the 
towns  of  Bristol  and  Danbury  the  ground  surface  covered  over 
was  2.1  acres,  1.6  acres  was  covered  over  in  each  of  the  towns  of 
Nor  walk  and  Stamford,  1.4  acres  in  Enfield,  in  Montville  and 
Windham  1.3  acres  of  land  was  roofed  over  in  each,  while  in 
Bran  ford  and  Plainfield  the  ground  area  covered  was  1.2  acres 
in  each. 

AVERAGE  COST. 

The  average  cost  of  the  three  himdred  and  forty-eight  build- 
ings erected  during  the  year  1910  was  $12,305.  This  as  com- 
pared with  an  average  cost  of  $9,425  in  1909,  $10,856  in  1908, 
$11,503  in  1907,  $11,376  in  1906,  $9,052  in  1905,  $12,294  in  1904, 
$12,839  ^  1903,  $15,364  in  1902,  $23,062  in  1901  and  $7,956  tn 
1900. 

The  average  cost  for  the  entire  period  of  eleven  years  during 
which  the  bureau  has  gathered  material  of  this  character  is 
$12,367. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  BUILDINGS. 

As  will  be  noted,  there  were  five  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
structures  erected  for  manufacturing  purposes  during  the  two- 
year  period.  Of  these  buildings  the  major  part  were  construct- 
ed of  slow  burning  material,  the  larger  number  being  of  brick, 
while  over  75  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  or  four  hundred  and 
thirty-five  buildings  were  constructed  of  either  brick,  concrete, 
steel,  stone,  reinforced  concrete  or  iron,  the  remaining  number 
being  built  of  frame  construction  or  of  frame  and  brick,  and  of 
frame,  concrete  and  iron. 
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HEIGHT   OF   BUILDINGS. 

Of  the  five  hundred  and  sixty-seven  buildings  erected  during 
the  years  1909  and  1910,  for  the  purposes  indicated,  approximate- 
ly S3  P^r  cent,  were  of  the  one-story  variety,  22  per  cent,  were 
two  stories  iii  height,  ten  per  cent,  were  classified  as  three-story 
buildings,  while  the  remainder,  being  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  number,  were  built  four,  five,  six,  seven  and  nine  stories 
from  the  ground. 

There  follows  a  brief  description  of  each  structure  erected  in 
the  various  towns  during  the  two  years  included  and  the  tabu- 
lated statement  will  be  found  on  pages  72-86. 


BEACON  FALLS. 


1909. 


For  storage  purposes  the  Beacon  Falls  Rubber  Shoe  Company 
erected  a  frame  building.  It  is  one  story  in  height,  80x104  feet 
in  size  and  cost  $8,000. 


1910. 

A  one-story  brick  addition  to  its^lant  was  made  by  the  Homer 
D.  Bronson  Company.    Its  size  is  13x32  feet  and  its  cost  $1,000.

A  three-story  brick  addition  to  its  plant  was  put  up  by  the 
American  Paper  Goods  Company  at  Kensington.  Its  dimensions 
are  42x150  feet  and  its  reported  cost  $8,000. 

A  factory  building  of  brick  and  concrete  was  erected  by  Louis 
Lanza  for  the  occupancy  as  a  manufacturing  plant  by  the  Swift- 
Waters  Company.  The  structure  is  of  the  two-story  variety, 
30x60  feet  in  size,  and  cost  $4,500.  __ 
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BETHEL. 
I9IO. 

The  plant  of  George  A.  Shepard's  Sons  was  improved  by  the 
erection  of  a  frame  addition.  The  addition  is  five  stories  high, 
45x72  feet  in  size  and  cost  $8,000. 

A  two-story  frame  addition  to  its  plant  was  made  by  the  Bethel 
Hat  Company.  The  reported  cost  is  $950,  and  its  dimensions 
21x21  feet. 

At  a  reported  cost  of  $7,000  the  Cuff  Hat  Company  made  sev- 
eral additions.  The  improvements  consist  of  a  brick  factory 
building,  20x60  feet  in  size,  with  wing  28x40  feet.  The  com- 
pany also  made  three  additions  to  frame  buildings  of  the  dimen- 
sions of  20x20  feet,  22x32  feet  and  20x25  respectively,  and  a 
brick  boiler  house  20x22  feet  in  size,  all  being  two  stories  in 
height. 

New  factory  buildings  of  frame  and  brick  construction  were 
put  up  by  William  G.  Staib.  One  building  is  40x68  feet,  two 
stories  high  while  the  other  is  one  story  in  height,  40x66  feet  in 
size,  and  the  total  reported  cost  is  $7,000. 

BOZRAH. 

1910. 

A  shoddy  mill  of  stone  corretruction  was  erected  by  Gilman 
Brothers  at  Bozrahvile.  Its  dimensions  are  40x60  feet,  three 
stories  high,  and  the  reported  cost  is  $4,000. 

BRANFORD. 
I9IO. 

At  a  total  cost  of  $88,000  the  Malleable  Iron  Fittings  Com- 
pany increased  the  capacity  of  its  plant.  The  improvements  con- 
sist of  two  one-story  foundry  buildings,  150x200  feet  and  13SX 
150  feet  in  size  respectively,  and  an  engine  room,  one  story  high, 
with  basement  24x24  feet  in  size. 

The  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  the  buildings  were 
brick,  steel  and  concrete.

A  brick  addition  to  its  plant,  costing  approximately  $12,000, 
was  put  up  by  the  Acme  Shear  Company.  Its  dimensions  are 
63x125  feet,  two  stories  high,  with  gravel  roof. 

Hie  American  and  British  Manufacturing  Company  made  ad- 
ditions to  its  plant.  They  consist  of  a  brick  addition,  two  stories 
high,  46x122  feet  in  size,  costing  $4,000;  a  roof  of  another  build- 
ing was  raised  two  stories  of  the  dimensions  of  40x185  feet.  The 
construction  is  of  concrete  and  the  cost  $4,000.  A  concrete  ad- 
dition, 15x53  feet  and  one  story  high,  costing  $1,000,  was  also 
made. 

A  frame  addition  to  its  plant  was  made  by  the  Automatic  Ma- 
chine Company.  It  is  24x75  feet  in  size,  one  story  high,  and 
cost  $600. 

A  brick  factory  building  was  erected  by  W.  H.  Batcheller. 
The  structure  is  two  stories  in  height,  54x203  feet  in  size  and 
cost  $20,000. 

A  building  for  storage  purposes  was  put  up  by  H.  C.  Bradley. 
It  is  of  frame  construction,  30x50  feet  in  size,  one  story  high 
and  cost  $500. 

The  Bridgeport  Brass  Company  made  additions  to  its  already 
extensive  plant.  They  consist  of  a  "Tube  Mill"  of  brick  and 
steel  construction,  100x360  feet  in  size,  one  story  high  with  base- 
ment, costing  $55,000 ;  a  four-story  factory  building,  also  of  brick 
and  steel  construction,  48x66  and  48x84  feet  in  size,  which  cost 
$30,000;  a  "Power  House"  and  "Steel  Stack"  was  also  put  up, 
the  dimensions  of  the  building  being  of  one  story  66x104  feet  in 
size  and  the  cost  approximately  $15,000. 

A  brick  addition  to  its  plant  was  made  by  the  Bridgeport 
Coach  Lace  Company.  It  is  43x81  feet,  one  story  high,  and  cost 
$4,000. 

For  use  for  storage  purposes  the  Bridgeport  Elastic  Fabric 
Company  erected  a  one-story  frame  building,  27x90  feet  in  size, 
at  the  cost  of  $1,500. 

A  one-story  brick  boiler  house  was  added  to  the  plant  of  the 
Bridgeport  Foundry  and  Machine  Company.  The  structure  is 
20x40  feet  in  size  and  the  reported  cost  $1,000. 
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The  Bridgeport  Vehicle  Company  built  a  factory  building  of 
brick  and  steel  construction.  Its  dimensions  are  45x157  feet, 
three  stories  high,  and  the  reported  cost  $30,000.  The  company 
also  put  up  a  tiyo-story  frame  building,  13x31  feet  in  size,  which 
cost  $600. 

An  office  building  of  frame  construction  was  erected  by  the 
Connecticut  Clasp  Company.  It  is  one  story  high,  25x28  feet  in 
size  and  cost  $1,400. 

At  an  approximate  cost  of  $10,000  the  Coulter  &  McKenzie 
Machine  Company  erected  a  three-story  factory  building.  It  is 
of  brick  construction  and  60x87  feet  in  size. 

Three  additions  to  its  plant  were  made  by  the  Electric  Cable 
Company.  They  consist  of  a  one-story  brick  structure,  60x120 
feet  in  size,  a  building  also  of  brick,  13x30  feet,  one  story  and 
basement,  and  a  one-story  frame  building,  30x60  feet  in  size,  the 
reported  aggregate  cost  of  the  improvement  being  $13,700. 

The  Grant  Manufacturing  Company  improved  its  establish- 
ment by  the  erection  of  a  shed  of  frame  construction,  18x50  feet, 
one  story  high,  costing  $350. 

A  five  story  factory  building,  52x156  feet  in  size,  was  put  up 
by  Harvey  Hubbell.  It  is  of  concrete,  fireproof  construction, 
with  gravel  roof  and  cost  $37,000. 

A  brick  addition  was  made  to  the  manufacturing  plant  of  An- 
drew L.  Krouse.  Its  dimensions  are  40x90  feet,  one  story  high, 
and  the  cost  $2,500. 

At  a  cost  approximating  $6,800  the  Lake  Torpedo  Boat  Com- 
pany made  three  additions  to  its  plant.  All  are  of  the  two-stor}' 
variety,  one  being  of  frame  construction,  24x104  feet  in  size,  an- 
other which  is  of  brick  construction  is  24x36  feet,  and  the  third 
is  of  frame  and  24x67  feet  in  size. 

Two  additions  to  its  plant  were  made  by  the  Manufacturers 
Iron  Foundry  Corp.  One  is  of  brick  construction,  one  story 
high,  50x68  feet  in  size,  the  other  being  two  stories  high,  30x38 
feet  in  size,  of  frame  construction.  The  reported  cost  of  the  im- 
provement is  $4,100. 

A  three-story  brick  factory  building  was  erected  for  the  Mac- 
farlane  Bros.  Manufacturing  Company.  The  structure  is  30x112 
feet  in  size,  and  the  reported  cost  $6,000. 
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An  addition  to  its  plant  was  made  by  the  A.  H.  Nilson  Ma- 
chine Company.  It  is  one  story  in  height,  of  concrete  construc- 
tion, 75x77  feet  in  size,  and  cost  $3,000. 

A  one-story  machine  shop  was  put  up  by  Andrew  Radel.  It 
is  of  frame  construction,  60x64  feet  in  size,  and  cost  $1,200. 

The  Siemon  Hard  Rubber  Corp.  erected  a  frame  factory  build- 
ing. Its  dimensions  are  41x167- feet,  one  story  and  basement, 
the  reported  cost  of  which  is  $6,000. 

Two  additions  to  its  plant  were  made  by  the  Spring  Perch 
Company.  Both  additions  are  one  story  high  and  of  brick  con- 
struction. The  dimensions  are  52x65  and  21x24  feet  respectively 
and  the  reported  cost  of  both  $4,100. 

The  Standard  Manufacturing  Company  built  a  brick  addition 
to  its  plant  Its  reported  cost  is  $3,000  and  its  dimensions  are 
32x48  feet,  two  stories  high  with  basement. 

A  frame  building  adapted  for  storage  purposes  was  put  up  by 
Tait  &  Son.    It  is  50x200  feet  in  size,  one  story  high  and  cost 

$3»ooo- 

A  one-story  brick  addition   was   made   to   the  manufacturing 

plant  of  C.  C.  Thompson.    The  building  is  34x106  feet  in  size 

and  cost  $4,000. 

At  the  total  reported  cost  of  $65,500  the  Union  Metallic  Cart- 
ridge Company  increased  the  capacity  of  its  plant.  The  im- 
provements consist  of  a  brick  factory  building  and  shot  tower 
nine  stories  in  height,  60x88  and  75x98  feet  in  size  respectively. 
The  company  also  erected  a  one-story  brick  building  for  storap^e 
purposes,  68x81  feet  in  size,  and  a  one-story  pump-house  of  brick 
construction,  12x12  feet  in  size. 

At  a  cost  of  $3,450  the  Warner  Brothers  Company  improved  its 
plant.  The  buildings  are  all  of  the  one-story  variety  and  of 
frame  construction,  one  designed  for  storage  purposes,  30x126 
feet  in  size,  the  other  two  additions  being  13x27  and  17x30  feet 
in  size,  respectively. 

1910. 

At  the  approximate  cost  of  $4,000,  the  Acme  Shear  Company 
added  a  brick  foundry  and  coke  shed  to  its  plant.  The  dimen- 
sions are  given  as  50x80  feet  and  the  building  is  one  story  high. 
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A  one-story  brick  boiler  house  was  put  up  by  the  Armstrong 
Manufacturing  Company.  It  is  32x66  feet  in  size  and  its  report- 
ed cost  is  $3,500. 

A  two-story' frame  factory  building  was  erected  by  the  Atlas 
Shear  Company.  Its  dimensions  are  given  as  20x60  feet  and 
12x15  f^c^»  ^^^  reported  cost  being  $1,000. 

The  Belknap  Manufacturing  Company  built  a  one-story  frame 
factory  additi(xi.     It  is  25x85  feet  in  size  and  it  cost  $2,500. 

At  the  reported  cost  of  $1,500,  the  Bridgeport  Brass  Company 
pu^  up  a  one-story  frame  building  designed  for  storage  purposes. 
Its  dimensions  are  20x100  feet. 

An  elevator  tower  of  brick  and  steel  construction,  four  stories 
in  height,  17x17  feet  in  size  and  costing  $1,500,  was  put  up  by 
the  Bridgeport  Chain  Company. 

The  Bridgeport  Forge  Company  made  two  additions  to  its 
plant.  They  consist  of  a  one-story  forge  shop  of  steel  construc- 
tion, 57x160  feet  in  size  and  a  one-story  machine  shop  of  brick 
and  steel  material,  57x180  feet  in  size.  The  total  reported  cost 
of  the  improvement  is  $18,250. 

A  power  plant  of  brick  and  steel  construction  was  erected  by 
the  Bridgeport  Malleable  Iron  Company.  It  is  one-story  in 
height,  48x139  feet  in  size  and  its  reported  cost  is  $23,000. 

A  three-story  brick  addition  to  its  plant,  45x47  feet  in  size  and 
costing  $7,000,  was  put  up  by  the  Bridgeport  Vehicle  Company. 

The  Bryant  Electric  Company  built  a  three-story  brick  addi- 
tion to  its  plant.  It  is  60x147  feet  in  size  and  its  reported  cost 
is  $37,000. 

A  machine  shop  constructed  of  concrete  blocks  and  steel  was 
erected  by  the  Bullard  Machine  Tool  Company.  The  building^ 
is  one-story  high,  50x140  feet  in  size,  with  wing  of  the  dimen- 
sions of  17x140  feet,  and  the  reported  cost  is  $13,000. 

A  one-story  brick  building  to  be  used  for  storage  purposes, 
10x40  feet  in  size,  and  costing  $485,  was  put  up  by  the  H.  O. 
Canfield  Company. 

The  Canfield  Rubber  Company  made  a  one-story  brick  addi- 
tion to  its  plant.  It  is  17x35  feet  in  size  and  its  reported  cost 
is  $400. 

A  one-story  frame  addition,  50x50  feet  in  size,  and  costing 
$800,  was  built  by  the  Columbia  Bolt  &  Nut  Company. 
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A  one-Story  brick  warehouse  of  the  dimensions  of  42x130  feet 
and  costing  $6,000,  was  put  up  by  Frederick  C.  Eckart. 

The  Hartman  Brewing  Company  made  two  additions  to  its 
plant.  They  consist  of  a  two-story  brick  storehouse,  33x70  feet 
in  size  which  cost  $6,000,  and  a  one-story  frame  addition  of  the 
dimensions  of  50x200  feet,  costing  $3,000.

At  the  total  reported  cost  of  $21,500,  the  Chase  Rolling  Mill 
G)mpany  improved  its  plant.  A  one-story  addition  of  brick  and 
steel  construction  was  built,  60x120  feet  in  size,  also  an  addition 
of  brick  construction,  30x40  feet  and  one  story  high.  The  com- 
pany also  raised  the  roof  of  a  building,  50x89  feet  in  size  one 
story.

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Free  Public  Employment  Bureaus. 
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FREE  PUBLIC  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAUS. 


For  a  period  of  one  hundred  and  thirteen  months  the  five  free 
employment  offices,  which  were  opened  July  i,  1901,  have  been 
in  successful  operation.  The  locations  of  these  bureaus,  con- 
ducted by  the  state  and  supervised  by  this  department,  are  given 
below,  together  with  the  names  of  the  superintendents  of  each: 

Hartford — ^Jordan  C.  Wells,  superintendent,  No.  135  Trum- 
bull street;  Bridgeport — Charles  Keller,  superintendent.  No.  60 
Camion  street;  New  Haven — Walter  E.  Comstock,  superinten- 
dent. No.  39  Church  street;  Waterbury — George  C.  Minor,  su- 
perintendent, No.  36  North  Main  street;  Norwich — Stephen  H. 
Reeves,  superintendent,  No.  43  Broadway. 

These  offices  have  passed  the  experimental  stage  and  are  rec- 
ognized by  employers  of  labor  and  employes  as  a  necessity,  tak- 
ing precedence  over  private  agencies. 

Special  efforts  have  been  made  to  supply  the  demand  for  farm 
help  during  the  busier  season  of  the  year,  but,  although  success- 
ful to  a  certain  extent,  it  has  been  found  the  class  of  help  ob- 
tainable is  inadequate  to  fulfil  the  duties  required  of  them.  This 
is  particularly  noticeable  in  regard  to  help  required  for  labor  in 
the  dairying  industry. 

In  the  tobacco  season,  it  has  been  found  that  the  class  of  help 
required  is  difficult  to  be  had  in  sufficient  numbers  to  supply  the 
demand,  although  the  past  year  has  shown  a  slight  improvement 
over  previous  years. 

The  superintendents  of  the  various  offices  have  experienced 
the  usual  difficulty  in  securing  domestic  help  for  situations  in 
the  smaller  towns.  The  principal  reason  given  being  the  objec- 
tion to  leaving  the  more  populous  communities. 
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It  will  be  noticed  upon  examination  of  the  tables  that  the  of- 
fices have  been  enabled  to  supply  the  growing  demand  for 
skilled  help.  This  is  most  gratifying  to  record  and  it  is  in  evi- 
dence that  employers  of  experienced  mechanics  have  arrived  at 
the  conclusion  that  the  free  employment  bureaus  are  so  con- 
ducted as  to  be  enabled  to  supply  their  needs  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

It  is  not  inappropriate  to  take  occasion  at  this  time  to  express 
to  the  several  superintendents  an  appreciation  of  the  very  ef- 
ficient and  masterly  way  the  affairs  of  their  respective  offices 
have  been  conducted.  While  the  labor  attending  the  operation 
of  the  (^ces  has  been  materially  increased  during  the  past  year 
by  the  adoption  of  the  card  system,  heretofore  referred  to,  the 
managers  have  shown  a  disposition  to  so  conduct  the  business 
as  to  secure  the  best  results,  which  is  most  gratifying. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  Bulletin  No.  3,  issued  by  this 
bureau  in  1909,  there  appeared  a  brief  description  of  a  system 
then  adopted  and  now  in  use,  which  has  given  evidence  of  im- 
proved service.  While  it  is  true  that  the  number  of  situations 
secured  for  applicants  during  the  year  1910,  as  shown  by  the 
records,  was  less  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  19091 
yet  the  method  by  which  knowledge  was  obtained  that  the  po- 
sitions were  actually  filled  was  much  more  authentic  and  satis- 
factory than  in  previous  years.  Concretely  stated,  there  were 
1,357  or  14.3  per  cent,  less  situations  secured  through  the  medium 
of  the  various  offices  during  the  year  last  past  than  during  the 
corresponding  period  of  1909.  The  element  of  uncertainty,  how- 
ever, which  obtained  in  previous  years,  relative  to  the  actual  fill- 
ing and  acceptance  of  situations,  has,  by  the  system  now  in  use, 
been  practically  eliminated. 

Comparisons  of  the  business  transacted  in  the  various  offices 
in  1910  with  data  relating  to  the  year  1909,  shows  by  the  records 
that  the  number  of  persons  applying  for  employment  in  1910  was 
10  per  cent,  less  than  in  1909,  the  applications  for  help  was  4^ 
per  cent,  less  in  1910  than  in  1909  and  that  the  number  of  situa- 
tions secured  was  14.3  per  cent,  less  in  1910  than  in  1909. 

Divided  as  to  sex,  the  records  show  that  the  number  of  males 
applying  for  employment  was  124  or  1.9  per  cent,  more  in  1910 
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than  in  1909,  and  that  the  number  of  females  applying  for  em- 
ployment was  1,569  or  20.1  per  cent,  less  in  1910  than  in  1909. 

Relative  to  applications  received  for  help  in  the  various  offices 
the  records  exhibit  the  information  that  there  were  556  or  13  per 
cent,  more  applications  for  male  help  during  the  year  ig^io  than 
in  1909  and  1,043  or  14.7  per  cent,  less  applications  for  female 
help  in  1910  than  in  1909. 

The  figures  relating  to  situations  secured  develop  the  informa- 
tion that  there  were  142  or  4  per  cent,  more  positions  provided 
for  male  applicants  for  work  in  1910  than  in  1909  while  the 
number  of  females  supplied  with  situations  was  1499  or  264  per 
cent,  less  in  1910  than  during  the  year  1909. 

The  average  number  of  situations  secured  per  month  for  the 
applicants  for  the  entire  period  of  one  hundred  and  thirteen 
months  during  which  the  offices  have  been  in  operation  is  708,  of 
which  270  were  males  and  438  were  females. 

During  the  year  last  past,  that  of  1910,  the  average  number  of 
situations  secured  was  677  per  month,  of  which  329  were  males 
and  348  were  females.  The  monthly  average  for  1909  was  790, 
of  which  317  were  males  and  473  were  females;  in  1908.  the 
monthly  average  was  675,  of  which  214  were  males  and  461  were 
females. 

During  1907  the  monthly  average  was  778,  of  which  331  were 
males  and  447  were  females.  The  monthly  average  for  1906  was 
315  males  and  465  females,  a  total  average  of  780  persons,  for 
whom  situations  had  been  secured. 

In  1905  the  average  number  of  situations  secured  per  month 
was  725,  of  which  250  were  males  and  475  were  females. 

During  1904  the  monthly  average  was  656,  of  which  209  were 
males  and  447  were  females. 

In  1903  the  average  number  was  682,  of  which  251  were  males 
and  431  were  females. 

During  1902  the  monthly  average  was  640,  of  which  239  were 
males  and  401  were  females,  and  in  1901  (five  months  only)  the 
average  per  month  was  628,  of  which  217  were  males  and  411 
were  females. 
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The  table  which  appears  at  the  dose  of  this  chapter  gives  in 
detail  the  various  occupations  of  those  for  whom  situations  have 
been  secured ;  a  brief  division,  however,  is  not  out  of  place  here. 

At  the  Hartford  office,  of  the  1,131  males  supplied  with  sit- 
uations 662,  or  about  60  per  cent,  were  employed  as  Farm  and 
Tobacco  Hands,  nearly  25  per  cent,  were  classified  as  Laborer:!^, 
Drivers,  Kitchen  Men  and  Gardeners,  the  remaining  15  per  cent, 
being  made  up  of  Qerks,  Machinists,  Painters,  Shop  Hands  and 
Miscellaneous  occupations. 

Of  the  892  females  which  were  furnished  emplo3mient  at  the 
Hartford  office  509,  or  57  per  cent,  were  Cooks,  Housekeepers, 
General  Housework,  Second  Girls  and  Kitchen  Help.  About  23 
per  cent,  were  engaged  as  Laundresses  and  Waitresses,  the  re- 
maining 20  per  cent,  being  classified  as  Clerks,  Nurses,  Nurse 
Girls,  Pantry  Maids,  Seamstresses,  Scrub  Women,  Shop  Hands 
and  Miscellaneous  occupations. 

At  the  Bridgeport  office,  of  the  846  males  for  whom  situations 
were  secured,  308,  or  practically  36  per  cent,  were  Farm  Hands, 
about  an  equal  proportion  were  engaged  as  Laborers,  Day 
Workers,  Kitchen  Men  and  Teamsters,  while  the  remaining  28 
per  cent,  were  classified  as  Gardeners,  Cooks,  Machinists,  Shq) 
Hands,  Porters,  Coachmen  and  Miscellaneous  occupations. 

Of  the  1,616  females  supplied  with  situations,  459,  or  about 
28  per  cent,  were  classified  as  Housekeepers  and  General  House- 
work Girls,  20  per  cent,  were  classified  as  Cooks,  Laundresses 
and  Waitresses,  38  per  cent,  of  the  number  were  engaged  as  Day 
Workers,  Kitchen  Help  and  Second  Girls,  the  remaining  14  per 
cent,  being  made  up  of  Chambermaids,  Nurses,  Nurse  Girls,  Shop 
Hands,  Washerwomen,  Scrub  Women  and  Miscellaneous  oc- 
cupations. 

At  the  New  Haven  office,  of  the  1,063, males  for  whom  situa- 
tions were  secured,  146,  or  about  14  per  cent,  were  Farm  Hands, 
practically  46  per  cent,  were  classified  as  Laborers,  16  per  cent, 
were  engaged  as  Hostlers  and  Stablemen,  the  remaining  24  per 
cent,  being  placed  as  to  occupation  as  Bell  Boys,  Cooks,  Hospi- 
tal Orderlies,  Kitchen  Men,  Porters,  Shop  Hands,  Waiters  and 
Miscellaneous  occupations. 
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Of  the  520  females  supplied  with  situations,  256  or  about  50 
per  cent,  were  classified  as  General  Housework  Girls,  30  per 
cent,  were  classified  as  Cooks,  Laundresses  and  Waitresses,  the 
remaining  20  per  cent,  being  made  up  of  Chambermaids,  Kitchen 
Help,  Shop  Hands  and  Miscellaneous  occupations. 

At  the  Waterbury  c^ce,  of  the  760  males  for  whom  situa- 
tions were  secured,  189,  or  about  25  per  cent,  were  Farm  Hands, 
37  per  cent,  were  Machinists,  Tool  Makers,  Machine  and  Shop 
Hands,  the  remaining  38  per  cent,  were  engaged  as  Black- 
smiths, Carpenters,  Clerks,  Cooks,  Kitchen  Men,  Laborers,  Por- 
ters and  Miscellaneous  occupations. 

Of  the  1,034  females  supplied  with  situations  362  or  35  per 
cent,  were  employed  as  Housekeepers  or  at  General  Housework, 
18  per  cent,  were  engaged  as  Chainbermaids,  Qerks,  Laun- 
dresses, Second  Girls,  Nurses  and  Waitresses,  38  per  cent,  of 
the  whole  number  were  placed  in  positions  at  day  or  temporary 
work,  the  remaining  9  per  cent,  being  classified  as  Kitchen  Help 
and  Miscellaneous  occupations. 

At  the  Norwich  office,  of  the  147  males  supplied  with  situa- 
tions, 26  per  cent,  were  classified  as  Laborers,  12  per  cent,  were 
engaged  as  Farm  Hands,  the  remaining  62  per  cent,  being  classi- 
fied as  Apprentices,  Bell  Boys,  Canvassers,  Coachmen,  Cooks, 
Engineers,  Grinders,  Lathe  Hands,  Machine  Hands,  Weavers 
and  Miscellaneous  occupations. 

Of  the  117  females  to  whom  employment  was  furnished  53 
per  cent,  were  engaged  as  General  Housework  Girls,  20  per  cent. 
were  employed  as  Chambermaids,  Laundresses,  Nurse  Girls,  Sec- 
ond Girls  and  Waitresses,  the  remaining  27  per  cent,  being 
classified  as  Cooks,  Day  Workers,  Demonstrators,  Kitchen  Help, 
Seamstreses  and  Miscellaneous  occupations. 

NATIONALITY. 

The  statement  of  the  number  of  situations  furnished  appli- 
cants shows  that  3,947  males  were  supplied  with  employment. 
Of  this  number  37  per  cent,  were  reported  as  being  of  American 
Nationality,  2^  per  cent,  were  given  as  of  Irish  extraction,  14 
per  cent,  were  reported  as  being  of  the  Polish  nationality,  the  na- 
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tionality  of  6  per  cent,  was  reported  as  being  German,  3  per  cent, 
were  reported  as  being  of  Swedish  birth,  the  same  proportion 
were  Lithuanians,  the  remaining  10  per  cent,  being  given  as  of 
English,  French,  Hungarian,  Italian,  Jewish,  Russian  and  other 
nationalities. 

The  number  of  females  supplied  with  situations  during  the 
year  was  4,179.  The  nationality  of  29  per  cent,  of  this  number 
is  reported  as  American ;  40  per  cent,  as  Irish ;  9  per  cent,  as 
Polish ;  5  per  cent,  as  German ;  4  per  cent,  as  of  the  Q)lored 
race,  the  remaining  13  per  cent,  being  given  as  of  the  Austrian, 
Canadian,  Danish,  English,  French,  Hungarian,  Italian,  Lith- 
uanian, Russian,  Scotch,  Slavonian  and  other  nationalities. 

The  experience  during  the  year  last  past  as  regards  the  situa- 
tions secured,  divided  as  to  sex,  is  somewhat  changed  from  that 
of  previous  years.  In  past  years  positions  have  been  fur- 
nished4o  a  much  larger  proportion  of  females  than  to  males  than 
is  the  case  in  1910.

In  the  matter  of  proportion  of  situations  secured  td  applicants 
for  employment  during  the  year  Waterbury  leads  the  other  of- 
fices, the  reports  from  the  Superintendent  there  showing  that 
practically  73  per  cent,  of  applicants  for  Employment  were  sup- 
plied with  situations ;  the  Bridgeport  office  coming  second,  show- 
ing that  about  63  per  cent,  of  all  applying  had  been  furnished 
employment ;  New  Haven,  Hartford  and  Norwich  following  in 
the  order  named,  with  a  record  of  59  per  cent.,  58  per  cent,  and 
57  per  cent,  of  applicants  for  employment  furnished  with  sit- 
uations. 

During  the  year  ended  November  30,  1910,  the  Waterbury  of- 
fice furnished  help  to  78  per  cent,  of  all  applying,  the  Bridge- 
port office  furnished  yy  per  cent.,  Hartford  75  per  cent.,  New 
Haven  73  per  cent,  and  Norwich  49  per  cent.

INTRODUCTORY  NOTE. 

Long  ago  it  was  recognized  in  this  country  that  the  causes  and 
the  results  of  problems  demanding  labor  legislation  are  largely 
national  in  character.  More  recently  the  international  aspects 
of  the  subject  have  attracted  attention.  This  summary  of  ex- 
isting child  labor  laws  in  the  United  States  was  undertaken  in 
an  effort  to  furnish  information  called  for  by  the  International 
Association  for  Labor  Legislation.  The  study,  however,  devel- 
oped beyond  the  bounds  originally  intended  as  its  limits,  and  the 
result  is  now  furnished  to  our  members  in  the  hope  that  it  may, 
in  harmony  with  the  aims  of  our  Association,  ''facilitate  the 
study"  and  "provide  information  on  the  subject'*  for  those  who 
recognize  the  need  of  greater  care  and  greater  uniformity  in 
labor  legislation. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  summary  of  "Child  Labor"  laws. 
Miss  Laura  Scott,  Chief  Qerk  of  the  Wisconsin  Legislative  Ref- 
erence Department,  has  won  exceptional  praise  for  her  invalua- 
ble co-operation  in  the  compilation  of  material  and  in  the  final 
verification  of  data.

The  object  has  been  to  devise  a  method  of  comparative  state- 
ment which  shall  be  complete  and  can  be  brought  down  to  date 
in  our  "Review  of  Labor  Legislation  of  1910,"  immediately  af- 
ter the  State  Legislatures  have  adjourned.  Every  effort  has 
been  made  to  attain  accuracy  and  the  proof  has  had  careful  revi- 
sion by  the  chiefs  of  state  labor  bureaus. 

The  njagnitude  of  the  task  of  the  American  student  of  labor 
legislation,  dealing  with  fifty  sovereign  states,  compared  with 
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the  task  in  foreign  lands  where  one  set  of  regulations  serves  for 
a  whole  nation,  is  strikingly  shown  in  this  marvelously  expand- 
ing field  of  child  labor  laws.

GENERAL  INTRODUCTION. 

The  following  tabulations  have  been  prepared  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  in  a  concise  and  comprehensive  form  a  comparative 
compilation  of  the  essential  provisions  of  the  laws  regelating  the 
labor  of  children.  The  study  includes  the  Acts  of  the  Sessions 
of  1909,  and  is  divided  into  four  parts : 

Part  I,  relating  to  Prohibited  Employment,  gives  the  ages 
at  which  employment  is  unlawful  and  in  what  esaUishments  or 
occupations  sudi  employment  is  forbidden,  together  with  the 
penalty  for  violation. 

The  "groups"  under  each  state  have  been  classified  so  as  to 
bring  together  in  one  group  all  establishments  and  occupations 
subject  to  the  same  age  and  penalty  regulations.  Establish- 
ments and  occupations  are  arranged  alphabetically  within  each 
group. 

Part  II,  Hours  of  Labor,  gives  the  maximum  hours  allowed 
per  day  and  per  week,  the  prohibition  of  night  work  and  the  es- 
tablishment or  occupations  to  which  the  law  applies,  together 
with  penalty  for  violation.  This  table  does  not  cover  regulations 
as  to  hours  of  labor  for  women. 

Part  III,  relating  to  Working  Papers,  gives  the  names  of  the 
various  permits,  certificates,  and  proofs  required.  Part  I,  Pro- 
hibited Employment,  shows  in  what  instances  these  papers  are 
required. 

Part  IV  gives  the  Compulsory  Education  age  and  period,  the 
exemptions,  the  educational  requirements  for  employment,  and 
the  penalty  for  violation.  In  many  of  the  states  the  educational 
requirements  for  employment  as  given  in  the  School  Laws  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  the  Child  Labor  law.  This  will  ap- 
pear especially  in  comparing  Parts  I  and  IV.

POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 


Employer  must  keep  file  of  certificates  and  list  of  children 
employed ;  must  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  every  room  where 
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children  are  employed  a  notice  stating  the  number  of  hours  of 
work  required  on  each  day  of  the  week. 

Parents  of  foreign  bom  children  must  state  under  oath  to  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  education,  the  date  of  the  birth  of  child 
and  present  family  record,  passport  or  other  documentary  evi- 
dence which  the  board  may  require. 

Officers  of  state  board  of  education  may  appoint  agents  to 
enforce  provisions  of  the  act.  In  cases  of  foreign  bom  children 
may  investigate  and  if  it  appears  child  is  over  14,  may  issue  cer- 
tificate. May  require  parent  to  produce  documentary  evidence 
of  age.  Child  must  have  equivalent  education  in  his  own  lan- 
guage to  that  required  of  native  bom  children. 

Board  of  education,  agent  of  board  of  school  visitors,  town 
school  committee  and  secretary  or  agent  of  the  state  board  of 
education  may  inspect  certificates  and  lists;  must  enforce  pro- 
visions of  the  act. 

Teacher,  registrar  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  town  clerk, 
the  person  having  charge  of  school  record  may  issue  certificates 
of  age  to  children  14  to  16  who  are  able  to  read — with  facility, 
to  write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language,  and 
to  perform  fundamental  rules  of  arithmetic  up  to  and  including 
fractions. 

Teacher  of  evening  school  may  issue  attendance  certificate. 
Sec.  2147. 

PUBLICITY. 

Certificates  and  lists  subject  to  inspection  of  secretary  or  agent 
of  state  board  of  education,  agent  of  board  of  school  visitors, 
town  school  committee  or  board  of  education.

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TENEMENT  HOUSES. 


The  act  cited  as  the  Tenement  House  Act  became  operative 
June  29,  1905.  By  the  provisions  of  the  act  it  applied  "to  all 
cities  of  over  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  at  the  time  of  the 
most  recent  United  States  Census."  The  reports  of  the  Census 
Bureau  for  1900  gave  the  cities  of  Hartford,  New  Haven, 
Bridgeport,  Waterbury,  New  Britain  and  Meriden  as  having  the 
required  population  to  come  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  This 
chapter,  therefore,  will  have  only  to  do  with  the  six  cities  men- 
tioned above.  The  official  report  of  the  Census  Bureau  re- 
ceived late  in  the  year  1910,  adds  three  cities  to  the  number  to 
which  the  law  applies,  namely:  Danbury,  Norwich  and  Stam- 
ford, each  of  these  having  more  than  twenty  thousand  inhabi- 
tants at  the  time  of  the  most  recent  United  States  Census — ^that 
of  1910. 

The  officials  in  these  three  cities  having  authority  to  issue  per- 
mits for  the  erection  of  buildings  within  their  limits,  will  be 
supplied  with  the  necessary  blanks  for  the  purposes  specified  in 
the  act  and  the  reports  received  from  them  will  be  kept  on  file 
in  this  office  as  the  law  directs. 

During  the  year  ended  December  31,  1910,  six  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  permits  were  issued  by  the  persons  authorized  to  do 
so  in  the  six  cities  mentioned  in  a  preceding  paragraph,  for  the 
construction  of  buildings  designed  for  the  occupancy  of  three 
families  or  more. 

This  in  comparison  with  four  hundred  and  seventy-three 
structures  of  the  class  described  in  1909;  two  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  in  1908;  four  hundred  and  seventy-one  in  1907; 
four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  in  1906;  and  one  hundred  and 
forty-two  buildings  of  like  character  during  the  six  months' 
period  ended  December  31,  1905. 
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Permits  have  been  granted,  in  the   six   cities   to  wliich  the 

'Tenement  House  Act"  applies,  for  the  construction  of  2,470 

apartment  or  tenement  houses  arranged   for  the  occupancy  of 

three  families  or  more  during  the  five  and  one-half  years  that 

the  law  has  been  operative. 

There  follows  comparisons  of  the  number  of  permits  granted 
for  the  erection  of  this  class  of  houses  in  the  six  cities  referred 
to: 

In  Hartford,  during  the  year  1910,  permits  were  granted  for 
the  erection  of  one  hundred  and  forty-four  buildings  of  the 
class  described,  against  one  hundred  and  fifteen  in  1909,  sixty- 
seven  in  1908,  one  hundred  and  nineteen  in  1907,  ninety-nine 
in  1906,  and  forty-four  during  the  six  months'  period  of  1905. 

In  New  Haven  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  permits  were 
granted  during  the  twelve-month  period  of  1910,  forty  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  1909,  fifty-nine  in  1908,  thirty-six 
during  1907,  forty  in  1906,  and  eleven  during  the  six  months' 
period  of  1905. 

In  Bridgeport  one  hundred  and  eight  permits  were  granted 
during  the  twelve-month  period  of  1910,  against  ninety-seven 
during  1909,  seventy-seven  in  1908,  one  hundred  and  fifty  in 
1907,  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  during  1906,  and  thirty-Uiree 
during  the  six  months'  period  of  1905. 

In  Waterbury  during  the  1910  period  one  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  permits  were  granted,  against  one  hundred  and  eighty-five 
during  1909,  fifty-seven  during  1908,  one  hundred  in  1907,  one 
hundred  and  five  in  1906,  and  thirty-nine  during  the  six  months* 
period  of  1905. 

In  New  Britain  there  were  ninety-one  permits  granted  dur- 
ing the  1910  period,  twenty-six  during  the  year  1909,  twenty- 
five  in  1908,  sixty  during  the  year  1907,  thirty-nine  in  1906,  and 
twelve  during  the  six  months'  jeriod  of  1905. 

In  explanation  of  the  foregoing  it  should  be  stated  that  as  a 
matter  of  fact  fifty-two  permits  were  granted  in  New  Britain 
during  the  1909  period,  although  twenty-six  were  omitted  from 
the  compilation  that  year  for  the  reason  that  the  reports  were 
not  filed  in  this  office  in  season  to  be  included.  They  are  placed 
in  this  report  with  the  number  filed  in  1910. 
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In  Meriden  twelve  permits  were  recorded  during  the  19  lo 
period,  ten  in  1909,  two  during  the  year  1908,  six  in  1907,  four 
in  1906  and  three  during  the  six  months'  period  of  1905. 

The  additional  number  of  families  which  can  be  housed  by 
reason  of  the  erection  of  these  buildings  would  seemingly  be  of 
interest. 

In  Hartford  six  hundred  and  fifty-three  additional  families 
can  be  housed  because  of  the  construction  of  tenement  or  apart- 
ment houses  arranged  for  the  occupancy  of  three  families  or 
more,  in  New  Haven  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one  additional 
families  can  be  accommodated  in  houses  of  the  class  described, 
in  Waterbury  five  hundred  and  forty-two,  in  Bridgeport  four 
hundred  and  forty-seven,  in  New  Britain  four  hundred  and 
twelve  (including  the  number  omitted  from  1909  statement),  and 
in  Meriden  accommodations  are  provided  for  thirty-six  addi- 
tional families. 

During  the  year  1910,  in  the  six  cities  to  which  the  law  ap- 
plies, permits  were  granted  for  the  erection  of  buildings  ar- 
ranged for  the  occupancy  of  three  families  or  more,  sufficient 
for  the  accommodation  of  2,941  additional  families.  This  in 
comparison  with  housing  facilities  for  1,927  additional  families 
supplied  by  the  erection  of  the  same  class  of  houses  in  1909, 
1,330  additional  families  in  1908,  and  2,370  in  1907. 

The  total  floor  space  of  these  buildings  computed  in  square 
feet  amounts  to  3,327,457,  exclusive  of  cellar  area,  while  includ- 
ing the  area  of  cellar  it  amounts  to  4,397,344  square  feet.  This 
in  comparison  with  buildings  of  the  class  described  erected  in 
1909  the  floor  space  of  which  amounted  to  2,371,445  square  feet, 
exclusive  of  cellar  area  and  3,113,669  square  feet,  including  cel- 
lar area.  In  1908  the  floor  space  occupied  by  buildings  of  the 
same  character  erected  during  that  year  amounted  to  1,605,483 
square  feet,  exclusive  of  area  of  cellar  and  2,099,827  square  feet 
including  cellar  area. 

Following  the  same  method  for  the  year  1907  it  is  revealed 
that  the  floor  space  of  the  tenement  and  apartment  houses  built 
during  that  year  was  2,576,060  square  feet,  exclusive  of  cellar 
area  and  3,401,731  square  feet  including  the  arfea  of  cellar. 
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Reference  is  here  made  to  Sections  26  and  27  of  the  "Tene- 
ment House  Act*'  which  follows: 

"Sec  26.  No  building  hereafter  constructed  as,  or  altered 
into  a  tenement  house  shall  be  occupied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for 
human  habitation  until  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  by  the  officer 
aforesaid  that  said  building  conforms  in  all  respects  to  the  re- 
quirements of  this  act.  Such  certificate  shall  be  issued  within 
ten  days  after  written  application  therefor,  if  said  building,  at 
the  date  of  such  application,  shall  be  entitled  thereto." 

"Sec.  2T.  If  any  building  hereafter  constructed  as,  or  alter- 
ed into,  a  tenement  house  be  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  for 
human  habitation  in  violation  of  the  last  section,  during  such  un- 
lawful occupation  no  rent  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  owner  or 
lessee  of  such  premises  for  said  period,  and  no  action  or  special 
proceedings  shall  be  maintained  therefor." 

The  bureau  instituted  inquiries  relative  to  the  observance  of 
these  requirements  and  the  investigaticm  resulted  in  the  ascer- 
tainment that  in  but  one  of  the  six  cities  to  which  the  law  ap- 
plies, were  certificates  issued  as  provided  for  in  the  statute.  In 
this  connection,  however,  it  should  be  stated  that  in  no  instance, 
so  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  had  any  owner  of  or  agent  for 
the  leasing  of  tenement  houses  within  the  meaning  of  the  act, 
given  the  necessary  written  application  for  such  certificate. 

It  should  be  added  furthermore  that  no  occupant  of  a  build- 
ing of  the  class  mentioned  had  claimed  immunity  from  the  pay- 
ment of  rent  under  the  provisions  of  Section  27  by  reason  of  oc- 
cupancy in  violation  of  Section  26  of  the  law. 

It  would  seem  that  the  law  might  well  be  so  amended  as  to 
cause  the  issuance  of  certificates,  in  the  absence  of  written  ap- 
plications therefor.  The  intent  of  the  law  in  this  regard  is  plain, 
but  as  above  written,  in  the  absence  of  applications,  it  has  evi- 
dently been  construed  as  to  place  no  obligation  upon  the  persons 
authorized  to  issue  certificates  as  indicated. 

HARTFORD. 

The  reports  filed  in  this  office  by  the  building  inspector  of  the 
dty  of  Hartford  disclose  the  information  that  permits    were 
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granted  for  the  erection  of  one  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the 
class  described  as  ''tenement  houses/'  within  the  meaning  of  the 
"Tenement  House  Act,"  during  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1910. 

Reference  to  the  report  of  the  inspector  covering  the  year 
1910  develops  the  interesting  fact  that  the  cost  of  the  tenement 
and  apartment  houses  mentioned  above  amounted  to  $1,295,600. 
The  report  also  exhibits  the  information  that  thirty-six  of  the 
three-family  houses  are  of  frame  construction  and  fifty-two  are 
built  of  brick.  Five  of  the  houses  arranged  for  the  occupancy 
of  more  than  three  families  are  of  frame,  the  remaining  fifty- 
one  being  of  brick  construction. 

The  average  cost  of  the  three  family  frame  houses,  according 
to  the  inspector's  report,  is  $5,617,  and  of  the  brick  houses  of 
the  same  class  $6,431.  The  average  cost  of  the  frame  houses 
designed  as  apartment  and  tenement  houses  for  the  occupancy 
of  more  than  three  families,  is  reported  to  be  $4,500  and  those 
of  the  same  class  constructed  of  brick  $14441. 

The  specifications  submitted  for  the  construction  of  these 
buildings  relating  to  the  area  of  lot  covered  by  the  various 
structures  show  that  one  is  planned  to  occupy  over  seventy  per 
cent,  of  area  of  lot,  two  are  designed  to  occupy  over  sixty  and 
under  seventy  per  cent,  of  lot,  the  same  number  occupy  over 
fifty  and  under  sixty  per  cent,  of  lot,  sixteen  take  up  a  space  of 
over  forty  and  under  fifty  per  cent,  of  lot,  twenty-three  occupy 
a  space  of  over  thirty  and  under  forty  per  cent,,  forty-eight  are 
built  upon  over  twenty  and  under  thirty  per  cent,  of  area  of  lot 
while  fifty-two  are  constructed  upon  over  ten  and  under  twenty 
per  cent,  of  lot  area. 

One  of  these  buildings  is  designed  for  the  occupancy  of  twen- 
ty-four families,  the  same  number  are  arranged  to  be  occupied 
by  eighteen,  sixteen,  ten  and  nine  families  each  respectively,  six 
of  the  buildings  are  calculated  for  the  use  of  eight  families  in 
each,  forty-two  are  designed  for  six  families  each,  three  are  de- 
signed for  four  families  each  and  eighty-eight  are  arranged  for 
the  occupancy  of  three  families  each. 

The  one  hundred  and  forty-four  buildings  included,  the  di- 
mensions of  which  are  shown  in  the  reports  on  file,  occupy  a 
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floor  Space  of  803,143  square  feet,  exclusive  of  cellar  area,  while 
the  total  area  including  cellar,  is  1,053,963  square  feet. 

NEW   HAVEN. 

The  reports  from  the  building  inspector  of  the  city  of  New 
Haven  give  a  description  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  buildings 
of  the  class  described  in  the  "Tenement  House  Act" 

Six  of  the  structures  are  so  designed  as  to  occupy  over  sev- 
enty and  under  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  lot  area,  twelve  are  built 
upon  over  sixty  and  under  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  lot^ 
sixteen  occupy  over  fifty  and  vmder  sixty  per  cent,  of  lot  area, 
forty-six  take  up  a  space  of  over  forty  and  under  fifty  per  cent, 
of  lot,  forty-four  occupy  over  thirty  and  under  forty  per  cent, 
of  the  lot  area,  twenty-four  are  built  upon  over  twenty  and  un- 
der thirty  per  cent,  of  ground  space  and  eight  take  up  over  ten 
and  under  twenty  per  cent,  of  lot  area. 

The  floor  space  of  the  buildings  is  945,460  square  feet,  ex- 
clusive of  cellar  area  and  1,254,193  square  feet,  including  cellar 
area. 

BRIDGEPORT. 

The  reports  from  the  building  inspector  of  the  city  of  Bridge- 
port develops  the  information  that  permits  were  granted  during 
the  year  for  the  construction  of  one  hundred  and  eight  build- 
ings of  the  class  described  in  the  "Tenement  House  Act." 

Of  these  buildings,  seventy-five  are  arranged  for  the  occu- 
pancy of  three  families  in  each,  five  are  designed  for  four  fami- 
lies each,  four  are  arranged  for  five  families  each,  seventeen  for 
six,  three  are  arranged  for  the  occupancy  of  eight,  nine  and 
eleven  families  each  respectively,  three  are  calculated  for  the 
occupancy  of  twelve  families  each  and  one  is  built  to  accommo- 
date sixteen  families. 

The  dimensicMis  of  these  buildings  as  given  in  the  reports  of 
the  inspector,  exhibit  the  information  that  one  of  them  occupies 
less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  lot  area,  twenty  are  built  upon  over 
ten  and  under  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  area  of  lot,  thirty-nine  oc- 
cupy over  twenty  and  under  thirty  per  cent,  of  lot,  twenty-six 
are  built  upon  over  thirty  and  under  forty  per  cent,  of  lot  area. 
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fifteen  take  up  over  forty  and  under  fifty  per  cent  of  lot,  two 
occupy  over  fifty  and  under  sixty  per  cent,  of  ground  space,  one 
is  built  upon  over  sixty  and  under  seventy  per  cent,  of  lot  area, 
three  occupy  over  seventy  and  under  eighty  per  cent,  of  area  of 
lot  and  one  takes  up  over  eighty  and  under  ninety  per  cent,  of 
lot. 

The  floor  space  of  these  buildings  as  shown  in  the  reports 
amounts  to  475,300  square  feet,  exclusive  of  cellar  area,  and 
631,842  square  feet,  including  cellar  area. 


WATERBURY. 

The  reports  from  the  building  inspector  of  the  city  of  Water- 
bury  on  file  in  this  office  show  that  one  hundred  and  forty-seven 
permits  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  construction  of 
buildings  of  the  class  described  in  the  "Tenement  House  Act.'* 

Of  this  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  are  arranged  for 
the  occupancy  of  three  families  each,  seven  are  designed  for  the 
use  of  four  families  each,  one  is  planned  for  five  families,  twelve 
for  SIX  families  each,  two  are  calculated  for  eight  families  each, 
the  same  number  are  designed  for  twelve  families  each  and  two 
are  'arranged  for  the  occupancy  of  sixteen  and  eighteen  families 
in  each  respectively. 

Twenty-eight  reports  from  the  inspector  did  not  include  the 
item  in  reference  to  area  of  lot  covered  by  building.  The  re- 
maining one  hundred  and  nineteen  reports  which  are  on  file, 
show  that  two  of  the  buildings  occupy  under  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
lot  area,  forty-two  are  built  upon  over  ten  and  under  twenty 
per  cent,  of  area  of  lot,  fifty-three  occupy  over  twenty  and  un- 
der thirty  per  cent,  of  land  area,  seven  take  up  over  thirty  and 
under  forty  per  cent,  of  ground  space,  the  same  number  occupy 
over  forty  and  under  fifty  per  cent,  of  lot,  four  are  built  upon 
over  fifty  and  under  sixty  per  cent,  of  lot,  two  ocaipy  over  sixty 
and  under  seventy  per  cent,  of  area  of  lot,  one  takes  up  over 
seventy  and  under  eighty  per  cent,  of  land  area  and  the  same 
number  occupies  over  eighty  and  under  ninety  per  cent,  of  lot. 

The  floor  space  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  buildings 
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included  amounts  to  625,568  square  feet,  exclusive  of  cellar  area, 
and  820,267  square  feet,  including  area  of  cellar. 


NEW  BRITAIN. 

There  were  ninety-one  permits  granted  during  the  year  by 
the  building  inspector  of  the  city  ofNew  Britain  for  the  erec- 
tion of  houses  of  the  class  described  in  the  ''Tenement  House 
Act." 

Two  of  the  houses  were  so  built  as  to  occupy  less  than  ten 
per  cent,  of  lot  area,  thirty-five  take  up  a  space  of  over  ten  and 
under  twenty  per  cent,  of  lot,  thirty-seven  are  built  upon  over 
twenty  and  under  thirty  per  cent,  of  lot  area,  nine  occupy  over 
thirty  and  under  forty  per  cent,  of  lot,  four  take  up  over  forty 
and  under  fifty  per  cent,  of  land  space,  one  is  built  upon  over 
fifty  and  under  sixty  per  cent,  of  area  of  lot,  and  three  oc- 
cupy over  sixty  and  under  seventy  per  cent,  of  lot  area. 

The  floor  space  of  the  buildings  referred  to  above  amounts  to 
437,990  square  feet  exclusive  of  cellar  and  583,75  ^  square  feet, 
including  area  of  cellar. 


MERIDEN. 

Tlie  official  authorized  to  issue  building  permits  in  the  city  of 
Meriden  filed  twelve  reports  in  this  office  relating  to  the  con- 
struction of  buildings  of  the  class  described  in  the  "Tenement 
House  Act." 

One  of  the  houses  occupy  a  space  of  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of 
the  lot  area,  six  are  built  upon  over  ten  and  under  twenty  per 
cent,  of  lot,  four  occupy  over  twenty  and  under  thirty  per  cent, 
of  lot  area  and  one  takes  up  over  thirty  and  under  forty  per  cent 
of  lot. 

All  of  the  buildings  are  designed  for  the  occupancy  of  three 
families  each  and  the  floor  space  amounts  to  39,996  square  feet, 
exclusive  of  cellar  area,  and  53,328  square  feet,  including  cellar 
floor  space. 
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PROPOSED  LAW. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  proposed  law  which  is  to  be  in- 
troduced into  the  incoming  Legislature  at  its  session  in  Jan- 
uary, 191 1. 

AN  ACT  CONCERNING  the  unhealthy  conditions  of  Tene- 
ment Houses  in  this  State ;  to  safeguard  the  health  of  resi- 
dents therein,  and  to  establish  a  State  Board  of  Tenement 
House  supervision. 


ARTICLE  I. 


1.  Certain  words  in  this  Act  are  defined  for  the  purposes 
thereof,  as  follows: 

2.  A  tenement  house  is  any  house  or  building,  or  portion 
thereof,  which  is  rented,  leased,  let  or  hired  out  to  be  occupied, 
or  is  occupied  as  the  home  or  residence  of  three  families  or  more, 
living  independently  of  each  other,  and  doing  their  cooking  upon 
the  premises;  or  by  more  than  two  families  upon  any  floor  so 
living  and  cooking,  but  having  a  common  right  in  the  halls, 
stairways,  yards,  waterdosets  or  privies,  or  some  of  them. 

3.  The  word  "shall"  is  always  mandatory,  and  not  directory, 
and  denotes  that  the  house  shall  be  maintained  in  all  respects 
according  to  the  mandate,  as  IcMig  as  it  continues  to  be  a  tene- 
ment house. 

4.  The  word  "board"  shall  be  construed  as  if  followed  by  th^ 
words  "charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  Act," 

5.  The  word  "approved"  shall  be  construed  as  if  followed  by 
the  words  "by  the  Board  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this 
Act." 

6.  A  building  not  erected  for  use  as  a  tenement  house,  if 
hereafter  converted,  or  altered  to  such  use,  shall  thereupon  be- 
come subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  Act  affecting  Tenement 
houses  hereafter  erected. 

ARTICLE  2. 

7.  No  Wall  paper  or  Kalsomine  shall  be  placed  upon  any  wall 
or  ceiling  of  any  tenement  house,  unless  all  old  wall  paper  and 
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kalsomine  shall  be  first  removed  therefrom  and  said  wall  and 
ceiling  thoroughly  repaired  and  cleaned. 

8.  In  every  Tenement  house  hereafter  erected  or  now  exist- 
ing, the  cellar  walls  and  ceilings  shall  be  thoroughly  white- 
washed or  painted  a  light  color  by  the  owner,  and  shall  be  so 
maintained;  such  whitewash  or  paint  shall  be  renewed  when- 
ever necessary,  as  may  be  required  by  the  board. 

9.  In  every  Tenement  house  now  existing,-  or  hereafter 
erected,  the  walls  of  all  yards,  courts,  inner  courts  and  shafts,  un- 
less built  of  a  light  color  brick  or  stone,  shall  be  thoroughly 
whitewashed  or  painted  a  light  color  by  the  owner,  and  shall  be 
so  maintained ;  such  whitewash  or  paint  shall  be  renewed  when- 
ever necessary,  as  may  be  required  by  the  board. 

10.  Every  person  who  shall  violate,  or  assist  in  the  violation 
of  any  provision  of  this  Act,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
Twenty-five  dollars,  if  such  violation  be  wilful,  or  to  a  penalty 
of  Ten  dollars  if  such  violation  be  not  wilful. 

11.  Any  person  who  shall  interfere  with  the  said  board,  or 
with  any  of  its  employees,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
under  this  Act,  or  under  the  lawful  regulations  of  the  said  board, 
and  shall  prevent  or  attempt  to  prevent  the  said  board,  or  any  of 
its  employees  from  the  performance  of  their  said  duties,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  Fifty  dollars. 

12.  The  owner  of  any  Tenement  house  or  part  thereof,  the 
Agent  for  said  owner,  the  Lessee  or  Tenant  of  any  Tenement 
house  or  part  thereof,  where  any  violation  of  this  Act,  or  a  nui- 
sance exists,  and  any  person  who  violates,  or  shall  assist  in  the 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  Act,  or  any  legal  notice  or  order 
of  the  said  Board,  shall  jointly  and  severally  for  each  such  vio- 
lation, be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  Twenty-five  dollars  if  such  vio- 
lation be  wilful,  or  to  a  penalty  of  Ten  dollars  if  such  violation 
be  not  wilful. 

13.  Such  persons  shall  also  be  liable  for  all  costs,  expenses 
and  disbursements  paid  or  incurred  by  the  said  Board,  or  by  any 
of  the  officers  thereof,  or  by  any  Agent,  employee  or  contractor 
of  the  same,  in  the  removal  of  any  such  nuisance  or  violation. 

14.  Every  Town,  City,  or  Borough  Court,  every  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  and  any  Police  Justice  or  Recorder  in  any  Town,  City 
or  Borough  is  hereby  empowered,  on  Oath  or  Affirmation  made 
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according  to  law,  that  any  person  or  persons  has,  or  may  have 
violated  or  assisted  in  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  Act, 
to  issue  process  at  the  suit  of  the  State  Board  of  Tenement 
house  Supervision,  either  in  the  nature  of  a  summons  or  warrant, 
against  the  person  or  persons  so  charged,  which  process  shall, 
when  in  the  nature  of  a  warrant,  be  returnable  forthwith,  and 
when  in  the  nature  of  a  summons,  shall  be  returnable  in  not  less 
than  one  day,  not  more  than  ten  entire  days ;  such  process  shall 
state  what  paragraph  of  this  Act  and  particular  part  or  parts  of 
said  paragraph  are  alleged  to  have  been  violated  by  the  defendant 
or  defendants ;  and  on  the  return  of  such  process,  or  at  any  time 
to  which  the  trial  shall  have  been  adjourned,  the  Court,  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  Police  Justice  or  Recorder  shall  proceed  to  hear  the 
testimony  without  the  filing  of  any  pleadings,  and  on  being  satis- 
fied of  the  guilt  of  the  defendant  or  defendants  shall  render  judg- 
ment for  the  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  dollars,  if  it  shall 
appear  that  the  offence  was  wilful,  but  if  it  shall  appear  from 
the  evidence  that  the  offence  was  not  wilful,  judgment  shall  be 
rendered  for  the  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  Ten  dollars,  and  the  said 
Court,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Police  Justice  or  Recorder  shall,  if 
judgment  be  rendered  for  the  plaintiff,  forthwith  isstus  execution 
against  the  goods  and  chattels  and  person  of  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants, and  said  Court,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Police  Justice  or 
Recorder  is  further  empowered  to  cause  any  such  defendant  or 
defendants  who  may  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  amount  of  the 
judgment  rendered  against  him,  and  all  costs  and  charges  inci- 
dent thereto,  to  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  sixty  days ;  and  said  Court,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Po- 
lice Justice  or  Recorder  is  further  empowered,  in  case  any  such 
defendant  shall  have  been  twice  convicted  of  the  violation  of  the 
same  paragraph  of  this  Act,  or  of  continuing  the  same  violation 
for  which  he  was  previously  convicted,  in  addition  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  penalty  hereinbefore  mentioned,  to  cause  the  defend- 
ant to  be  imprisoned  in, the  County  Jail  with  or  without  hard 
labor,  for  any  number  of  days  not  in  excess  of  one  for  each  dol- 
lar of  the  penalty ;  provided,  however,  that  no  warrant  shall  issue 
against  any  owner  or  Lessee  unless  affidavit  shall  also  first  be 
made,  that  such  Owner  or  Lesee  is  about  to  abscond  from  the 
State. 
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15.  All  fines,  penalties  and  moneys  imposed  and  collected  un- 
der any  provision  of  this  Act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Justice,  or  by 
the  clerk  or  other  officer  of  the  Court  receiving  the  same,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 

ARTICLE  3. 

16.  The  Governor  is  herewith  authorized  and  empowered,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  a  com- 
mission to  be  known  as  the  Connecticut  State  Bokrd  of  Tene- 
ment house  Supervision,  to  consist  of  five  persons  who  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  One,  Two,  Three,  Four  and  Five  years,  as 
designated  in  their  respective  appointments,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified,  and  the  Governor 
shall  annually  thereafter  appoint  one  person  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  the  said  Board,  who  shall  hold  office  for  Five  Years  and  until 
his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified.  If  the  of- 
fice of  any  appointed  member  shall  for  any  cause  become  vacant 
before  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  s^pointed, 
the  same  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  for  the  tmexpired  term 
only. 

17.  The  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  receive  no  compen- 
sation for  their  services,  but  shall  be  allowed  their  expenses  ac- 
tually incurred  in  and  about  the  work  of  the  Board ;  which  sum 
the  Treasurer  of  this  State  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  from  any 
moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  upon  a  war- 
rant drawn  by  the  said  Board,  signed  by  its  President  and  at- 
tested by  its  Secretary. 

18.  Said  Board  shall  make  monthly  reports  of  its  proceedings 
to  the  Governor,  and  shall  have  at  all  times  a  correct  and  full 
itemized  record  of  its  work,  which  shall  be  open  for  inspection, 
upon  the  order,  duly  signed,  of  any  Town,  City  or  Borough 
Court,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Police  Justice  or  Recorder. 

19.  The  said  Board  shall  have  power  to  subpoena  witnesses 
before  it,  with  or  without  papers,  by  a  subpoena  signed  by  the 
Chairman,  to  administer  them  Oaths,  and  to  compel  their  attend- 
ance by  attachment  to  be  issued  on  the  order  of  said  Board,  and 
served  by  a  proper  authority. 
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There  follows  a  list  of  labor  organizations  which  is  made  as 
complete  as  has  been  possible.  The  changes  from  the  last  one 
issued  are  few  except  in  the  matter  of  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  secretaries. 

Special  efforts  have  been  made  to  make  the  corrections  nec- 
essary to  bring  the  directory  up  to  date  although  several  changes 
have  been  recorded  after  the  compilation  had  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  printer. 

In  1899  the  number  of  active  labor  organizations  in  the  state^ 
as  reported  to  the  bureau  was  214;  in  1900,  270;  in  1901,  340;  in 
1902,  510;  in  1903,  591 ;  in  1904,  524;  in  1905,  508;  in  1906,  511 ; 
in  1907,  476 ;  in  1908,  485 ;  in  1909,  478. 

In  the  year  1910  there  were  found  490  local  unions  in  exist- 
ence; including  the  eighteen  State  and  District  Organizatioas^ 
there  were  a  total  number  of  508  classified  as  trade  or  labor 
unions.  While  the  given  localities  of  these  organizations  num- 
ber fifty-four,  there  are  four  duplications  as  to  towns,  that  is  to 
say,  Branford  and  Stony  Creek  are  given  as  two  localities,  as  are 
Farming^on  and  Unionville,  Plainfield  and  Moosup,  and  Nor- 
widi  and  Taftville.  Thus  there  are  fifty  separate  towns  in  which 
these  organizations  are  located.

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STRIKES  AND  LOCKOUTS. 


Labor  difficulties  classified  as  "Strikes  and  Lockouts"  took 
place  in  twenty-one  different  towns  of  the  state  during  the  year. 

None  of  these  disturbances  were  of  a  very  grave  or  serious 
character  and  for  the  most  part  were  engaged  in  by  persons  em- 
ployed in  the  building  trades. 

The  industrial  disputes  recorded,  which  were  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  be  styled  "strikes,"  during  the  year  1910  were  fifty- 
one  in  number  and  no  labor  difficulty  was  discovered  which  could 
be  termed  a  "lockout." 

There  were  3,367  persons  involved  in  these  disturbances,  either 
by  being  actively  engaged  in  the  difficulty  or  affected  thereby. 
The  time  lost  by  the  employes  directly  or  indirectly  engaged  in 
these  difficulties  amounted  to  65,395  ^^tys  and  the  money  loss  in 
wages,  computed  at  the  prevailing  average  daily  wage  as  shown 
by  the  latest  information  obtainable,  was  $103,324. 

The  average  number  of  persons  involved  in  or  affected  by  these 
difficulties  is  shown  to  have  been  sixty-six,  the  average  time  lost 
per  employe  was  19.4  days,  the  total  loss  in  wages  amounted  to 
the  sum  of  $103,324,  or  an  average  loss  per  emplyoe  of  $30.69. 

Thirty-four  different  occupations  are  represented  in  the  tab- 
ulation classified  as  follows :  Bricklayers,  Carpenters,  Plumbers, 
Masons,  Steamfitters,  Hod  Carriers,  Painters,  Decorators  and 
others  engaged  in  building  operations  1,141,  Journeymen  Bakers 
19,  Journeymen  Barbers  21,  Cigar  Makers  85,  Cement  Mixers 
and  other  Laborers  305,  Textile  Workers  570,  Machinists  and 
Machine  Operators  85,  Tire  Builders  320,  Oyster  Openers  117, 
Railroad  Hands  70,  Pattern  Makers  and  Wood  Workers  97,  Line- 
men 15,  Iron  Molders  and  Core  Makers  169,  Hat  and  Cap  Mak- 
ers 70,  Glass  Cutters  158,  Packers  20,  Watch  Timers  70,  and 
Laundry  Workers  35. 
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The  causes  which  led  up  to  these  disputes  are  varied  and  many. 
By  far  the  larger  number,  however,  were  of  the  description 
wherein  enters  either  the  demands  for  an  increased  wage  rate  or 
objection  to  a  reduction  in  compensation.  The  number  in  which 
either  the  one  or  the  other  of  these  causes  predominated  was 
twenty-nine,  and  among  the  other  reasons  given  for  dissatisfac- 
tion are  employment  of  objectionable  or  non-union  men,  differ- 
ences between  certain  labor  organizations,  objection  to  making 
material  for  use  of  non-union  men,  demands  for  change  in  sys- 
tem and  working  conditions,  objections  to  the  "open  shop*'  sys- 
tem, demand  for  adoption  of  half-holiday  rule,  demand  for  adop- 
tion of  nine-hour  work  day,  alleged  unfair  treatment  by  fore- 
man, demand  for  reinstatement  of  discharged  employe,  objection 
to  employment  of  certain  persons,  demand  for  recognition  of 
unicm,  for  shorter  work-day,  objections  to  use  of  allied  poor 
material  and  demand  for  double  pay  for  overtime. 


COMPARISONS. 

A  brief  comparison  is  made  herein  with  statements  which  have 
appeared  in  the  various  publications  of  the  bureau  which  have 
treated  upon  the  subject  of  labor  disturbances  since  1899. 

Up  to  and  including  the  twelve-month  period  of  1910  six  hun- 
dred and  eighty  difficulties  which  were  deemed  of  a  nature  par- 
taking of  the  characteristics  of  a  "strike"  or  a  "lockout"  have 
been  included  in  the  chapters  of  the  various  reports  and  bulletins 
devoted  to  the  subject. 

During  the  period  named,  covering  eleven  and  one-third  years 
of  time,  68,380  persons  were  reported  as  having  been  engaged  in 
or  affected  by  the  six  hundred  and  eighty  difficulties  considered. 
The  total  approximate  amount  of  loss  in  wages  to  those  involved 
in  these  controversies  has  been  $2,951,513;  an  average  loss  per 
employe  involved  of  $43.16.  This  in  comparison  with  $25.62  loss 
in  wages  per  employe  in  1900  (17  months)  ;  the  loss  in  wages  per 
employe  in  1901  (12  months)  was  $33.36;  in  1902  (12  months) 
$34-83  per  employe;  in  1903  (12  months)  $44.00  per  employe;  in 
1904  (12  months)  $36.00  per  employe;  in  1905  (12  months) 
$28.23  per  employe;  in  1906  (12  months)  $39.09  per  employe; 
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in  1907  (12  months)  $21.94  per  employe;  in  1908  (12  months) 
$15.91  per  employe.  In  1909  the  computed  loss  in  wages  per 
employe  was  $137.31  and  in  1910,  $30.69  per  employe.  Thus  it 
is  shown  that  the  loss  in  wages  per  employe  was  27.7  per  cent 
less  in  1910  than  was  the  average  loss  during  the  entire  period 
considered. 

Comparing  these  data  with  those  based  upon  the  reports  for 
the  years  preceding  and  it  develops  that  the  amount  of  loss  in 
wages  per  employe  in  1910  was  80  per  cent,  less  than  in  1909 ; 
92.9  per  cent,  more  than  in  1908;  39.9  per  cent,  more  than  in 
1907;  21.4  per  cental  less  than  in  1906;  8.7  per  cent,  more  than  in 
1905 ;  I4«7  per  cent,  less  than  in  1904 ;  30.2  per  cent,  less  than  in 
1903;  1 1.9  per  cent,  less  than  in  1902;  8  per  cent,  less  than  in 
1901 ;  and  19.8  per  cent,  more  than  in  1900. 

During  the  period  of  eleven  and  one-third  years  which  are  in- 
cluded in  the  investigations  made  by  the  bureau  concerning  the 
subject  of  diflferences  between  employer  and  employed  the  aver- 
age number  of  persons  involved  in  the  disturbances  has  been 
6,216. 

Comparing  this  average  with  the  number  engaged  in  each  of 
the  years  it  is  shown  that  the  number  of  persons  involved  in  these 
difficulties  in  the  year  1910  was  45.8  per  cent,  less  than  was  the 
average  number  engaged  during  the  entire  period  considered. 
Going  further  into  the  computation  it  develops  that  the  number 
of  persons  involved  in  1910  was  42.2  per  cent,  less  than  in  1909; 
2.7  per  cent,  less  than  in  1908 ;  52.5  per  cent,  less  than  in  1907 ; 
49  per  cent,  less  than  in  1906 ;  14.2  per  cent,  more  than  in  1905 ; 
^24.7  per  cent,  more  than  in  Jg04;  63^5  per  cent  less  than  hi 
1903 ;  66.8  per  cent,  less  than  in  1902 ,70.1  per  cent,  less  than  in 
1901,  and  24.4  per  cent,  less  than  in  1900. 

Comparisons  made  concerning  the  matter  of  time  lost  by  rea- 
son of  these  difficulties  and  reducing  to  the  number  of  days  it  is 
discovered  that  the  days  lost  in  1910  was  88.5  per  cent,  less  than 
was  the  number  lost  in  1909;  91.2  per  cent,  more  than  in  1908; 
32.3  per  cent,  less  than  in  1907;  59.2  per  cent,  less  than  in  1906; 
26.5  per  cent,  more  than  in  1905 ;  6.8  per  cent,  more  than  in  1904; 
75.8  per  cent,  less  than  in  1903 ;  72.2  per  cent,  less  than  in  1902 ;

73.8  per  cent,  less  than  in  1901 ;  and  33.7  per  ceent.  less  than  in 
1900. 

CHRONOLOGICAL  DESCRIPTION. 

The  reported  cause  of  a  difficulty  which  took  place  at  the 
plant  of  the  Peck  Brothers  Company  at  New  Haven  on  Nov.  10, 
1909,  was  the  taking  into  its  employ  certain  objectionable  work- 
men. The  strike  was  of  nine  days'  duration  and  resulted  un- 
sucessfully  for  the  disaffected  employes.  Of  the  difficulty  a 
local  paper  published  the  following  November  14: 

"Twenty-two  of  the  twenty-seven  buffers  on  the  pay  roll  of  the 
Peck  Bros,  company  are  out  on  strike  and  how  long  they  will  re- 
main out  will  depend  upon  the  action  which  will  be  taken  when 
a  representative  of  the  International  Union  of  Buffers,  Polish- 
ers and  Metal  Workers  arrives  in  this  city  next  week  to  carry 
on  negotiations  and  do  whatever  is  possible  for  the  men  who 
walked  out. 

"The  men  went  out  because  they  claim  one  of  their  members 
was  unjustly  discharged  by  Foreman  Morse.  It  is  said  that  he 
hired  a  Pollock  to  work,  and  one  of  the  union  men  objected, 
claiming  that  the  foreigner  was  incompetent  and  could  not  keep 
the  work  up  to  the  standard.  The  man  who  raised  the  objection 
to  the  Pollock  was  discharged  and  immediately  the  others  went 
out  on  strike.    This  was  early  in  the  week. 

"When  they  went  to  the  shop  for  their  pay  and  personal  ef- 
fects yesterday  they  found  that  a  number  of  other  foreigners  had 
been  hired  to  take  their  places.  Meanwhile,  however,  they  had 
telegraphed  to  the  International  Union  and  last  evening  received 
a  reply  that  one  of  its  representatives  would  be  in  this  city  the 
early  part  of  next  week  to  see  what  can  be  done." 

Oyster  openers  to  the  number  of  one  hundred  in  the  employ 
of  the  Andrew  Radel  Oyster  Company  at  South  Norwalk  struck 
work  November  10,  1909.  The  given  reason  for  the  difficulty 
was  the  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  employing  company  to  grant 
an  increased  rate  of  compensation.  The  trouble  was  of  eighteen 
days*  duration  and  resulted  successfully  for  the  men.  Of  the 
diffiailty  a  local  newspaper  published  the  following  on  Novem- 
ber 11: 
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''The  strike  of  the  hundred  or  more  oyster  openers  who  left 
their  benches  yesterday  morning,  when  the  Radel  Oyster  Com- 
pany officials  refused  to  advance  their  wages,  is  still  in  progress^ 
The  men  are  quiet,  making  no  disturbance  of  any  kind.  They 
met  this  morning  and  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  which  would 
wait  upon  the  bosses  some  time  to-day  to  see  if  some  amicable 
arrangements  might  not  be  reached.  It  is  their  contention  that 
the  oysters  of  this  season  are  so  hard  to  open  that  the  price  per 
dipper  should  be  raised  five  cents,  making  it  twenty-five  cents 
instead  of  twenty  cents.  The  bosses,  however,  fail  to  see  the  point 
and  upon  their  refusal  to  accede  with  the  demands  of  the  men 
the  latter  left  their  work.  What  the  men  plan  to  do  if  the  con- 
ference this  afternoon  does  not  result  in  a  concession  on  the  part 
of  their  employers  could  not  be  ascertained  this  morning." 

A  difficulty  similar  to  that  recorded  above,  took  place  at  the 
plant  of  Wm.  F.  Hoyt  &  Sons  at  South  Norwalk,  November  i8, 
1909.  Eleven  days'  time  was  lost  when  an  adjustment  was 
reached  which  was  satisfactory  to  the  men.  Of  the  cause  of  the 
difficulty  a  local  newspaper  published  the  following  Novem- 
ber i8th: 

"Another  strike  similar  to  that  which  developed  among  the 
oyster  openers  at  the  Radel  plant  on  the  Washington  street 
bridge  a  few  days  ago,  went  into  effect  this  morning  at  ii  o'clock 
at  the  plant  of  the  Sterling  Oyster  Company,  formerly  William 
F.  Hoyt  &  Son. 

"There  are  twenty  openers  employed  there  and  of  this  number 
seventeen  left  their  benches,  the  other  three  continuing  at  work. 
The  men  kicked  over  the  price  of  twenty  cents  per  dipper  for 
small  stock. 

"A  committee  from  the  men  called  at  the  office  but  did  not  se- 
cure the  raise  asked  for,  to  25  cents  per  dipper  for  this  kind  of 
stock,  and  then  stopped  work.  The  men  claim  they  are  hardly 
able  to  make  $2.00  per  day  opening  small  stuff." 

Because  of  a  proposed  reduction  in  prices  paid  for  weaving, 
forty-eight  weavers  employed  at  the  West  Side  Silk  Mill  con- 
ducted by  Givemaud  Brothers  at  Norwich  struck  work  Dec.  i, 
1909.  Seven  days*  time  elapsed  before  the  difficulty  was  ad- 
justed, when  most  of  the  employes  returned  to  work  under  con- 
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ditions  as  prescribed  by  the  employers.  The  strike,  therefore^ 
was  unsuccessful.  Of  its  result  a  local  newspaper  published  the 
following  December  loth: 

'*The  strike  which  has  been  in  force  at  the  silk  mill  of  Giver- 
naud  Brothers  on  Mechanic  street  was  over  Wednesday  so  far 
as  the  firm  is  concerned.  Every  loom  in  the  mill  was  running 
in  the  afternoon. 

"Manager  Bergstreser  stated  that  fifteen  or  eighteen  of  the 
strikers  who  applied  for  work  at  noon  were  given  their  old 
places  and  the  places  of  the  ten  or  twelve  others  who  quit  work 
have  been  filled  already. 

"The  strike  was  over  a  lo  per  cent,  reduction  in  wages,  which 
remains  in  force.  During  the  strike  the  strikers  caused  consid- 
erable trouble  by  interfering  with  those  who  stayed  at  work  and 
a  number  of  arrests  were  made  and  the  men  fined  in  court" 

A  disagreement  between  org^anizations  of  different  trades  was 
the  given  cause  for  a  difficulty  which  was  precipitated  by  em- 
ployes of  the  Cleghom  Company  at  Hartford,  December  13, 
1909.  Concerning  the  cause  of  the  controversy  a  local  news- 
paper published  the  following  December  20th: 

"The  strike  began,  it  seems,  when  the  Qeghom  company  of 
No.  54  Batterymarch  street,  Boston,  brought  down  to  the  Colt 
house  four  or  five  members  of  the  I.  A.  to  do  the  heating  work 
The  members  of  U.  A.  objected  and  went  out  on  strike,  taking 
with  them  the  members  of  the  carpenter  and  plumbing  trades, 
which  eflfectually  ended  work  on  the  building.  There  were 
seven  or  eight  members  of  the  I.  A.  at  work  on  the  insurance 
building,  and  on  Saturday  the  masons  were  called  off,  but  went 
back  to  work  this  morning,  pending  settlement.  They  are,  how- 
ever, to  leave  this  afternoon,  according  to  the  member  of  the  I. 
A.  questioned,  unless  the  matter  is  settled. 

"According  to  this  member,  the  I.  A.  was  originally  very  strong 
here,  being  connected  with  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
and  thus  being  the  national  organization.  According  to  Mr. 
Walz,  the  U.  A.  was  the  national  organization  and  the  I.  A. 
romething  local  to  Boston. 

"The  I.  A.  man,  who  spoke  of  the  matter,  said  that  there  was 
no  hard  feeling  in  the  matter  but  that  simply  two  unions  doing 
the  same  kind  of  work  were   buoking    up  against  each  other. 
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Thus,  if  the  U.  A/s  quit,  they  can  take  the  carpenters,  masons 
and  plumbers  with  them.  If  the  I.  A.'s  quit,  out  go  the  iron 
workers,  plasterers,  cornice  workers,  sheet  metal  workers,  metal 
lathers,  and  stone  cutters. 

"According  to  this  member  a  number  of  the  I.  A.  members 
who  were  out  of  work  had  gone  over  to  the  U.  A.,  where  the 
dues  were  much  less,  and  the  old  men  who  had  paid  large  sums 
into  the  treasury  of  the  I.  A.  were  thus  to  be  bucked  out  of  their 
jobs.  At  a  meeting,  he  said,  of  a  delegate  of  the  U.  A.,  one  of 
I.  A.,  and  a  representative  of  the  Boston  contractor,  this  after- 
noon, the  matter  was  to  be  settled.  If  not  settled,  work  on  a 
number  of  buildings  will  stop." 

Those  involved  divided  as  to  trades  numbered  forty  persons 
and,  while  the  difficulty  was  not  adjusted  yet  it  cannot  be  said 
that  any  time  was  lost  as  the  disaffected  employes  secured  em- 
ployment elsewhere.  The  bureau  is  informed  that  the  "open 
shop"  rule  was  adopted  April  22,  1910. 

A  difficulty  of  considerable  importance  was  initiated  at  the 
plant  of  the  Hartford  Rubber  Works  Company  at  Hartford,  De- 
cember 21,  1909.  The  given  cause  of  the  strike  was  the  adop- 
tion of  a  proposed  schedule  of  wages  involving,  it  was  said,  a 
reduction.  The  result  of  the  strike  was  unsuccessful  so  far  as 
the  employes  were  concerned.  The  time  lost  is  placed  at  five 
days  for  each  of  the  three  hundred  and  twenty  employes  in- 
volved. A  local  newspaper  published  the  following  December 
22,  1909: 

"Remonstrating  against  a  new  schedule  that  means  a  cut  in 
earnings  of  between  15  per  cent,  and  33  1-3  per  cent.,  over  200 
tiremakers  in  the  employ  of  the  Hartford  Rubber  Works  Com- 
pany have  stopped  work  and  at  a  mass  meeting  held  in  the  Ca- 
thedral Lyceum  last  evening  they  banded  together  into  an  organ- 
ization. The  strike,  for  it  has  assumed  all  the  earmarks  of  such» 
has  practically  tied  up  the  producing  end  of  the  Hartford  Rub- 
ber Works  Company,  for  the  going  out  was  so  general  in  the 
clincher  and  dunlap  departments  that  these  had  to  be  closed  yes- 
terday and  the  press  and  pocket  departments  were  obliged  to 
stop  in  consequence.  It  is  reported,  however,  that  the  em- 
ployes of  these  two  latter  departments  were  instructed  to  return 
to  work  again  at  7  o'clock  this  morning. 
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''Officers  of  the  company  have  persistently  refused  to  see  the 
reporters,  or  make  any  statement  whatsoever  concerning  the  dif- 
ficulties, so  that  all  information  r^^rding  the  strike  has  come 
from  the  strikers.  In  addition  to  the  cut  in  wages  there  is  a 
second  grievance  against  the  company.  This  is  that  the  tire- 
makers  have  been  asked  to  increase  their  output  after  January 
I  so  that  the  concern  may  turn  out  1,200  tires  a  day,  where  at 
the  present  time  the  maximum  capacity  is  said  to  be  1,100.  The 
tiremakers  claim  that  they  are  doing  all  they  possibly  can  un- 
der the  present  equipment  They  consider  it  unjust  to  be 
obliged  to  stand  the  cut  and  extra  amount  of  work  besides. 

"The  trouble  has  been  brewing  for  several  days.  The  plant 
is  run  in  a  day  shift  of  ten  hours  and  a  night  shift  of  thirteen 
hours,  and  in  all  about  320  tiremakers  are  employed.  On  the 
first  intimation  of  the  change  in  schedule,  a  committee  frcnn  the 
tiremakers  waited  upon  the  superintendent,  C.  B.  Whittlesey, 
and  asked  that  the  present  schedule  be  maintained.  The  inter- 
view culminated,  it  is  understood,  in  a  partial  agreement  where- 
by the  men  would  return  to  work  for  a  week,  in  the  meantime 
to  try  themselves  to  devise  some  schedule  that  would  be  mutually 
agreeable  to  the  company  and  the  men,  whereby  the  desired  out- 
put could  be  obtained.  The  men  claim  that  this  was  impossible, 
but  before  the  week  was  up,  in  fact,  yesterday  morning,  the  new 
schedules  were  hung  up  to  go  into  effect  to-morrow.  On  seeing 
this  the  men  went  out.** 

Although  but  sixty  employes  were  directly  engaged,  there 
were  two  hundred  and  fifty  persons  affected  by  a  difficulty  which 
took  place  at  the  mill  of  the  Uncasville  Manufacturing  Company 
at  Montville,  January  8,  1910.  The  given  cause  of  the  strike 
was  the  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  management  to  grant  an  in- 
crease in  the  price  paid  for  weaving.  The  disturbance  was  of 
one  day's  duration  and  resulted  in  an  adjustment  satisfactory  to 
the  disaffected  employes.  Of  the  difficulty  and  its  settlement  a 
newspaper  published  in  a  neighboring  city  printed  the  follow- 
ing January  nth: 

"The  strike  of  weavers  in  the  Uncasville  Manufacturing  Co.'s 
mill,  which  was  followed  by  a  general  shut  down  of  the  plant  on 
Saturday,  has  been  settled,  the  weavers  being  granted  the  addi- 
tional one  cent  per  cut  which  they  asked  for.    They  are  now 
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getting  30  cents  per  cut.  The  mill  resumed  work  as  usual  on 
Monday  morning,  but  it  was  reported  during  the  day  that  an- 
other strike  was  pending,  this  time  among  the  spinners,  who  con- 
sider that  they  are  entitled  to  a  proportionate  increase  of  pay. 

"It  has  not  yet  been  ascertained  whether  the  spinners  have 
fully  determined  to  quit  work  or  not,  but  according  to  the  state- 
ments made  by  several  of  them  individually,  this  was  their  in- 
tention. They  expect  to  hear  what  the  management  of  the  com- 
pany has  to  say  about  their  terms  some  time  in  the  course  of 
to-day. 

"The  strike  has  not  affected  the  work  in  the  company's  other 
mills  at  Pequot  and  Versailles." 

Because  of  alleged  violation  of  union  rules,  twenty  carpenters, 
forty  plumbers  and  eight  masons  employed  by  Marc  Eidlitz  Sl 
Son  at  Hartford  struck  work  February  14,  1910.  The  difficulty 
was  of  forty-eight  days'  duration  and  resulted  successfully  for 
the  employes  engaged,  the  employers  complying  with  the  demand 
that  the  rules  of  the  local  organizations  should  be  observed. 

A  strike,  which  was  of  but  one  day's  duration,  took  place  at 
the  plant  of  the  Capewell  Horse  Nail  Company  at  Hartford  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1910.  Thirty  employes,  principally  machine  operators, 
were  engaged,  the  given  cause  of  the  difficulty  being  a  demand 
for  increased  compensation.  As  above  written  the  time  lost  was 
one  day  and  the  result  was  unsuccessful  for  the  employes,  they 
returning  to  work  under  former  conditions. 

Fifteen  men  were  involved  in  a  strike  which  was  inaugurated 
at  the  wood-working  plant  of  the  John  Pinches  Company  at 
New  Britain  March  i,  1910.  The  stated  cause  of  the  difficulty 
was  the  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  men  to  prepare  material  for 
the  use  of  contracting  builders  having  non-union  men  in  their 
employ.  Nine  days'  time  elapsed  when  the  difficulty  was  ad- 
justed, the  settlement  reached  being  one  of  the  nature  of  a  com- 
promise. Of  the  difficulty  a  local  newspaper  published  the  fol- 
lowing March  3rd : 

"Fifteen  men  employed  by  the  John  Pinches  Co.  have  quit 
work,  and  have  been  idle  since  Monday  night  They  did  not  go 
to  work  Tuesday  morning,  but,  instead,  they  sent  around  a  com- 
mittee, notifying  the  company  of  the  action  taken  by  the  union 
at  a  meeting  held  Monday  night  for  the  purpose.    The  commit- 
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tee  presented  the  company  with  a  communication  setting  forth 
their  alleged  grievance.  This  ultimatum  set  forth  that  every 
man  voted  not  to  go  to  work  for  them  again  until  such  time  as 
they  saw  fit  to  give  a  guarantee  they  would  do  no  more  work 
for  builders  hiring  non-union  help. 

"The  Company  considered  the  demand  preposterous,  and  as  a 
consequence,  the  men  are  loafing.  The  company  claims  the  right 
to  do  work  for  any  builders  for  whom  they  se^  fit,  without  tak- 
ing dictation  from  their  employes  how  they  shall  run  their  bus- 
iness. 

"The  trouble  has  been  brewmg  for  some  time.  The  employes 
take  exception  to  the  company's  doing  work  or  furnishing  mate- 
rial for  any  of  the  local  builders  against  whom  the  carpenters' 
strike  was  declared  about  a  year  ago.  These  builders  never  gave 
in  to  the  strikers,  but  are  running  open  shop  ever  since,  hiring 
whomsoever  they  see  fit. 

"The  millmen's  union,  to  which  the  Pinches  Co.  employes  be- 
long, are  affiliated  with  the  carpenters'  union,  which  declared 
the  strike,  and  it  is  claimed  make  their  demands  to  assist  the  car- 
penters in  their  fight  against  the  open  shop  builders." 

Although  but  twenty-five  persons  were  actively  engaged  there 
were  forty  affected  by  a  strike  which  took  place  on  a  paper  mill 
under  construction  by  the  Bigelow-Harriman  Construction  Com- 
pany at  Montville,  March  9,  1910.  The  given  cause  for  the  dif- 
ficulty was  the  demand  on  the  part  of  the  men  employed  as  hod- 
carriers  that  their  wages  should  be  increased.  The  strike  was 
of  but  one  day's  duration  and  its  result  was  unsuccessful.  Of 
the  settlement  a  newspaper  published  in  a  nearby  dty  printed  the 
following  March  12th: 

"Once  again  the  work  is  going  along  without  hindrance  at  the 
paper  mill  in  Montville,  the  Bigelow-Harriman  Construction 
company  having  ended  quickly  the  strike  of  the  hodcarriers  who 
wanted  more  money.  There  is  practically  a  new  gang  of  men 
at  work  there  on  the  hod  carrying  jobs.  Those  of  the  strikers 
who  were  wanted  and  were  willing  to  return  were  taken  back, 
but  the  others  were  paid  off  and  given  to  understand  they  were 
wanted  no  more.    New  men  were  secured  to  fill  the  vacandes." 

A  strike  affecting  thirty-five  men  employed  as  cement  mixers 
by  the  Sperry  Engineering  Company   at   Old    Saybrook,  took 
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place  March  ii,  1910.  Eight  days'  time  elapsed  before  a  set- 
tlement was  reached  which  was  reported  to  have  been  satisfac- 
tory to  the  striking  employes. 

An  incipient  strike,  in  which  ninety-seven  employes  of  the 
Mystic  Woolen  Company  at  Old  Mystic  were  involved,  was  in- 
augurated March  15th.  The  cause  of  the  difficulty  was  the  de- 
mand on  the  part  of  the  employes  that  an  increase  be  made  in 
prices  paid  for  certain  work. 

But  one  day's  time  was  lost  when  a  settlement  was  reached  of 
which  a  newspaper  published  in  a  neighboring  city,  printed  the 
following  March  i6th: 

"The  Mystic  Woolen  Co.  of  Old  Mystic  had  a  strik  e  on  Its 
hands  Monday  when  its  employes  quit  in  the  afternoon  to  get  a 
raise  of  ten  cents  a  cut  on  the  shoddy  the  mill  turns  out.  The 
increase  was  granted  and  work  resumed  on  Tuesday  morning." 

Because  of  the  refusal  of  various  employing  painters  and  dec- 
orators to  grant  an  increased  wage  rate  ninety  men  employed  as 
painters  struck  work  at  Norwich  April  i,  1910. 

Three  days*  time  elapsed  before  an  agreement  was  reached 
which  was  satisfactory  to  the  disaffected  workmen  and  they  re- 
turned to  their  employment.  Concerning  the  settlement  a  local 
newspaper  published  the  following  April  8th : 

''On  Monday  negotiations  between  the  boss  painters  and  the 
men  employed  were  completed  and  the  request  of  the  employes 
for  the  raise  in  wages  of  ten  per  cent,  was  granted.  The  men  re- 
turned to  work  Monday  morning.  However,  the  final  details  of 
the  agreement  have  not  as  yet  been  settled.  The  painters  in  this 
city,  of  whom  there  are  ninety,  were  receiving  $2.50  per  day. 
The  increase  brings  the  minimum  wage  scale  up  to  $2.75." 

A  strike  of  considerable  importance  to  the  painting  and  deco- 
rating trades  took  place  in  Meriden  April  2,  1910.  Thirty-five 
men  were  directly  affected  by  the  difficulty  although  a  larger 
number  were  eng^aged  at  the  commencement.  The  demand  on 
the  part  of  the  journeymen  for  an  increase  in  prevailing  wage 
rate  was  the  stated  cause  for  the  disturbance,  although  the  ques- 
tion of  unionizing  the  various  establishments  became  an  issue. 
Twenty-five  days*  time  was  consumed  before  an  adjustment  was 
reached  which  was  satisfactory  to  the  disaffected  employes.  Con- 
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ceming  the  difficulty  a  local  newspaper  published  the  following 
April  2nd,  and  as  above  indicated  a  settlement  was  reached 
April  27th. 

''Local  685  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Painters  and  Decorators  of 
America  and  Canada,  this  morning  declared  a  strike  against  three 
of  the  larger  painting  houses  in  Meriden,  because  the  union's  de- 
mand for  higher  wages  was  refused.  The  union  in  its  author- 
ized statement  said  seventy-five  men  were  out.  Two  large  and 
the  smaller  firms  acceded  to  the  men's  demands.  It  is  said  fifty 
men  are  working. 

"The  men  believe  several  large  contracts  will  be  held  up  by 
the  strike,  reasoning  that  the  non-union  help  would  cause  trouble 
with  the  other  men  of  the  building  trades.  The  bosses  appear 
firm  in  their  stand,  however,  and  have  informed  the  men,  the  lat- 
ter say,  that  they  will  run  open  shops.  If  the  men  want  to  re- 
turn, they  can  do  so,  only  as  individuals  and  The  John  F.  Butler 
company,  Ivers  Brothers,  and  the  other  shops  last  night  agreed 
to  the  men's  terms. 

"The  men  asked  for  twenty-five  cents  a  day  more,  making  the 
minimum  wage  $3  a  day ;  time  and  a  half  after  5  p.  m.  and  double 
time  for  Sundays. 

"The  union  in  its  statement  cites  the  pay  in  other  cities — ^Hart- 
ford, $3-53  for  forty- four  hours;  New  Britain,  after  April  18, 
$3.25  for  forty-four  hours ;  Waterbury,  $3.28 ;  Bridgeport,  $3*28; 
Greenwich,  went  into  eflPect  April  i,  $3.76,  and  $4  for  decorators 
and  paperhangers ;  Derby,  $3 ;  Naugatuck,  $3 ;  Stamford,  $3  low 
and  going  for  $3.25. 

"The  painters  say  they  are  supported  in  their  action  by  the 
Building  Trades'  council  of  Meriden. 


HIGH   PRICES  A  FACTOR. 

"The  men  point  out  that  owing  to  lost  time  a  painter  averages 
little  more  than  $10  a  week  and  with  living  at  the  present  high 
prices,  the  men  must  get  more  money. 

"Our  relations  with  the  employers  have  always  been  friendly 
and  to-day's  action  was  not  taken  in  haste  or  with  any  ill  feeling; 
it  is  simply  a  business  proposition  and  we  are  being  fair  in  the 
matter,  they  say. 
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"The  union  says  there  is  plenty  of  work  here  and  that  the 
bosses  can  pay  the  increase.  One  way  for  them  to  do  it,  the  men 
state,  would  be  to  cut  down  their  profit  of  $i  a  day  on  a  man  to 
sixty  cents  a  day,  which  is  the  New  Britain  employing  painter's 
profit 

"In  speaking  of  lost  time  the  union  says  that,  as  an  instance, 
one  good  painter  in  this  city  had  no  work  from  December  to 
last  March  15. 

"The  Highland  Country  club  is  listed  among  the  jobs  that  the 
men  believe  will  be  tied  up  by  the  strike  and  there  are  several 
large  jobs  out  of  town. 
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In  answer  to  the  above,  the  local  union  requested  that  the  mas- 
ter painters  meet  a  committee  from  their  local  to  talk  matters 
over.  Such  meeting  was  held  Thursday  evening,  March  31, 
1910.  At  this  meeting  it  was  made  clear  that  the  master  paint- 
ers were  not  opposed  to  pa)dng  certain  of  their  men,  whom  they 
considered  worth  it,  the  demanded  increase.  They  would  not, 
however,  consent  to  pay  a  general  flat  rate  to  cover  men  whom 
they  considered  worth  far  less  than  the  wage  demanded. 

"On  April  I,  the  master  painters  received  the  following  com- 
munication : 

"Dear  Sirs:  This  is  to  notify  you  that  at  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Painters  and  Decorators,  Local  No.  685,  held  last  even- 
ing, it  was  unanimously  voted  to  stand  by  our  original  proposi- 
tion of  a  minimum  scale  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per  day  to  take 
effect  April  2,  1910.

BOSS  painters'  statement. 

"The  following  statement  in  behalf  of  the  firms  that  have  re 
fused  to  comply  with  the  painters'  demands  was  issued  to-day : 
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"On  February  26,  1910,  all  the  master  painters  and  decorators 
of  Meriden  received  the  following  notice  from  the  local  union: 

"Gentlemen :  This  is  to  certify  that  the  Painters  and  Decorat- 
ors' Local,  No.  685,  have  adopted  a  minimum  seale  of  three 
($3.00)  dollars  per  day  of  eight  hours,  to  take  effect  April  2, 
1910.

"On  March  21,  1910,  the  following  reply  was  sent  to  the  Lxxral 

No.  685 :

Mr.  W.  J.  Buckley,  Recording  Secretary: 


"Dear  Sir:  Your  communication  stating  that  the  Painters 
and  Decorators'  Local,  No.  685,  have  adopted  a  minimum  scale 
of  three  ($3.00)  dollars  per  day  of  eight  hours  has  had  the  very 
careful  attention  of  each  member  of  the  Meriden  Master  Paint- 
ers and  Decorators'  association. 

"It  is  our  unanimous  opinion  that  painting  conditions  in  Mer- 
iden do  not  warrant  such  a  rate  as  adopted  by  your  local  and 
that  the  existing  wages  are  fair  and  just  to  all  parties  concerned ; 
by  all  parties  concerned  we  include  not  only  our  workmen  and 
ourselves,  but  also  the  general  public  to  whom  we  must  look  for 
our  work.  The  conditions  in  a  slow  growing  town  like  Meriden 
are  far  diflferent  from  those  in  a  rapidly  growing  city  and  we  all 
must  realize  that  a  raise  in  our  charges  to  the  public  could  hardly 
be  met  by  the  great  majority  of  our  public.  We  are  working  to 
upbuild  our  craft  and  put  it  on  a  good  firm  basis  and  the  only 
way  to  succeed  in  this  is  to  do  good  work  at  fair  prices. 

"In  view  of  the  above  we  would  advise  you  that  the  present 
scale  of  wages  will  remain  in  force  until  further  notice.    Trust- 
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ing  that  you  will  co-operate  with  us  and  that  our  present  pleasant 
relations  may  be  continued  in  the  future.

Weavers  to  the  number  of  fifty  employed  at  the  mill  of  the 
Reliance  Worsted  Company  at  Norwich  struck  work  April  5, 
1910,  the  given  cause  of  the  difficulty  being  dissatisfaction  with 
existing  working  conditions.  The  strike  resulted  successfully 
for  the  employes  after  five  days'  idleness.  As  to  the  cause  of  the 
disturbance  a  local  newspapei  published  the  following  April  5th : 

"The  following  are  the  conditions  which  they  have  asked  the 
company  to  agree  to: 

I — ^That  all  fancy  or  colored  work  be  woven  in  one  loom. 

-All  colored  work  to  be  classed  as  one  loom  work,  evea 
though  it  is  to  be  run  with  white  filling,  and  no  two  loom  work 
to  be  doubled  up  with  one  black  and  one  white  warp. 

"3 — Therefore,  all  two  loom  work  is  to  be  both  looms  with 
white  warp  and  one  kind  of  white  filler. 

"4 — ^Also  that  at  any  time  one  loom  is  being  run  on  two  loom, 
work  that  it  be  run  on  the  one  loom  basis,  when  waiting  on  the 
other  for  either  warp  or  filler. 

"5 — ^Also  that  the  fining  be  modified  and  also  that  the  fining  on 
the  two  loom  work  shall  not  correspond  with  the  one  loom  fining 
list. 

"6 — ^Also  they  ask  that  they  shall  receive  one  mill  per  pick  on 
two  loom  work." 

And  concerning  the  result  the  following  was  printed  April 
I2th: 

"The  fifty  weavers  at  the  Reliance  Woolen  company  who  have 
been  on  strike  returned  to  work  on   Monday   according  to  the 
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agreement  effected  on  Friday.  Tlie  strike  has  been  settled  with 
good  feeling  on  both  sides  through  the  way  that  negotiations 
have  been  conducted  and  with  the  results  obtained. 

"Up  to  the  time  of  the  strike  the  Reliance  mill  weavers  had 
been  getting  as  good  terms  as  the  majority  of  mills  of  the  Amer- 
ican Woolen  company  and  other  concerns,  but  by  the  new  agree- 
ment they  will  be  under  more  favorable  conditions  than  the  ma- 
jority. In  effecting  a  settlement  of  the  questions  at  issue  the  Re- 
liance mill  management  did  a  very  pleasing  thing  for  the  weavers 
by  securing  for  them  a  first  class  price  list  which  could  be  made 
the  basis  of  settlement  in  quicker  time  than  if  the  weavers  had 
been  compelled  to  secure  the  new  rates  for  themselves." 

Because  of  the  alleged  employment  of  non-union  men  nine 
carpenters  employed  by  a  contracting  builder  at  Shelton  struck 
work  April  5,  1910.  The  reported  time  lost  was  five  days  and 
the  result  unsuccessful,  the  disaffected  workmen  procured  work 
elsewhere. 

Track  laborers  in  the  employ  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R. 
Company  at  or  near  Willimantic  struck  work  April  6,  1910. 
There  were  twenty-eight  men  involved.  The  difficulty,  the  cause 
of  which  was  a  demand  for  an  increase  in  wages,  was  of  four 
days'  duration,  and  it  resulted  unsuccessfully  for  the  men,  other 
laborers  being  sent  from  other  localities  to  fill  their  places. 

Thirty-seven  laborers  employed  on  tunnel  work  by  Joseph  Mc- 
Cabe  at  Terryville,  struck  work  April  8,  1910,  demanding  an  in- 
creased wage  rate.  Three  days'  time  elapsed  before  a  settle- 
ment was  reached  which  was  satisfactory  to  the  men,  the  con- 
tractor at  the  end  of  that  time  agreeing  to  allow  the  increase 
desired. 

Journeymen  barbers,  at  Danbury,  to  the  number  of  fifteen, 
struck  work  April  12, 1910.  The  reported  grievance  was  that  the 
Master  Barbers  refused  to  grant  a  proposed  change  in  method  of 
adjustment  of  earnings.  The  rate  of  wages  required  was  $14  per 
week  and  a  percentage  of  fifty  per  cent,  over  earnings  of  $22  per 
week.  The  prevailing  minimum  rate  of  wages  was  $12  per  week 
and  fifty  per  cent,  over  $20  weekly  earnings.  Heven  days'  time 
was  lost  when  a  settlement  was  reached  which  was  of  the  nature 
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of  a  compromise  and  of  which  a  local  newspaper  published  the 
following : 

"The  terms  of  settlement  were  a  compromise,  the  men  to  re- 
ceive $13  per  week  and  commissions  of  half  of  all  money  taken 
in  at  their  respective  chairs  over  $20  a  week.  The  men  asked  for 
$14  and  half  over  $22,  while  the  first  offer  of  the  bosses  was  $12 
and  half  over  $18.  These  terms  were  ratified  at  a  special  meet- 
ing of  the  union  held  last  night,  and  the  cards  were  returned  to 
the  shops  to-day." 

An  unsuccessful  strike  was  inaugurated  by  some  thirty  car- 
penters in  the  employ  of  Robert  Porteus  at  Hartford,  April  26, 
1910.  The  given  cause  of  the  difficulty  was  the  objection  to  the 
proposed  establishment  of  the  "open  shop"  system  by  the  em- 
ployer. It  cannot  be  stated  that  any  time  was  lost,  the  disaf- 
fected workmen  procured  emplojrment  elsewhere  and  the  work  in 
process  was  completed  by  non-union  labor. 

Nineteen  journeymen  bakers  in  the  employ  of  various  Master 
Bakers  at  Hartford  struck  worR  May  i,  1910.  The  given  cause 
of  the  difficulty  was  the  requirement  that  wages  should  be  ad- 
justed which  involved  an  increase.  The  strike  was  of  thirteen 
days'  duration  and  resulted  in  a  partial  success  for  the  striking 
employes  as  is  explained  by  the  following  which  appeared  in  a 
local  newspaper  May  14th: 

"It  was  reported  last  night  that  the  strike  of  the  bakers  had 
been  settled  by  arbitration.  When  they  struck,  they  demanded 
$21  for  the  foremen,  $18  for  the  second  man  and  $16  for  the 
helpers.  The  employers  in  the  six  shops  which  were  affected 
were  willing  to  give  $19,  $16  and  $14  respectively,  and  it  is  said 
that  the  compromise  is  between  these  two  figures.  The  strik- 
ers have  been  buying  their  bread  from  New  Britain  and  selling  it 
in  large  quantities  on  the  East  Side  to  patrons  of  their  former 
employers." 

On  May  2,  1910,  seventy  carpenters  employed  by  various  con- 
tracting builders  at  Stamford  struck  work.  The  stated  cause  of 
the  difficulty  was  the  refusal  by  the  employers  to  g^ant  a  $3.50 
per  day  wage  rate  and  a  Saturday  half-holiday.  The  trouble  ex- 
isted for  a  period  of  twelve  days  when  a  settlement  was  reached 
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which  was  in  the  nature  of  a  compromise.  Of  the  adjustment  a 
local  newspaper  published  the  following  May  14th: 

"By  agreement  of  the  union  carpenters  with  a  committee  of 
the  interstate  association  of  builders  and  contractors,  the  trouble 
with  the  carpenters  will  end  to-night.  The  men  will  receive 
$3.50  a  day  and  a  forty-eight-hour  week,  but  they  will  not  ob- 
tain the  Saturday  half-holiday." 

A  strike  in  which  two  hundred  and  fifty  hodcarriers  and  ma- 
sons' tenders  employed  by  various  building  contractors  were  in- 
volved, took  place  in  Hartford  May  2,  1910.  From  information 
at  hand  the  cause  of  the  difficulty  was  the  refusal  on  the  part  of 
the  employers  to  grant  an  increased  rate  of  wages,  the  stated  re- 
quired increase  being  from  $2.80  per  day  to  $3.20  per  day. 
Three  days'  time  was  lost  when  a  settlement  was  reached,  it  be- 
ing in  the  nature  of  a  compromise.  The  men  returned  to  their 
employment  at  a  $3.00  per  day  rate. 

A  strike  similar  in  character  to  the  above  took  place  in  Water- 
bury  May  2nd,  1910.  There  were  two  hundred  and  fifty  men  in- 
volved which  were  engaged  in  the  same  line  of  employment  as 
th^se  mentioned  above.  Fourteen  days'  time  elapsed  when  the 
increase  of  two  and  one-half  cents  per  hour  asked  for  was 
,  granted. 

One  hundred  carpenteis  employed  by  various  contracting 
builders  at  Middletown  struck  work  May  2,  1910.  The  given 
cause  of  the  difficulty  was  the  refusal  by  the  various  employers 
to  grant  a  required  increase  in  wages  from  $3  to  $3.25  per  day. 
Fourteen  days'  time  was  lost  and  no  real  adjustment  was  made, 
some  of  the  employers  granting  the  desired  increase,  while  oth- 
ers adopted  the  "open  shop"  system  with  no  increase. 

A  proposed  change  in  schedule  of  working  hours  at  the  plant 
of  the  Automatic  Machine  Company  at  Bridgeport  caused  the  go- 
ing out  on  strike  of  nine  machinists  in  the  employ  of  the  com- 
pany May  3,  1910.  After  five  days'  idleness  the  men  returned 
to  their  employment,  having  been  unsuccessful  in  their  require- 
ments. 

Track  laborers  to  the  number  of  eighty-five,  who  were  in  the 
employ  of  the  Central  Vermont  R.  R.  Company  at  WilHman- 
tic  and  vicinity  struck  work  May  4,  19 10.    The  cause  of  the  dif  • 
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ficulty  was  the  refusal  of  the  employers  to  grant  the  men  an 
increase  in  the  daily  wage  rate  of  from  $1^5  to  $1.50  per  day. 
Four  days'  time  elapsed  before  a  settlement  was  reached  with 
a  partial  success  for  the  workmen,  they  being  granted  an  in- 
creased rate  in  wages  to  $1.40  per  day. 

Track  laborers,  numbering  one  hundred,  employes  of  the  N.  Y., 
N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Company  at  New  Haven,  struck  work  May  6, 
191a  From  information  disclosed  the  cause  of  the  trouble  was 
a  misunderstanding  with  foremen  of  the  company  relating  to 
wages,  its  exact  nature  being  uncertain.  The  result  of  the  strike 
was  a  failure  so  far  as  the  men  were  concerned,  as  they  return- 
ed to  their  employment  under  former  conditions  after  six  days' 
idleness. 

A  strike,  in  which  eighty-two  pattern  makers  were  involved, 
aid  which  had  not  been  satisfactorily  adjusted  at  the  date  of  the 
close  of  this  report,  took  place  in  Hartford  May  7,  1910.  The 
assigned  reason  for  the  cessation  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  em- 
ployes was  the  refusal  of  the  various  employers  to  adopt  the  Sat- 
urday half-holiday  rule  and  as  related  above  no  settlement  has 
been  reached.  The  diQiculty  can  best  be  explained  by  quoting 
from  a  local  newspaper  which  published  the  following  May  9 : 

"One  hundred  pattern  makers,  members  of  the  Hartford  Pat- 
tern and  Modelmakers'  Association,  employed  in  the  various 
shops  here,  left  their  posts  Saturday  afternoon  because  demands 
for  a  fifty-hour  week  were  refused  them.  They  have  declared  a 
strike  that  is  liable  to  be  of  longer  duration  than  some  of  the 
threatening  labor  situations  of  the  past  two  weeks.  The  union 
appears  to  be  set  upon  fightis^  it  through  and  the  manufacturers 
seem  to  be  as  determined  not  to  give  in  to  the  demands. 

''The  matter  at  issue  is  that  of  the  fifty-hour  week  schedule. 
This,  in  other  words,  means  that  the  men  want  Saturday  after- 
noons off  and  do  not  intend  to  make  it  up  by  working  longer 
each  day.  At  present  they  work  fifty-four  hours  a  week  on  a 
schedule  of  nine  hours  a  day.  Moreover,  they  demand  that 
when  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  them  to  work  on  Saturday 
afternoons  they  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  full  time  and  one- 
half.  In  addition  to  this  an  increase  of  2  cents  an  hour  in  wages 
is  asked.    The  present  minimum  wage  is  said  to  be  $3  a  day. 
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"The  demands  were  made  on  April  4  and  some  time  after- 
wards the  manufacturers  posted  a  notice  stating  that  a  fifty-four- 
hour  week  would  be  expected  of  the  men.  As  an  answer  to  this 
the  men  walked  out.  Inquiry  among  the  manufacturers  and 
strikers  yesterday  revealed  a  determination  on  both  sides  to  fight 
it  out  and  there  was  nothing  to  indicate  a  speedy  settlement. 
The  manufacturers  claimed  that  the  men  were  given  permission 
to  take  away  their  tools  and  patterns,  which  they  own,  and  this 
was  believed  by  the  men  to  signify  a  lockout." 

Demanding  that  the  nine-hour  day  schedule  be  adopted  in 
place  of  the  prevailing  ten-hour  day  rule,  some  fifteen  linemen 
employed  by  the  Aetna  Construction  Company  at  Old  Saybrook 
struck  work  May  11,  1910.  The  strike  was  unsuccessful  in  its 
result,  the  men,  after  four  days'  idleness,  leaving  the  locality 
and  other  persons  employed  in  their  stead. 

A  strike,  which  resulted  in  failure  for  those  participating,  was 
inaugurated  at  Middletown  June  i,  1910.  Bricklayers  to  the 
number  of  twelve,  employed  by  various  contractors,  demanded 
that  the  per  diem  compensation  of  $3.50  be  increased  to  $4,  and, 
upon  the  refusal  of  their  employers  to  accede  to  the  demand, 
struck  work.  Six  days  were  takeri*  up  in  endeavors  to  reach  a 
settlement,  failure  resulting  the  men  secured  enq>loyment  else- 
where. 

Dissatisfied  with  the  amount  of  wages  they  were  enabled  to 
earn  under  existing  conditions,  twenty  employes  of  the  Brain- 
erd  &  Armstrong  Company  at  New  London  engaged  as  "Silk 
Twisters"  struck  work  June  4,  1910.  CXie  day  only  was  re- 
quired to  bring  albout  an  amicable  adjustment,  the  settlement 
being  of  a  nature  satisfactory  to  the  employes. 

Because  of  the  refusal  of  emplo3ring  master  plumbess  to  grant 
an  increased  rate  of  wages  from  $3.00  to  $3.25  per  day,  twenty- 
four  workmen,  ten  of  whom  were  plumbers'  helpers,  die  others 
being  journeymen  plumbers,  struck  work  at  Willimantic  June  6, 
1910.  The  joume3mien  were  successful  in  their  contention,  their 
demands  being  acceded  to  after  fourteen  days'  idleness,  the  new 
rate  to  take  effect  August  i,  1910. 

Alleging  unfair  treatment  by  a  foreman,  thirty-five  shirt  iron- 
ers  employed  by  Quett,  Peabody  &  Company  at  South  Norwalk, 
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Struck  work  June  9,  1910.  Three  days'  time  was  lost  in  en- 
deavors for  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  difficulty  which 
failed,  the  strike  resulting  unsuccessfully,  the  places  of  the  dis- 
affected employes  being  filled  by  other  persons. 

Demanding  the  reinstatement  of  a  discharged  employe  fifty 
weavers  employed  by  Sidney  Blumenthal  &  Company  at  Shdton 
struck  work  June  24,  1910.  One  da/s  time  only  was  consumed 
before  an  adjustment  was  made  which,  while  it  did  not  result  in 
conceding  the  point  made  by  the  employes,  resumption  of  work 
followed. 

Objection  to  a  proposed  reduction  in  wages,  twenty-four  ma- 
chine tenders  employed  at  the  plant  of  the  R.  N.  Bassett  Com- 
pany at  Shelton  struck  work  July  2,  1910.  The  wage  scale  was 
satisfactorily  adjusted  after  thirty-five  days  had  elapsed  and  the 
disaffected  employes  returned  to  their  occupation. 

Asking  that  the  daily  wage  rate  be  increased  from  thirty  to 
thirty-three  cents  per  hour,  hodcarriers  and  mortar  mixers  num- 
bering sixty  workmen  in  all  went  on  strike  in  Bristol  July  5, 
1910.  The  various  emplo3ang  contractors,  refusing  to  make 
the  concession  required  by  the  men,  they  returned  to  their  em- 
ployment under  former  conditions  after  three  days  of  idleness. 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  to  secure  the  adoption  of  a  rule  pro- 
viding for  a  weekly  half-holiday  was  made  by  six  journeymen 
barbers  at  New  Haven  July  7,  1910.  The  Master  Barbers  re- 
fused to  grant  the  request  and  after  six  days'  time  had  been  lost, 
the  joume3mien  returned  to  their  employment  under  former  con- 
ditions. 

A  strike  which  remained  unsettled  at  the  date  of  the  close  of 
this  report  was  inaugurated  at  Hartford  July  13,  1910.  There 
were  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  persons  involved  in  the  dif- 
ficulty and  the  time  lost  amounted  to  ninety-four  days.  The  oc- 
cupations of  those  engaged  included  iron  molders,  helpers  and 
coremakers  to  the  number  mentioned  above.  The  given  cause  of 
the  difficulty  was  a  demand  on  the  part  of  the  employes  that  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages  should  be  increased,  the  various  em- 
ploying manufacturers  refused  the  demand  and,  as  above  writ- 
ten, no  settlement  has  been  reached. 
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Twelve  iron  molders  in  the  employ  of  P.  Laragy  at  Hartford 
struck  work  July  13,  191a  The  demand  for  an  increased  wage 
rate  had  been  refused  by  their  employer,  which  caused  the  dif- 
ficulty. Four  days'  time  was  consumed  before  a  settlement  was 
reached  which  was  satisfactory  to  the  striking  workmen. 

Seventy  employes  of  the  Central  Vermont  Railroad  G>mpany, 
engaged  as  conductors,  train*  and  yardmen  located  at  Norwich, 
New  London  and  Willimantic  struck  work  July  18,  1910.  The 
basic  reason  for  the  course  adopted  by  the  men  was  the  refusal 
of  the  employers  to  grant  a  requested  increase  in  wages.  The 
strike  resulted  successfully  after  a  period  of  fourteen  days  had 
elapsed. 

Objecting  to  the  employment  of  a  certain  person  fifty  labor- 
ers employed  by  the  Franklin  Moore  Bolt  Company  at  Winsted 
struck  work  July  25,  1910.  Six  days^  time  dapsed  before  the 
matter  was  adjusted  when  the  workmen  returned  to  their  em- 
ployment under  former  conditions. 

Of  a  difficulty  which  took  place  at  the  plant  of  the  Kolynos 
Company  at  New  Haven  August  4,  1910,  a  local  newspaper  pub- 
lished the  following  August  5th : 

"Upon  the  refusal  of  their  employers  to  grant  them  an  in- 
crease in  wages  of  one  dollar  per  week  about  forty  emi^oyes  of 
the  Kolynos  Co.,  of  180  Meadow  street,  walked  out  on  strike  yes- 
terday afternoon.    The  girls  were  getting  $4  per  week. 

''The  bringing  in  of  about  a  dozen  more  girls,  during  the  last 
week  to  do  the  same  work  that  the  forty  now  on  strike  were  do- 
ing, and  giving  the  newcomers  the  same  wages  that  were  paid 
the  old  hands,  led  to  the  final  breach  between  the  company  and 
the  girls.  The  employes  thought  their  experience  in  the  woric 
entitled  them  to  at  least  a  dollar  more  the  week  than  the  new 
hands.  They  accordingly  asked  for  this  increase  and  upon  tfie 
failure  of  the  company  to  comply  walked  out,  leaving  their  posi- 
tions vacant." 

The  increased  pay  demanded  was  not  allowed  and  the  strike 
resulted  unsuccessfully  after  three  days'  time  had  elapsed. 

Demanding  recognition  of  their  organization,  thirty  hat  and 
cap  makers,  employes  of  various  manufacturers  at  New  Haven 
struck  work  August  8,  1910.

Concerning  the  difficulty  the  following  appeared  in  the  pub- 
lic press  August  9th : 

"Union  cap  makers  here  are  on  strike  pending  an  adjustment 
of  their  controversy  with  the  manufacturers. 

''The  point  at  issue  is  recognition  of  the  union,  and  some  of  the 
strikers  claim  the  manufacturers  have  locked  them  out  Offi- 
cers of  the  national  union  are  arriving  here  to  inquire  into  the 
trouble.  A  year  ago  this  time  the  cap  makers  struck,  and  they 
were  out  for  nine  weeks  before  adjustment  on  wages  was 
reached." 

The  strike  resulted  unsuccessfully  after  fifty-three  days'  time 
had  been  lost  and  referring  to  the  matter  a  local  newspaper  pub- 
lished the  following  October  loth: 

"Many  of  the  cap  makers  who  went  on  strike  in  this  city  about 
three  months  ago  returned  to  work  this  morning,  having  applied 
for  and  received  their  old  positions  as  individuals.  Five  manu- 
facturers were  involved  in  the  strike  but  since  the  trouble  started 
they  have  filled  the  places  of  some  of  their  men  with  new  help. 
Only  those  for  whom  places  could  be  found  were  taken  back  this 
morning. 

"It  was  stated  by  one  of  the  manufacturers  to-day  that  the  men 
applied  for  their  positions  as  individuals  and  that  they  had  voted 
not  to  enforce  the  demand  for  recognition  of  the  union  which 
started  the  trouble  and  put  about  thirty  capmakers  out  of  work."^ 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  employes  engaged  as  glass  cut- 
ters by  various  cut  glass  manufacturers  at  Meriden  struck  work 
September  6,  1910.  The  assigned  cause  of  the  difficulty  was  the 
demand  on  the  part  of  the  employes  that  a  schedule  be  adc^ted 
providing  for  a  fifty-five  hour  week  instead  of  a  fifty-nine  hour 
week,  thus  giving  Saturday  afternoons  oif  during  the  entire  year 
with  pay,  a  strictly  union  shop  and  the  privilege  of  naming  the 
price  to  be  received  for  each  piece  of  work.  Sixty-two  days' 
time  was  consumed  ere  a  settlement  was  reached  which  had  the 
elements  of  a  compromise  and  of  which  a  local  newspaper  pub- 
lished the  following  November  15th: 

"The  striking  cut  glass  workers,  represented  by  Richard 
Bourne,  the  president  of  the  Local  63,  T.  H.  Rowe  of  Toledo,  O., 
the  National  president  of  the  Flint  Glass  Workers  of  America, 
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and  Robert  Luckock,  also  of  Toledo  and  National  c^ganlzer, 
met  in  a  private  conference  Monday  with  President  George  H. 
Wilcox  of  the  International  Silver  oMnpany,  F.  H.  Gushing, 
manager  of  Factory  T,  and  John  A.  Harmon,  manager  of  fac- 
tory N,  and  as  a  result,  the  cut  glass  workers  will  report  at  the 
factory  Thursday  morning  for  work.  The  same  r^resentatives 
of  the  workmen  later  met  with  C  H.  Tryon  and  J.  J.  Niland, 
president  of  the  J.  J.  Niland  company,  and  a  similar  agreement 
was  made. 

"This  conference  will  bring  to  an  end  a  strike  of  ten  weeks' 
duration  and  was  the  result  of  the  demand  upon  the  part  of  the 
workmen  for  fifty-nitie  hours'  pay  for  fifty-five  hours'  woik. 

"The  strike  has  been  carried  on  in  such  a  quiet  and  orderly 
manner  that  there  are  several  in  the  city  who  did  not  know  of 
its  existence.  There  have  been  no  outbreaks  or  trouble  of  any 
kind  during  the  ten  weeks  that  the  men  were  out  of  work,  which 
is  highly  commendable  upon  the  part  of  the  men  and  their  of- 
ficers representing  them. 

"The  conference  was  planned  for  last  Sunday  but  the  national 
organizer  could  not  arrive  here  in  time  for  it.  The  first  confer- 
ence commenced  at  9  o'clock  Monday  morning  and  lasted  until 
noon;  the  second  beginning  at  i  o'clock  and  lasting  until  3 
o'clock  when  the  matter  was  finally  settled.  The  agreements  ar- 
rived at  were  mutually  conceded  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  em- 
ployers and  the  representatives  of  the  workmen  are  confident 
that  the  conditions  are  such  that  there  need  be  no  fear  of  trouble 
in  the  future. 

"George  H.  Wilcox  gave  out  the  following  satement,  Monday 
evening,  regarding  the  conference: 

"  *The  men  desiring  to  reconsider  their  decision  as  to  the  prop- 
osition made  them  on  October  10,  by  the  International  Silver 
company,  were  allowed  to  do  so,  and  the  matter  was  settled  to 
the  full  satisfaction  of  both  the  company  and  the  men ;  who  re- 
turn to  work  immediately,  or  as  fast  as  the  company  can  find 
work  for  them.' 

"There  are  several  of  the  men  who  have  secured  work  in  oth- 
er cities.  They  are  to  be  notified  of  the  result  of  the  conference 
and  that  they  will  receive  work  here  as  soon  as  the  companies 
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can  place  them.  It  is  thought  that  many  of  them  will  return  to 
work  in  this  city  either  at  present  or  as  soon  as  the  holiday  sea- 
son rush  is  over. 

"The  terms  of  settlement  between  the  striking  glass  cutters 
and  the  employers  was  based  on  the  proposition  made  by  Pres- 
ident George  H.  Wilcox  to  the  men  last  month,  and  given  to  the 
press  in  the  following  statement: 

"The  men  were  informed  that  if  they  desired  to  return  to 
work  on  the  conditions  existing  September  i,  the  I.  S.  Co.  would 
put  them  on  just  as  fast  as  business  conditions  warranted  their 
doing,  and  without  any  discrimination  or  prejudice  for  their  ac- 
tions in  ceasing  work ;  that  they  would  investigate  conditions  and 
prices  existing  elsewhere,  and  if  the  result  of  these  investigation's 
revealed  the  fact  that  the  men  were  unable  to  earn  as  much  in 
hourly  wages  as  the  men  in  other  factories  producing  corre- 
sponding and  competing  wares,  the  I.  S.  Co.  would  arrange  their 
schedule  of  prices  so  that  they  would  be  able  to  do  so,  it  being 
the  policy  of  the  company  in  all  its  branches  to  so  fix  matters 
that  each  employe  shall  be  able  to  obtain  as  much,  if  not  a  little 
more  consideration  from  them  than  elsewhere. 

"The  company  further  offered  no  objection  to  the  men  taking 
Saturday  afternoons  if  they  desired,  provided  they  would  work 
nights  to  get  out  orders  in  case  necessity  required." 

Demanding  an  increase  in  wages  and  the  removal  of  a  re- 
cently appointed  superintendent,  fifty-five  textile  workers  in  the 
employ  of  the  Narrow  Fabric  Corporation  at  West  Haven  struck 
work  September  9,  1910.  The  demands  made  were  not  ac- 
ceded to  and  after  six  days'  idleness  the  employes  returned  to 
their  employment  under  former  conditions. 

A  strike,  which  had  not  reached  a  settlement  at  the  date  of 
the  close  of  this  report,  was  inaugurated  at  New  Haven  Sep- 
tember 15,  1910.  There  were  forty-three  journeymen  painters 
involved  and  the  contention  was  that  employing  painters  and 
decorators  employ  none  but  union  men  and  should  establish 
strictly  union  shops.

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On  the  date  above  named  the  following  circular  letter  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  employers :

To  the  Master  Painters  of  New  Haven  and  vicinity : 
Greeting: 


'"At  a  special  called  meeting  of  Painters'  and  Decorators' 
local  union,  No.  409,  and  after  the  question  was  carefully  con- 
sidered by  the  members,  it  was  decided  that  on  and  after  Sep- 
tember 15,  1910,  no  member  of  the  union  would  work  on  the 
same  job  with  any  workman  of  our  trade,  not  a  member  of  the 


union.' " 


As  above  written  the  difficulty  remain  unsettled  and  concern- 
ing it  a  local  newspaper  published  the  following  November  17th: 

"By  a  very  decisive  vote  the  Painters'  Union,  No.  409,  at 
Trades'  Council  hall  last  evenii^  voted  to  re-affiliate  with  the 
Trades'  Council.  John  May  was  elected  treasurer  to  fill  a  vacancy 
occurring  in  that  office.  The  semi-annual  electioi^  of  officers  of 
the  union  will  be  held  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  union  in  Decem- 
ber. The  delegates  to  the  Trades'  Council  elected  last  evening 
were :  James  J.  Dunne,  William  S.  Mooper,  Thcxnas  F.  Kdly,  M. 
F.  O'Connor  and  Harry  A.  Green. 

"According  to  the  members  of  the  union,  the  strike  situation 
in  the  union  is  improvii^.  The  men  still  refuse  to  work  with 
non-union  men  and  at  present  there  are  twenty-two  firms  which 
employ  none  but  union  men." 

Objecting  to  the  use  of  alleged  improperly  prepared  stock, 
eighty-five  cigar  makers  employed  by  A.  Kafka  &  Company  at 
New  Haven  struck  work  September  26,  1910.  The  matter  was 
amicably  adjusted  after  two  days'  time  had  elapsed  when  the 
men  returned  to  their  employment 

A  strike  resulting  in  a  partial  success  for  the  employes  took 
place  at  the  plant  of  the  Vanderhoef  Straw  Hat  Company  at 
South  Norwalk  October  24,  1910.  Because  of  a  proposed  re- 
duction in  prices  paid  for  piece  work  some  forty  employes  of  the 
company  mentioned  above  quit  work  on  the  date  named. 

Twenty-one  days'  idleness  ensued  when  an  adjustment  was 
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reached  concerning  which  a  local  newspaper  published  the  fol- 
lowing November  17th : 

"The  strike  at  the  Vanderhoef  Straw  Hat  factory  has  at  last 
been  satisfactorily  settled  and  about  twenty  of  the  young  ladies 
who  have  been  out  on  strike  returned  to  that  factory  for  work 
this  morning.  It  seems  that  they  have  been  holding  confer^ices 
among  themselves  lately  and  decided  to  send  a  committee  to  see 
Manager  A.  C.  Wheeler  at  the  factory,  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining what  he  would  concede  to  them  if  they  should  wish  to 
return. 

"Consequently  a  committee  of  four  waite  dupon  him  in  his  of- 
fice and  did  a  little  arbitrating.  It  was  fixed  up  by  both  sides 
conceding  half  of  what  they  &sked  and  the  girls  returned  to  the 
factory  for  work  to-day.  A  number  of  the  girls  are  missing, 
having  gone  to  Newark,  N.  J.,  and  other  places  where  they  could 
secure  emplojmient  at  their  work." 

Employes,  engaged  as  watch  timers  by  the  New  Haven  Clock 
Company,  at  New  Haven,  quit  work  October  25,  1910,  alleg- 
ing that  their  demand  for  double  pay  for  overtime  had  been  re- 
fused. 

Seventy  persons  were  idle  because  of  the  strike  and  eight  days' 
time  elapsed  before  a  settlement  was  reached  which,  while  no 
definite  information  could  be  secured,  was  deemed  an  amicable 
adjustment  and  satisfactory  to  the  disaffected  employes.

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EMPLOYERS'    LIABILITY    AND    WORKMEN'S 

COMPENSATION. 


"Recent  Action  Relating  to  Employers'  Liability  and  Work- 
men's Compensation,"  by  Lindley  D.  Oark,  A.  M.,  LL.  M. 

NATURE  OF  LIABILITY  AND  COMPENSATION  SYSTEMS. 

The  past  few  years  have  been  marked  by  a  rapid  increase  oi 
interest  in  the  question  of  the  adjustment  and  distributicHi  of 
the  burden  of  the  results  of  industrial  accidents,  the  doctrine  of 
compensation  as  distinguished  from  that  of  liability  coming  for 
the  first  time  in  the  United  States  to  any  widespread  support. 
Where  the  idea  of  employers'  liability  controls,  the  employe  is 
given  a  right  of  action  against  the  employer  in  cases  where  in- 
jury from  accident  results  as  a  consequence  of  the  negligence 
of  the  employer  or  of  some  one  charged  with  the  performance 
of  his  nondelegable  duties ;  with  this,  however,  the  rule  must  be 
considered  that  where  the  injured  employe  contributed  by  his 
own  negligence  to  cause  the  accident,  such  contributory  negli- 
gence bars  recovery.  Ordinary  risks,  not  due  to  the  employer's 
negligence,  but  incidental  to  the  employment,  are  held  to  be  as- 
sumed by  the  employe,  and  for  injuries  resulting  therefrom  no 
recovery  of  damages  can  be  had;  these  risks  include  the  acts, 
negligent  or  otherwise,  of  ordinarily  carefully  selected  and  or- 
dinarily skillful  and  competent  fellow-workmen.  It  is  obvious 
that  the  only  right  allowed  to  an  injured  employe  under  this  doc- 
trine is  the  right  to  sue,  which  experience  has  shown  to  involve 
uncertainty,  delay,  expense,  and  the  ultimate  acquisition  by  the 
workman  of  only  a  fraction  of  the  money  actually  expended  by 
the  employer  in  the  way  of  defense  and  of  payments  on 
judgments. 
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The  idea  of  compensation  is  that  of  an  award  of  a  fixed  sum 
for  injuries  for  which  the  employment  is  responsible,  without 
the  necessity  of  litigation  or  the  endeavor  to  determine  the  ques- 
tion of  fault.  It  is  frequently  provided,  however,  that  where 
an  employer  is  apparently  grossly  negligent,  damages  will  be 
recoverable,  and  if  the  employe  is  willfully  or  grossly  negligent 
he  shall  take  nothing  either  by  way  of  compensation  or  other- 
wise. 

The  common-law  doctrine  of  employers*  liability  has  been 
dominant  in  the  United  States  to  the  present  time,  though  mod- 
ified in  many  particulars  by  statutes,  both  state  and  federal.  In 
most  other  industrial  countries  the  idea  of  compensation  has  su- 
perseded that  of  liability,  Germany  having  led  the  way  in  1884, 
followed  by  Austria  in  1889.  Great  Britain  placed  a  compensa- 
tion law  of  limited  application  on  her  statute  books  in  1897,  giv- 
ing the  right  of  compensation  thereunder  as  alternative  to  the 
right  to  sue  under  either  the  common  law  or  the  liability  act  of 
1880.  The  British  act  last  mentioned  has  furnished  the  pattern 
for  statutes  in  several  states  of  the  Union,  laws  of  this  general 
type  and  varying  scope  having  .been  enacted  in  five  states  in  the 
single  year  1909.  One  state  (Colorado)  has  abrogated  entirely 
the  defense  of  fellow  service,  while  in  a  number  of  jurisdictions 
this  defense  is  not  allowed  in  the  case  of  accidents  on  railroads. 
The  other  defenses  named,  i.  e.,  of  assumed  risks  and  contribu- 
tory n^ligence,  are  also  modified  or  abolished  under  certain 
conditions  in  a  number  of  states.  In  all  these  cases,  however, 
the  underlying  idea  of  liability  is  not  changed. 

federal  employers'  liability  law. 

Federal  legislation  on  the  subject  of  employers'  liability  has 
been  restricted  to  employes  of  common  carriers,  and  necessarily 
to  such  of  these  as  are  engaged  in  interstate  commerce,  though 
two  liability  bills,  one  restricted  to  the  Isthmian  Canal  and  one 
applying  to  all  laborers,  mechanics,  and  other  civilian  employes 
of  the  United  States  Government,  were  introduced  into  Con- 
gress during  the  recent  regular  session.  It  was  owing  to  failure 
to  restrict  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of  1906  to  interstate  op- 
erations that  that  act  was  declared  unconstitutional,  except  in  the 
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District  of  Columbia  and  the  Territories,  as  to  which  the  powers 
of  Congress  are  plenary.  (^) 

The  liability  law  of  April  22,  1908  (35  Stat,  65),  was  adoptal 
with  a  view  to  correcting  the  defects  of  the  earlier  law,  but  was 
promptly  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Con- 
necticut (^)  on  the  ground  that  it  involved  the  administration  of 
the  law  in  state  courts  beyond  either  the  intention  or  the  power 
of  Congress,  and  because  its  provisions  affected  matters  beyond 
the  scope  of  interstate  commerce,  and  therefore  also  without  the 
power  of  Congress.  The  result  of  this  ruling  was  in  any  case 
a  denial  of  the  right  of  the  state  courts  to  administer  the  law, 
which  view  would  be  controlling  on  the  subordinate  courts  of 
Connecticut.  An  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  was  taken  in  the  Mondou  case,  the  question  of  the  con- 
stituticHiality  as  well  as  of  the  application  of  the  law  being  raised. 
This  appeal  has  not  yet  been  acted  upon. 

Another  decision  that,  if  sustained,  would  prove  destructive 
to  the  value  of  this  act  was  one  in  a  federal  court  to  the  effect 
that  actions  under  the  law  could  be  brought  only  in  the  district 
of  which  the  defendant  company  was  aii'  inhabitant.  (^)  In  the 
case  in  question  this  ruling  would  require  the  plaintiff,  a  brake- 
man  injured  in  New  Mexico,  to  bring  his  suit  in  the  city  of  To- 
peka,  Kans.,  of  which  the  defendant  corporation  was  an  inhaU- 
tant.  A  third  decision  pointed  out  the  limitations  of  the  law  in 
so  far  as  death  claims  are  concerned,  ruling  that  it  gave  no  sur- 
vival of  the  employe's  personal  right  to  recover  damages  where 
the  injury  was  fatal.  (*) 

The  points  raised  in  these  decisions  were  made  the  subject  of 
a  variety  of  bills  in  Congress,  whose  object  it  was  to  cure  the 
defects  disclosed  by  them,  though  it  was  brought  out  in  the  de- 
bates and  reports  in  connection  with  the  proposed  amendments 
that  not  all  the  points  against  the  law  were  considered  as  well

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taken.  Amendments  were  adopted  giving  to  state  and  federal 
courts  concurrent  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  act, 
and  allowing  actions  to  be  brought  in  the  place  where  the  injury 
occurred  or  in  any  place  in  which  the  defendant  company  was 
doing  business  at  the  time  of  the  Commencement  of  the  action. 
Cases  brought  in  state  courts  of  competent  .jurisdiction  can  not 
be  removed  to  a  federal  court.  A  section  was  added  providing 
that  the  right  of  action  of  an  injured  person  should,  in  case  of 
death,  survive  to  the  personal  representative  for  the  benefit  of 
dependents.  The  act  as  amended  is  reproduced  below.(^)  The 
question  of  survival  may  still  be  open  in  some  cases,  however,  in 
view  of  the  construction  placed  upon  a  similar  statute  (^)  by  the 
supreme  court  of  Montana. (^)  In  the  case  cited  this  court  held 
that  where  death  was  instantaneous  no  right  of  action  accrued, 
hence  none  could  survive,  though  a  less  rigid  construction  of  the 
Federal  law  seems  possible,  at  least  in  view  of  the  very  clearly 
expressed  intention  of  Congress  in  debate  to  provide  for  the  ac- 
crual of  a  right  to  sue  for  the  personal  injuries  of  the  employes 
as  well  as  for  the  loss  suffered  by  the  dependents  by  reason  of 
the  death  of  the  wage-earner,  as  set  forth  in  the  first  section  of 
the  act.(*) 

STATUTES  PROVIDING  INSURANCE. 

The  first  absolute  departure  in  the  United  States  from  the  doc- 
trine of  liability  and  proved  fault  was  the  co-operative  insurance 
law  of  Maryland,  passed  in  1902,  and  applicable  only  to  mining, 
quarrying,  and  steam  and  street  railways.  This  law  provided 
for  contributions  at  fixed  rates  by  employers  who  might  recoup 
themselves  to  the  amount  of  one-half  of  such  contributions  from 
the  wages  paid  employes.  Payment  on  death  was  absolute,  and 
the  law  was  administered  in  all  its  details  by  the  state  insurance 
commissioner.  After  about  two  years'  operations  the  law  was 
declared  unconstitutional  as  depriving  parties  of  the  right  of 
trial  by  jury  and  conferring  on  an  executive  officer  judicial  or

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at  least  quksi  judicial  functions.  A  second  law  was  passed  by  the 
legislature  of  this  state  i»  1910  (ch.  153,  p.  489),  establishing 
cooperative  insurance  funds  for  the  coal  and  clay  miners  of  Al- 
legany and  Garrett  counties.  Employers  and  employes  are  to 
make  equal  contributions  to  a  fund  to  be  collected  and  held  by 
the  treasurers  of  the  counties.  Administration  devolves  on  the 
county  commissioners.  The  maximum  award  of  $1,500  is  for 
the  death  of  a  person  leaving  dependents ;  while  for  maiming  in- 
juries  a  schedule  of  awards  is  provided,  the  maximum  being 
$750,  though  medical  relief  in  the  amount  of  $1  per  working  day 
for  not  more  than  26  weeks  may  also  be  allowed.  For  injuries 
without  maiming,  $1  per  working  day  may  be  allowed  for  not 
more  than  52  weeks.  Suit  may  be  brought,  but  doing  so  bars 
compensation  rights,  and  conversely  the  acceptance  of  benefits 
bars  the  right  to  sue. 

A  cooperative  insurance  fund  for  miners  and  mine  laborers  is 
contemplated  by  a  statute  of  Montana  (ch.  67,  1909),  pa3mients 
by  employers  to  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  tonnage  mine^ 
and  shipped,  held  for  shipment,  or  sold  locally;  and  by  the  em- 
ployes on  the  basis  of  gross  monthly  earnings.  Insurance  is 
compulsory,  and  the  funds  are  administered  by  state  officials. 
Death  benefits  in  the  amount  of  $3,000  are  provided  for,  besides 
payments  of  various  sums  for  total  or  partial  disability.  The 
right  to  sue  is  not  taken  away,  but  bringing  suit  forfeits  all  rights 
under  the  insurance  scheme,  while  acceptance  of  insurance  bene- 
fits is  to  operate  as  a  waiver  of  the  right  to  sue.  This  law  be- 
comes operative  October  i,  1910,  payments  to  begin  4  months 
thereafter. 


STATUTES   PROVIDING   FOR  COMPENSATION. 

The  idea  of  compensation  for  injuries,  using  the  term  in  its 
strict  sense,  found  its  first  legislative  expression  in  any  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  United  States  in  a  statute  enacted  by  the  United 
States  Philippine  Commission  in  1906  (^)  and  applicable  to  em- 
ployes of  the  insular  government,  including  laborers.  This  law 
continues  the  regular  wages  or  other  compensation  during  dis-

ability  resulting  from  injury  in  line  of  duty  for  not  more  than 
90  days. 

The  next  legislation  of  this  character  was  by  the  Federal  Con- 
gress, (^)  and  applies  to  artisans  and  laborers  employed  by  the 
United  States  in  any  of  its  manufacturing  establishments,  arse- 
nals, or  navy-yards,  or  in  the  construction  of  river  and  harbor  or 
fortification  work,  or  in  hazardous  employment  on  construction 
work  in  the  reclamation  of  arid  lands  or  the  management  and 
control  of  the  same,  or  in  hazardous  employment  under  the  Isth- 
mian Canal  Commission.  Compensation  for  disabling  or  fatal 
injuries  incurred  in  the  course  of  emplojrment  is  fixed  at  an 
amount  equal  to  one  year's  earnings,  to  be  paid  as  if  the  employe 
had  continued  in  service.  Injuries  must  continue  more  than  fif- 
teen days  to  entitle  to  compensation,  and  if  they  are  due  to  the 
negligence  or  misconduct  of  the  employe  no  payment  is  to  be 
made.  Claims  for  injuries  must  be  submitted  within  a  reason- 
able period,  in  cases  of  fatal  injuries  within  ninety  days  after 
the  death  of  the  injured  person.  The  administration  of  this  law 
is  committed  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  who  de- 
termines all  questions  of  negligence  or  misconduct  and  who  may 
require  recipients  of  compen'sation  to  submit  to  medical  exami- 
nation to  determine  their  right  to  a  continuance  of  the  compen- 
sation.   Examination  at  least  once  in  six  months  is  directed. 

In  administering  this  law  rt  was  found  that,  on  account  of  dis- 
tance and  for  other  reasons,  a  number  of  claims,  chiefly  those 
arising  from  deaths  of  employes  in  the  Canal  Zone,  were  sub- 
mitted after  the  expiration  of  the  90-day  limit  and  could  not 
therefore  be  considered.  An  amendment  was  introduced  in 
Congress  to  allow  these  rejected  claims  to  be  considered  on  their 
merits,  waiving  the  limitation,  but  the  provision  causing  the  dif- 
ficulty was  not  touched  upon.  This  bill  also  proposed  to  author- 
ize the  President  to  provide  for  the  adjustment  of  claims  for  in- 
juries received  by  employes  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission 
between  May  i,  1904,  and  August  i,  1908,  when  the  present  law 
took  effect.  Other  amendments  to  the  same  law  proposed  the 
extension  of  its  benefits  to  all  civilian  employes  of  the  United 
States  whose  earnings  or  wages  are  less  than  $3,000  per  annum, 

including  employes  of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  and  the

lAct  of  May  30,  1908,  35  Stat.  556. 
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Panama  Railroad  and  Steamship  Line.  Injuries  continuing 
more  than  five  days  would  be  compensated,  and  persons  penna- 
nently  disabled  would  receive  seven  years'  wages,  but  not  less 
than  $3,500  nor  more  than  $7,500.  Death  benefits  to  dependents 
are  set  at  an  amount  equal  to  five  years'  wages,  but  not  less  than 
$2,000  nor  more  than  $5,000.  If  persons  only  partly  dependent 
survive,  these  sums  are  to  be  reduced  proportionately,  but  may 
Jiot  exceed  two  years'  earnings,  or  $1,800.  Where  no  depen- 
dents survive,  burial  expenses  not  exceeding  $150  are  the  only 
payment  contemplated.  None  of  the  proposed  amendments 
passed  except  one  giving  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission  the 
right  to  arrange  by  its  own  action  for  compensating  cases  of  in- 
jury of  an  aggregate  duration  of  not  more  than  30  days  in  any 
one  year.(^) 

PROPOSED  FEDERAL  LEGISLATION. 

The  first  bill  introduced  into  the  House  at  the  convening  of  the 
Sixty-first  Congress  was  one  providing  for  compensation  to  be 
paid  to  all  injured  employes  of  persons  carrying  on  occupationos 
and  trades  subject  to  the  regulative  power  of  Congress  and 
changing  the  general  law  for  injuries  received  on  mail  routes. 
No  action  was  taken  on  this  bill  beyond  committee  reference  and 
some  hearings.  A  substitute  bill  was  introduced  under  practi- 
cally the  same  title  toward  the  latter  part  of  the  second  session. 
This  bill  proposes  the  establishment  of  a  federal  commission  of 
injury  awards,  consisting  of  three  members  to  be  appointed  by 
the  President  and  con-firmed  by  the  Senate.  This  commission  is 
to  establish  regulations  and  make  orders  for  carrying  into  effect 
the  proposed  law  and  have  general  charge  of  administration. 
Employes  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  bill  are  to  be  compen- 
sated for  injuries  causing  disability  for  two  weeks  or  more,  un- 
less such  injuries  are  caused  by  their  own  wanton  and  willful 
^  action.    Where  the  injury  \&  the  result  of  the  wanton  and  vrill- 

ful  act  of  the  employer,  the  proposed  law  leaves  the  injured 
party  or  his  representative  free  to  prosecute  a  suit  for  damages ; 
otherwise  indemnities  are  to  be  paid  according  to  a  schedule 
which  states  in  detail  the  percentage  of  the  injured  employees

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earnings  that  shall  be  paid  according  to  the  rate  of  earnings  and 
to  the  number  of  dependents,  when  the  injury  results  fatally, 
and  according  to  the  nature  and  degree  of  the  disability  where 
the  injury  is  not  fatal.  Provisions  are  made  for  review,  appeals 
and  the  determination  of  disputes,  and  for  recoupment  where  the 
person  primarily  liable  is  not  the  one  to  whom  the  injured  party 
had  recourse  in  securing  compensation. 

united  states  workmen's  compensation  commission. 

While  this  bill  did  not  become  a  law,  a  joint  resolution  was 
passed  and  approved  by  the  President  (^)  providing  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  commission  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  thor- 
ough investigation  of  the  subject  of  employers'  liability  and 
workmen's  compensation. 

In  the  House  report  accompanying  the  bill,  as  submitted  to 
that  body  by  its  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  it  was  said  that — 

One  of  the  most  pressing  problems  of  interstate  commerce 
that  to-day  demands  the  attention  of  Congress  is  that  of  wisely 
and  equitably  adjusting  the  loss  to  workmen  of  life  and  earning 
power  which  is  the  certain  and  inevitable  consequeiAre  of  mod- 
em methods  of  transportation. 

The  existing  system,  based  upon  the  common  law,  circum- 
scribed by  the  rigorous  limitation  placed  upon  it  by  judicial  de- 
cisions, is  entirely  inadequate  and  had  its  origin  in  conditions  of 
employment  and  methods  of  operation  long  since  outgrown  and 
abandoned. 

The  basis  of  that  system,  briefly  stated,  is  to  place  a  legal  lia- 
bility upon  the  employer  to  the  workman  for  the  loss  of  life  or 
for  disabling  injury  wholly  upon  the  ground  of  n^ligence  of 
the  employer,  and  to  put  upon  the  person  injured  the  burden  of 
establishing  that  negligence  by  competent  legal  proof. 

Judicial  decision  has  specially  limited  the  common  law  of  n^- 
ligence  when  it  is  applied  to  employes  by  the  fellow-servant  doc- 
trine and  the  assumed-risk  doctrine.  Under  these  doctrines  ac- 
cidents caused  by  fellow-servants,  though  necessarily  numerous 
under  modem  conditions,  are  uncompensated;  and  accidents 
caused  by  dangers  inherent  in  the  occupation  itself  are  likewise 
uncompensated,  although  such  dangers  steadily  increase  as  the 
industry  develops. 

iHouse  joint  resolution  No.  127,  approved  June  as,  191a 
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The  general  principle  of  liability  is  seriously  and  sometimes 
fatally  restricted  by  the  superadded  limitation  of  contributory 
negligence. 

Finally,  as  the  burden  of  legal  proof  rests  on  the  injured,  even 
where  the  decisions  entitle  him  to  a  "right  of  recovery,"  he  is 
unable  to  "secure  his  proofs,"  and  so  frequently  redress  is  lort 

A  large  percentage  of  accidents  are  not  due  to  negligence  at 
all.  Even  in  those  cases  in  which  negligence  does  exist,  if 
redress  is  sought,  it  must  be  sought  by  suit  against  the  employer. 

The  law  of  negligence  itself,  as  applied  to  industrial  accidents, 
has  developed  into  an  intricate  mass  of  technicalities  and  sub- 
tleties, so  that  even  the  most  experienced  per sonal^^in jury  law- 
yer can  seldom  know  with  certainty  beforehand  the  outcome  of 
a  suit. 

Lamentable  uncertainty  as  to  rights  and  obligatioiis  results 
whenever  an  accident  happens. 

Employes  to-day  bear  both  the  physical  and  financial  loss  in 
a  large  percentage  of  accidents,  with  disastrous  effect  upon  their 
families.  Employers,  though  endeavoring  to  conduct  their  bus- 
iness with  care,  are  harassed  by  a  constant  succession  of  suits 
for  negligence,  being  subjected  to  great  waste  of  energy  and 
money  in  defending  them,  and  being  mulcted  with  large  ver- 
dicts when  they  have  no  real  moral  blame. 

Brief  accounts  of  the  federal  laws  as  to  employes  of  inter- 
state common  carriers  and  of  the  compensation  act  of  May  30, 
1908,  were  then  given.    As  to  the  latter  law,  the  report  said : 

This  legislation  demonstrates  that  in  the  opinion  of  Congre^ss 
the  existing  common-law  system  of  employers*  liability  in  indus- 
trial employment  is  fundamentally  wrong  and  needs  a  radical 
change. 

This  conclusion  is  neither  novel  nor  untried.  When  railways 
were  first  introduced  in  Prussia^  as  far  back  as  1838,  it  was  at 
once  seen  that  common-law  action,  requiring  the  injured  to 
prove  negligence,  offered  a  totally  ir^adequate  remedy,  and  the 
railroad  law  of  1838  was  passed,  treating  the  accident  as  an  oc- 
cupation product  and  discarding  the  negUgence  basis. 

Practically  every  civilized  industrial  nation  in  the  world  has 
since  discarded  the  old  system  based  on  fault  and  submitted  a 
system  under  which  the  industry  bears  the  burden  of  rdieving 
the  distress  of  its  injured  workers  practically  without  litigation. 

That  this  question  is  of  transcendent  importance  and  one 
wholly  connected  with  the  advanced  policies  of  the  govenuncnt 
respecting  the  rights  of  labor  and  the  proper  equitatJe  rdations 
between  the  employer  and  the  workman  is  evidenced  by  the  ut- 
terance of  President  Taft   in  a  recent   address   at  Worcester, 
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Mass.,  speakings  before  the  joint  committee  of  brotherhoods  in 
train  service: 

"I  am  hopeful,  indeed,  that  before  many  years  have  passed  we 
shall  be  able  to  adopt  a  system  *  *  *  by  which  tiiere  shall 
be  settled  promptly,  on  rules  specified  with  the  same  degree  of 
certainty  that  they  are  specified  in  an  insurance  policy,  how  much 
a  man  shall  receive  for  an  injury,  proportionate  to  the  wages 
that  he  gets  and  proportionate  to  the  disabling  character  of  the 
injury.  *  *  *  In  other  words,  I  think  we  ought  to  have  a 
uniformity  of  award,  a  dispatch  and  quickness  in  award,  so  that 
the  lawyers  may  be  eliminated,  and  that  the  money  may  go  di- 
rectly to  the  object  to  which  it  ought  to  be  devoted.  It  will  rid 
the  courts  of  litigation  with  which  they  are  now  loaded  down. 
It  will  make  the  awards  reasonable  but  quick,  and  there  will  be 
no  division  in  the  money  paid  to  the  widow  and  the  orphans  or 
to  the  helpless  cripple.  That  system  is  forcing  its  way  in  Eu- 
rope, and  I  hope  we  may  have  it  here.  In  that  way  the  good 
feeling  between  the  company  and  the  employe  will  be  facili- 
tated and  justice  will  be  done.  The  railroads  can  calculate  with 
the  utmost  accuracy,  by  statistical  reference,  how  much  money 
they  will  have  to  devote  to  that  sort  of  liability,  and  I  think 
everybody  will  be  in  better  condition.  The  middleman  will  be 
eliminated  and  only  the  employe,  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  treas- 
ury of  the  railroad,  on  the  other,  will  be  affected." 

And  by  President  Roosevelt's  address  at  Jamestown: 

"As  a  matter  of  fact  there  is  no  sound  economic  reason  for 
distinction  between  accidents  caused  by  negligence  and  those 
which  are  unavoidable,  and  the  law  should  be  such  that  the  pay- 
ment of  those  accidents  will  become  automatic  instead  of  being 
a  matter  for  a  lawsuit.  Workmen  should  receive  a  certain  defi- 
nite and  limited  compensation  for  all  accidents  in  industry,  ir- 
respective of  negligence.  It  is  neither  just,  expedient,  iix>r  hu- 
mane, it  is  revolting  to  judgment  atid  sentiment  alike,  that  the 
financial  burden  of  accidents  occurring  because  of  the  necessary 
exigencies  of  their  daily  occupation  should  be  thrust  upon  the 
sufferers  who  are  least  able  to  bear  it." 

Taking  up  the  subject  of  the  proposed  measure  for  the  enact- 
ment of  provisions  for  compensation  for  employes  in  such  un- 
dertakings as  are  under  federal  control,  the  result  of  the  hear- 
ings on  this  bill  was  summarized  as  follows : 

Notice  was  given  to  the  leading  common  carriers  throughout 
the  country  and  to  the  representatives  of  the  employes.  They 
appeared  before  the  committee,  and  it  was  frankly  stated  by  tihe 
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representatives  of  the  carriers  and  of  the  locomotive  engineers 
that  in  their  judgment  the  time  was  rapidly  approaching  when 
some  method  of  the  kind  proposed  by  the  pending  bill,  if  a  prop- 
er and  equitable  basis  could  be  found,  would  be  the  best  possi- 
ble solution  of  the  problem. 

The  objections  urged  before  the  committee  against  the  present 
system  of  liability  were  in  substance — 

(i)  That  uncertainty  of  rights  and  obligations  involves  suf- 
fering to  the  workmen  and  hardship  upon  the  employers. 

(2)  That  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  workmen  injured  by 
accidents  of  employment  get  small  compensation,  and  tiiat  as  a 
result  they  and  their  dependents  are  forced  into  a  lower  standard 
of  living,  and  often  become  burdens  upon  the  state  through  pub- 
lic or  private  charity. 

(3)  That  the  system  is  wasteful,  bein^  costly  to  employers 
and  the  state  and  of  small  benefit  to  the  victims  of  accidents,  as 
a  very  large  proportion  of  amounts  recovered  is  paid  for  costs 
of  litigation  and  for  attorneys'  fees. 

(4)  That  the  system  is  slow  in  operation,  involving  of  neces- 
sity great  delay  in  the  settlement  of  cases,  and  that  delay  is  fatal 
to  families  dependent  on  daily  earnings. 

(5)  That  the  operation  of  the  law  breeds  antagonism  between 
employers  and  employes. 

(6)  That  antagonism  of  interests  retards  development  of  pre- 
vention of  accident  measures. 

As  a  result  of  these  hearings  the  committee  and  the  parties  di- 
rectly interested,  the  common  carriers  and  the  employes,  were 
of  the  opinion  that  it  was  important  that  more  information  of  a 
definite,  tangible,  and  thorough  character  should  be  obtained  be- 
fore a  scheme  could  be  devised  which  would  be  satisfactory  to 
employers  and  employes. 

This  report  was  incorporated  bodily  into  the  Senate  report  ac- 
companying the  resolution  ag  submitted  to  the  Upper  House.  The 
commission  consists  of  two  members  of  each  House,  tpgetiier 
with  two  persons  to  be  selected  by  the  President  of  th  eUnited 
States.  It  is  authorized  to  employ  persons  familiar  with  the  sub- 
ject,  to  issue  subpoenas,  administer  oaths,  summon  witnesses,  re- 
quire the  production  of  books  and  papers,  and  receive  testimony 
/  taken  before  any  proper  officer  in  any  state  or  territory  of  the 

United  States.  Expenditures  not  to  exceed  $15,000  are  author* 
ized.  The  commission  is  to  report  to  Congress  through  the 
President  not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  December,  1911,  and 
shall  recommend  such  legislation  as  seems  advisable. 
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ATTITUDE   OP   STATE   LEGISLATURES    TOWARD    THE    COMPENSATION 

SYSTEM. 

The  attitude  of  the  state  legislatures  toward  the  doctrine  of 
compensation  may  be  said  to  be  at  least  receptive,  since  not  less 
than  eight  have  recently  passed  laws  or  resolutions  providing  for 
commissions  with  the  object  of  making  investigations  and  pro- 
posing legislation  of  a  nature  suited  to  better  meet  the  conditions 
of  industrial  operations  than  does  the  present  system;  while  the 
governors  of  Montana  and  Washington  have  recently  appointed 
commissions,  apparently  without  special  legislative  authorization. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Probably  the  first  state  to  move  in  this  direction  was  Massa- 
chusetts, which  in  1903  provided  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  the 
state  legislature  for  a  committee  of  five  citizens  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  be  known  as  a  committee  on  the  relations  between  em- 
ployer and  employe.  The  question  of  the  liability  of  the  em- 
ployer for  injuries  to  employes  was  mentioned  as  to  be  espe* 
cially  considered.  The  report  of  this  committee  supported  "the 
theory  that,  where  a  man  receives  injury  while  in  the  course  of 
his  emplo)anent,  society  should  recoup  him  in  some  measure 
without  resorting  to  charity-  *  *  *  As  the  deterioration  of 
a  plant  is  paid  for  by  being  added  to  the  cost  of  production,  the 
deterioration  of  the  man  should  also  be  added  to  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction. The  theory  is  also — ^and  this  has  determined  the  acts 
of  foreign  countries  in  this  respect — ^that  society  ultimately  pays 
all  such  costs  through  consumption."  The  conclusion  was 
reached  that  the  liability  theory  was  not  satisfactory,  and  the 
committee  recommended  a  compensation  law,  applicable  to  em- 
ployment on,  in,  or  about  railroads,  street  railways,  factories, 
workshops,  warehouses,  mines,  quarries,  engineering  work,  and 
work  in  the  construction,  alteration,  or  repair  of  a  building  where 
scaffolding,  staging,  or  ladders  are  used,  on  buildings  being  de- 
molished, or  in  work  about  the  construction,  repair,  or  destruc- 
tion of  buildings  where  steam,  water,  or  other  mechanical  power 
is  used  in  the  work. 

The  commission  was  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  com- 
pensation law  should  operate  exclusively  in  its  field,  but  would 
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reserve  to  an  injured  employe  the  right  to  sue  in  cases  where 
the  employer's  gross  negligence  was  the  cause  of  the  injury. 
The  bill  provided  that  proceedings  instituted  under  either  the 
compensation  or  the  liability  law  barred  the  employe  from  ac- 
tion under  the  other.  Medical  inspection  at  the  option  and  cost 
of  the  employer  was  provided  for,  with  reference  in  disputed 
cases  to  medical  referees  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor  and 
paid  by  the  county.  Disputes  as  to  facts  were  to  be  settled  by 
a  conunittee  representing  the  employer  and  the  employe,  by  an 
arbitrator  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  or  by  a  referee  sq>pointed 
by  a  justice  of  the  superior  court.  Appeals  were  to  be  permitted 
on  questions  of  law  to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  pending  which 
any  justice  of  the  superior  court  might  order  compensation  to 
be  paid  on  proper  and  adequate  representations.  The  maximum 
compensation  for  death  was  three  years'  earnings,  not  less  than 
$i,ooo  nor  more  than  $2,000;  for  disability,  50  per  cent  of  the 
daily  earnings  to  amount  to  not  more  than  $10  weekly,  and  to 
be  allowed  for  not  more  than  four  years. 

This  bill  was  rejected,  and  no  further  action  was  taken  until 
by  an  order  of  the  senate,  concurred  in  by  the  house,  a  commit- 
tee of  eight  members  of  the  house  and  three  of  the  senate  was 
appointed  in  1907  to  report  to  the  next  l^dature  (among  other 
matters)  as  to  the  expediency  of  legislation  providing  for  "com- 
pensating workmen  who  are  accidentally  injured  in  the  course 
of  their  employment."  The  majority  of  this  committee  fdt  that 
a  compensation  law  of  general  application  was  at  least  not  feas- 
ible at  the  time,  though  five  members  renewed  the  reconunenda- 
tiotfc*  of  the  earlier  committee.  What  was  actually  done  by  the  leg- 
islature was  to  enact  a  law  (acts  of  1908,  ch.  489;  see  acts  of 
1909,  ch.  514,  sees.  136-142,  Bull.  No.  85,  p.  626)  authorizing  em- 
ployers to  submit  to  the  state  board  of  conciliation  and  arbitra- 
tion schemes  of  compensation,  which,  if  approved  by  the  board,, 
might  form  a  basis  of  contracts  between  such  employers  and  their 
employes  by  virtue  of  which  the  provisions  of  the  compensation 
/  scheme  should  be  substituted  for  the  liability  of  the  employer 

under  the  common  law  or  the  employers'  liability  act. 

That  such  tentative  and  permissive  legislation  has  not  satisfied 
the  demands  of  the  parties  in  interest  in  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts is  evidenced  by  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  by  the  l^sla- 
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ture  of  that  state  (approved  June  7,  1910)  to  the  effect  that  "the 
public  good  requires  a  change  in  the  present  system  of  determin- 
ing the  compensation  of  employes  for  injuries  sustained  in  in- 
dustrial accidents,  and  that  the  Commonwealth  ought  to  pro-^ 
vide  different  and  more  suitable  relief."  The  governor  was, 
therefore,  authorized  to  appoint,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  a  commission  of  five  persons  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
vestigating the  present  laws  of  the  state  on  the  subject  of  em- 
ployers* liability,  and  the  laws  and  systems  of  other  states  and 
countries,  and  to  ''draft  an  act  for  the  compensation  of  employes 
for  industrial  accidents."  A  printed  report  of  data  and  statistics 
and  a  draft  of  an  act  are  to  be  submitted  on  or  before  the  second 
Wednesday  in  January,  191 1.  Expenditures  by  the  committee 
may  not  exceed  $10,000. 


ILLINOIS. 

In  the  State  of  Illinois  a  committee  appointed  in  1905  report- 
ed a  bill  to  the  legislature  of  1907  intended  to  provide  a  system 
of  insurance  of  employes  against  the  consequences  of  industrial 
accidents  and  authorizing  contracts  between  employers  and  em- 
ployes on  the  basis  of  an  insurance  scheme  embodied  in  the  bill. 
This  bill  failed  of  enactment.  At  an  extra  session  of  the  legis- 
lature in  1910  an  act  was  passed  providing  for  a  commission  of 
twelve  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  six  of  whom 
should  be  employers  of  labor,  and  six  "either  employes  or  per- 
sons known  to  represent  the  interests  of  \\(orkmen.''  The  duties 
of  this  commission  are  to  investigate  the  problems  of  industrial 
accidents,  and  especially  the  present  condition  of  the  law  of  lia- 
bility for  injuries  or  death  suffered  in  the  course  of  industrial 
employment,  both  in  Illinois  and  in  other  states  and  countries; 
to  inquire  into  the  most  equitable  and  effectual  method  of  pro- 
viding for  compensation  for  such  losses,  and  to  report  its  con- 
clusions with  a  draft  of  such  bill  or  bills  as  may  be  deemed  ap- 
propriate, on  or  before  September  15,  1910.  Co-c^eration  with 
similar  commissions  of  other  states,  so  far  as  practical,  is  di- 
rected ;  and  the  sum  of  $10,000  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of 
the  commission. 
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WISCONSIN. 

The  legislature  of  Wisconsin  in  1907  considered  a  bill  em- 
bodying the  idea  of  compensation  somewhat  as  represented  in 
the  British  act,  but  without  adopting  such  a  measure.  In  1909, 
a  resolution  was  passed  looking  to  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  four  members  of  the  assembly  and  three  of 
the  senate,  "to  thoroughly  investigate  the  subject  of  industrial 
insurance  and  to  report  a  bill  or  bills  covering  that  subject." 
The  line  of  investigation  mentioned  was  not  to  limit  the  field  of 
the  committee's  inquiries  and  it  was  empowered  to  enter  upon 
such  others  in  connection  therewith  as  it  should  deem  expedient. 
Expenditures  for  stenographers,  clerks,  assistants,  and  ex]>erts, 
and  the  reimbursement  of  personal  expenses  of  the  committee 
were  authorized. 

MINNESOTA  AND  NEW   YORK. 

Two  other  commissions  were  appointed  in  1909,  the  legisla- 
ture of  New  York,  by  an  act  of  May  27  (ch.  518),  and  that  of 
Minnesota,  by  its  act  of  April  20  (ch.  286),  providing  such 
bodies.  The  New  York  commission  consists  of  fourteen  per- 
sons, of  whom  six  were  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  three 
by  the  president  of  the  senate  from  the  senate,  and  five  by  the 
speaker  of  the  assembly  from  the  assembly.  The  working  of 
the  New  York  law  was  to  be  investig^ated  as  well  as  "the  com- 
parative efficiency,  cost,  justice,  merits,  and  defects  of  the  laws 
of  other  industrial  states  and  countries  relative  to  the  same  sub- 
ject.'' The  sum  of  $10,000  was  put  at  the  disposal  of  this  com- 
mission, and  the  commissioner  of  labor  directed  to  co-operate 
with  it.  The  commission  was  to  report  to  the  legislature  of 
1910,  if  practicable;  otherwise,  to  that  of  191 1. 

The  Minnesota  commission  consists  of  three  persons  appoint- 
ed by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  and 
was  by  the  act  creating  it  given  the  name  of  "The  Minnesota 
Employes'  Compensation  Commission."  By  the  terms  of  the  act 
one  employer,  one  employe,  and  one  member  learned  in  the  law 
were  to  be  selected,  each  of  them  to  be  known  to  possess  knowl- 
edge of  and  training  in  the  subject  of  compensation  of  em- 
ployes for  injuries  received  in  the  course  of  employment    The 
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laws  of  other  states  and  foreign  countries  were  to  be  studied, 
with  a  view  to  discovering  whether  or  not  they  were  success- 
fully adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  jurisdictions  in  which  they  are 
operative,  and  sufficient  data  and  information  furnished  to  indi- 
cate the  practical  adaptability  of  such  laws  to  the  industrial  and 
constitutional  conditions  controlling  in  the  state.  The  report  of 
information  collected  and  the  bill  or  bills  drafted  by  the  com- 
mission are  to  be  in  readiness  at  the  opening  of  the  legislative 
session  of  191 1.  This  commission  is  allowed  only  its  expenses, 
in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $5,000. 

NEW   JERSEY  AND  OHIO. 

Two  Other  legislatures  besides  that  of  Massachusetts  pro- 
vided in  1910  for  commissions  of  the  same  nature  as  those  above 
mentioned.  In  New  Jersey  the  governor  in  his  annual  message 
recommended  the  appointment  of  a  commission  "to  consider  the 
provisions  of  the  employers'  liability  acts  of  Great  Britain,  Ger- 
many, and  other  foreign  countries,  and  to  report  to  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature  a  draft  of  an  act  with  relation  to  compen- 
sation* for  accidents  to  employes."  Joint  resoluticm  No.  2,  ap- 
proved April  9,  1910,  called  for  the  appointment  by  the  governor 
of  two  representatives  of  the  labor  interests  of  the  state,  two 
who  are  representative  of  the  employers'  interests,  together  with 
one  member  of  the  senate  named  by  its  president  and  one  mem- 
ber of  the  house  named  by  its  speaker,  these  persons  to  consti- 
tute a  commission  to  make  inquiry  into  the  subject-matter  re- 
cited in  the  above  quotation  from  the  preamble  of  the  resolution. 
The  legislation  of  the  various  states  and  of  foreign  countries  is 
to  be  considered,  as  well  as  the  results  of  the  same,  and  a  bill 
is  to  be  reported  to  the  next  session  of  the  legislature,  with  the 
reasons  therefor.  The  expenses  of  this  commission  are  limited 
to  $i,ooD.  The  other  legislature  to  take  action  in  this  direction 
is  that  of  Ohio,  4yhich  enacted  a  law  (senate  bill  No.  250,  ap- 
proved May  17,  1910)  authorizing  the  appointment  by  the  gov- 
ernor of  a  commission  to  be  composed  of  persons  known  to  pos- 
sess knowledge  and  training  in  the  subject  of  employers'  lia- 
bility laws  and  compensation  of  employes  for  injuries.  Two  of 
these  persons  are  to  represent  employers,  two  to  represent  la- 
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bor,  and  the  fifth  to  be  an  attorney  at  law.  This  commission 
is  to  conduct  an  "investigation  into  the  subject  of  a  direct  com- 
pensation law  or  a  law  affectirig  the  liability  of  employers  to  em- 
ployes for  industrial  accidents."  The  commission  is  authorized 
to  visit  different  states  and  localities  to  investigate  the  laws  of 
other  states  and  countries,  and  to  employ  and  pay  all  necessary 
assistants.  Actual  and  necessary  expenses  are  authorized,  no 
amount  being  specified.  A  full  report  of  the  work  and  findings 
of  the  committee  is  directed  to  be  made  at  the  opening  of  the 
next  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly,  "together  with  such 
bill  or  bills  providing  for  the  speedy  remedy  for  employes  for 
injuries  received  in  the  course  of  their  employment  as  will  be 
fair,  just,  and  reasonable  to  both  employers  and  employes.*'  This 
legislature  passed  a  very  advanced  employers'  liability  law  be- 
fore adjournment. 

CONFERENCES  OF  COMMISSIONS. 

Members  of  the  three  commissions  appointed  in*  1909 — ^i.  e.,  of 
Minnesota,  New  York,  and  Wisconsin — ^with  other  persons  in- 
terested in  the  subject,  met,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Minnesota 
commission,  in  a  conference  on  workmen's  ccMnpensation  acts  at 
Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  in  July,  1909.  Constitutional  and  economic 
considerations  were  presented  in  this  conference,  and  a  perma- 
nent organization  provided  for,  to  be  known  as  the  "National 
Conference  upon  Compensation  for  Industrial  Accidents."  The 
second  meeting  of  this  body  was  held  at  Washington  in  January, 
1910,  a  third  at  Chicago  in  June,  and  a  fourth  arranged  for  at 
St.  Louis  in  December,  1910.  At  the  Washington  conference 
the  same  state  commissions  were  represented  as  at  Atlantic  Gty, 
while  at  Chicago  the  programme  called  for  reports  from  these 
three  and  from  the  Illinois,  New  Jersey,  and  Ohio  commissions, 
the  Massachusetts  commission  having  been  appointed  too  late  to 
be  mentioned  in  the  programme,  though  it  was  represented  at  the 
meeting. 

MINNESOTA  BILL. 

The  subject  announced  for  discussion  at  the  Chicago  confer- 
enxre  of  June,  1910,  was  the  "Workers'  Compensation  Code,"  this 
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being  the  name  given  to  the  draft  of  a  bill  proposed  for  submis- 
sion to  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota.  This  draft  pro- 
poses to  substitute  for  liability  under  the  common  law  and  state 
statute  law  a  provision  for  compensation  to  apply  to  all  danger- 
ous employments,  such  employments  being  defined  as  all  those 
in  which  hereafter  occurs  any  bodily  injury  to  an  employe  aris- 
ing out  of  and  in  the  course  of  such  employment. 

The  sections  of  the  bill  providing  for  and  defining  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  are  as  follows: 

Section  2,  That  every  such  employer  shall  be  liable  to  pay 
to  every  such  employe  so  injured,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  to  the 
legal  representatives,  as  herein^after  defined  and  apportioned  for 
all  bodily  injuries  received  by  such  employe  arising  out  of,  and 
in  the  course  of,  such  employment  in  this  state  disabling  such 
employe  from  the  regular  service  in  such  employment  for  more 
than  ten  days  and  according  to  the  schedule  of  rates  contained 
in  section  three  of  this  act,  on*  the  condition  precedent  only,  that, 
in  case  of  dispute  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  such  injuries, 
or  the  failure  or  refusal  to  agree  upon  or  to  pay  same,  such  em- 
ploye or  the  legal  representatives  thereof  shall  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  The  compensation  herein  and  hereby  allowed,  if  es- 
tablished as  herein  provided,  having  arisen  out  of  and  in  the 
course  of  such  dangerous  employment  within  this  state,  shall  be 
on  the  following  basis : 

(a)  For  immediate  death  or  for  death  accruing  within  five 
years  as  a  result  of  such  injuries,  or  for  injuries  causing  total  in- 
capacity for  that  service  for  five  years  or  more,  sixty  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  of  wages  the  injured  was  receiving  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  for  a  period  of  five  years,  provided,  such  payment 
shall  not  continue  \o\tg<^x  than  to  aggregate  three  thousand 
doHars. 

(b)  For  total  or  partial  disability  for  less  than  five  years,  sixty 
per  cent,  of  the  wages  the  injured  was  receiving  at  the  time  of 
the  injury  so  lon^  as  there  is  complete  disability  for  that  service 
and  that  proportion  of  the  said  percentage  which  the  depleted 
earning  capacity  for  that  service  bears  to  the  total  disability 
when  the  injury  is  only  partial  or  after  it  becomes  only  partial. 

(c)  \xt  addition  to  the  foregoing  payments,  if  the  injured  loses 
both  feet  or  both  hands,  or  one  foot  and  one  hand,  or  both  eyes, 
or  one  eye  and  one  foot  or  one  hand,  he  shall  receive,  during 
the  full  period  of  five  years,  forty  per  cent,  of  the  wages  which 
lie  was  receiving  at  the  time  of  such  accident ;  or  if  he  loses  one 
foot,  one  hand,  or  one  eye,  the  additior^al  compensation  therefor 
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shall  be  fifteen  per  cent,  of  his  wages ;  or  if  he  be  otherwise 
maimed  or  disfigured,  then,  for  such  maiming  or  disfigurement, 
during  the  time  it  shall  continue,  he  shall  receive  therefor  such 
proporticth  of  forty  per  cent,  as  such  maiming  or  disfigurement 
bears  in  depleted  ability  in  the  employment  to  the  relative  loss 
of  the  members  specified  hereiri*:  Proz4ded,  That  in  no  case  shall 
all  of  the  payments  received  herein  exceed  in  any  month  the 
whole  wages  earned  when  the  injury  occurs,  nor  shall  the  said 
forty  per  cent,  when  all  received,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  the 
said  sixty  per  cent,  when  all  received,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
continue  longer  than  to  make  all  sums  aggregate  five  thousand 
dollars. 

The  determination  of  claims  is  to  be  effected  by  a  "board  of 
awards''  to  consist  of  three  members  from  each  judicial  district 
of  the  state.  The  risk  may  be  insured,  and  a  percentage  (not 
fixed  in  the  draft)  of  the  cost  of  such  insurance  may  be  deducted 
from  the  employe's  wages.  Provisions  for  rehearing  are  con- 
templated, but  not  provided  for  in  this  draft  of  the  bill.  A  pro- 
vision that  is  necessary  anxl  common  to  all  bills  on  the  subject 
is  that  injured  employes  shall  submit  themselves  to  medical  ex- 
amination from  time  to  time  at  the  expense  of  the  employer,  re- 
fusal to  submit  thereto  suspending  payments  during  the  contin- 
uance of  such  refusal. 

WISCONSIN    BILL. 

The  Wisconsin  commission  in  March,  1910,  presented  two  ten- 
tative bills  to  the  public,  one  modifying  the  law  as  to  employers' 
liability,  and  the  other  proposing  a  compensation  law  proper. 
Public  hearings  were  held  on  these  bills  in  April,  after  which  the 
bills  were  redrawn  and  again  printed,  while  a  third  draft,  em- 
bodying a  number  of  changes,  was  presented  in  midsummer. 
The  compensation  bill  provides  for  a  choice  by  private  employ- 
ers between  its  provisions  and  those  of  the  proposed  liability  bill, 
but  is  compulsory  on  the  state  and  its  municipalities  in  their  ca- 
pacity as*  employers.  Employes  may  reserve  their  rights  to  sue 
under  common  or  statute  law  by  contracts  in*  writing  at  the  time 
of  hiring,  though  it  will  be  presumed  that  both  employer  and  em- 
ploye have  accepted  the  compensation  law  as  governing  their 
rig^hts  in  case  of  accident.     Principal  contractors  are  liable  for 
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injuries  to  employes  of  subcontractors,  but  may  be  indemnified 
by  such  subcor/tractors  if  the  board  of  arbitration  provided  for 
in  the  act  so  awards.  The  provisions  of  this  bill  as  to  compen- 
sation are  contained  in  sections  12  to  15,  which  are  as  follows: 

Sec.  12.  Any  employe  injured  while  performing  duties  grow- 
ing out  of  and  incidental  to  his  employment,  or  his  legal  repre- 
sentative if  death  results  therefrom,  shall,  without  regard  to  r/eg- 
ligence,  receive  compensation  from  his  employer  as  herein  pro- 
vided, except  for  injuries  or  death  caused  by  the  willful  miscon- 
duct or  intoxication  of  such  employe. 

Sec.  13.  So  far  as  preference  or  lien  is  concerned,  the  com- 
pensation herein  provided  shall  stand  exactly  upon*  the  same  basis 
as  the  wages  of  such  employe. 

Sec.  14.  The  compensation  payable  according  to  this  act  shall 
be  as  provided  in  the  following  schedule: 

(i)  In  case  of  disability  the  compensation  shall  be: 

(a)  Free  medical  treatment  at  the  time  of  the  injury  and  as 
long  thereafter  as  necessary,  not  to  exceed  ninety  days,  medi- 
cine and  other  means  of  treatment,  also  the  facilities  (crutches, 
supporting  apparatus,  etc.)  to  aid  in  the  success  of  the  treatment 
and  to  diminish  the  effects  of  the  injury. 

(b)  An  indemnity,  payable  as  wages  on  the  first  day  of  the 
second  week  after  the  in*jured  employe  leaves  work  as  the  result 
of  the  injury,  and  at  the  same  intervals  thereafter  as  loiig  as 
the  disability  lasts,  or  until  the  amount  of  the  indemnity  paid 
equals  the  amount  of  compensation  payable  as  a  death  benefit. 

(c)  If  the  period  of  disability  does  not  last  more  than  one 
week  from  the  day  the  injured  employe  leaves  work  as  the  re- 
sult of  the  injury,  no  inxiemnity  shall  be  paid. 

(d)  The  amount  of  the  indemnity  shall  be: 

First.  In  the  case  of  total  disability,  65  per  cent,  of  the 
annual  earnings. 

Second.  In  the  case  of  partial  disability,  65  per  cent,  of  the 
loss  in  wages. 

(e)  If  the  injury  causes  the  irrecoverable  loss  of  on^  or  both 
eyes,  or  the  immediate  severing  of  hand  or  foot  at  or  above  the 
wrist  or  ankle,  the  following  benefits,  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of 
an  indemnity,  shall  be  paid: 

First.  In  the  case  of  the  total  and  irrecoverable  loss  of  the 
sight  of  one  eye,  three-fourths  of  the  average  annual  earnings ; 
of  both  eyes,  four  times  the  average  annual  earnings,  but  not 
less  than  two  thousand  dollars. 

Second.  In  the  case  of  the  loss  of  one  hand  or  one  foot,  one 
and  one-half  times  the  annual  earnings,  but  irr  any  event  not  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  two  thousand  dollars; 
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of  both  hands  or  both  feet,  or  of  one  hand  atixl  one  foot,  four 
times  the  average  annual  earnings,  but  not  less  than  two  thou- 
sand dollars. 

(f)  If  in  consequence  of  the  accident  the  injured  person  is 
rendered  r/ot  only  entirely  incapable  of  work,  but  also  sufficiently 
helpless  to  require  the  assistance  and  care  of  a  nurse,  the  in* 
demnity  shall  be  increased  to  one  hundred  per  cent  of  the  an- 
nual earnings  as  long  as  this  condition  lasts,  or  until  the  indem- 
nity paid  equals  the  amount  of  compensation  payable  as  a  death 
benefit. 

(g)  If  the  injured  person  was  at  the  time  of  the  in  jury- 
already  suffering  from  partial  or  permanent  disability,  said  is 
also  receiving  compensation  therefor,  compensation  shall  be  paid 
in  accordance  with  subsection  five  of  section  fifteen  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  though  the  former  injury  had 
not  been  sustained. 

(2)  In  case  the  injury  results  in  death,  the  compensation  shall 
include  the  benefits  provided  in  subsection  one  of  this  section  for 
the  period  before  death,  anxl  an  additional  amount  sufficient  to 
make  the  whole  compensation  equal  to  the  following: 

(a)  If  the  injured  person  leaves  any  person  or  persons  wholly 
dependent  upon  his  earnings  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a  sum 
equal  to  three  times  his  annual  earnings,  computed  according  to 
the  provisions  of  section  fifteen,  in  the  employment  of  the  same 
employer  during  the  year  next  preceding  the  injury,  but  not  less 
than  one  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars ; 
this  sum,  with  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  paid 
as  wages  and  at  the  same  intervals  until  the  whole  amount  has 
been  paid,  unless  the  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  said 
dependeikt  or  dependents  reside,  upon  application  made  to  him 
for  that  purpose,  shall  determine  that  such  compensation  should 
be  paid  in  a  lump  sum. 

(b)  If  the  injured  person  leaves  no  one  wholly  dependent 
upon  his  earnings,  but  leaves  any  person  or  persons  partially  de* 
petident  thereof,  a  sum  equal  to  the  same  proportion  of  the  pay- 
ments provided  for  the  benefit  of  persons  wholly  dependent  as 
the  amount  contributed  to  said  partial  dependents  bears  to  the 
annual  earnings  of  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  his  injury. 

(c)  If  the  injured  person  leaves  no  depenxlents,  a  reasonable 
sum  for  his  burial,  which  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  15.  The  basis  for  computing  the  compensation  speci- 
fied in  section  fourteen  shall  be  as  follows: 

(i)  The  Compensation  is  to  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the 
annual  eamirigs  which  the  injured  employe  received  as  salary 
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or  wages  in  that  employment  during  the  year  next  preceding  the 
injury.  Wages  or  salary  in  excess  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall 
not  be  considered. 

(2)  The  annual  earnings,  if  not  otherwise  determined,  are 
to  be  regarded  as  three  hundred  times  the  average  daily  earn- 
ings. In  such  computation  wages  in  excess  of  three  dollars  and 
thirty-three  and  one-third  cents  a  day  shall  not  be  considered. 
For  persons  in  employments  iw  which  it  is  the  custom  to  oper- 
ate for  a  part  of  the  whole  number  of  working  days,  such  num- 
ber shall  be  used  instead  of  three  hundred  as  Uie  basis  on  which 
to  reckon  the  daily  earning^. 

(3)  If  the  injured  person  has  not  been  employed  in  the  em- 
ployment for  a  full  year  immediately  preceding  the  accident, 
compensation  shall  be  reckoned  according  to  the  annual  earn- 
ings which  persons  of  the  same  class  of  the  same  or  neighbor- 
ing emplojrments  of  the  same  kind  have  earned  during  this  per- 
iod. If  this  is  impossible,  three  hundred  times  the  amount 
which  the  injured  person  earned  on  an  average  on  those  days 
when  he  was  working  during  the  year  next  preceding  the  acci- 
dent is  to  be  used  as  a  basis  for  the  computation. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  injured  persons  who  earned  either  no  wage 
or  less  than  three  hundred  times  the  usual  daily  wage  of  the 
adult  day  laborers  of  that  locality,  the  yearly  wage  shall  be  reck- 
oned as  three  hundred  times  this  average  local  daily  wage  in 
the  same  or  similar  employments. 

(5)  In  computing  the  compensation  in  the  case  corfsidered  in 
subdivision  "g^'  of  subsection  one  of  section  fourteen  for  per- 
sons who  before  the  injury  were  already  suffering  from  partial 
or  permanent  disability,  the  yearly  earnings  shall  be  reckoned  as 
three  hundred  times  the  average  daily  wage  received  at  the  time 
of  the  last  injury. 

The  bill  provides  for  notice  of  injury,  medical  examination's  at 
the  option  and  cost  of  the  employer,  and  for  a  board  of  arbi- 
tration for  the  adjustment  of  disputes.  Appeals  may  be  had 
from  the  finding^  of  this  board  to  the  circuit  court  of  Dane 
county,  in  which  the  state  capital  is  located.  Insurance  of  the 
risks  under  the  law  is  contemplated,  the  compensation*  for  each 
workman  to  constitute  an  individual  risk. 


NEW  YORK   STATUTES. 

Of  the  commissions  appointed  in  1909,   that   of   New  York 
achieved  the  distinction  of  first  results  in  so  far  as  the  enact- 
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ment  of  a  recommended  bill  is  concerned,  due  iu  part,  perhaps, 
to  tke  fact  that  the  legislature  of  that  state  meets  annually,  while 
those  of  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  meet  biennially.  The  ami- 
mission  recommended  legislation  along  two  lines — oat  a  com- 
pulsory compensation  act  applicable  to  specified  dangerous  em- 
ployments, and  one  an  elective  compensation  plan  of  general 
availability,  coupled  with  amendments  to  the  existin'g  laws  on  lia- 
bility. In  accordance  with  these  views,  bills  were  drafted  and 
introduced  into  the  legislature  covering  both  the  proposed  fields. 
Laws  were  enacted  practically  in  accord  with  the  proposals  of 
the  commission,  the  elective  bill  having  become  a  law  cm  May  24 
as  chapter  352  of  the  session  laws  of  1910.  The  compulsory  bill 
became  a  law  June  25  and  is  chapter  674  of  the  session  laws.  On 
accouiit  of  the  special  interest  attaching  to  the  enactment  of  laws 
of  this  character  by  an  American  legislature,  the  first  act  is  re- 
produced in  full  at  pages  312  to  319,  including  the  amended 
form  of  the  liability  law,  which  must  be  taken  in  connection  with 
the  compensation  law,  since  its  provisions  are  to  be  considered 
by  employers  and  employes  in  their  determirAtion  of  the  choice 
of  remedies,  i.  e.,  of  liability  or  compensation.  The  second  or 
compulsory  act  is  reproduced  only  in  so  far  as  its  provisions  dif- 
fer from  those  of  the  elective  law.  The  provisions  as  to  no- 
tice, scale  of  compensation,  medical  examinations,  mental  in- 
competence of  injured  workmeti',  the  settlement  of  disputes,  pref- 
erences of  compensation  claims  and  exemptions  from  levy,  ex- 
ecution, or  attachment,  and  attorneys'  fees  are  practically  iden- 
tical in  the  two  laws.  The  distinctive  sections,  Nos.  215,  216, 
217,  218,  and  219-g,  are  given  on  pages  319  to  321. 

REPORT  OF  NEW  YORK  COMMISSION. 
ECONOMIC  REASONS  FOR   A  COMPENSATION  SYSTEM. 

The  New  York  commission,  in  connection  with  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  its  appointment,  submitted  to  the  state  leg- 
islature,  March  19,  1910,  a  report  of  271  quarto  pages,  with  a 
companion  volume  of  470  pages,  containing  minutes  of  evi- 
dence. Fourteen'  executive  sessions  of  the  commission  were 
held,  besides  numerous  meetings  of  committees  and  subcom- 
mittees; there  were  also  eleven  public  hearings  in  the  principal 
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cities  of  the  state,  from  November,  1909,  to  January,  1910,  at 
which  representatives  of  employers,  of  labor  unions,  and  of  var- 
ious interested  businesses  and  organizations  were  present,  as 
well  as  individuals  qualified  to  speak  of  particular  phases  of  the 
subject  in  question,  witnesses  to  the  number  of  121  having  been 
examined   during  these  sessions. 

Special  reports  were  prepared  on  the  liability  system  of  New 
York,  the  compensation  systems  of  priiicipal  European  coun* 
tries  and  their  adaptability  to  conditions  prevalent  in  the  state, 
and  the  relief  associations  of  the  state.  Several  statistical 
studies  were  also  made  to  discover  the  economic  and  legal  out- 
come of  accidents ;  the  cost  of  industrial  accidents  to  employers 
and  the  distribution  of  such  cost  to  hospitals,  for  fees,  insur- 
ance premiums,  settlements,  and  as  damages;  and  the  propor- 
tion of  claims  to  accidents,  of  insured  losses  paid  to  amount  of 
premiums,  and  the  relation  of  cost  of  liability  insurance  to  that 
of  collective  insuranxre  in  different  dangerous  trades.  Another 
line  of  investigation  was  by  means  of  inquiries  to  employers  re- 
porting accidents  to  the  state  department  of  labor  (1,942  in 
number),  to  employers  reporting  accidents  to  the  public-ser- 
vice commissions  (975  in  number),  and  to  the  presideifts  of 
2^331  labor  organizations  in  the  state,  to  obtain  an  expression  of 
opinion  as  to  the  justice  of  the  existing  liability  system  and  the 
advisability  of  a  change  in  the  law.  Letters  were  sent  to  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  court  atixl  court  of  appeals  of  the  state 
and  to  the  federal  judges  in  the  state  as  to  the  practical  opera- 
tion of  the  liability  law ;  to  226  prominent  lawyers  of  the  state, 
asking  opinions  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  certain  proposed 
changes  in  the  law ;  and  to  the  commissioner  of  labor,  the  chair- 
men of  the  public-service  commissions,  an'd  the  superintendent 
of  insurance  as  to  the  scope'  and  methods  of  the  investigation. 
The  subject  of  the  causes  of  industrial  accidents  was  turned 
over  to  a  special  committee,  which  visited  a  number  of  factories 
and  buildings  in  course  of  erection,  besides  holding  one  public 
heariifg.  By  this  means  a  large  amount  of  suggestive  material 
and  of  facts  as  to  existing  conditions  was  brought  together, 
much  of  which  is  presented  in  the  report  and  its  twenty-one 
appendixes,  and  in  the  minutes  of  evidence  already  mentioned.

The  first  recommendatiotf  of  the  commission  is  directed  to  the 
question  of  the  prevention  of  accidents,  to  effect  which  it  nrgts 
the  extension  of  the  powers  and  activities  of  the  public-service 
commissions  in  this  particular  direction,  especially  in  regard  to 
steam  railroads,  the  enlargement  of  the  factory-inspection  force 
in  the  department  of  labor,  and  the  organizatiou  of  a  branch  of 
the  inspection  work  to  supervise  building. operations.  The  need 
of  a  better  method  of  securing  reports  of  accidents  is  also 
touched  upou. 

As  to  the  principal  subject  of  its  investigation  the  conmiis- 
sion  says  that  it  "is  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  present  legal 
system  of  employers'  liability  in  force  in  this  state,  and  practi- 
cally everywhere  else  iw  the  United  States,  in  industrial  employ- 
ments is  fundamentally  wrong  and  unwise  and  needs  radical 
change."  "It  is,  of  course,  a  grave  and  serious  matter  for  the 
state  of  New  York  to  contemplate  an  entire  change  in  its  sys- 
tem of  employers'  liability,  yet  the  most  enlightened  thought, 
both  of  employers  arM  workmen,  is  in  favor  of  such  changes  m 
the  law  as  shall  tend  toward  the  substitution  for  the  present  vic- 
ious system  of  a  new  system  of  worionen's  accident  compensa- 
tion." "In  the  last  ten  years  the  conclusion  has  been  slowly  bat 
surely  generating  in  the  public  mind  that  presetit  conditions  as 
to  emlJ)loyers'  liability  are  intolerable.  We  are  firmly  of  the 
opinion  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  enactment  of  laws  on  this 
subject  which  shall  be  at  least  the  first  step  to  a  satisfactory  so- 
lution of  the  difficulties  of  the  present  system." 

The  report  then  reviews  under  separate  heads  and  with  some 
detail  of  discussion — 

1.  The  present  law  of  the  State. 

2.  The  laws  of  the  Urnted  States  and  other  States. 

3.  The  operation  of  the  present  legal  system  and  its  economic 
results. 

4.  The  laws  of  foreign  countries. 

5.  Recommendations  for  immediate  action  and  the  grounds 
therefor. 

The  first  and  second  topics  are  briefly  discussed,  reference  be- 
ing made  to  Bulletin  No.  74  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
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Labor  for  a  summary  of  the  laws  of  the  various  states.  Uxixler 
the  third  head  four  principal  objections  against  the  present  sys- 
tem are  developed: 

(a)  That  only  a  small  pr<^>ortion  of  the  workmen  injured 
by  accidents  of  employment  get  substantial  compensation,  and 
therefore,  as  a  rule,  they  atixl  their  dependents  are  forced  to  a 
lower  standard  of  living,  and  often  become  burdens  upon  the 
state  through  public  or  private  charity. 

(b)  That  the  system  is  wasteful,  being  costly  to  employers 
and  the  state,  and  of  small  benefit  to  the  victims  of  accidents. 

(c)  That  the  system  is  slow  in  operation,  involving  of  nec- 
essity great  delay  in  the  settlemeiit  of  cases. 

(d)  That  the  operation  of  the  law  breeds  antagonism  be- 
tween employers  and  employes. 

The  support  furnished  these  objections  by  the  results  of  the 
investigfations  conducted  by  the  commission,  and  by  other  facts, 
was  regarded  by  it  as  conclusive.  In  connection  with  the  first 
objection  the  commission  investigfated  181  cases  in*  which 
married  men  lost  their  lives  in  industrial  accidents  in 
1907  and  1908  in  Erie  county  and  in  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan.  Of  this  number  it  was  found  that  the  fam- 
ilies received  nothing  in  fifty-six  cases,  that  they  re- 
ceived $100  or  less  in  twelve  cases;  from  $i9i  to 
$500  in  fifty-two  cases,  from  $501  to  $2,000  in  nineteen  cases, 
more  than  $2,000  in  twelve  cases,  while  suits  were  pending  iu 
thirty  cases,  so  that  in  79  per  cent,  of  the  closed  cases  the  fam- 
ilies received  $500  or  less,  and  in  only  7.9  per  cent,  of  such  cases 
did  they  receive  more  than  $2,000,  or  an  amount  equal  to  three 
times  the  average  yearly  earnings  of  the  workmen  cor^idered. 
An  investigation  of  1,040  work  accidents  by  the  state  labor  de- 
partment, in  which  total  losses  and  payments  were  ascertained, 
showed  that  in  404  of  the  902  cases  of  temporary  disability 
(lasting  from  one  week  to  more  than  on<e  year)  nothing  was  re- 
ceived by  the  injured  person,  not  even  medical  expenses ;  while 
in  304  cases  the  amount  recovered  from  the  employer  was  less 
than  one-half  the  loss  of  wages  and  expenses  of  the  injury.  In 
71  cases  there  was  permanent  partial  disability,  reducing  the 
earning  capacity  of  the  employe  in  varying  amounts.    Of  this

number  eighteen  received  nothing,  twenty-two  received  $100  or 
less,  fourteen  received  from  $101  to  $500,  five  received  from 
$501  to  $2,000,  while  one  person  received  more  than  $2,000 ;  suits 
were  still  pending  in  eleven  cases.  In  902  cases  of  temporary 
disability  there  was  a  wage  loss  of  $66,800,  besides  medical  ex- 
penses amounting  to  $20,000,  while  all  payments  by  employers 
amounted  to  but  $25,339,  or  less  than  30  per  cent,  of  the  losses 
and  costs.  Payments  in  cases  of  permanent  partial  disability 
make  a  somewhat  better  showing,  approximatirj^  34  per  cent,  of 
the  actual  losses,  though  this  omits  from  consideration  the  de- 
predated earning  power;  while  in  ten  cases  of  permanent  total 
disability,  computed  on  a  basis  of  three  years'  wage  loss,  the 
payments  by  employers  amounted  to  but  9.7  per  cent,  of  the 
losses  and  costs.  Data  obtained  from  other  sources  indicate 
the  same  gerieral  condition  of  inadequate  compensatioQ  for 
losses  suffered. 

That  the  system  of  liability  and  damage  suits  entails  waste  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  the  expenditures  of  327  firms  in  the  state 
in  1907,  employing  125,995  men,  amounted  to  $192,538  on  ac- 
count of  accidents,  accident  insurance,  legal  expenses,  etc.,  of 
which  the  amount  paid  to  the  persons  injured  was  but  $104,643, 
or  54 'per  cent,  of  the  employers'  outgo  in  this  connection.  Pre- 
mium receipts  and  payments  of  losses  by  nine  insurance  com- 
panies that  keep  separate  accounts  of  their  employers'  liability 
business  show  that  during  1906,  1907,  and  1908  they  took  in  as 
premiums  $23,523,585  and  paid  out  in  insurance  $8,559,795,  or 
but  36  per  cent,  of  the  premiums  received.  In  coimection  with 
attorney's  fees,  which  are  frequently  contingent  on  recoveries,  it 
was  shown  that  in  fourteen  of  the  fifty-one  cases  investigated 
the  fee  was  less  than  25  per  cent,  of  the  recovery,  in  fourteen 
cases  it  was  50  per  cent,  or  more,  while  in  the  remaining  twen- 
ty-three cases  it  was  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  and  less 
than  50  per  cent. 

The  question  of  the  cost  to  the  employer  of  a  compensation 
system  as  compared  with  the  cost  of  the  present  system  received 
consideration,  the  investigation  of  this  phase  of  the  question  be- 
ing conducted  by  the  state  bureau  of  labor  statistics.    Data  were 
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secured  from  fifty-two  firms,  employing  about  29,000  persons^ 
f rcHn  which  a  comparative  study  was  made  showing  the  actual 
cost  of  accidents  during  the  year  1907,  and  the  cost  under  a  com- 
pensation scheme  which  allowed  three  years'  earnings  in  case 
of  death  anxl  half  earnings  during  disability,  making  up  the  loss 
of  wages  where  partial  disability  reduced  the  earning  capacity* 
From  the  results  of  this  investigation  the  report  concludes  that 
"even  with  the  most  liberal  allowance  for  possible  understate- 
ment on  the  cost  of  compensation  side,  it  is  impossible  to  in- 
terpret the  figures  as  affording  anything  but  very  strong  evi- 
dence that  large  manufacturing  firms  could  pay  compensation 
on  such  a  scale  as  that  here  used,  which  is  fully  equal  to  the 
present  English  system,  at  no  greater  cost  than  many  of  them 
are  now  actually  incurring  for  accidents,  and  probably  in  some 
cases  for  less."  It  is  assumed  that  this  conclusion  should  not 
be  made  to  apply  to  small  employers. 

The  objections  that  recovery,  if  any,  is  delayed,  arid  that  suits 
breed  antagonism  and  result  in  loss  of  position,  are  founded  on 
conditions  too*  generally  known  to  require  an  enumeration,, 
though  the  eviderix:e  in  this  connection  was  both  full  and  con- 
clusive. 

ATTITUDE    OF    EMPLOYERS    AND    EMPLOYES. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the  report  is  the  pres- 
entation therein  of  resolutions  and  briefs  by  bodies  of  employ- 
ers and  employes  and  of  the  opinions  of  representative  employ- 
ers and  of  officials  of  organized  labor  favoring  the  introduction 
of  the  compensation  system.  Of  146  employers  replying,  98  are 
opposed  to  a  compensation  system  that  disregards  the  em- 
ploye's negligence,  while  but  48  favor  it;  while,  of  100  unions, 
64  favor  such  a  system  and  36  oppose  it.  Of  116  employers  re- 
plying to  the  question  of  whether  or  not  they  regard  the  em- 
ployers' liability  law  fair,  less  thaw  one-half,  or  but  53,  answered 
m  the  afHrmative,  63  stating  that  they  did  not  so  regard  it ;  while 
of  129  employers  giving  their  opinions  as  to  the  system  of  fix- 
ing damages  by  a  jury  trial  but  30  thought  it  satisfactory,  99 
holding  a  contrary  opinion.  Of  91  unions  an*swering  this  in- 
quiry, 44  thought  it  satisfactory,  47  expressing  dissatisfaction. 
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The  rq>lies  of  the  judges  to  the  inquiries  addressed  to  them, 
mentioned  on  a  foregoing  page,  were  practically  uiianimous  in 
favor  of  a  change  in  the  system  of  dealing  widi  industrial  ac- 
cidents. 

CONCLUSIONS    OF    THE    NEW    YORK    COMMISSION. 

In  concluding  its  report  the  commission  preserved  the  drafts 
of  the  bills  and  amendments  already  referred  to,  together  with 
explanation  and  comment.  One  member  of  the  commis- 
sion felt  himself  unable  to  join  in  the  recommendations 
of  the  commission  since,  although  it  was  clearly  devel- 
oped "that  the  employer  as  well  as  the  employe  real- 
ized that  some  just  and  fair  plan  ^ould  be  worked  out," 
he  did  not  believe  that  the  remedy  to  meet  the  situation  had 
been  yet  found.  The  summary  concurred  in  by  the  other  mem- 
bers is  as  follows: 

First.  That  the  present  system  in  New  York  rests  on  a  basis 
that  is  economically  unwise  and  unfair,  anxl  that  In  operation  it 
is  wasteful,  uncertain,  and  productive  of  antagonism  between 
workmen  and  employers. 

Second.  That  it  is  satisfactory  to  none,  and  tolerable  only  to 
those  employers  arrf  workmen  who  practically  disregard  their 
legal  rights  and  obligations  and  fairly  share  the  burden  of  acci- 
dents in  industries. 

Third.  That  the  evils  of  the  system  are  most  marked  in  haz- 
ardous emplo)rments  where  the  trade  risk  is  high  and  serious  ac- 
cidents frequent. 

Fourth.  That  as  a  matter  of  fact  workmen  in  the  dangerous 
trades  do  not,  and  practically  can  not,  provide  for  themselves 
adequate  accident  insurance,  and  therefore  the  burden  of  ser- 
ious accidents  falls  on  the  workmen  least  able  to  bear  it,  and 
brings  many  of  them  and  their  families  to  want. 

These  results  can,  we  think,  be  best  avoided  by  compellin-g  the 
employer  to  share  the  accident  burden  in  intrinsically  dangerous 
trades,  since  by  the  fixing  of  the  price  of  his  product  the  shock 
of  the  accident  may  be  Iwrne  by  the  community.  In  those  em- 
ployments which  have  not  so  great  an  element  of  danger,  in 
which,  speaking  generally,  there  is  no  such  imperative  demand 
for  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  state  for  the  safe- 
guarding of  its  workers  from  destitution  and  its  consequences, 
we  recommend  as  the  first  step  in  this  change  of  system  such 
amendment  of  the  present  law  as  will  do  away  with  some  of  its 
unfairness  in  theory  and  practice  and  increase  the  workman's 
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chance  of  recovery  under  the  law.  With  such  changes  in  the 
law  we  couple  an  elective  plan  of  compensation  which,  if  gen- 
erally adopted,  will  do  away  with  many  of  the  evils  of  the  pres- 
ent system.  Its  adoption  will,  we  believe,  be  profitable  to  both 
employer  and  employe  and  prove  to  be  the  simplest  way  for  the 
state  gradually  to  change  its  system  of  liability  without  disturb- 
ance of  imdustrial  conditions. 

Not  the  least  of  the  motives  moving  us  is  the  hope  that  by 
these  means  a  source  of  antagonism  between  employer  and  em- 
ployed, pregnant  with  danger  for  the  state,  may  be  eliminated. 


ACTION   BY  employers  AND  ASSOCIATIONS  OF  EMPLOYERS  AND  OV 

WORKMEN. 

Besides  work  along  these  lines  of  legislative  action  or  sugges- 
tion, there  is  a  hardly  less  important  and  influential  force  at 
work  from  the  Side  of  the  employer  and  the  employed,  acting 
through  the  chani/els  of  their  own  organizations  and  in  connec- 
tion with  individual  estaUishments,  industries,  or  associations. 
The  actual  attainments  up  to  1907  made  in  the  direction  of  com- 
pensation and  relief  benefits  are  set  forth  in  the  Twenty-third 
AnrAial  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  the  subject  of 
which  is  workmen's  insurance  and  benefit  funds  in  the  United 
States.  Labor  organizations,  railroads,  factories,  mines,  and 
industrial  and  mercantile  undertakir.'gs  of  all  sorts  are  repre- 
sented in  the  movement  whose  object  is  to  alleviate  the  hard- 
ships and  distress  following  on  disability  caused  by  industrial 
accidents. 

UNITED  STATES  STEEL  CORPORATION. 

A  striking  recent  illustration  of  this  form  of  action  is  found 
in  the  case  of  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation  which  put 
a  new  accident  relief  system  into  operation  in  May  of  this  year 
for  a  trial  year.  This  corporation  has  a  pay  roll  of  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  million  men,  and  while  many  of  its  branches  of 
work  involve  what  are  called  hazardous  emplo3rments,  all  classes 
of  emplo3rment  are  on  the  same  basis  as  to  ,the  benefits  of  the  re- 
lief system.  The  question'  of  negligence  is  put  entirely  aside, 
the  only  condition  for  the  receipt  of  relief  being  that  there  shall 
be  disabling  accidental  injury  in  the  course  of  employment.  The 
injury  must  be  such  as  to  prevent  the  employe  from  following 
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''his  usual  or  any  other  occupatioiL"  Tlie  bringing  of  a  suit  at 
law  bars  all  benefits  ur/der  the  scheme.  The  employe  is  called 
on  for  no  contribution,  all  funds  being  supplied  by  the  cor- 
poration. 

The  amount  of  benefits  paid  begins  with  i8  months'  earn- 
ings as  death  benefits  for  married  men  livin^g  witfi  their  fami- 
lies, the  scale  increasing  with  the  number  of  children  under  i6 
years  of  age  and  with  length  of  service,  the  maximum  limit  be- 
ing $3,000.  Unmarried  employes  are  entitled  to  no  death  ben- 
efits other  than  f un^eral  expenses,  and  the  limitation  as  to  mar- 
ried men,  i.  e.,  ''living  with  their  families,"  apparently  cuts  off 
nonresident  families  of  alien  workmen  from  all  compensation 
under  this  scheme.  Considerable  discretion  is  allowed  in  the 
administraticM/  of  both  death  and  disability  features  of  the 
scheme,  and  provision  is  made  for  medical  and  hospital  treat- 
ment. Temporary  disability  is  relieved  according  to  a  sliding 
scale,  the  amount  not  to  exceed  $1.50  per  day  for  single  men  and 
$2  per  day  for  married  men.  Permanent-disability  cases  are 
generally  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  their  r/ature,  but  stated 
rates  are  announced  for  the  loss  of  a  hand  (12  months'  wages) , 
the  loss  of  an  arm  (18  months'  wages),  the  loss  of  a  foot  (9 
months'  wages),  the  loss  of  a  leg  (12  months'  wages),  and  the 
loss  of  an  eye  (6  months'  wages).  This  system  connects  itsdf 
essentially  and  naturally  wiith  measures  of  the  company  to  safe- 
guard its  workmen  from  accidental  injury. 

INTERNATIONAL  HARVESTER  COMPANY. 

Another  corporation  taking  an  important  step  in  the  same  di- 
rection is  the  International  Harvester  Company  and  associated 
companies,  the  system  becoming  effective  May  i,  1910.  This 
scheme,  affecting  approximately  30,000  employes,  also  igncH'es 
the  customary  defenses  of  negligence,  assumed  risks,  and  fel- 
low-service, only  intoxication  and  willful  disregard  of  the  use 
of  safety  appliances  cutting  employes  off  from  the  benefit  of 
the  scheme.  No  distinction  is  made  between  employes  havir^ 
resident  and  those  having  nonresident  families.  Dependents  of 
employes  dying  as  the  result  of  accident  and  within  16  weeks  of 
its  occurrence  receive  3  years'  average  earnings,  but  not  less 
than  $1,500  nor  more  than  $4*000.    For  injury  causing  "inabfl- 
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ity  to  work  at  any  gainful  occupation  whatsoever/'  the  pay  is 
one-quarter  of  the  average  earnings  for  the  first  30  days  and 
half  pay  thereafter  for  not  more  than  104  weeks  from  the  date 
of  the  accidcTAt,  compensation  not  to  exceed  $20  a  week.  If 
total  disability  continues  after  104  weeks,  the  workman  shall  re- 
ceive during  such  continuance  an  annual  pension  equal  to  8  per 
cent,  of  the  death  benefit  which  woould  have  been  payable  in 
case  of  his  death,  but  not  less  than  $10  per  month,  payments  to 
"be  made  monthly.  The  loss  of  a  hand  or  foot  calls  for  the  pay- 
ment of  one  and  one-half  years'  wages,  not  less  than  $500  nor 
more  than  $2,000;  the  loss  of  both  hands  or  both  feet,  or  one 
hand  and  one  foot,  four  years'  average  wages,  but  not  less  thau 
$2,000 ;  the  loss  of  one  eye,  three-fourths  of  a  year's  wages ;  and 
of  both  eyes  the  same  as  for  both  hands  or  feet.  By  the  con- 
tribution of  small  sums — 6  cents  per  month  from  employes  earn- 
i^S  $50  or  less  per  month,  8  cents  from  those  eamin<g  more  than 
"$50  and  not  more  than  $100,  and  10  cents  from  those  earning 
more  than  $100 — ^the  one-fourth  pay  for  the  first  30  days'  dis- 
ability may  be  increased  to  one-half  pay  for  workmen  making 
such  contributions.  No  part  of  such  contributions  is  to  go  for 
operating  expenses.  Lump-sum  pa3rments  may  be  arran'ged  for 
in  lieu  of  weekly  payments,  and  the  acceptance  of  benefits  is  to 
operate  as  a  release  from  all  claims  against  the  company. 

NATIONAL   associations   OF  EMPLOYERS. 

The  National  Metal  Trades  Association  announced  in  the 
spring  of  this  year  a  mutual  insurance  scheme  in  which  employes 
in  shops  managed  by  its  members  may  procure  insurance  cov- 
ering sickriess  as  well  as  accidents  at  a  cost  of  $1  per  month. 
No  initial  deposit  or  membership  fee  is  required.  No  benefits 
are  paid  for  disability  lasting  not  more  than  seven  days,  but  if 
It  lasts  for  30  days  full  benefits  are  paid  for  the  whole  period. 
The  rates  of  benefit  vary  from  $20  to  $60  per  month  according 
to  the  class  of  cmplojrment.  The  president  of  the  National  Cot- 
ton MarAifacturers'  Association  advocates  the  establishment  of 
a  contributory  accident  insurance  system  for  the  cotton  indus- 
try, and  the  National  Manufacturers'  Association  has  had  a 
^committee  at  work  since  early  in  the  current  year  investigat- 
ing the  question  of  compensation    with  the   idea   of  drafting 
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measures  to  be  submitted  to  that  body.  The  report  of  this  com- 
mittee to  the  fifteenth  amiual  conventioii*  of  that  body  in  May 
last  shows  67  per  cent,  of  the  manufacturers  in  membership 
with  the  association  to  be^n  favor  of  a  voluntary  mutual  insur- 
ance system  amon'g  the  membership,  while  90  per  cent,  are  dis- 
satisfied with  the  workings  of  the  present  employers'  liability 
laws  and  liability  insurance  systems.  The  association  adopted 
resolutions  very  much  in  agreement  with  the  findings  of  the 
New  York  commission  set  forth  above  as  to  the  inadequacy 
and  unsatisfactory  results  of  the  presetit  liability  system,  the 
fourth  resolution  being:  "That  we  recommend  to  our  members 
the  inauguration  with  the  least  possible  delay  of  a  system  of 
voluntary,  mutually  contributory  industrial  accident  indemnity 
insurance,  this  system  to  be  elastic  enough  to  provide  for  vol- 
untary, contributory  sickness,  old  age,  and  death  insurance,  if 
later  deemed  advisable."  The  association  expressed  its  desire 
"to  co-operate  with  state  legislators  in  promoting  uniform,  sound 
industrial  indemnity  legislation,"  while  opposing  unsound  l^s- 
lation.  The  president  and  directors  of  the  association  were  au- 
thorized to  arrange  for  the  establishment  of  a  suitable  plan. 

NATIONAL  CIVIC  FEDERATION. 

The  National  Civic  Federation,  representing  employers,  em- 
ployes, and  the  public  at  large,  at  its  tenth  annual  meeting  in 
November,  1909,  made  the  matter  of  compensation  for  injured 
wage-earners  the  principal  subject  of  consideration*,  carrying  the 
discussion  forward  to  its  conference  on  uniform  state  legisla- 
tion in  January  last.  At  this  latter  meeting  it  was  resoolved  ::► 
recommend  "that  workmen's  compensation  acts,  fair  to  the  em- 
ployer ar/d  employe  and  just  to  tiie  state,  be  uniformly  substi- 
tuted for  the  present  system  of  employers*  liability  for  injuries 
received  in  and  arising  out  of  the  course  of  employment/' 

AMERICAN  FEDERATION  OF  LABOR. 

Organized  labor,  as  represented  by  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  is  also  strongly  committed  to  the  idea  of  compensation, 
the  proceedings  of  the  convention's  showing  the  growth  of  this 
sentiment  to  be  rapid  in  recent  years.    The  executive  council  of 
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the  federation  has  prepared  four  bills  embodying  compensation 
provisions,  anad  applicable  to  employment  generally,  to  em- 
ployes of  the  Federal  GovemTnent,  to  4fingerous  employments 
in  jurisdictions  subject  to  federal  control,  and  to  persons  em- 
ployed in  interstate  and  foreign  commerce.  These  bills  were 
indorsed  by  the  annual  convention  of  the  federation  of  1909, 
arid  activity  of  agitation  in  their  behalf  was  encouraged.  The 
desirability  of  uniform  enactments  was  dwelt  upon  in  this  con- 
tiection — ^a  feature  of  the  case  that  was  also  emphasized  in  the 
-discussions  by  the  National  Civic  Federation  noted  above. 

LEGAL  PRINCIPLES  INVOLVED. 

The  present  system  of  employers*  liability  is  admittedly  a  de- 
velopment along  the  lin<es  of  established  legal  ideas  and  prin- 
•ciples,  the  occasion  for  the  changes  urged  in  the  system  being 
found  in  the  alleged  inadequacy  of  these  ideas  anxl  principles  to 
meet  the  industrial  conditions  of  the  present ;  i.  e.,  the  demand  is 
f  unxlamentally  economic.  It  is  none  the  less  essential  that  the 
■new  system  shall  comport  with  the  constitutional  principles  by 
which  all  legislation  must  be  tested,  so  that  after  the  economic 
desirability  of  a  change  is  proved,  the  question  of  constitutional- 
ity remains  for  consideration.  This  phase  of  the  question  was 
presented  at  length  at  the  Atlantic  City  conference  and  is  dis- 
cussed in  the  report  of  the  New  York  commission,  as  must  be 
the  case  whenever  the  subject  is  seriously  considered.  The  re- 
lations of  employer  and  employe  and  the  conditions  under  which 
business  and  industrial  undertakir/gs  can  be  carried  on  have 
l)een  so  extensively  and  particularly  regulated  by  statute  that  the 
principal  question  lying  open  in  this  case  is  appaarently  that  of 
suflScient  justification  to  warrant  the  exercise  by  the  legislatures 
of  the  police  power  iw  respect  of  this  particular  subject. 

What  the  police  power  is,  is  not  capable  of  exact  definition, 
since  it  is  subject  to  growth  and  change  with  changing  indus- 
trial and  sodal  conditions.  (^)  Under  it  a  government  may 
serve  and  promote  the  public  welfare  by  establishing'  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  persons  and  the  management 
of  business  and  property  as  may  be  conducive  to  the  comfort,

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welfare,  and  safety  of  society,  (i)  Both  property  and  liberty 
are  held  on  such  reasonable  condition's  as  may  be  imposed  by 
the  governing  power  of  the  state  in  the  exercise  of  this  power^ 
and  with  such  conditioifs  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth  amend- 
ment of  the  Federal  Constitution,  declaring  that  lio  state  shall 
"deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty,  or  property  without  due 
process  of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction 
the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,"  were  not  designed  to  inter- 
fere ;  but  every  exercise  of  the  police  power  is  rione  the  less  sub- 
ject to  inquiry  as  to  whether  it  is  fair,  reasonable,  and  appro^ 
priate;  or  whether,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  an  unreasonable,  un- 
necessary, and  arbitrary  interference  with  the  right  of  individ- 
uals to  their  personal  liberty.  (2) 

The  police  power  is  therefore  flexible  and  adaptable  to  the 
n^eds  of  the  public  welfare  as  they  develop.  The  idea  expressed 
by  the  words  of  the  fourteenth  amendment,  "due  process  of  law," 
is  hardly  less  broad.  Though  the  words  differ,  the  same  idea 
is  expressed  in  the  phrase,  "law  of  the  land."(®) 

It  is  not  restricted  to  the  test  of  conformity  to  process  or  jur- 
isprudence in  use  at  some  fixed  past  time,  since  to  so  construe  it 
would  unduly  restrict  and  hamper  procedure  and  deny  every 
quality  of  the  law  but  its  age  and  reiixler  it  incapable  of  progress 
or  improvement.  (*)  Any  legal  proceeding  enforced  by  public 
authority,  whether  sanctioned  by  age  and  custom  or  newly  de- 
vised in  the  discretion  of  the  legislative  power,  in  furtherance 
of  the  general  public  good,  which  regards  and  preserves  the 
principles  of  liberty  arid  justice  must  be  held  to  be  due  process 
of  law.  (^)  The  state  is  not  tied  down  by  any  provision  of  the 
Federal  Constitution  to  the  practice  and  procedure  which  ex- 
isted at  the  common  law.(*)  Due  process  of  law  is  secured  if 
the  laws  operate  on  all  persons  alike.  C)

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The  provision  guaranteeing  to  all  persons  the  equal  protection 
of  the  laws  is  satisfied  whew  all  persons  or  classes  in  like  con- 
ditions and  circumstances  enjoy  like  privileges  under  the  law.(^) 
it  does  not  limit,  nor  was  it  intended  to  limit,  the  subjects  upon 
which  the  police  power  of  a  State  may  be  exerted,  but  simply 
requires  that  legislation  shall  treat  alike  all  persons  affected  by 
it.  (2)  "The  greater  part  of  all  legislation  is  special,  either  in 
the  objects  sought  to  be  ascertained  by  it,  or  in  the  extent  of  its 
application.  Such  legislation  does  not  infringe  upon  the  clause 
of  the  fourteenth  amendment  requiring  equal  protection  of  the 
laws,  because  it  is  special  in  its  character.  When  legislation  ap- 
plies to  particular  bodies  or  association's,  imposing  upon  them 
additional  liabilities,  it  is  not  open  to  the  objection  that  it  denies 
to  them  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  if  all  persons  brought 
under  its  influence  are  treated  alike  under  the  same  conditions. 
The  hazardous  character  of  the  business  of  operating  a  railway 
would  seem  to  call  for  special  legislation  with  respect  to  rail- 
road corporation's,  having  for  its  object  the  protection  of  their 
employes  as  well  as  the  safety  of  the  public.  The  business  of 
other  corporations  is  not  subject  to  similar  dangers  to  their  em- 
ployes, and  no  objections,  therefore,  can  be  made  to  the  legis- 
lation on  the  ground  of  its  making  an  unjust  discrimination." (3) 

The  hazardous  n-ature  of  an  industry  is  therefore  an  adequate 
reason  for  legislation  applying  to  its  conduct,  superseding  in 
greater  or  less  degree  the  right  of  contract  as  between  the  em- 
ployer and  his  workmen ;  (^)  and,  as  already  indicated,  it  is  in 
part  on  this  fact  that  the  New  York  statute  providing  for  com- 
pulsory compensation'  in  specified  dangerous  employments  relies. 
Laws  abrogating  the  defense  of  common  employment  either  gen- 
erally or  in  designated  industries  are  constitutional;  (^)  so  of

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laws  modifying  the  defense  of  assumption  of  risks  (^)  and  of 
contributory  negligence ;  (^)  and  in  general  it  is  no  objection  to 
a  law  that  it  imposes  a  measure  of  liability  on*  an  employer  that 
is  unknown  at  common  law.  The  defenses  of  assumed  risks  and 
contributory  negligence  are  frequently  abrogated  outright  in 
cases  where  injury  results  from  the  failure  of  arr  employer  to 
conform  to  a  standard  of  safety  fixed  by  statute.  In  other  stat- 
utes the  employe  is  declared  to  have,  in  the  defined  circum- 
stances, the  same  rights  of  action  and  recovery  as  if  he  had  not 
been  an  employe. 

The  extent  to  which  such  a  declaration  carries  the  matter  ap- 
pears from  a  consideration  of  statutes  that  make  the  proprietors 
of  an  undertaking  responsible  for  injuries  resulting  from  its  con- 
duct without  personal  fault.  Thus  a  Nebraska  statute  makes 
railroad  companies  liable  for  injuries  to  passengers  unless  the 
injury  is  the  result  of  the  criminal  negligence  of  the  person  in- 
jured or  of  his  violation  of  some  known  rule.  The  supreme 
court  of  the  state  in  upholding  this  statute  said:  "The  legisla- 
tion* is  justified  under  the  police  power  of  the  state.  It  was 
enacted  to  make  railroad  companies  insurers  of  the  safe  trans- 
portation of  their  passengers,  as  they  were  of  baggage  and 
freight."  (^)  Tlie  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  sus- 
tained this  view,  quoting  the  above  with  approval,  and  adding: 
"Our  jurisprudence  affords  examples  of  legal  liability  without 
fault,  and  the  deprivation  of  property  without  fault  being  attrib- 
utable to  its  owner.  The  law  of  deodanxls  was  such  an  example. 
The  personification  of  the  ship  in  admiralty  law  is  another. 
Other  examples  are  aflForded  in  the  liability  of  the  husband  for 
the  torts  of  the  wife,  the  liability  of  a  master  for  the  acts  of  his 
servant." (*)     It  is  obviously  only  necessary  to  place  on  the  stat-

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ute  books  of  the  same  state  the  two  provisions  last  cited — i.  e., 
the  one  giving  the  employe  the  status  of  a  third  person  atixl  the 
one  making  the  undertaker  responsible  for  damages  resulting 
from  the  conduct  of  his  business — ^to  attain  the  full  extent  of  the 
protection  proposed  by  compensation  legislation. 

A  text  writer  discussing  this  subject  says: 

If  the  rule  of  absolute  Hability  is  held  to  be  unxronstitutional, 
it  must  be  on  the  ground  that  justice  and  equality  forbid  that  a 
person  be  required  to  make  good  the  loss  of  another  unless  some 
fault  or  culpability  can  be  imputed  to  him.  *  *  *  The  prin- 
ciple that  inevitable  loss  should  be  borne,  not  by  the  person  on 
whom  it  may  happen  to  fall,  but  by  the  person  who  profits  by 
the  dangerous  business  to  which  the  loss  is  incident,  embodies 
a  very  intelligent  idea  of  justice  and  which  seems  to  be  in  ac- 
cord with  modeni'  social  sentiment.  Moreover,  the  rule  of  abso- 
lute liability  is  established  in  our  law  in  the  case  of  fires  caused 
by  locomotives  and  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court.  (165  U.  S.,  180.  [See  St.  Louis  &  S.  F.  R. 
Co.  V.  Mathews,  165  U.  S.,  i])  It  also  underlies  the  rule  of 
respondeat  superior,  since  the  employer  can  not  relieve  himself 
from  liability  for  the  act  done  by  the  servant  within  the  scope  of 
his  employment  by  proof  of  the  greatest  possible  care  in  the  se- 
lection* of  the  servant.  Logic  and  consistency  therefore  demand 
that  liability  irrespective  of  negligence  should  not  be  denounced 
as  unconstitutional.  The  required  element  of  causation  may  read- 
ily be  found  in  the  voluntary  employment  of  dangerous  instru- 
ments or  agencies.  (^) 

In  connection  with  the  above  quotation,  the  construction  of 

the  federal  employers'  liability  law  of  1906  (and  in  respect  of 

the  points  involved  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1908  are  the 

same)  may  be  considered,  as  it  was  discussed  in  the  case  Howard 

V.  Illinois  C.  R.  Co.  (207  U.  S.  463:  28  Sup.  Ct.  141).    Justice 

White,  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  said: 

Besides,  the  statute,  it  is  ur^ed,  discriminates  against  all  who 
engage  as  common  carriers  in  interstate  commerce,  since  it  makes 
them  responsible,  without  limit  as  to  the  amount,  to  one  ser- 
vant for  an  injury  suffered  by  the  acts  of  a  coservant,  even  in 
a  case  where  the  negligence  of  the  injured  servant  has  con- 
tributed to  the  result,  hence  placing  all  employers  who  are  com- 
mon carriers  in  a  disfavored  and  all  their  employes  in  a  favored 
class.  Indeed,  it  is  insisted  that  the  statute  proceeds  upon  con- 
tradictory principles,  since  it  imposes  the  increased  responsibility 

iFreiind,  "The  police  power,"  sec.  634. 
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just  Stated  upon  the  master  presumably  in  order  to  make  him 
more  careful  in  the  selection  of  his  servants,  and  yet  minimizes 
the  necessity  for  care  on  the  part  of  the  servant  by  allowing  re- 
covery although  he  may  have  been  negligent. 

But  without,  even  for  the  sake  of  argument,  conceding  the 
correctness  of  these  suggestions,  we  at  once  dismiss  them  from 
consideration  as  concerning  merely  the  expediency  of  the  act  and 
not  the  power  of  Congress  to  enact  it. 

And  Justice  Moody  in  discussiti-g  the  substantial  provisions  of 
the  statute  in  his  dissenting  oi)inion  pointed  out  that  "the  rem- 
edy afforded  by  it  is  more  generous  to  the  employe  than  that 
given  by  the  common  law  in  several  respects" — ^first,  in  allowing 
recovery  of  damages  for  death  resulting  from  negliger»x!e ;  sec- 
ond, in  abrogating  the  defense  of  fellow-service ;  third,  in  exact- 
ing a  provision  as  to  comparative  negligence,  by  virtue  of  which 
the  contributory  negligence  of  the  injured  person  does  not  bar 
recovery,  if  the  employer's  negligence  is  greater,  but  only  serves 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  damages  recoverable:  and.  fourth,  by 
making  void  all  contracts  relieving  the  employer  from  liability 
for  injuries  received  by  the  employe  in  the  course  of  employ- 
ment: conxrluding,  "Thus  four  doctrines  of  the  common  law  re- 
strictive of  the  employe's  rights  are  supplanted  by  others  more 
favorable  to  him." 


Justice  Moody  then  said: 

There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  right  of  a  legislative  body,  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  over  the  subject,  to  modify  the  first  three  of 
these  rules  of  the  common  law  in  the  manner  in  which  this  act 
of  Congress  does  it.  They  are  simply  niles  of  law,  unprotected 
by  the  Constitution  from  change,  and  like  all  other  such  rules 
must  yield  to  the  superior  authority  of  a  statute.  They  have  so 
generally  been  modified  by  statute  that  it  may  well  be  doubted 
if  they  exist  in  their  integrity  in  any  jurisdiction.  *  *  ♦  * 
Whenever  the  legislative  power  to  change  any  of  these  rules  of 
the  common  law  has  been  drawn  in  question  in  this  court  it  has 
been*  sustained. 

It  may  be  recalled  in  this  connection  that  the  statute  in  ques- 
tion has  been  declared  constitutional  in  the  Territories  and  the 
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District  of  Columbia;  (^)  while  in  respect  of  the  fourth  point, 
relating  to  contracts  of  waiver,  a  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  held  this  provision  to  be  constitu- 
tional. (2)  This  provision  of  the  law  of  1908  was  referred  to  in  a 
very  recent  case  as  intended  to  prevent  the  evasion  of  the  other 
provisions  of  the  act.(^) 

That  compensation  legislation  prescribes  the  conditions  of  con- 
tracts between  employer  and  employe  and  changes  largely  the 
legal  consequences  and  incidents  of  such  contracts  is  indisputa- 
ble. It  seeks  to  improve  the  status  of  the  employe,  and  in  do- 
ing so  devolves  upon  the  employer  the  duty  of  administering  the 
benefits  provided,  whether  met  at  his  own  cost  and  expense  or 
made  a  part  of  the  cost  of  production  and  distributed  among  the 
consumers  of  his  goods  or  the  public  served  by  his  undertaking. 
But  even  granting  that  there  is  as  the  result  of  such  legislation 
a  shifting  of  relationships,  it  does  not  follow  that  it  discrimi- 
nates unfairly  between  employer  and  employe.  Thus  a  statute 
regulating  the  payment  of  wages  in  store  orders  was  said  to 
have  a  tendency  to  place  the  employer  and  the  employe  upon 
equal  ground,  (*)  suggesting  a  previously  existing  recognizable 
Miequality;  in  another  case  the  Supreme  Court  speaks  of  it  as 
an  established  and  recognized  fact  that,  in  the  making  of  con- 
tracts, employers  and  employes  do  not  stand  upon  an  equal- 
ity. (^)  Such  inequality  is  easily  a  result  of  the  growth  of  cor- 
porations and  the  centralization  of  business  management  em- 
ployingf  numerous  and  widely  scattered  employes,  which  fact 
legislatures  may  recognize  in  providing  remedial  legislation. (®) 

Many  of  the  points  of  statutory  enactment  and  of  judicial 
construction  noted  above,  together  with  other  legal  cor/sidera-

latter  expressing  its  conclusion  in  the  following  la&'g^age: 

It  is  on  these  judicial  statements  anxl  the  authorities  which 
follow  them  that  we  base  our  contention  as  to  the  power  of  the 
legislature  to  deal  with  the  question  of  employers*  liability  on  a 
basis  other  than  fault.  That  the  matter  is  clear  beyond  perad- 
venture  we  do  not  assert,  but  that  the  legislature,  on  examining 
its  power  to  enact  the  legislation  we  are  about  to  reconomend, 
will  agree  that  such  action  is  within  its  constitutional  powers, 
we  confidently  expect. 

STATUTES. 
ACTS  OF  UNITED  STATES  CONGRESS,    I907-8. 

Chapter  149. — Liability  of  railroad  companies  for  injuries  to 

employes. 

Section  i.  Every  common  carrier  by  railroad  while  engag- 
ing in  commerce  between  any  of  the  several  States  or  Terri- 
tories, or  between  any  of  the  States  and  Territories,  or  between 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  any  of  the  States  or  Territories,  or 
between  the  District  of  Columbia  or  any  of  the  States  or  Terri- 
tories and  any  foreign  nation  or  nations,  shall  be  liable  in  dam- 
ages to  any  person  suffering  injury  while  he  is  employed  by  such 
carrier  in  such  commerce,  or,  in  case  of  death  of  such  employe, 
to  his  or  her  personal  representative,  for  the  benefit  of  the  sur- 
viving widow  or  husband  and  children  of  such  employe ;  and,  if 
none,  then  of  such  employe's  parents ;  and,  if  none,  then  of  the 
next  of  kin  dependent  upon  such  employe,  for  such  injury  or 
death  resulting  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  neg^igenxre  of  any 
of  the  officers,  agents,  or  employes  of  such  carrier,  or  by  rea- 
son of  any  defect  or  insufficiency,  due  to  its  negligence,  in  its 
cars,  engines,  appliances,  machinery,  track,  roadbed,  works, 
boats,  wharves,  or  other  equipment. 

Sec.  2.  Every  common  carrier  by  railroad  in*  the  Territories, 
the  District  of  Q>lumbia,  the  Panama  Canal  Zone,  or  other  pos- 
sessions of  the  United  States  shall  be  liable  in  damages  to  any 
person  suffering  injury  while  he  is  employed  by  such  carrier  in 
any  of  said  jurisdictions,  or,  in  case  of  the  death  of  such  em- 
ploye, to  his  or  her  persond  representative  for  the  benefit  of 
the  survivin'g  widow  or  husband  and  children  of  such  employe ; 
and,  if  none,  then  of  such  employe's  parents ;  and,  if  none,  then 
of  the  next  of  kin  dependent  upon  such  employe,  for  such  in- 
jury or  death  resulting  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  n^egligence 
of  any  of  the  officers,  agents,  or  employes  of  such  carrier,  or  by 
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reason  of  any  defect  or  insufficiency,  due  to  its  n^ligence,  in 
its  cars,  engines,  appliances,  machinery,  track,  roadbed,  works, 
boats,  wharves,  or  other  equipment. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  action*s  hereafter  brought  against  any  such 
common  carrier  by  railroad  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  recover  damages  for  personal  injuries 
to  an  employe,  or  where  such  injuries  have  resulted  in  his  death, 
the  fact  that  the  employe  may  have  been  guilty  of  contributory 
negligence  shall  not  bar  a  recovery,  but  the  damages  shall  be  di- 
minished by  the  jury  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  negligence 
attributable  to  such  employe:  Provided,  That  no  such  employe 
who  may  be  injured  or  killed  shall  be  held  to  have  been  guilty 
of  contributory  negligence  in  any  case  where  the  violation  by 
such  common  carrier  of  any  statute  enacted  for  the  safety  of 
employes  contributed  to  the  injury  or  death  of  such  employe. 

Sec.  4.  In  any  action  brought  against  any  common  carrier 
under  or  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  re- 
cover damages  for  injuries  to,  or  the  death  of,  any  of  its  em- 
ployes, such  employe  shall  not  be  held  to  have  assumed  the  risks 
of  his  employment  in  any  case  where  the  violation  by  such  com- 
mon carrier  of  any  statute  enacted  for  the  safety  of  employes 
contributed  to  the  injury  or  death  of  such  employe. 

Sec.  5.  Any  contract,  rule,  regulation,  or  device  whatso- 
ever, the  purpose  or  intent  of  which  shall  be  to  enable  any  com- 
mon carrier  to  exempt  itself  from  any  liability  created  by  this 
act,  shall  to  that  extent  be  void:  Provided,  That  in  any  action 
brought  against  any  such  common  carrier  under  or  by  virtue  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  common  carrier  may  set 
off  therein  any  sum  it  has  contributed,  or  paid  to  any  insurance, 
relief  benefit,  or  indemnity  that  may  have  been  paid  to  the  in- 
jured employe  or  the  person  entitled  thereto  on  account  of  the 
injury  or  death  for  which  said  action  was  brought. 

Sec.  6  (as  amended  by  act  of  April  5,  1910).  No  action  shall 
be  maintained  under  this  act  unless  commenced  within  two  years 
from  the  day  the  cause  of  action  accrued. 

Under  this  act  an  action  may  be  brought  in  a  circuit  court  of 
the  United  States,  in  the  district  of  the  residence  of  the  defend- 
ant, or  in  which  the  cause  of  action  arose,  or  in  which  the  de-  ^' 
fendant  shall  be  doing  business  at  the  time  of  commencing  such  V[ 
action.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  un- 
der this  act  shall  be  concurrent  with  that  of  the  courts  of  the 
several  states,  and  no  case  arising  under  this  act  and  brought  in 
any  state  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  be  removed  to  any 
court  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  The  term  "common  carrier"  as  used  in  this  act  shall 
include  the  receiver  or  receivers  or  other  persons  or  corpora-

tions  charged  with  the  duty  of  the  management  anxl  operation 
of  the  business  of  a  common  carrier. 

Sec.  8.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  limit  the  duty  or 
liability  of  common  carriers  or  to  impair  the  rights  of  their  em- 
ployes under  any  other  act  or  acts  of  Congress,  or  to  affect  the 
prosecution  of  any  pending  proceeding  or  right  of  action  under 
the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  liability  of  com- 
mon carriers  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  Territories,  and 
to  common  carriers  engaged  in  commerce  between'  the  States  and 
between  the  States  and  foreign  nations  to  their  employes,"  ap- 
proved June  eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  six. 

Sec.  9  (added  by  act  of  April  s,  1910).  Any  right  of  action 
giverr  by  this  act  to  a  person  suffering  injury  shall  survive  to 
his  or  her  personal  representative,  for  the  benefit  of  the  surviv- 
ing widow  or  husband  and  children  of  such  employe,  and,  if 
none,  then  of  such  employe's  parents ;  and,  if  none,  then  of  the 
next  of  kirr  dependent  upon  such  employe,  but  in  such  cases 
there  shall  be  only  one  recovery  for  the  same  injury.

LAWS  OF  NEW  YORK,    I9IO. 

Chapter  352. — Liability  of  employers  for  injuries  to  employes. 

Compensation  for  injuries. 

Section  i.  Sections  two  hundred,  two  hundred  and  one  and 
two  hundred  and  two  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  laws  of  niric- 
teen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  labor,  con- 
stituting chapter  thirty-one  of  the  consolidated  laws,  are  hereby 
amended  to  read,  respectively,  as  follows: 

"Sec  200.  When  persoral  injury  is  caused  to  an  employe 
who  is  himself  in  the  exercise  of  due  care  and  diligence  at  the 
time: 

"i.  By  reason  of  any  defect  in  the  condition  of  the  ways, 
works,  machinery,  or  plant,  connected  with  or  used  in  the  bus- 
iness of  the  employer  which  arose  from  or  had  not  been  discov- 
ered or  remedied  owing  to  the  negligence  of  the  employer  or  of 
any  person  in  the  service  of  the  employer  and  intrusted  by  him 
with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  the  ways,  works,  machinery,  or 
plant,  were  in  proper  condition : 

"2.  By  reason  of  the  negligence  of  any  person  in  the  service 
of  the  employer  intrusted  with  any  superintendence  or  by  rea- 
son of  the  negligence  of  any  person  intrusted  with  authority  to 
direct,  control  or  command  any  employe  in  the  performance  of 
the  duty  of  such  employe.  The  employe,  or  in  case  the  injury 
results  in  death,  the  executor  or  administrator  of  a  deceased  em- 
ploye who  has  left  him  surviving  a  husband,  wife  or  next  of  kin. 
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shall  have  the  same  right  of  compensation  and  remedies  against 
the  employer  as  if  the  employe  had  not  been  an  employe  of  nor 
in  the  service  of  the  employer  nor  engaged  in  his  work.  The 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  actions  for  causin^g  death  by  neg- 
ligence, so  far  as  the  same  are  consistent  with  this  act,  shall  ap- 
ply to  an  action  brought  by  an  executor  or  administrator  of  a 
deceased  employe,  suing  under  the  provisions  of  this  article.  If 
an  employer  enters  into  a  contract,  written  or  verbal,  with  an 
independent  contractor  to  do  part  of  such  employer's  work,  or 
if  such  contractor  enters  into  a  contract  with  a  subcontractor  to 
do  all  or  any  part  of  the  work  comprised  in  such  contractor's 
contract  with  the  employer,  such  contract  or  subcontract  shall 
not  bar  the  liability  of  the  employer  for  the  injuries  to  the  em- 
ployes of  such  contractor  or  subcontractor,  caused  by  any  defect 
in  the  condition  of  the  ways,  works,  machinery,  or  plant,  if  they 
are  the  property  of  the  employer  or  are  furnished  by  him,  and  if 
such  defect  rose,  or  had  not  been  discovered  or  remedied, 
through  the  negligeritre  of  the  employer,  or  of  some  person  in- 
trusted by  him  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  they  were  in  proper 
condition. 

"Sec.  201.  No  action  for  recovery  of  compensation  for  in- 
jury or  death  under  this  article  shall  be  maintained  unless  no- 
tice of  the  time,  place  and  cause  of  the  injury  is  given*  to  the 
employer  within  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  and  the  action  is 
commenced  within  one  year  after  the  occurrence  of  the  accident 
causing  the  injury  or  death.  The  notice  required  by  this  section 
shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  person  injured  or  by  some 
one  in  his  behalf,  but  if  from  physical  or  mental  incapacity  it  is 
impossible  for  the  person  injured  to  give  notice  within  the  time 
provided  in*  this  section,  he  may  give  the  same  within  ten  day^ 
after  such  incapacity  is  removed.  In  case  of  his  death  without 
having  given  such  notice,  his  executor  or  administrator  may 
give  such  notice  within  sixty  days  after  his  appointment,  but  no 
notice  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
invalid  or  in'sufficient  solely  by  reason  of  any  inaccuracy  in  stat- 
ing the  time,  place  or  cause  of  the  injury  if  it  be  shown  that 
there  was  no  intention  to  mislead  and  that  the  party  entitled  to 
notice  was  not  in  fact  misled  thereby.  If  such  niotice  does  not 
apprise  the  employer  of  the  time,  place  or  cause  of  injury,  he 
may,  within  eight  days  after  service  thereof,  serve  upon  the 
sender  a  written  demand  for  a  further  notice,  whicli  demand 
must  specify  the  particular  in  which  the  first  notice  is  claimed 
to  be  defective,  and  a  failure  by  the  employer  to  make  such  de- 
mand as  hereit;  provided  shall  be  a  waiver  of  all  defects  that 
the  notice  may  contain.  After  service  of  such  demand  as  herein 
provided,  the  sender  of  such  notice  may  at  any  time  within  eight 
days  thereafter  serve  an  amended  notice  which  shall  supersede 
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such  first  notice  and  have  the  same  effect  as  sat  original  notice 
hereunder.  The  notice  required  by  this  section  shall  be  served 
on  the  employer,  or  if  there  is  more  than  one  employer,  upcxi 
one  of  such  employers,  and  may  be  served  by  delivering  the 
same  to  or  at  the  residence  or  place  of  business  of  the  person  ok 
whom  it  is  to  be  served.  The  notice  or  demand  may  be  served 
by  post  by  letter  addressed  to  the  person  on  whom  it  is  to  be 
served,  at  his  last  known  place  of  residence  or  place  of  business, 
and  if  served  by  post  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  served  at  the 
time  when  the  letter  containing  the  same  would  be  delivered  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  the  post.  When  the  employer  is  a  cor- 
poration, notice  shall  be  served  by  delivering  the  same  or  by 
sending  it  by  post  addressed  to  the  office  or  principal  place  of 
business  of  such  corporation. 

"Sec.  202.  An  employe  by  entering  upon*  or  continuing  in  the 
service  of  the  employer  shall  be  presumed  to  have  assented  to  the 
necessary  risks  of  the  occupation  or  employment  and  no  others. 
The  necessary  risks  of  the  occupation  or  employment  shall,  in 
all  cases  arising  after  this  article  takes  effect,  be  considered  as 
inxrluding  those  risks,  and  those  only,  inherent  in  the  nature  of 
the  business  which  remain  after  the  employer  has  exercised  due 
care  in  providing  for  the  safety  of  his  employes,  and  has  com- 
plied with  the  laws  affecting  or  regulating  such  business  or  oc- 
cupation for  the  greater  safety  of  such  employes.  In  an  action 
brought  to  recover  damages  for  personal  injury  or  for  death  re- 
sulting therefrom  received  after  this  act  takes  effect,  owiiig  to 
any  cause,  including  open  and  visible  defects,  for  which  the  em- 
ployer would  be  liable  but  for  the  hitherto  available  defense  of 
assumption  of  risk  by  the  employe,  the  fact  that  the  employe 
continued  in  the  service  of  the  employer  in  the  same  place  and 
course  of  employment  after  the  discovery  by  such  employe  or 
after  he  had  been  informed  of  the  danger  of  personal  injury 
therefrom  shall  not  be,  as  matter  of  fact  or  as  matter  of  law,  an 
assumption  of  the  risk  of  injury  therefrom,  but  an  employe,  or 
his  legal  representative,  shall  not  be  entitled  under  this  article 
to  any  right  of  compensation  or  remedy  against  the  employer  in 
ar^y  case  where  such  employe  knew  of  the  defect  or  negligence 
which  caused  the  injury  and  failed,  within  a  reasonable  time,  10 
give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  information  thereof  to  the  employer, 
or  to  some  person  superior  to  himself  in  the  service  of  the  em- 
ployer, or  who  had  intrusted  to  him  some  superintendence,  un- 
less it  shall  appear  on  the  trial  that  such  defect  or  negligence 
was  known  to  such  employer,  or  superior  person,  prior  to  such 
injuries  to  the  employe;  or  unless  such  defect  could  have  been 
discovered  by  such  employer  by  reasonable  and  proper  care» 
tests  or  inspection." 
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Sec.  2.  Such  chapter  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein 
a  new  section  to  be  section  two  hundred  and  two-a,  to  read  as 
follows : 

"Sec  202-a.  On  the  trial  of  any  action  brought  by  an  em- 
ploye or  his  personal  representative  to  recover  damages  for  neg- 
ligence arisin^g  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  such  emplo3rment, 
contributory  negligence  of  the  injured  employe  shall  be  a  de- 
fense to  be  so  pleaded  and  proved  by  the  defendant." 

Sec.  3.  Such  chapter  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  article  fourteen  thereof  seven  new  section's,  to  read  as 
follows : 

"Sec.  205.  When  and  if  any  employer  in  this  state  and  any 
of  his  employes  shall  consent  to  the  compensation  plan  described 
in  sections  two  hundred  and  six  to  two  hundred  and  twelve,  in- 
clusive, of  this  article,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  plan,  and 
shall  signify  their  consent  thereto  in  writing  signed  by  each  of 
them  or  their  authorized  agents,  and  acknowledged  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law  for  takin^g  the  acknowledgment  of  a  con- 
veyance of  real  property,  and  such  writing  is  filed  with  the 
county  clerk  of  the  coimty  in  which  it  is  signed  by  the  employe, 
then  so  long  as  such  consent  has  not  expired  or  been  canceled  as 
hereiriafter  provided,  such  employe,  or  in  case  injury  to  him  re- 
sults in  death,  his  executor  or  administrator,  shall  have  no  other 
right  of  action  against  the  employer  for  personal  injury  or  death 
of  any  kind,  under  any  statute  or  at  common  law,  save  under 
the  plan  so  consented  to,  except  where  personal  injury  to  the 
employe  is  caused  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  failure  of 
the  employer  to  obey  a  valid  order  made  by  the  commissioner  of 
labor  or  other  public  authority  authorized  to  require  the  employ- 
er to  safeguard  his  employes,  or  where  such  injury  is  caused  by 
the  serious  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  employer.  In  such 
excepted  cases  thus  described,  no  right  of  action  which  the  em- 
ploye has  at  common  law  or  by  any  other  statute  shall  be  affected 
or  lost  by  his  consent  to  the  plan,  if  such  employe,  or  in  case  of 
death  his  executor  or  administrator,  commences  such  action  be- 
fore accepting  any  ber/efit  under  such  plan  or  giving  any  notice 
of  injury  as  provided  in  section  two  hundred  and  six  hereof. 
The  commencing  of  any  legal  action  whatsoever  at  common  law 
or  by  any  statute  against  the  employer  on  account  of  such  injury, 
except  under  the  plar*',  shall  bar  the  employe,  and  in  the  event  of 
his  death  his  executors,  administrators,  dependents  and  other 
beneficiaries,  from  all  benefit  under  the  plan  This  section  and 
sections  two  hundred  and  six  to  two  hundred  and  twelve,  inclu- 
sive, of  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  a  railroad  corporation,  for- 
•eign  or  domestic,  doing  busineiss  in  this  state,  or  a  receiver  there- 
of, or  to  any  person  employed  by  such  corporation  or  receiver.

*'Sec.  206.  If  personal  injury  by  accident  arising  out  of  and 
in  the  course  of  the  employment  is  caused  to  the  employee,  the 
employer  shall,  subject  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  liable  to  pay 
comperisation  under  the  plan  at  the  rates  set  out  in  section  two 
hundred  and  seven  of  this  article;  provided  that  the 
employer  shall  not  be  liable  in  respect  of  any  injury 
which  does  not  disable  the  employe  for  a  period  of  at 
least  two  weeks  from  earning  full  wages  at  the  work 
at  which  he  was  employed,  and  that  the  employer  shall  not 
be  liable  in  respect  of  any  injury  to  the  employe  which  is  caused 
by  the  serious  and  willful  misconduct  of  that  employe.  No  pro- 
ceedings for  recovery  under  the  plan  provided  hereby  shall  be 
maintained  unless  notice  of  the  accident  has  been  given  to  the 
employer  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  happening  thereof  and 
before  the  employe  has  voluntarily  left  the  emplo3rment  in  which 
he  was  injured  and  during  such  disability,  and  unless  claim  for 
compensation  with  respect  to  the  accident  has  beer;  made  within 
six  months  from  the  occurrence  of  the  accident,  or  in  the  case  of 
death  of  the  employe,  or  in  the  event  of  his  physical  or  mental 
incapacity  within  six  months  after  such  death  or  removal  of  such 
physical  or  mental  incapacity,  or  in  the  event  that  weekly  pay- 
ments have  been'  made  under  the  plan,  within  six  months  after 
such  payments  have  ceased ;  but  no  want  of  or  defect  or  inaccu- 
racy of  a  notice  shall  be  a  bar  to  the  maintenance  of  proceedings 
under  the  plan  unless  the  employer  proves  that  he  is  prejudiced 
by  such  want,  defect  or  inaccuracy.  Notice  of  the  accident  shall 
apprise  the  employer  of  the  claim  for  compensation  under  this 
plan  and  shall  state  the  name  and  address  of  the  employe  injured, 
the  date  and  place  of  the  accident  and  in  simple  language  the 
cause  thereof.  The  notice  may  be  served  personally  or  by  send- 
ing it  by  mail  in  a  registered  letter  addressed  to  the  employer  at 
his  la.<;t  known*  residence  or  place  of  business. 

**Si':c.  207.  The  amount  of  compensation  under  the  plan  shall 
be:     I.  In  case  death  results  from  injury: 

*'(a)  If  the  employe  leaves  a  widow  or  next  of  kin  at  the 
time  of  his  death  wholly  dependent  on  his  earnings,  a  sum  equal 
to  twelve  hundred  times  the  daily  earnings  of  the  employe  at  the 
rate  at  which  he  was  being  paid  by  the  employer  at  the  time  of 
the  accident,  but  not  more  in  any  event  than  three  thousand  dol- 
lars. Any  weekly  payments  previously  made  under  the  plan 
shall  be  deducted  in  ascertaining  such  amount  payable  on  death. 

"(b)  If  such  widow  or  next  of  kin  or  any  of  them  are  in  part 
only  dependent  upon  his  earnings,  such  sum  not  exceeding  that 
provided  in  subdivision  a  as  may  be  determined  to  be  reasonable 
and  proportionate  to  the  injury  to  such  dependerits. 

"(c)  If  he  leaves  no  widow,  or  next  of  kin  so  dependent  in 
whole  or  in  part,  the  reasonable  expenses  of  his  medical  attend- 
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ance  and  burial,  not  exceeding  on-e  hundred  dollars.  Whatever 
sum"  may  be  determined  to  be  payable  under  the  plan,  in  case  of 
death  of  the  injured  employe,  shall  be  paid  to  his  iegal  represen- 
tative for  the  benefit  of  such  dependents,  or  if  he  leaves  no  such 
dependents,  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  to  whom  the  expen'ses  of 
medical  attendance  and  burial  are  due. 

''2.  Where  total  or  partial  incapacity  for  work  at  any  gainful 
employment  results  to  the  employe  from  the  injury,  a  weekly  pay- 
ment commencing  at  the  end  of  the  second  week  after  the  in- 
jury and  continuing  during  incapacity,  subject  as  herein  provided, 
not  exceeding  fifty  per  centum  of  his  average  weekly  earnings 
when  at  work  on  full  time  during  the  preceding  year  during 
which  he  shall  have  been  in  the  employment  of  the  same  employ- 
er, or  if  he  shall  have  been  employed  less  than  a  year,  then  a 
weekly  payment  of  not  exceeding  three  times  the  average  daily 
earnings  on  full  time  for  such  less  period. 

"In  fixing  the  amount  of  the  weekly  payment,  regard  shall  be 
had  to  any  payment,  allowance  or  benefit  which  the  workman 
may  have  received  from  the  employer  during  the  period  of  his 
incapacity,  and  in  the  case  of  partial  inxrapacity  the  weekly  pay- 
ment shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  difference  between  the  amount 
of  the  average  weekly  earnings  of  the  workman  before  the  acci- 
dent and  the  average  amount  which  he  is  earning  or  is  able  to 
earn  hi  some  suitable  employment  or  business  after  the  accident 
but  shall  amount  to  one-half  of  such  diflFerence.  In  no  event 
shall  any  weekly  payment  payable  under  the  plan  exceed  ten  dol- 
lars per  week  or  extend  over  more  than  eight  years  from  the  date 
of  the  accident.  Any  person  entitled  to  receive  weekly  payments 
under  the  plan  is  required,  if  requested  by  the  employer,  to  sub- 
mit himself  for  examination  by  a  duly  qualified  medical  practi- 
tioner or  surgeon  provided  and  paid  for  by  the  employer,  at  a 
time  and  place  reasonably  convenient  for  the  employe,  within 
three  weeks  after  the  injury,  anxl  thereafter  at  intervals  not  of- 
tener  than  once  in  six  weeks.  If  the  workman  refuses  so  to  sub- 
mit or  obstructs  the  same,  his  right  to  weekly  payments  shall  be 
suspended  until  such  examination  shall  have  taken  place,  and  no 
compensation  shall  be  payable  under  the  plan  during  such  period. 
In  case  an  injured  employe  shall  be  mentally  incompetent  at  the 
time  when  any  right  or  privilege  accrues  to  him  under  the  plan* 
a  committee  or  guardian  of  the  incompetent  appointed  pursuant 
to  law  may,  on  behalf  of  such  incornpetent,  claim  and  exercise 
any  such  right  or  privilege  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if 
the  employe  himself  had  been  competent  and  had  claimed  or 
exercised  any  such  right  or  privilege ;  arrd  no  limitation  of  time 
herein  provided  for  shall  run  so  long  as  said  incompetent  em- 
ploye has  no  committee  or  guardian. 
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"Sec.  208.  Any  question  of  law  or  fact  arising  in  regard  to 
the  application  of  the  plan  in  determining  the  ccxnpensation  pay- 
able thereunder  or  otherwise  shall  be  determined  either  by  agree- 
ment or  by  arbitration  as  provided  in  the  code  of  civil  proced- 
ure, or  by  an  action  at  law  as  hereiw  provided.  In  case  the  em- 
ployer shall  be  in  default  in  any  of  his  obligations  to  the  em- 
ploye under  the  plan,  the  injured  employe  or  his  committee  or 
guardian,  if  such  be  appointed,  or  his  executor  or  administrator, 
may  then  bring  an  action  to  recover  compensation  under  the  plan 
in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof  as  on  a  written  contract. 
Such  action  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  an  action 
at  law  for  the  recovery  of  damages  for  breach  of  a  written  con- 
tract, and  shall  for  all  purposes,  including  the  determination  of 
jurisdiction,  be  deemed  such  an  action.  The  judgment  in  such 
action,  in*  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  shall  be  for  a  lump  sum  equal  to 
the  amount  of  the  payments  then  due  and  prospectively  due  un- 
der the  plan.  In  such  action  by  an  executor  or  administrator 
the  judgment  may  provide  the  proportions  of  the  award  or  the 
costs  to  be  distributed  to  or  between  the  several  dependents.  If 
such  determination  is  not  made  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  sur- 
rogate's court  by  which  such  executor  or  administrator  is  ap- 
pointed, in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  article  on  petition 
of  any  party  on  such  notice  as  such  court  may  direct. 

"Sec.  209.  Any  person  entitled  to  weekly  payments  under 
the  plan  against  ariy  employer  shall  have  the  same  preferential 
claim  therefor  against  the  assets  of  the  employer  as  now  allowed 
by  law  for  a  claim  by  such  person  against  such  employer  for  un- 
paid wages  or  personal  services.  Weekly  payments  due  under 
the  plan  shall  not  be  assignable  or  subject  to  attachment,  levy  or 
execution.  No  claim  of  an  attorney  for  any  contingent  interest 
in  any  recovery  under  the  plan  for  services  in  securing  such  re- 
covery shall  be  an  enforceable  Hen  thereon,  unless  the  amount  of 
the  same  be  approved  in  writing  by  a  justice  of  the  supreme 
court,  or  ir;  case  the  same  is  tried  in  any  court,  before  (by)  the 
justice  presiding  at  such  trial. 

"Sec.  210.  When  a  consent  to  the  plan  shall  have  been  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  as  herein  provided,  it  shall  be 
binding  upon  both  parties  thereto  as  long  as  the  relation  of  em- 
ployer and  employe  exists  between  the  parties,  and  expire  at  the 
end  of  such  employment,  but  it  may  at  any  time  be  canceled  on 
sixty  days*  notice  in  writing  from  either  party  to  the  other.  Such 
notice  of  cancellation  shall  be  effective  only  ^f  served  personally 
or  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  last  known  post-office  address 
of  the  party  to  whom  it  is  addressed,  but  no  notice  of  cancdla- 
tion  shall  be  effective  as  to  a  claim  for  injury  occurring  previous 
thereto. 
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'*Sec.  211.  Each  employer  who  shall  sigrr  with  any  employe  a 
consent  to  the  plan  shall,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  file  with 
the  commissioner  of  labor  a  statement  thereof,  signed  by  such 
employer,  which  shall  show  (a)  the  name  of  the  employer  and 
his  post-office  address,  (b)  the  name  of  the  employe  and  his  last 
known  post-office  address,  (c)  the  date  of  and  office  where  the 
original  consent  is  filed,  (d)  the  weekly  wage  of  the  employe  at 
the  time  the  consent  is  sigriied;  unless  such  statement  is  duly 
filed,  such  consent  of  the  employe  shall  not  be  a  bar  to  any  pro- 
ceeding at  law  commenced  by  the  employe  against  the  employer. 

"Sec.  212.  Each  employer  of  labor  in  this  state  who  shall 
have  entered  into  the  plan  with  any  employe  shall,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen*  hundred  and  eleven,  and  there- 
after and  at  such  time  as  may  be  required  by  the  commissioner 
of  labor,  make  a  report  to  such  commissioner  of  all  amounts,  if 
any,  paid  by  him  under  such  plan  to  injured  employes,  stating 
the  name  of  such  employes,  and  showing  separately  the  amounts 
paid  under  agreement  with  the  employes,  anxl  the  amounts  paid 
after  proceedings  at  law,  and  the  proceedings  at  law  under  the 
plan  then  pending.  Such  reports  shall  be  verified  by  the  em- 
ployer or  a  duly  authorized  agent  in  the  same  manner  as  affi- 
davits." 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  September  one,  nineteen 
huLtlred  and  ten. 

Became  a  law  May  24,  1910. 


Chapter  674. — Coompensation  for  injuries  to  employes  in  cer- 
tain dangerous  employments. 

Section  215.  This  article  shall  apply  only  to  workmen  en- 
gaged in  manual  or  mechanical  labor  in  the  following  employ- 
ments, each  of  which  is  hereby  determined  to  be  especially  dan- 
gerous, in*  which  from  the  nature,  conditions  or  means  of  prose- 
cution of  the  work  therein,  extraordinary  risk  to  the  life  and 
limb  of  workmen  engaged  therein  are  inherent,  necessary  or 
substantially  unavoidable,  and  as  to  each  of  which  employments 
it  is  deemed  necessary  to  establish  a  new  system  of  compensation 
for  accidents  to  workmen. 

1.  The  erection  or  demolition  of  any  bridge  or  building  in 
which  there  is,  or  in  which  the  plans  and  specifications  require 
iron  or  steel  framework. 

2.  The  operation  of  elevators,  elevating  machines  or  derricks 
or  hoisting  apparatus  used  within  or  on  the  outside  of  any  bridge 
or  building  for  the  conveying  of  materials  in  connection  with 
the  erection  or  demolition  of  such  bridge  or  building. 
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3.  Work  on  scaffolds  of  any  kind  elevated  twenty  feet  or  more 
above  the  ground,  water,  or  floor  beneath  in  the  erection,  con* 
struction,  painting,  alteration  or  repair  of  buildings,  bridges  or 
structures. 

4.  Gjii'struction,  operation,  alteration  or  repair  of  wires,  ca- 
bles, switchboards  or  apparatus  charged  with  electric  currents* 

5.  All  work  necessitating  dangerous  proximity  to  guniowder, 
blasting  powder,  dynamite  or  any  other  explosives,  where  the 
same  are  used  as  instrumentalities  of  the  industry. 

6.  The  operation  on  steam  railroads  of  locomotives,  engines, 
trains,  motors  or  cars  propelled  by  gravity  or  steam,  electricity 
or  other  mechanical  power,  or  the  construction  or  repair  of 
steam  railroad  tracks  and  roadbeds  over  which  such  locomotives, 
engines,  trains,  motors  or  cars  are  operated. 

7.  The  construction  of  tunnels  and  subways. 

8.  All  work  carried  on  under  compressed  air. 

Sec.  216.  The  words,  "employer,'*  "workman"  and  "em- 
ployment," or  their  plurals,  used  in  this  article,  shall  be  con- 
strued to  apply  to  all  the  employments  above  described. 

Sec.  217.  If,  in  the  course  of  any  of  the  employments  above 
described,  personal  injury  by  accident  arising  out  of  and  in  the 
course  of  the  employment  after  this  article  takes  effect  is  caused 
to  any  workman  employed  therein,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  the 
damage  or  injury  caused  thereby  is  in  whole  or  part  contributed 
to  by— 

(a)  A  necessary  risk  of  dangi^er  of  the  employment  or  one  in- 
herent in  the  nature  thereof ;  or 

(b)  Failure  of  the  employer  of  such  workman  or  any  of  his 
or  its  officers,  agents  or  employes  to  exercise  due  care,  or  to  com- 
ply with  any  law  affecting  such  employment ;  then  such  employ- 
er shall,  subject  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  liable  to  pay  com- 
pensation at  the  rates  set  out  in  section  219a  of  this  title:  pro- 
vided that  the  employer  shall  not  be  liable  in  respect  of  any  in- 
jury which  does  not  disable  the  workman  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  weeks  from  earning  full  wages  at  the  work  at  which  he  was 
employed,  and  provided  that  the  employer  shall  not  be  liable  in 
respect  of  any  injury  to  the  workman  which  is  caused  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  the  serious  and  willful  misconduct  of  the  work- 
man. 

Sec.  218.  The  right  of  action  for  damages  caused  by  anv 
such  injury,  at  common  law  or  under  any  statute  in  force  on 
January  i,  1910,  shall  not  be  affected  by  this  article,  and  every 
existing  right  of  action  for  negligence  or  to  recover  damages 
for  injuries  resulting  in  death  is  continued,  and  nothing  in  this 
article  shell  be  construed  as  limiting  such  right  of  action,  but  in 
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case  the  injured  workman,  or  in  event  of  his  death  his  executor 
or  administrator,  shall  avail  himself  of  this  article,  either  by  ac- 
cepting any  compensation  hereunder  in  accordance  with  section 
219a  hereof  or  by  beginning  proceedings  therefor  in  any  manner 
on  account  of  any  such  injury,  he  shall  be  barred  from  recovery 
in  and  deemed  thereby  to  have  released  every  other  action  at 
common  law  or  under  any  other  statute  on  account  of  the  same 
injury  after  this  article  takes  effect.  In  case  after  such  injury 
the  workmari',  or  in  the  event  of  his  death  his  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator, shall  commence  any  action  at  common  law  or  under 
any  statute  other  than  this  article  against  the  employer  therefor 
he  shall  be  barred  from  all  benefit  of  this  article  in  regard  thereto. 

Sec.  21^.  If  an  employer  who  shall  be  the  principal  enters 
into  a  contract  with  an  indepenxient  contractor  to  do  part  of  such 
employer's  work,  or  if  such  contractor  enters  into  a  contract  with 
a  subcontractor  to  do  all  or  any  part  of  the  work  comprised  in 
such  contractor's  contract  with  the  employer,  the  said  principal 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  any  workman  employed  in  the  execution 
of  the  work  any  compensation  under  this  article  which  he  would 
have  been  liable  to  pay  if  that  workman  had  been  immediately 
employed  by  him;  and  where  compensation  is  claimed  from  or 
proceedings  are  taken  against  the  principal  then,  in  the  applica- 
tion of  this  article,  references  to  the  principal  shall  be  substi- 
tuted for  references  to  the  employer,  except  that  the  amount  of 
compensation*  shall  be  calculated  with  reference  to  the  earnings 
of  the  workman  under  the  contractor  or  employer  by  whom  he 
is  immediately  employed.  Where  such  principal  is  liable  to  pay 
compensation  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be  indemnified  by  any  per- 
son who  would  have  been  liable  to  pay  compensation  to  the 
workman  independently  of  this  section.  Nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  construed  "as  preventing  a  workman  from  recovering 
compensation  under  this  article  from  the  contractor  or  subcon- 
tractor, instead  of  the  principal ;  nor  shall  this  section  apply  in 
any  case  where  the  accident  shall  occur  elsewhere  than  on,  or  in, 
or  about  the  premises  on  which  the  principal  has  undertaken  to 
execute  the  work  or  which  are  otherwise  under  his  control  or 
management.

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EXPLANATORY  STATEMENT 

Upon  Workmen's  Compensation  Bill  by  P.  Tecumseh  Sherman, 
former  Labor  Commissioner  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Chair- 
man Legal  Committee,  Department  on  Compensation  for  Indus- 
trial Accidents  and  Their  Prevention. 

The  object  of  the  draft  bill,  reported  to  you  by  the  Legal  Com- 
mittee, is  to  outline  the  general  form  and  principal  provisions  of 
a  law  which  would  provide  prompt,  certain  and  just  relief  to  the 
victims  of  industrial  accidents  and  their  dependents,  without  un- 
necessary hardship  to  employers,  and,  if  possible,  to  reduce  the 
economic  waste  and  public  burden  of  accident  litigation.  The 
problem,  therefore,  is  not  to  formulate  an  ideal,  but  to  present  a 
practical  measure,  which,  if  put  into  effect  in  the  immediate  fu- 
ture, would  do  the  most  good  with  the  least  incidental  harm  and 
serve  as  a  basis  for  future  progress  and  development. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  a  correct  conclusion,  it  is  necessary  to 
comprehend  the  history  and  principles  of  our  law  of  master  and 
servant,  of  the  various  forms  of  compensation  law  and  of  our 
constitutional  law,  the  status  of  public  opinion  as  to  .the  justice 
and  necessity  of  a  change  to  compensation  or  insurance,  and  the 
industrial  conditions  upon  which  the  practicability  and  desirabil- 
ity of  each  particular  form  of  compensation  law  depends. 

Our  Common  Law  (stated  broadly,  in  untechnical  language) 
provides  that  an  employer  must  exercise  ordinary  care  in  mat- 
ters affecting  the  employment  and  furnish  his  workmen  reason- 
ably safe  tools,  etc.,  and  a  reasonably  safe  place  to  work  in,  al- 
lowing, however,  for  the  unavoidable  risks  of  the  employment. 
If  an  accident  occurs  through  his  fault  in  these  respects,  the  em- 
ployer is  liable  to  his  workman  injured  for  full  damages  as  for 
a  wrong.  Where  the  accident  is  due  to  the  fault  of  the  injured 
workman,  or  where  his  fault  has  contributed  to  it,  or  where  it 
is  due  to  the  fault  of  a  fellow-servant  or  to  the  unavoidable  risks 
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of  the  employ menty  the  law  gives  the  injured  workman  no  right 
to  any  relief  whatsoever.  The  justice  of  this  rule  is  predicated 
upon  the  premises  that  the  workman  is  free  to  accept  or  reject 
hazardous  employment,  and,  therefore,  that  if  he  accepts,  he 
should  be  deemed  to  have  freely  assumed  its  unavoidable  risks, 
and  that  wages  in  hazardous  employments  are  higher  in  propor- 
tion to  the  hazard,  so  as  to  compensate  for  such  risks. 

But  both  of  these  premises  are  now  generally  recognized  to  be 
economically  false.  Consequently  it  is  generally  acknowledged 
that  the  assumption  of  risks  rule,  along  with  its  corollary  the  fel- 
low servant  rule,  is  unjust. 

To  remedy  this  injustice  the  Common  Law  has  been  generally 
modified  in  our  states  by  various  statutes  (popularly  known  as 
Employers'  Liability  Laws),  which  limit  the  assumption  of  risks 
rule,  the  fellow  servant  rule,  and  the  contributory  negligence 
rule,  and  impose  upon  the  employer  uncertain  or  impossible  du- 
ties. The  practical  effect  of  these  laws  has  been  to  increase  the 
uncertainty  as  to  liability,  litigation  and  the  expense  to  employ- 
ers, but  to  waste  in  litigation  the  money  paid  by  the  employers 
without  any  material  increase  in  the  relief  to  the  injured,  and 
to  leave  that  relief  just  as  slow  and  uncertain  as  before.  In 
theory  these  laws  are  wrong  because  they  make  the  employer 
liable  in  damages  for  a  wrong  where  he  has  been  guilty  of  no 
wrong;  and  thereby  they  serve  to  stir  up  a  sense  of  mutual 
wrong  between  employers  and  employes. 

The  logical  and  just  correction  of  the  Common  Law  is  to  let 
it  stand  as  it  was  originally  as  to  accidents  due  solely  to  the 
moral  fault  either  of  the  employer  or  of  the  injured  workman; 
but  as  to  accidents  due  absolutely  or  partially  to  the  assumed 
risks  of  the  employment,  to  eliminate  all  idea  of  wrong,  and  to 
impose  the  financial  losses  from  injuries  upon  the  industry,  so 
as  to  divide  them  between  the  employer  and  the  injured  work- 
man, the  employer  compensating  each  injured  workman  for  one- 
half  of  his  estimated  financial  loss,  and  the  latter  bearing  half  of 
the  loss  as  his  share  of  the  joint  risk.  This  principle  is  the  basis 
of  the  New  York  Compulsory  Insurance  Law  (Laws,  1910, 
Chap.  674)  ;  and  this  is  the  form  of  a  compensation  law  advo- 
cated by  Prof.  Freund  of  Chicago,  a  member  of  our  committee, 
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who  was  probably  the  first  legal  writer  of  prominence  in  Amer- 
ica to  propose  the  "compensation"  theory.  In  favor  of  a  law  of 
stich  limited  scope  it  is  to  be  said  that  it  would  be  absolutely  just 
in  theory,  and  therefore  ^  most  certainly  constitutional.  But 
against  it,  it  is  to  be  objected  that  it  would  not  result  in  pr<xnpt 
and  certain  relief,  nor  could  its  theory  be  correctly  administered 
in  practice;  and  consequently  in  practice  it  would  result  in  a 
general  miscarriage  of  justice.  For  it  would  require  that  ail 
accidents  should  be  correctly  traced  to  their  causes  and  those 
causes  weighed  and  determined,  not  by  courts  and  juries,  but 
by  industrial  experts  familiar  with  the  conditions  under  which 
the  accidents  occurred,  in  order  to  determine  the  liability; — and 
even  then  conclusions  in  many  particular  cases  would  depend 
upon  varying  expert  opinions  on  psychology,  mechanics,  etc. 
But  the  law  seeks  concrete  rather  than  abstract  justice,  and 
should  therefore  reject  a  rule  which  would  not  work  promptly 
and  evenly  in  practice,  and  instead  should  seek  a  rule  which, 
however  comparatively  less  just  in  theory,  will  result  in  a  higher 
average  degree  of  concrete  justice  in  practice.  That  rule  is  to  be 
found  in  the  basis  of  the  compensation  laws  of  Europe. 

The  primary  form  of  those  compensation  laws — ^the  form 
which  is  in  effect  in  the  majority  of  European  countries  and  of 
the  Colonies  of  Great  Britain — applies  only  to  the  more  danger- 
ous industries.  All  accidents  which  occur  in  those  industries 
(with  the  exception  of  those  which  can  be  shown  to  be  due  to 
some  defined  moral  fault  of  the  employer,  for  which  he  is  made 
liable  in  penal  sums  or  for  full  damages,  and  of  those  which  can 
be  shown  to  be  due  to  some  defined  moral  fault  of  the  injureti 
workman,  for  which  he  is  left  without  redress)  are  presumed 
to  be  humanly  speaking  unavoidable,  without  fault  and  due  to 
the  hazard  of  the  employment  (or  perhaps  to  mutual  fault),  and 
therefore  for  them  the  employer  is  made  liable  for  compensa- 
tion— ^that  is  to  say  approximately  half  the  injured  workman'? 
financial  loss.  In  the  more  hazardous  employment,  to  which 
these  laws  apply,  this  presumption  conforms  to  the  facts,  for  the 
extra  hazards  of  the  employments  do  enter,  to  a  greater  or  less 
degree,  into  the  causation  of  from  70  per  cent,  to  80  per  cent, 
of  all  accidents ;  and  the  rule  is  therefore  a  rule  of  average  con- 
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Crete  justice  between  the  parties.  But  in  the  safer  industries 
such  a  presumption  would  not  conform  to  the  facts,  for  the  large 
majority  of  accidents  therein  are  clearly  due  to  some  specific 
fault  or  to  the  ordinary  risks  of  life.  Therefore,  and  because 
the  problem  of  relieving  the  victims  of  accidents  is  acute  only 
in  the  hazardous  industries,  the  compensation  laws  in  the  coun- 
tries referred  to  are  limited  in  application  to  those  industries. 

The  great  objection  to  a  compensation  law  so  limited  in  its 
scope  is  the  difficulty  of  distinguishing  between  hazardous  em- 
ployments on  the  one  hand  and  safe  employments  on  the  other. 
Industries  are  not  divided  naturally  into  two  distinct  classes — 
the  one  hazardous  and  the  other  safe — ^but  shade  gradually  from 
the  extra  hazardous  to  the  most  safe.  Even  if  we  correctly 
segregate  the  more  hazardous  industries,  it  remains  to  define 
them,  for  they  are  not  naturally  defined,  but  blend  and  mingle 
with  the  safer  industries.  If,  then,  we  shape  our  definitions  of 
the  more  hazardous  industries  so  as  to  include  therein,  as  far  as 
possible,  only  the  hazardous  occupations,  nevertheless  it  results 
that  many  comparatively  safe  occupations  will  be  included  and 
made  subject  to  the  compensation  law,  while  many  comparatively 
dangerous  occupations  will  be  left  in  the  definitions  of  the  safer 
industries  and  excluded  from  the  benefits  of  that  law.  This  re- 
sults in  some  unavoidable  arbitrary  discrimination  and  leads  to 
a  constitutional  difficulty  hereinafter  referred  to.  And  there 
also  results  from  this  form  of  a  law  considerable  litigation  in 
cases  where  there  is  doubt  whether  or  not  the  particular  em- 
plo)rment  of  the  injured  workman  falls  within  an  employment 
covered  by  the  law :  but  this  latter  objection  is  to  a  degree  com- 
mon to  all  compensation  laws,  for  all  have  some  limitations. 

The  next  form  of  compensation  law,  which  exists  in  various 
countries  of  Europe,  is  called  Compulsory  Insurance,  whereby 
the  employer  is  required  to  insure  the  payment  of  the  compen- 
sation to  his  injured  workmen.  Under  some  of  these  laws  the 
employer  may  or. must  insure  in  private  companies,  under  others  H^^ 

in  employers'  associations,  and  under  others  in  state  depart- 
ments. The  advantage  of  these  schemes  is  that  they  secure  the 
workmen  against  their  employers*  bankruptcy.  The  disadvan- 
tages, unless  the  scheme  be  perfectly  worked  out,  are  many. 
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State-managed  insurance,  for  example,  has  led,  through  politi- 
cal influences,  to  low  premiums  with  high  compensation  rates, 
and  to  consequent  bankruptcy  of  the  state  insurance  department 
The  industrial  insurance  fund  theory,  which  has  many  warm  ad- 
vocates in  America,  unless  fully  perfected  as  in  Germany,  is 
even  more  dangerous.  The  theory  is  that  all  employers  and  em- 
ployes in  any  one  industry  (e.  g.,  coal  mining),  should  be  taxed 
for  a  fund,  out  of  which  compensation  to  the  injured  is  to  be 
paid.  The  dangers  of  such  a  scheme  are  that  if  the  premiums 
are  high  enough  to  establish  the  necessary  reserve,  the  political 
pressure  will  be  strong  enough  to  raise  compensation  rates  so 
as  to  exhaust  that  reserve;  if  on  the  other  hand  premiums  are 
adjusted  annually  on  the  assessment  plan,  new  establishments 
will  be  forced  to  pay  their  shares  of  the  accumulated  liabilities 
of  their  older  competitors ;  but,  worst  of  all,  there  will  be  no  in- 
ducement to  promote  safety  and  prevent  accidents,  since  the 
losses  in  the  worse  establishments  will  be  borne  equally  by  tfadr 
better  competitors. 

The  best  form  of  compulsory  insurance  is  generally  admitted 
to  be  the  German.  But  the  German  scheme  of  compulsory  in- 
surance against  accidents  is  an  integral  part  of  an  intimately  in- 
terconnected system  of  compulsory  insurance  against  sickness, 
accidents  and  old  age.  And  therefore  when  we  say  that  the 
German  scheme  of  compulsory  insurance  against  accidents  is  the 
best,  we  do  not  mean  that  it  would  be  even  good,  much  less  the 
best,  if  segregated  and  applied  under  different  conditions.  Per- 
haps, however,  the  German  schemes  for  sickness  and  accident 
insurance  are  sufficiently  independent  to  be  considered  separately 
from  old-age  insurance.  The  workmen  contribute  heavily  to- 
ward sickness  insurance;  and  the  sickness  insurance  fund  takes 
care  of  the  victims  of  accidents  for  the  first  thirteen  weeks  of 
disablement.  That  means  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  losses 
from  accidents  falls  on  the  sickness  insurance  fund  and  that  the 
workmen  have  every  incentive  to  see  that  that  fund  is  not  im- 
posed upon  by  false  claims,  exaggerated  expanses  or  malinger- 
ing. After  the  thirteenth  week,  the  compensation  is  payable 
from  the  accident  fund  of  an  association  of  all  the  employers  in 
the  industry  in  which  the  accident  occurred,  toward  whidi  fund 
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the  employers  alone  contribute.  The  compensation  rate  is  gen- 
erally 66  per  cent,  of  loss.  Every  employer  must  belong  to  his 
proper  association;  and  the  association  has  legal  power  to  en- 
force regulations  for  safety  in  all  its  establishments. 

Although  this  German  system  is  the  best  so  far  devised,  yet 
we  cannot  regard  it  as  feasible  here,  because,  in  the  first  place, 
its  old  age  and  sickness  features  are  practically  dependent  for 
their  success  upon  the  stability  of  the  German  working  popula- 
tion and  upon  usages  and  customs  far  different  from  ours,  and, 
secondly,  because  compulsory  insurance  and  compulsory  associa- 
tion are  instances  of  paternalism  (which,  if  wisely  exercised,  we 
admire,  but  which,  if  unwisely  exercised,  we  deprecate  as  des- 
potism) which  is  forbidden  by  our  constitutions.  Eventually, 
however,  by  general  recognition  of  a  social  necessity,  we  may 
work  up  to  some  similar  system  of  our  own,  adapted  to  our  own 
industrial  conditions  and  political  institutions.  It  is  well  to  have 
an  approximation  to  the  German  system  in  mind,  as  an  ideal ;  but 
for  a  practical  first  step  and  for  a  measure  of  immediate  relief 
we  must  look  elsewhere. 

We,  therefore,  turn  back  to  the  simple  compensation  laws, 
without  compulsory  insurance,  and  we  find  that  several  countries 
have  developed  and  extended  their  forms  of  the  compensation 
liability  to  apply  to  pretty  nearly  all  kinds  of  employment.  The 
best  example  of  this  system  is  the  English.  The  first  English 
compensation  law  (the  Act  of  1897)  applied  only  to  certain  more 
hazardous  industries.  It  was  later  extended  to  cover  agricul- 
ture. In  general  it  worked  well  and  gave  satisfaction,  but  there 
was  much  litigation  over  the  definitions  of  the  industries  cov- 
ered, particularly  the  building  industry,  which  was  very  badly 
defined.  A  committee  of  experts  recommended  as  the  proper 
remedy  that  the  scope  of  the  Act  should  be  somewhat  enlarged ; 
but  Parliament,  in  the  Act  of  1906,  extended  the  law  to  cover 
practically  all  employments,  not  casual.  This  action  was  in 
response  to  a  general  public  belief,  educated  by  experience,  in 
the  general  merits  of  compensation;  and  the  objection  that  the 
liability  so  extended  would  often  be  grossly  unjust  to  employ- 
ers was  disposed  of  by  the  answer  that  insurance  was  so  devel- 
oped and  settled  that  employers  could  cheaply  and  safely  insure 
themselves  against  the  liability  and  thereby    economically  dis- 
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tribute  the  loss.  In  general  this  law  has  worked  satisfactorily; 
but  it  has  led  to  discrimination  against  the  aged,  infitrm  and  de- 
fective and  those  of  unknown  health  and  habits  in  employment. 
The  extent  of  this  evil  is  disputed ;  but  the  better  opinion  is  that 
it  is  serious. 

So  much  for  the  scope  and  basic  principles  of  the  different 
compensation  laws.  It  remains  to  consider  the  constitutional 
questions  involved. 

In  the  first  place  there  is  a  doubtful  constitutional  questioa 
underlying  all  forms  of  compensation  law,  namely,  whether  it  is 
"due  process  of  law"  to  impose  upon  an  employer  a  predeter- 
mined liability  for  the  consequences  of  an  accident  beyond  his 
reasonable  powers  of  prevention.  This  question  will  come  up 
this  month  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  New  York,  in  a  case  un- 
der the  New  York  law  of  19 lo,  which  law  makes  an  employer 
liable  for  compensation  for  accidents  shown  to  be  due  to  trade 
risks  or  negligence  of  fellow  servants.  The  decision  in  that  case 
(unless  it  should  go  off  on  other  points)  will  be  most  valuable 
as  an  indication  of  the  attitude  of  the  courts  on  the  constitutional 
questions  involved  in  compensation,  and  may  either  teach  us  the 
need  of  greater  caution  or  sweep  away  some  of  our  constitutional 
doubts. 

A  greater  constitutional  risk  is  incurred  if  the  employer  is 
(as  in  the  bill  before  you)  made  liable  presumptively  for  com- 
pensation for  all  accidents  in  the  employment.  Several  mem- 
bers of  our  committee,  among  them  Prof.  Freund,  specifically 
hesitated  at  or  advised  against  this  extension.  It  is,  however, 
for  reasons  already  explained,  necessary  in  order  to  make  the 
law  effective;  and  is  therefore  justified  by  public  policy. 

But  the  great  constitutional  difficulty,  about  which  there  is 
most  divergence  of  opinion,  is  whether  or  not  it  is  safer  consti- 
tutionally to  restrict  the  application  of  the  proposed  compensa- 
tion law  to  the  more  dangerous  industries.  "Due  process  of 
law"  requires  that  the  employer  shall  be  made  liable  only  accord- 
ing to  some  reasonable  principles  of  private  justice,  or — under 
the  police  power — pursuant  to  some  reasonable  public  necessity. 
That  the  compensation  liability  is  more  just  in  the  hazardous  em- 
ployments than  in  the  safer  employments  has  already  been  ex- 
plained. And,  if  the  imposition  of  the  Ifcibility  is  sought  to  be 
sustained  solely  upon  the  police  power,  it  is  plainly  more  nee- 
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essary  and  reasonable  for  the  state  to  require  the  dangerous  in- 
dustries (which  annually  turn  out  thousands  of  victims  of  their 
hazards  of  indigence  and  destitution)  to  relieve  such  victims  and 
not  to  dump  them  on  the  charity  of  the  state,  than  it  is  to  re- 
quire every  merchant,  professional  man  and  householder  to  com- 
pensate his  employes  for  losses  from  the  ordinary  risks  of  life 
while  at  work.  The  greater  the  evil  the  more  justifiable  is  the  ex- 
ercise of  the  police  power.  To  this  view  the  majority  of  our 
committee  adhere.  But  to  it  it  is  objected,  that  there  is  really 
no  question  of  "due  process  of  law" — ^that  the  state  has  unques- 
tionable power  even  under  our  constitutions  to  regulate  the  re- 
lation of  master  and  servant  as  the  majority  may  deem  best  (a 
proposition  to  which  we  cannot  agree)  ;  but  that  the  real  consti- 
tutional danger  is  that  a  law  limited  in  its  application  to  the  more 
hazardous  industries  would  be  held  to  offend  against  that  other 
constitutional  provision  which  forbids  "unreasonable  discrimi- 
nation" between  persons  or  classes.  Thus  in  the  more  danger- 
ous industries  there  will  be  many  occupations  which  are  compar- 
atively safe,  and  in  the  safer  industries  many  occupations  which 
are  comparatively  dangerous;  and  it  is  contended  that  a  law,. 
based  upon  the  degree  of  danger,  which  should  apply  to  the  for- 
mer and  not  to  the  latter,  would  unreasonably  discriminate  be- 
tween them.  This  contention  is  supported  by  the  decision  of  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  Chicago  Company  vs. 
Westby,.i78  Fed.  Rep.  619;  but  the  superior  authority  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  in  Louisville  &  Nashville  Railroad 
vs.  Melton,  218  U.  S.,  36,  is  to  the  contrary.  And  the  principles 
underlying  this  contention  and  enunciated  in  the  Westby  case  are 
weakened  by  the  fact  that  if  they  are  sound  then  the  greater  part 
of  the  factory  laws,  long  in  force  and  sustained  by  the  courts,  are 
really  unconstitutional  and  void,  because  they  impose  regulations 
for  health  and  safety  upon  many  comparatively  safe,  easy  and 
healthy  occupations  in  factories,  from  which  much  harder,  more 
dangerous  and  more  unhealthy  occupations  outside  of  factories 
are  exempt.  The  weight  of  opinion,  therefore,  appears  to  be 
strongly  in  favor  of  the  proposition  that  incidental  and  unavoid- 
able discriminations  resulting  from  a  reasonable  and  correct 
classification  by  injustries  do  not  constitute  unreasonable  dis- 
criminations. 
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There  still  remain  several  other  conditions  to  be  considered. 
As  to  them  we  are  acting  on  the  assumptions :  ( i )  That  those 
who  have  studied  the  subject, — as  have  presumably  the  members 
of  the  Civic  Federation,  are  generally  in  favor  of  some  diange  in 
our  existing  law  relative  to  industrial  accidents  in  the  direction 
of  compensation  or  insurance.  (2)  That  the  general  public  are 
not  yet  familiar  with  the  subject — not  one  employer  in  a  hun- 
dred in  New  York,  for  example,  has  any  idea  that  we  have  a 
compulsory  compensation  law  or  of  what  it  means — and  are 
therefore  not  yet  prepared  to  support  a  radical  readjustment  of 
all  the  legal  relations  of  master  and  servant;  and  (3)  That  the 
demand  for  immediate  relief  is  acute  only  in  the  great  dangerous 
industries,  and  that  there  is  no  pressing  demand  for  relief  from 
the  burden  of  physical  accidents  from  such  classes  of  employes 
as  clerks,  stenographers,  domestic  servants,  salesmen,  etc. 

Such  being  the  conditions,  as  well  as  we  can  ascertain  them, 
the  question,  therefore,  is :  What  amendment  to  the  existing  law 
shall  we  advocate  under  these  conditions?  To  that  question  the 
draft  bill  submitted  to  you  is  the  answer  proposed  by  the  L^al 
Committee. 

That  bill  contains  the  outlines  and  essential  provisions  of  a 
simple  compensation  law,  without  compulsory  insurance. 

It  applies  only  to  the  more  dangerous  industries  enumerated 
in  Sec.  6  and  defined  in  Sec.  7.  The  reasons  for  this  limitation 
have  been  outlined  in  the  preceding  discussion.  At  a  recent  con- 
ference held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Compensation  Department 
this  limited  form  of  a  bill  was  excepted  to  and  it  was  referred 
back  to  the  Legal  Committee  to  extend  its  scope.  But  the  ma- 
jority of  that  committee  refused  to  recommend  any  such  en- 
largement although  they  are  inclined  to  believe  that  when  and 
if  such  a  law  shall  have  stood  the  test  of  constitutionality  and 
proved  its  benefits  in  practice,  when  the  general  public  have  be- 
come educated  to  its  legal  effects  and  insurance  has  become  ad- 
justed, safe  and  reasonable  in  price,  then,  but  not  till  then, — ^fol- 
lowing English  experience — should  the  scope  of  the  law  be  mate- 
rially extended. 

The  bill  applies  only  to  workmen  earning  less  than  $1,800  a 
year;  [Sec.  7  (j)]. 

It  requires  employers  to  pay  such  workmen  compensaticxi  for 
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all  injuries  "arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment*' 
in  the  industries  to  which  the  bill  applies,  (Sec.  i)  ;  except  only 
those  injuries  shown  to  be  due  to  certain  moral  faults  of  the  in- 
jured workmen  themselves,  [Sec.  i  (b)]. 

It  provides,  however,  (Sec.  iz),  that  where  an  accident  was 
due  to  the  personal  fault  of  the  employer,  the  injured  workman 
may  either  accept  compensation  or  sue  the  employer  for  full 
damages  at  common  law. 

The  compensation  provided  (Art.  II.)  aims  to  give  the  in- 
jured workman  or  his  dependents  approximately  one-half  the 
estimated  loss  of  wages,  with  limitations  dictated  by  various  rea- 
sons of  public  policy.  In  case  of  fatal  injury  the  workman's 
dependents  are  to  receive  a  lump  sum  equal  to  four  years'  wages 
but  never  to  exceed  $3,000.  In  case  of  non-fatal  injury  the 
workman  is  to  receive  weekly  payments  equal  to  one-half  his 
wages  or  to  one-half  the  impairment  of  his  earnings  during  the 
period  of  his  disablement,  but  not  to  exceed  $10  a  week  or  to 
continue  more  than  ten  years,  in  any  event.  In  addition  the  em- 
ployer is  required  to  furnish  any  medical  and  surgical  service 
which  may  be  necessary  immediately  after  the  accident,  not  to 
cost  more  than  $100. 

On  the  other  hand  (Art.  III.)  the  employer  is  given  the  right 
to  frequent  medical  or  surgical  examinations  of  claimants  for 
compensation* 

I  will  pause  here  in  the  explanation  of  the  draft  bill  to  state 
that  in  general  its  phraseology  is  copied  from  the  English  Acts, 
wherever  possible,  in  order  that  the  English  judicial  construc- 
tions may  be  available,  and  because  the  English  provisions  have 
stood  the  test  of  experience.  The  English  rates  of  compensation, 
however,  have  been  about  doubled,  to  conform  to  our  higher 
rates  of  wages.  And  the  provisions  of  Article  IV.  are  in  large 
part  novel,  because  we  cannot  follow  the  English  procedure  to 
any  great  extent.  For  that  reason  those  provisions  are  present- 
ed with  less  confidence  than  the  remainder  of  the  bill.  The 
enumeration  of  industries  in  Sec.  6  and  the  definitions  of  those 
industries  in  Sec.  7  are  purely  tentative.  That  list  of  industries 
may  be  readily  extended  if  desired.  Next  in  degree  of  danger 
among  the  industries  not  covered  comes  agriculture.  But  acci- 
dents in  agriculture  although  large  in  the  aggregate  are  com- 
paratively few  in  proportion  to  numbers,  the  opportunities  for 
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the  employers  to  insure  are  poor,  and  the  relations  between  em- 
ployers and  employes  in  general  are  such  as  not  to  demand  so 
imperatively  a  legal  remedy.  If  the  list  of  dangerous  industries 
should  be  extended  so  far  as  to  include  commerce,  it  would  re- 
sult in  all  sorts  of  trouble.  The  Massachusetts  plan,  which  ap- 
plies to  all  kinds  of  employment,  seeks  to  let  out  the  little  em- 
ployers, by  excluding  from  the  operation  of  the  law  all  employ- 
ers employing  five  persons  or  less.  That  dividing  line  is  objec- 
tionable because  it  has  no  relation  whatsoever  to  danger,  and  be- 
cause it  proposes  as  a  criterion  of  liability  a  fact  as  hard  to  prove 
in  thousands  of  cases  as  that  stumbling  block  of  our  labor  laws, — 
the  i6-year  age  limit.  The  definitions  of  industries  in  Sec.  7  in 
the  bill  are  introduced  in  accordance  with  foreign  practice.  With- 
out them  there  would  be  endless  uncertainty  as  to  whether  par- 
ticular establishments  would  fall  within  the  law  or  not.  Those 
definitions,  however,  are  far  from  perfect  and  should  be  care- 
fully revised  by  experts  before  being  adopted  for  use.  But  they 
are  not  merely  careless  suggestions.  For  example,  I  have  care- 
fully studied  for  a  comprehensive  definition  of  "factory"  for  over 
five  years,  and  the  definition  in  the  bill  is  the  best  for  the  pur- 
pose that  I  can  devise.  If  any  one  who  is  an  expert  on  the  sub- 
ject, will  study  it  with  care,  he  can  doubtless  suggest  improve- 
ments ;  but  I  think  that  he  will  find  that  it  comes  pretty  close  to 
covering  all  manufacturing  in  which  there  is  any  trade  danger. 

In  Article  IV.  the  bill  prescribes  the  procedure  for  determin- 
ing compensation,  securing  it,  etc.  To  explain  the  reasons  for 
the  particular  formulae  adopted  would  require  a  review  as 
lengthy  as  all  that  has  preceded.  Under  the  European  compen- 
sation laws  the  liability  and  amount  of  compensation  are  to  a 
large  extent  determined  by  special  official  boards  instead  of  by 
the  ordinary  courts.  Under  the  German  system,  for  instance,  all 
questions  are  first  settled  by  joint  boards  of  workmen  and  em- 
ployers, with  the  right  of  appeal  thereafter  to  the  boards  of  of- 
ficials. In  England  settlements  are  in  first  instance  by  agree- 
ment, with  alternative  recourse  to  voluntary  arbitration,  to  of- 
ficial arbitration  or  to  the  courts.  How  far  should  we  go  in 
either  of  those  directions,  as  a  first  step?  In  Article  IV.  we 
permit  settlement  by  agreement,  provide  procedure  for  volun- 
tary arbitrations,  and  as  a  last  recourse  provide  for  a  suit  in  court 
according  to  equity  procedure.    But  the  right  to  trial  by  jury 
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is  preserved.  And  no  provision  is  made  for  official  arbitrators. 
The  right  to  trial  by  jury  is  preserved  (although  we  believe  that 
jury  trials  are  the  cause  of  a  large  part  of  the  evils  of  the  exist- 
ing system)  because  we  believe  that  that  I'ight  cannot  be  consti- 
tutionaly  abrogated ;  but  we  have  tried  to  so  frame  the  proced- 
ure as  to  discourage  and  avoid  resort  to  such  form  of  trials  as 
much  as  possible.  We  have  not  followed  the  Minnesota  plan 
of  compulsory  arbitration  by  official  boards  of  arbitrators,  be- 
cause it  would  entail  immense  expense  and  yet  be  in  all  respects 
^  doubtful  experiment — doubtful  in  practicability,  desirability 
and  constitutionality.  It  is  much  more  practical  to  trust  in  the 
first  instance  to  free  settlements,  voluntary  arbitrations  and  the 
-existing  courts,  and  to  leave  defects,  abuses  and  omissions  in 
procedure  to  be  corrected  or  supplied  as  they  are  disclosed  in  the 
course  of  experience.  We  are  far  from  opposed  to  the  Accident 
Board  plans  of  Wisconsin  and  Massachusetts;  but  when  it  is 
proposed — as  in  the  Massachusetts'  plan — that  one  member  of 
a  board  of  three  shall  sit  in  all  arbitrations  in  all  disputes  that 
arise  concerning  compensation  for  the  thousands  of  accidents 
that  annually  occur  in  the  state,  it  seems  obvious  that  the  ma- 
chinery is  entirely  inadequate  for  its  purpose.  While  the  pro- 
cedure which  we  suggest  may  prove  defective,  it  will  at  least 
work  and  serve  as  a  basis  for  future  development  or  correction, 
without  leading  to  the  necessity  of  abandoning  any  expensive  ex- 
-periment.  The  procedure  for  a  novel  remedy,  such  as  is  pro- 
posed, cannot  best  be  determined  a  priori;  and  it  would  be  a  mis- 
take to  load  down  the  first  experiment  in  compensation  with  the 
addition  of  an  expensive  or  contentious  and  doubtful  experiment 
in  procedure. 

Probably  the  best  method  of  accomplishing  the  purposes  of  a 
compensation  law  is  legalized  in  Article  V.  of  the  draft  bill — 
namely,  voluntary  benefit  associations  established  and  maintain- 
ed in  whole  or  in  part  by  contributions  by  the  employer  or  as- 
sociations of  employers.  Many  employers  who  have  been  active 
in  developing  such  associations  in  their  establishments  deprecate 
the  movement  for  a  compensation  law  as  tending  to  interfere 
with  such  schemes.  It  is  a  principal  demerit  of  the  New  York 
Compulsory  Compensation  Law  of  1910  that  in  its  companion 
law  it  authorized  such  schemes  as  a  substitute  for  the  compensa- 
tion liability  only  under  impracticable  conditions  and  limitations. 
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It  is  the  principal  merit  of  the  English  law  that  it  authorizes 
such  elective  alternatives  to  compensation  far  more  broadly,  and 
that,  in  consequence,  such  schemes,  of  far  greater  advantage  and 
benefit  to  the  workmen  than  the  legal  compensation  liability  have 
developed  under  it  in  many  establishments — notably  in  the  South 
London  Gas  Works.  But  workmen  naturally  insist  that  no  such 
scheme  should  deprive  them  of  the  right  to  compensation,  unless 
the  benefits  derived  therefrom  are  equivalent  to  compensation,  in 
addition  to  their  contributions  towards  it  if  they  contribute. 
Therefore  the  English  law  requires  that  the  adequacy  of  any  such 
scheme  should  be  certified  to  by  the  Register  of  Friendly  So- 
cieties, before  it  shall  legally  replace  compensation.  We  have 
followed  the  English  model  in  this  respect,  substituting  tenta- 
tively the  Commission  of  Insurance  for  the  Register  of  Friendly 
Societies.  Article  V.  of  this  bill  is  therefore  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance. 

I  have  been  asked  to  point  out  the  differences  between  this  bill 
and  the  New  York  Compulsory  Compensation  Law  of  1910.  A 
great  difference  is  that  this  bill  is  far  more  fully  formulated 
than  that  law.  The  other  principal  differences  are:  (i)  The  law 
applies  only  to  a  few  dangerous  industries  selected  because  they 
do  not  compete  with  industries  in  other  states;  while  the  bill 
would  apply  to  many  more  industries — ^including  all  factories, 
mines  and  quarries.  (2)  The  law  gives  compensation  only  for 
accidents  which  can  be  proved  to  be  due  to  the  negligence  of  the 
employer  or  his  agents  or  to  trade  risks;  while  the  bill  would 
give  compensation  for  practically  all  accidents  in  the  industries 
affected,  with  some  few  exceptions,  and  the  burden  of  proving 
an  exception  would  fall  on  the  employer.  (3)  The  law  gives  the 
workman  a  complete  option  to  sue  for  full  damages  under  ex- 
isting negligence  laws  or  to  take  compensation ;  while  the  bill 
would  limit  the  option  of  the  injured  workman  to  sue  for  full 
damages  to  cases  where  the  employer  is  personally  at  fault  and 
in  such  cases  would  revive  the  full  common  law  conditions  and 
defences.  (4)  The  law  provides  no  means  for  securing  a  work- 
man who  has  elected  and  agreed  to  accept  compensation;  while 
the  bill  would  give  such  workman  the  right  to  judgment  for  his 
agreed  compensation  under  proper  conditions.  To  sum  up  the 
New  York  Compul5?ory  Compensation  Law  gives  the  workmai* 
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additional  rights,  occasionally  of  some  value ;  but  leaves  the  sit- 
uation much  as  before  in  regard  to  litigation  and  uncertainty, 
and  increases  the  burden  and  injustices  as  to  employers. 

It  is  often  contended  by  employers  that  the  workmen  should 
contribute  towards  compensation.  In  general  American  work- 
men object  to  compulsory  contributions  because  they  would 
interfere  with  the  existing  workingmen's  organizations.  And 
towards  simple  50  per  cent,  compensation  without  further  ben- 
efits it  would  not  be  just  to  require  the  workmen  to  contribute. 
Under  the  bill  which  we  propose  the  employer  would  pay  com- 
pensation for  only  one-half  of  the  workmen's  losses ;  the  injured 
workmen  would  suffer  unrelieved  the  other  half  of  the  losses — 
■even  more  than  that,  for  they  would  suffer  all  the  loss  for  the 
first  two  weeks,  and  all  the  losses  in  disablement  beyond  ten 
years. 

You  will  notice  that  Sec.  i  (a)  of  the  bill  provides  that  there 
shall  be  no  compensation  for  the  first  two  weeks  of  disablement. 
Tt  is  a  condition  and  not  a  theory  which  dictates  this  provision. 
Experience  has  demonstrated  that  such  a  rule  is  absolutely  nec- 
«essary  to  prevent  malingering.  But  the  limitation  of  compen- 
sation to  ten  years,  is  to  make  the  liability  more  readily  insur- 
able and  to  lessen  the  shock  to  industry  from  the  first  application 
of  the  liability.  When  insurance  rates  are  adjusted  and  worked 
down  to  a  normal  basis,  that  limitation  should  be  removed  and 
compensation  should  continue  so  long  as  the  disability  continues 
or  up  to  old  age. 

It  has  been  objected  by  the  representatives  of  the  working- 
men  that  this  bill  would  (in  Sec.  2)  repeal  the  Employers'  Lia- 
bility statutes,  so  that  if  it  were  enacted  and  later  declared  Un- 
constitutional, the  workmen  would  find  themselves  deprived 
both  of  compensation  and  of  their  existing  statutory  remedies 
and  be  relegated  to  their  common  law  remedies  only.  That  is 
an  error.  This  bill,  if  enacted,  would  repeal  nothing.  It  would 
-merely  limit  the  workman's  remedies,  where  it  applied,  to  com- 
pensation and  to  his  common  law  rights  in  tort;  and  if  it  were  \| 
then  declared  unconstitutional,  it  would  be  wiped  out  entirely 
and  the  Employers'  Liability  statutes  would  be  still  in  force  and 
available  to  the  injured  workmen. 

Even  at  this  great  length  I  have  been  able  to  explain  the  rea- 
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sons  only  for  the  general  terms  of  the  bill.  The  particular  pro- 
visions I  must  pass  over  with  the  simple  assurance  that,  with 
some  exceptions,  they  have  all  been  carefully  considered,  and 
many  arguments  for  and  against  the  forms  chosen  have  been 
weighed  and  studied.  If  you  should  look  at  the  provisions  of 
this  bill  from  the  single  point  of  view  of  either  an  employer,  a 
workman,  an  insurance  man  or  an  abstract  lawyer,  it  will  doubt- 
less seem  to  you  to  be  full  of  objectionable  items;  and  if  you 
will  regard  it  from  a  broader  point  of  view  and  realize  that  its 
purpose  is  to  effect  prompt  average  justice  within  a  limited  field 
wherein  uncertainty  and  injustice  now  prevail,  the  majority  of 
)iour  objections  will  disappear. 

I  feel  that  it  is  due  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  which 
has  drafted  and  reported  this  bill  to  explain  that  none  of  them 
are  committed  to  nor  satisfied  with  all  its  provisions ;  for  many 
of  those  provisions  were  adopted  by  a  divided  vote.  Moreover, 
some  of  its  members  have  participated  little  in  its  work,  Messrs. 
James  and  Terry  have  not  participated  at  all.  Mr.  Blaine  early 
expressed  his  preference  for  something  like  the  Wisconsin  plan 
and  thereafter  did  not  co-operate.  Mr.  Brandeis  took  no  part 
beyond  pointing  out  the  importance  of  some  elective  alternative 
such  as  is  provided  in  Art.  V.  And  Prof.  Freund,  who  rendered 
valuable  assistance  by  correspondence,  favored  a  bill  upon  an 
even  more  conservative  basis,  as  before  explained.  No  member 
of  the  committee,  therefore,  is  precluded  by  this  report  from 
dissenting  from  the  general  lines  of  this  bill  or  from  any  of  its 
provisions.  And  the  Civic  Federation  is  neither  asked  nor  ad- 
vised to  commit  itself  absolutely  to  the  measure.  It  has  been 
prepared  and  submitted,  pursuant  to  your  request,  merely  as  the 
expression  of  what,  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  active 
members  of  your  legal  committee,  you  may  safely  present  *> 
the  public  as  the  form  for  a  law  which  would  be  a  practical,  safe 
and  sane  move  towards  the  correction  of  existing  evils  in  re- 
spect of  industrial  accidents.  It  should  be  treated  as  what  it  i> 
meant  to  be — merely  a  sketch  model  from  which  to  frame  a 
law.  Many  of  its  provisions  are  mere  suggestions.  Its  phrase- 
ology may  be  immensely  improved.  It  will  require  some  modi- 
fications to  conform  to  the  particular  constitutional  requirement^ 
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of  particular  states.  And  in  some  states  it  may  be  rightly  ad- 
judged to  be  too  conservative  in  its  advance.  In  a  sense  it  is 
a  half-way  measure — a  mere  entering  wedge.  But  for  an  enter- 
ing wedge  it  goes  far — as  far  as  half  of  the  countries  of  Europe 
and  of  the  English  Colonies  have  gone  after  years  of  experi- 
ment— for  in  one  clip  it  would  cover  approximately  40  per  cent, 
of  all  wage  earners  and  70  per  cent,  of  all  accidents. 

To  those  whom  this  movement  for  a  compensation  law  may 
alarm,  and  who  wish  to  go  along  in  our  old  ways  trusting  to  for- 
tune or  Providence  to  work  a  change,  I  venture  to  point  out  that 
in  this  respect  we  have  for  twenty-five  years  lagged  in  the  rear 
of  civilization,  continuing  practices  long  abandoned  by  our  peers, 
which  under  modern  conditions  are  simply  barbarous  in  their  re- 
sults. We  must  make  a  move  towards  compensation  soon.  Oth- 
erwise we  will  continue,  with  ever-increasing  impetus,  down  the 
broad  way  of  the  Employers'  Liability  laws,  which  lead  to  social 
destruction. 


REPORT  AND  EXPLANATORY  STATEMENT 

Which  accompanied  First  Tentative  Draft  Workmen's  Ccnnpen- 
sation  Bill  for  Uniform  State  Legislation.  Prepared  by  Legal 
0>mmittee  Department  on  Compensation  for  Industrial  Acci- 
dents and  Their  Prevention.  The  National  Civic  Federation. 
(This  Report  is  Applicable  to  Final  Draft.) 

New  York,  December  i,  1910. 

To  August  Belmont,  Esq.,  Chairman  Department  on  Compensa- 
tion for  Industrial  Accidents  and  their  Prevention — The 
National  Civic  Federation,  i  Madison  Avenue,  New  York. 

Sir: — ^The  Legal  Committee  of  the  Department  of  The  Na- 
tional Civic  Federation  on  Compensation  for  Industrial  Acci- 
dents and  their  Prevention,  to  which  it  was  referred: — 

"To  prepare  a  compensation  plan,  whether  it  be  a  draft  or 
skeleton  bill;  and 
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"To  inquire  into  its  constitutionality  and  court  decisions  which 
would  affect  its  passage  in  all  industrial  states ;" — ^has  prepared 
and  herewith  reports  the  draft  compensation  bill. 

The  proposed  bill  herewith  submitted  was  first  drafted  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary,  as  directed,  and  submitted  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Legal  Committee.  It  was  found  impossible,  be- 
cause so  widely  separated,  to  secure  a  full  attendance  of  the 
♦Committee  at  any  one  meeting,  and  several  of  the  members  were 
unable  to  participate  at  all  in  the  discussion.  But  criticisms, 
►comments  and  suggestions  were  received,  by  correspondence, 
in  advarice  of  the  meetings,  from  those  who  could  not  attend; 
and  the  first  draft  and  correspondence  were  gone  over  by 
Messrs.  Cotton,  Loines,  Moran,  Packer  and  Sherman,  and  the 
accompanyinjg^  draft  bill  prepared  and  adopted, — individual  ob- 
jecticMis  being  reserved  upow  particular  points.  Nevertheless 
the  form  of  this  draft  upon  disputed  points  is  in  conformity 
with  the  expressed  opinions  of  the  majority  of  the  committee. 

This  draft  bill  is  based  upon  the  English  Acts,  following 
closely  the  substantive  provisions  of  the  English  Act  of  1906, 
except  that  the  application  of  the  liability  which  it  would  create 
is  limited  to  accidents  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  em- 
ployment— in  the  employer's  trade  or  business — in  industries 
which  are  in  fact  comparatively  hazardous ;  but  it  has  been  nec- 
essary, on  account  of  our  Constitutional  restrictions  and  differ- 
ent conditions  to  substitute  suggestions  of  novel  practices  and 
procedure  in  place  of  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Eng- 
lish Act.  From  the  decision  to  follow,  in  general,  the  princi- 
ples of  the  English  compensation  law  one  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee (Mr.  Mercer)   strongly  dissents. 

Section  i.  The  provisions  of  this  section  present  a  serious 
constitutional  difficulty.  In  view  of  the  rule  in  Chicago  Co.  vs. 
Westby,  178  Fed.  Rep.  619,  and  cases  cited,  it  is*  objected  that 
It  would  be  wiser  to  follow  the  precedent  of  the  New  York  com- 
pensation law  (Laws  of  N.  Y.  1910,  Chap.  674)  and  limit  the 
application  of  the  liability  to  those  accidents  due  to  certain  de- 
fined causes.  But  the  objections  to  that  alternative  are  even 
more  serious.  And  relying  upon  Louisville  &  Nashville  R.  R. 
vs.  Melton,  218  U.  S.  36,  it  was  decided  to  recommend  generaDy 
the  form  of  Section  i  as  in  the  bill,  with   the  proviso  that   in 
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those  states  where  the  rule  of  the  Westby  case  (supra)  prevails 
the  other  form  should  perhaps  be  preferred.  Mr.  Cotton  ap- 
proves of  the  form  in  the  bill,  but  expresses  some  doubt  as  to 
its  being  held  constitutional.  Prof.  Freund  expresses  nx)  doubt 
as  to  its  constitutionality,  but  expresses  a  strong  preference  to 
follow  the  New  York  precedent.  (Prof.  Freund  has  since  ex- 
pressed some  doubt  as  to  the  ccmstitutionality  of  this  provision. } 

Sec.  I  (b).  It  is  believed  that  this  section,  in  the  form  adopted 
would  tend  to  prevent  accidents,  without  permitting  fictitious 
defences  to  be  raised  against  meritorious  claims.  That  they 
would  have  the  latter  effect  is  the  objection  to  the  adoption  of 
the  words  of  the  English  statute — "serious  and  wilful  miscor^- 
duct.*' 

Sec.  2.  A  proposition  to  have  the  employer  liable  also  for 
damages  in  tort  under  existing  law  for  injuries  due  to  his 
"criminal  act  or  omission"  was  rejected,  for  the  reason  that  in 
many  states  there  are  numerous  penal  statutes  which  place  upon* 
the  employer  duties  which  are  uncertain — depending  often  upon 
expert  opinion, — and  consequently  that  such  a  provision  would 
make  it  possible  to  sue  in  tort  and  to  procure  sufficient  eviderice 
to  go  to  the  jury  in  a  very  large  proportion  of  cases,  and  would 
thereby  too  generally  continue  the  existing  liability  as  a  practi- 
cable alternative  to  compensation. 

A  suggestion  to  so  frame  this  section  as  in  effect  to  revert  to 
our  original  common  law  liability  in  tort  and  to  abolish  all  stat- 
utory extensions  was  rejected,  for  the  reason  that  in  some  states 
such  liability  has  been  construed  or  'developed  to  apply  to  many 
cases  where  the  employer  personally  has  been  guilty  of  no  real  . 
wrong,  and  where  compensation  alone,  without  alternative,  is 
therefore  the  proper  remedy. 

But  this  section*  particularly  might  rightly  vary  in  different 
states.  It  is  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  committee  that, 
where  the  right  to  compensation  is  given,  the  injured  work- 
man's right  to  sue  in  tort  for  unliquidated  damages  should  be 
reduced  as  far  as  is  constitutional ;  but  that,  where  the  employer 
is  guilty  of  an  absolute  wrong,  the  injured  workman's  right  to 
sue  for  full  damages  for  the  consequences  canniot  constitution- 
ally be  taken  away.  And  how  far  the  right  to  sue  in  tort  can  be 
limited  will  vary  in  different  states.     For  instance,  in  New  York, 
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where  an  accident  results  in  death,  the  right  to  damages  there- 
for, as  it  existed  in  1895,  cannot  be  reduced;  (N.  Y.  Constitu- 
tion, Art.  I,  Sec.  18).  Mr.  Moran,  however,  dissents  from  this 
general  conclusion,  and  advocates  that  the  right  to  sue  in  tort 
be  entirely  abolished. 

Sec.  6.  The  list  of  industries  in  this  section  is  merely  recom- 
mendatory and  might  properly  vary  in  diff erer/t  states ;  but  there 
should  be  no  unreasonable  discrimination  between  equally  haz- 
ardous industries. 

Sec.  7.  The  definitions  of  industries  in  this  section  are  purely 
tentative,  and  should  be  carefully  revised  by  industrial  experts. 

(Sec.  9  of  the  Tentative  Draft.)  After  careful  consideration 
and  discussion  it  was  decided  to  omit  a  saving  clause. 

Sees.  9-14,  Art.  II.  The  rates  of  compensation  suggested  in 
this  article  are  purely  formal ;  and  are  presented  as  a  basis  for 
study  and  determination  by  the  Committee  on  Statistics  and 
Cost. 

Sec.  9  (a)  I.  A  provision  for  a  minimum  compensation  of 
$1,000  in  case  of  death  (as  in  the  English  law)  was  rejected^ 
because  it  would  fix  a  sum,  which  in  some  cases  might  be  out  of 
all  proportion  to  earnings  and  exceed  damages — which  would 
raise  an  entirely  unnecessary  constitutional  difficulty. 

Sec.  15.  In  explanation  of  this  section  it  should  be  pointed  out 
that  "certainty  as  to  medical  facts"  is  an  appropriate  aim  of  a 
•compensation  bill.  Uncertainty  of  legal  responsibility  for  the 
accident  and  uncertainty  of  the  degree  of  disability  that  actually 
results  from  the  accident  are  the  causes  of  the  bulk  of  litigation 
under  the  existing  "employers'  liability"  system.  *  By  placing  the 
responsibility  for  all  accidents  arising  out  of  anti  in  the  course  of 
the  employment  (with  a  few  well  defined  exceptions)  on  the  em- 
ployer, a  compensation  law  would  practically  eliminate  the  first 
uncertainty.  By  prompt  medical  examination  and  by  inducing 
early  agreement  or  determination  as  to  the  medical  facts,  the 
second  uncertainty  would  be  eradicated.  But  the  substance  of 
the  second  and  third  paragraphs  is  recommended  rather  than 
the  form, — as  a  suggestion  for  a  first  step  towards  a  more  fully 
developed  scheme  for  ascertaining  and  determining  medical 
facts. 
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Sec.  31.  The  prevailing  opinion  is  that  it  would  be  untronsti- 
tutional  to  take  away  the  right  to  trial  by  jury  in  actions  for 
compensation;  and  that  right  is  therefore  here  given.  But  an 
effort  has  been  made  in  drawing  the  bill  to  so  frame  its  pro* 
visions  as  to  induce  settlements  by  voluntary  arbitration's.  One 
or  two  members  of  the  committee  favor  compulsory  arbitrations 
in  all  cases  by  official  boards  of  arbitrators.  But  the  remaining 
members  of  the  Committee  who  have  expressed  opinions,  believe 
that  such  a  remedy  would  be  unconstitutional;  and  in  addition 
several  members  object  that  there  would  be  no  practical  ad- 
vantage in'  official  boards  of  arbitrators  over  the  existing  courts. 

Sees. ,  Art.  V.  The  provisions  of  this  Article  are  ap- 
proved by  the  majority  of  the  Committee;  and  in  addition  sev- 
eral of  its  members  place  particular  importance  upon  there  being 
some  alternative  or  elective  liability  as  therein  provided.  It  will 
be  noticed,  by  a  comparison,  that  the  alternative  scheme  per- 
mitted in  this  Article  is  based  upon  that  allowed  in  the  corre- 
sponding provision's  of  the  English  law,  but  is  more  liberal. 

The  formulation  and  report  of  this  draft  bill  imply  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Committee  that  the  imposition  upon  employers  in  the 
more  hazardous  industries  of  a  liability  regardless  of  wrong  or 
tort  to  compensate  for  accidents  would  not  be  unconstitutional 
under  the  Bill  of  Rights.  But  on^  member  of  the  Committee 
(Mr.  Blaine)  advocates  that  all  uncertainty  upon  this  question 
of  constitutionality  should  be  avoided  by  abolishing  all  the  rules 
of  law  which  operate  as  defences  to  the  employer's  liability  in 
tort,  and  then — by  separate  statute — permitting  the  employer  to 
contract  at  the  time  of  hiring  for  the  substitution  of  the  liability 
for  compensation  in  place  of  the  liability  for  tort. 

*This  draft  bill  is  being  submitted  to  the  Uniform  State  Law 
Commissioners  and  all  criticisms,  corrections  and  suggestions 
received  from  them  will  be  duly  reported  to  you.

SALIENT  FEATURES 

Of  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  Recommended  to  The  Na- 
tional Civic  Federation  by  the  Department  on  Compensation  for 
Industrial  Accidents  and  Their  Prevention.  Described  by 
August  Belmont,  Chairman. 

Address  by  August  Belmont,  Chairman  Department  on  Com- 
pensation for  Industrial  Accidents  and  Their  Prevention. 

SCOPE  OF  COMPENSATION  DEPARTMENT. 

To  begin  with,  a  wide  latitude  was  given  to  my  Department 
without  minute  instructions  as  to  its  organization  and  the  com- 
mencemerrt  of  its  work.  As  I  understood  it,  one  particular  or- 
der went  with  its  creation,  namely — that  it  should  proceed  to 
acquire  information  by  means  of  the  best  channels  obtainable 
throughout  the  whole  country,  and  with  such  information  at 
hand  formulate  recommendations  for  The  National  Civic  Feder- 
ation on  the  subject  of  Compensation  for  Industrial  Accidents 
and  their  Prevention. 

The  subjects  are  largely  interlaced  but  not  strictly  interdepen- 
dent, so  that  the  Department,  for  effective  work,  divided  the  two 
subjects  among  three  sub-committees.    The  first  one  on  Com- 


members  of  the  Compensation  Department,  to  all  members  of  the  Execo- 
tive  Committee  of  The  National  Civic  Federation  composed  of  prom- 
inent employers,  leaders  of  great  national  labor  organizations  and  public 
men;  to  employers  composing  the  Welfare  Department  of  the  Federa- 
tion, to  uniform  State  law  commissioners  in  the  forty-eight  states,  as  well 
as  other  members  of  the  Bar  affiliated  with  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion; to  every  member  of  the  nine  State  Compensation  Commissions  and 
the  Federal  Commission  and  to  the  Presidents  of  Liability  Insarance 
Companies.  In  all  there  have  been  solicited  for  their  opinions  between 
1,800  and  2,000  citizens  throughout  the  United  States,  directly  or  indi* 
rectly  interested  in  this  great  problem. 
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pensation  was  referred  to  a  Legal  Committee,  as  I  have  told  you, 
of  which  Mr.  P.  Tecumseh  Sherman  is  Chairman,  with  instruc- 
tions to  draft  a  tentative  bill  for  submission  to  the  Federation ; 
the  second  to  a  Committee  on  Statistics  and  Costs,  with  instruc- 
tions to  gather  information  as  to  the  cost  of  employers  and  em- 
ployes in  any  form  and  more  particularly  with  regard  to  insur- 
ance. Mr.  Sylvester  C.  Dunham  was  appointed  the  Chairman  of 
this  Committee.  The  question  of  the  Preverrtion  of  Industrial 
Accidents  was  referred  to  a  third  sub-committee,  of  which  Mr. 
Louis  B.  Schram  was  made  Chairman  and  whose  labors  have 
been  principally  in  the  direction  of  factory  inspection. 

CONSTITUTIONAL    PROHIBITIONS    HEEDED   BY    LEGAL    COMMITTEE. 

I  will  take  up  first  the  work  of  the  Legal  Committee.  With 
its  recommendations  went  the  instructions  that  it  formulate  a 
bill  which  in  its  essentials  would  bear  the  character  of  a  prac- 
tical measure,  one  applicable  to  the  preserrt  day,  not  running 
contrary  to  constitutional  prohibitions  and  one  likely  to  meet 
with  favorable  notiice  by  the  majority  of  the  State  Legislatures. 
The  Committee  proceeded  strictly  on  these  lines,  feeling  that  the 
purposes  of  The  National  Civic  Federation  would  be  better 
served  by  recommending  something  ehactable  and  enforceable 
tit>w  rather  than  some  theoretical  measure  that,  in  the  end,  would 
be  desirable  but  which  would  become  law  only  piece  by  piece  and 
step  by  step  through  the  legislatures  and  through  the  courts. 

SALIENT  FEATURES  OF  FEDERATION'S  WORKMEN'S  COMPEN- 
SATION   ACT. 

The  salient  features  are,  first,  that  the  Committee  only  pro- 
vided for  compensation  in  industries  that  are  hazardous, — this 
because  the  sentiment  throughout  the  country  is  practically  uni- 
versal that  some  definite  substitute  is  required  to  cover  the  dif- 
ficulties and  inequalities  which  the  present  liability  laws  of  var- 
ious kinds  impose  upon*  the  community  and,  further,  because  a 
very  large  percentage  of  accidents,  from  the  hazardous  employ- 
ments throw  a  great  number  of  cripples  and  helpless  workmen 
and  their  families  upon  the  state  at  large,  rendering  the  correc- 
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tion  of  these  evils  a  public  necessity.  Other  employments  are  not 
included,  first,  because  questions  arising  out  of  an  effort  to  r^- 
ulate  them  are  likely  to  run  against  constitutional  difficulties,  and 
secondly, — ^because  employers  in  the  non~hazardous  occupations 
would  not  be  able  to  protect  themselves  properly  through  insur- 
ance. Insurance  in  the  United  States  is  restricted  in  character 
and  unprepared  to  embrace  all  the  employments  at  anything  like 
reasonable  and  possible  rates. 

This  entire  question  has  been  pressing  upon  the  attention  of 
employers  to  such  a  degree  during  the  past  few  years  that  many 
of  the  large  industries  have  created  mutual  benefit  associations 
of  their  own  to  which  the  employes  as  well  as  the  employers  con- 
tribute and  whose  function  is  to  provide  compensation  for  ac- 
cidents and  death,  and  in  some  cases  pensions  as  well. 

PROVISION  FOR  MUTUAL  PLANS  WITH  PRESCRIBED  RATES. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  majority  of  the  great  industries  of  the 
country  have  already  taken  steps  to  protect  their  workmen  and 
themselves  in  this  way  and,  doubtless,  in  the  course  of  some 
years,  if  the  subject  were  left  entirely  alone,  would  work  out  a 
remedy  which  to  them  and  to  their  employes  would  be  quite  sat- 
isfactory. But  this  would  leave  the  rest  and  all  the  small  em- 
ployments laboring  under  the  imperfect  conditions  which  now 
exist,  working  great  hardships  to  a  very  large  percentage  of  our 
workmen.  Some  employers  have  gone  so  far  as  to  doubt  the 
wisdom  of  such  a  law  as  the  Civic  Federation  Committee  is  to- 
day advocating,  but  it  will  be  interesting  for  you  to  know,  and 
it  was  explained  to  a  certain  large  number  of  employers  who 
have  reviewed  the  subject,  that  this  bill  contains  the  provision 
that  where  the  employer  and  employe  have  entered  upon  an 
agreement  through  a  mutual  benefit  association  to  furnish  com- 
pensation, they  will  be  exempt  from  the  operation  of  this  Act, 
provided  their  rates  of  compensation  shall  be  not  less  than  the 
rates  given  in  this  tentative  draft. 

WHY  ALL  EMPLOYMENTS  ARE  NOT  INCLUDED  IN  PRESENT  ACT. 

One  word  with  regard  to  the  Continental,  or  more  especially 
the  German  system,  whiich  many  approve  and  endorse,  and  tiie 
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English  system,  which  is  also  an  excellent  one,  both  providing 
protection  for  employes  in  all  industries,  to  forestall  the  query — 
"Why  do  we  not  follow  them  closely?"  It  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  in  those  two  countries,  and  more  particularly  in  Ger- 
many, whatever  laws  it  is  seen  fit  to  pass  for  compulsory  insur- 
ance and  compulsory  mutual  benefit  associations  are  immediately 
enforceable,  and  in  England  subject  only  to  such  limitation  as 
Parliament  may  place  upon  its  laws,  based  upon  what  are  consid- 
ered the  fundamental  customs  and  accepted  rights  of  its  sub- 
jects; besides  which.  Great  Britain  has  carried  the  question  of 
insurance  to  a  point  of  refinement  unknown  and  at  present  un- 
attainable in  this  country. 

In  the  United  States,  the  guarantees  to  the  individual  of  cer- 
tain fundamental  liberties  and  protection  are  provided  in  State 
and  National  Constitutions,  so  that  our  Legal  G)mmittee  has  not 
deemed  it  practicable  or  wise  to  report  an  ideal  measure  as  an 
academic  piece  of  education  on  the  subject,  but  a  purely  practi- 
cal one  on  the  lines  of  least  resistance. 
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OLD  LIABILITY  AND  COMMON  LAW  PROVISIONS  AGAIN  BECOME  OP- 
ERATIVE IF  COMPENSATION  PLAN  SHOULD  BE  DECLARED 

UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

There  is  an  important  feature  in  the  bill  which  has  arrested  the 
attention  of  our  labor  friends,  who,  while  approving  the  meas- 
ure, as  a  whole,  are  solicitous  lest  by  the  repeal  of  the  present 
liability  laws,  which  is  provided  shall  accompany  the  enactment 
of  this  measure,  they  would  lose  after  all  the  work  and  care  that 
has  been  bestowed  upon  the  framing  of  our  general  liability 
laws,  should  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  bill  be  declared  uncon- 
stitutional, and  render  it  void,  the  protection  they  now  have,  im- 
perfect as  it  is.  Under  the  advice  of  counsel,  our  answer  has 
been  to  them  that,  if  the  courts  are  unfavorable  in  their  decisions 
as  to  its  validity,  automatically  the  state  reverts  to  the  law  re- 
pealed by  the  bill,  and  the  old  liability  and  common  law  provi- 
sions again  become  operative.  This  advice,  moreover,  has  now, 
I  understand,  been  endorsed  by  eminent  legal  minds  who  have 
reviewed  our  work  as  exemplified  in  the  proposed  Act  of  the 
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Federation.  I  earnestly  hope  that  labor  men  everywhere  will 
support  our  efforts  and  this  bill,  if  our  contention  on  the  last 
point  is  correct,  and  it  certainly  seems  amply  sustained  by  emi- 
nent and  disinterested  lawyers. 

DEPARTMENT  MEETINGS. 

My  Department  met  on  March  ii,  1910,  and  appointed  sub- 
committees as  above  outlined.  These  sub-committees,  after  two 
or  three  months*  work,  reported  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  De- 
partment, called  for  May  25,  1910,  to  review  the  ground  then 
gone  over  and  receive  their  reports  showing  a  substantial  prog- 
ress. The  Department  met  again  on  December  22,  1910,  and  the 
tentative  draft  was  presented  by  the  Legal  Committee  and  re- 
ferred back  for  suggested  amendment.  Mr.  Dunham  again  re- 
ported progress  on  "Costs,"  and  Mr.  Schram,  substantial  prog- 
ress on  "Factory  Inspection." 


CONSIDERATION  BY  FEDERATION'S  NATIONAL  EXECUTIVE 

COMMITTEE. 

Our  President,  Mr.  Low,  invited  as  many  of  the  National  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  as  he  could  secure  on  short  notice,  to  meet 
some  prominent  employers  knd  representative  labor  men  on  Jan- 
uary 5,  191 1,  and  to  that  company  the  whole  subject  of  the  ten- 
tative bill  was  explained  by  Mr,  P.  Tecumseh  Sherman,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Legal  Committee,  and  also  by  Mr.  William  J. 
Moran,  a  member  of  this  committee,  and,  after  exhaustive  dis- 
cussion, in  which  representatives  of  very  large  manufacturing 
concerns,  including  the  Otis  Elevator  Company,  the  Linen 
Thread  Company,  the  Coe  Brass  Manufacturing  Company,  the 
United  Shoe  Machinery  Company,  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi- 
nating Company,  the  American  Light  &  Traction  Company,  and 
the  IngersoU-Rand  Company,  severally  employers  of  many  thou- 
sands of  men,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

"That  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  bill  be  endorsed  and 
that  each  member  present  pledge  himself  to  its  support  through 
the  country." 
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Now,  it  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  if  the  idea,  which  one 
constantly  hears,  that  provisions  should  be  made  for  a  broken 
limb  as  well  as  for  broken  machinery,  becomes  a  fact,  we  will 
have  reached  a  thing  earnestly  desired  by  me,  as  well  as  by  every 
good  citizen.  And  too,  what  Senator  Root  said  from  this  ros- 
trum last  year,  namely,  that  he  hoped  that  the  day  would  come 
when  every  industry  should  bear  the  cost  of  all  industrial  acci- 
dents as  a  part  of  the  cost  of  production,  is  something  that  every- 
one desires  to  see  accomplished.  But,  both  at  the  moment  are 
impracticable.  Legislation  may  be  perfectly  practicable,  admis- 
sible and  effective  so  far  as  large  corporations  are  concerned: 
they  can  protect  themselves ;  their  risks  are  distributed.  An  in- 
dustry employing  a  large  number  of  men  has  a  certain  percent- 
age of  accidents  every  year  which  in  their  records  will  respond  to 
the  law  of  averages,  and  they  can  measure  the  cost  from  year  to 
year.  It  is  the  small  employer,  employing  few  workmen,  who  is 
in  danger.  That  man  may  continue  in  business  thirty  years  with- 
out an  accident  and  his  neighbor  may  within  two  years  have  one 
that  will  ruin  him.  So,  our  committee  is  only  able  to  give  you 
what  it  feels  to  be  an  entering  wedge.  It  has  done  the  best  it 
could,  and  in  the  continuation  of  its  work  may  be  able,  in  the 
course  of  time,  to  advise  you  better  than  it  has  found  it  possible 
to  do  this  year.    I  thank  you.

GENERAL. 

Sec.  I.  The  Obligation.  If,  in  any  employment  to  which 
this  Act  applies,  personal  injury  by  accident  arising  out  of  and 
in  the  course  of  the  employment  is  caused  to  a  workman,  his 
employer  shall  subject  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  liable  to  pay 
compensation  to  the  workman  in  accordance  with  this  Act.  Save 
as  herein  provided  no  such  employer  shall  be  liable  for  any  in-  W 

jury  for  which  compensation  is  recoverable  under  this  Act.  ^ 

Provided  that: 

(a)  The  employer  shall  not  be  liable  under  this  Act  in  re- 
spect of  any  injury  which  does  not  disable  the  workman  for  a 
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period  of  at  least  two  weeks  from  earning  full  wages  at  the 
work  at  which  he  is  employed. 

(b)  If  it  is  proved  that  the  injury  to  the  workman  results 
from  his  deliberate  intention  to  cause  such  an  injury,  or  from 
his  refusal  to  use  a  guard  or  protection  against  accident  re- 
quired pursuant  to  any  statute  and  provided  for  him,  or  solely 
from  his  deliberate  breach  of  statutory  regulations  affecting 
safety  of  life  or  limb,  or  from  his  intoxication^  any  compensa- 
tion in  respect  of  that  injury  shall  be  disallowed. 

Sec.  2.  Reservation  of  liability  for  ivrong  or  negligence  in 
certain  cases.  Where  the  injury  was  proximately  caused  by  the 
individual  (personal)  negligence  either  of  commission  or  omis- 
sion of  the  employer  (including  such  negligence  of  the  directors 
or  of  any  officer  if  such  employer  is  a  corporation,  or  of  any 
of  the  partners  if  such  employer  is  a  partnership,  or  of  any 
member  if  such  employer  is  an  association,  but  excluding  the 
negligence  of  competent  employes  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties  or  of  the  employer's  duty  delegated  to  them),  the  com- 
mon law  liability  of  the  employer  shall  not  be  affected  by  this 
Act,  but  in  such  case  the  injured  workman,  or  if  death  results 
from  such  injury,  his  dependents  as  herein  defined  if  they  unan- 
imously agree,  otherwise  his  (legal  representative,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Probate  Court),  may  elect  between  any  right  of 
action  against  the  employer  upon  such  common  law  liability  and 
the  right  to  compensation  under  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  Reservation  of  Penalties.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
affect  the  liability  of  the  employer  to  a  fine  or  penalty  imder  any 
other  statute. 

Sec.  4.  Sub-Contracting,  (a)  Where  any  person  (in  this 
section  referred  to  as  the  principal)  undertakes  to  execute  any 
work  which  is  part  of  his  trade  or  business  or  which  he  has  con- 
tracted to  perform  and  contracts  with  any  other  person  (in  this 
section  referred  to  as  the  contractor)  for  the  execution  by  or 
under  the  contractor  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  work  un- 
dertaken by  the  principal,  the  principal  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to 
any  workman  employed  in  the  execution  of  the  work  any  com- 
pensation under  this  Act  which  he  would  have  been  liable  to 
pay  if  that  workman  had  been  immediately  employed  by  him; 
and  where  compensation  is  claimed    from    or  proceedings  are 
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taken  against  the  principal,  then,  in  the  application  of  this  Act, 
references  to  the  principal  shall  be  substituted  for  references  to 
the  employer,  except  that  the  amount  of  compensation  shall  be 
calculated  with  reference  to  the  earnings  of  the  workman  un- 
der the  employer  by  whom  he  is  immediately  employed: 

(b)  Where  the  principal  is  liable  to  pay  compensation  un- 
der this  section,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  indemnity  from  any  per- 
son who  would  have  been  liable  to  pay  compensation  to  the 
workman  independently  of  this  section,  and  shall  have  a  cause 
of  action  therefor. 

(c)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  preventing 
a  workman  from  recovering  compensation  under  this  Act  from 
the  contractor  instead  of  the  principal. 

(d)  This  section  shall  not  apply  in  any  case  where  the  ac- 
cident occurred  elsewhere  than  on,  or  in,  or  about  premises  on 
which  the  principal  has  undertaken  to  execute  work  or  which 
are  otherwise  under  his  control  or  management. 

(It  is  suggested  that  provisions  be  added  to  this  section,  as 
follows : 

(e)  Giving  an  injured  workman  a  lien  on  the  money  due 
and  unpaid  on  the  contract. 

(f)  Giving  expressly  to  the  principal  contractor  who  pays 
compensation  voluntarily  to  a  workman  of  a  sub-contractor  the 
right  to  recover  over  against  the  sub-cbntractor. 

(g)  Giving  to  a  principal  contractor  when  sued  by  a  work- 
man of  a  sub-contractor  a  right  to  call  in  the  sub-contractor  as 
co-defendant.) 

Sec.  5.  Remedies  both  against  Employer  and  Stranger, 
Where  the  injury  for  which  compensation  is  payable  under  this 
Act  was  caused  under  circumstances  creating  a  legal  liability  in 
some  person  other  than  the  employer  to  pay  damages  in  respect 
thereof — 

(a)  The  workman  may  take  proceedings  both  against  that  per- 
son to  recover  damages  and  against  any  person  liable  to  pay 
compensation  under  this  Act  for  such  compensation,  but  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  recover  both  damages  and  compensation ;  and 

(b)  If  the  workman  has  recovered  compensation  under  this 
Act,  the  person  by  whom  the  compensation  was  paid,  or  any 
person  who  has  been  Called  on  to  indemnify  him  under  the  sec- 
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tion  of  this  Act  relating  to  sub-contracting,  shall  be  entitled  to 
indemnity  from  the  person  so  liable  to  pay  damages  as  afore- 
said, and  shall  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  workman  to 
recover  damages  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  Application  of  the  Act.  This  Act  shall  apply  only  to 
employment  in  the  course  of  the  employer's  trade  or  business  on, 
in,  or  about  a  railway,  factory,  mine  or  quarry,  electric,  build- 
ing or  engineering  work,  or  in  certain  other  hazardous  employ- 
ments, as  hereinafter  defined.  And  it  shall  not  apply  in  any 
case  .where  the  accident  occurred  or  the  contract  of  employ- 
ment was  made  before  this  Act  takes  effect. 

Sec.  7.  Definitions.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires: 

(a)  "Railway"  means  (all  kinds  of  railways,  including  pri- 
vate railways,  logging  roads,  etc.,  excluding  only  horse-car 
roads)  ;  and  "employment  on  railways"  (includes  work  in  de- 
pots, power  houses,  round  houses,  and  other  appurtenances,  and 
in  private  yards,  switches,  etc.,  and  work  on  railways  for  ex- 
press companies).     (Limit  to  intrastate  commerce.) 

(b)  "Factory"  means  any  premises  wherein  (mechanical) 
power  is  used  in  manufacturing,  making,  altering,  adapting,  or- 
namenting, finishing,  repairing  or  renovating  any  article  or  ar- 
ticles for  the  purposes  of  trade  or  gain  or  of  the  business  carried 
on  therein,  (including  expressly  any  laundry  or  bakery  what- 
soever wherein  power  machinery  is  used)  ;  and  includes  also 
any  shipyard,  marble  cutters'  and  polishers'  yard,  brick  )rard, 
meat  packing-house,  foundry,  forge,  smelter,  blast  furnace,  coke 
burning  plant,  lime  burning  plant,  phosphate  works,  steam  heat- 
ing plant,  electric  lighting  plant,  electric  power  plant  and  water 
power  plant ;  and  any  premises  where  ice  is  harvested  and  stored, 
or  wherein  a  process  requiring  the  use  of  any  dangerous  explo- 
sive or  extra-hazardous  inflammable  material  is  carried  on, 
which  is  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  business,  trade  or  gain. 

A  workman  employed  in  a  factory  which  is  a  ship-building 
yard  shall  not  be  excluded  from  the  benefit  of  this  Act  by  rea- 
son only  that  the  accident  occurred  outside  the  yard,  in  the 
course  of  his  work  upon  a  vessel  in  any  dock,  pier  or  tidal  wa- 
ter near  the  yard. 
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(c)  "Mine"  means  any  (opening  in  the  earth)  for  the  pur- 
pose of  extracting  any  mineral  or  minerals,  and  all  underground 
workings,  slopes,  shafts,  galleries  and  tunnels,  and  other  ways, 
cuts  and  openings  connected  therewith,  including  those  in  the 
course  of  being  opened,  sunk  or  driven;  and  includes  also  the 
appurtenant  structures  at  or  about  the  openings  of  a  mine  and 
any  adjoining  (adjacent)  workplace  where  the  material  from  a 
mine  is  prepared  for  use  or  shipment. 

(d)  "Quarry"  means  any  place,  not  a  mine  (including  a 
bank  or  pit)  where  stone,  slate,  clay,  sand,  gravel  or  other  solid 
material  is  dug  or  otherwise  extracted  from  the  earth  or  ground 
for  the  purposes  of  trade  or  barter  or  of  the  employer's  trade 
or  business. 

(e)  "Electrical  work"  means  any  kind  of  work  in  or  directly 
connected  with  the  construction,  installation,  operation,  altera- 
tion, removal  or  repair  of  wires,  cables,  switchboards  or  appara- 
tus charged  with  electric  currents. 

(f)  "Building  work"  means  any  work  (in  any  of  "the  build- 
ing trades")  in  the  erection,  construction,  extension,  decoration, 
alteration,  repair  or  demolition  of  any  building  (or  structural 
appurtenance). 

(g)  "Engineering  work"  means  any  work  in  the  construc- 
tion, alteration,  extension,  repair  or  demolition  of  a  railway  (as 
hereinbefore  defined  but  including  also  a  horse-car  railway), 
bridge,  harbor,  jetty,  dike,  breakwater,  dam,  pier,  dock  (includ- 
ing dry-dock  and  floating  dock),  reservoir,  canal,  aqueduct,  tun- 
nel, underground  conduit,  sewer,  well,  oil  tank,  gas  tank,  water 
tower  or  water  works  (including  connected  stand  pipes  or 
mains),  any  caisson  work  or  work  in  artificially  compressed  air, 
any  work  in  dredging,  pile  driving,  asphalt  paving  (or  other  pav- 
ing with  molten  material),  moving  buildings,  moving  safes,  or  in 
laying,  repairing  or  removing  underground  gas  pipes  and  con- 
nections, or  in  mill-wrighting  or  the  erection,  installing,  repair- 
ing or  removing  of  boilers,  furnaces,  engines  and  power  machin- 
ery (including  belting  and  other  connections),  and  any  work  in 
grading  or  excavating  where  shoring  is  necessary  or  power  ma- 
chinery or  blasting  powder,  dynamite  or  other  high  explosive 
is  in  use  (excluding  mining  and  quarrying). 
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(h)  The  "other  hazardous  employments"  to  whidi  this  Act 
applies  mean  any  work  in  a  general  or  terminal  warehouse,  in 
a  grain  elevator,  in  a  malthouse,  in  a  coalyard,  in  a  lumberyard, 
in  a  stockyard,  in  a  building-material  yard,  as  a  shipwright  or 
rigger,  or  in  loading  or  unloading  the  cargo  of  any  vessel  at  dock 
in  a  port  of  this  state. 

(i)  "Employer"  includes  any  body  of  persons,  corporate  or 
unincorporated,  and  the  (legal  representative)  of  a  deceased 
employer. 

(j)  "Workman"  means  any  person  who  has  entered  into  the 
employment  of  or  works  under  contract  of  service  or  appren- 
ticeship with  an  employer  or  who  works  under  contract  of  ser- 
vice or  apprenticeship  with  a  workman  with  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  latter's  employer;  but  does  not  include  a  person 
who  is  employed  otherwise  than  for  the  purpose  of  the  em- 
ployer's trade  or  business,  or  whose  remuneration  exceeds 
($i.8oo)  a  year.  Any  reference  to  a  workman  who  has  been 
injured,  shall,  where  the  workman  is  dead,  include  a  reference 
to  (his  dependents,  as  hereinafter  defined,  or  to  his  legal  repre- 
sentative) or,  where  he  is  a  minor  or  incompetent,  to  his  com- 
mittee or  guardian. 

(k)  "Dependents"  mean  such  members  of  the  workman's 
family  as  were  wholly  or  in  part  dependent  upon  the  workman 
at  the  time  of  the  accident.  And  "members  of  a  family"  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act  mean  only  widow  or  husband,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  children ;  or  if  no  widow,  husband  or  children,  then 
parents  and  grandparents;  or  if  no  parents  or  grandparents, 
then  grandchildren;  or  if  no  grandchildren,  then  brothers  and 
sisters.  In  the  meaning  of  this  section  parents  include  step- 
parents, children  and  grandchildren  include  step-children  and 
step-grandchildren,  and  brothers  and  sisters  include  half-broth- 
ers and  half-sisters,  and  parents,  g^randparents,  children  and 
grandchildren  include  all  those  between  whom  the  mutually  ac- 
knowledged relation  of  parent  and  child  subsists  at  the  time  of 
the  accident. 

(1)  "Accident"  and  "injury"  in  this  Act  mean  only  such  an 
accident  and  injury  as  cause  the  injured  workman  to  be  absent 
at  least  five  consecutive  hours  or  an  entire  half-day's  time  from 
his  work ;  and  "injury"  includes  an  injury  resulting  in  death.

Sec.  8.  Incompetency  of  Workman.  In  case  an  injured 
workman  is  mentally  incompetent  or  a  minor  (or  where  death 
results  from  the  injury,  in  case  any  of  his  dependents  as  herein 
defined  is  mentally  incompetent  or  a  minor),  at  the  time  when 
any  right,  privilege  or  election  accrues  to  him  under  this  Act, 
his  committee  or  guardian  may  in  his  behalf,  claim  and  exercise 
such  right,  privilege  or  election;  and  no  limitation  of  time,  in 
this  Act  provided  for,  shall  run,  so  long  as  such  incompetent  or 
minor  has  no  committeee  or  guardian. 


ARTICLE    II. 
SCALES  OF  COMPENSATION,   ETC. 

Sec.  9.  Amount  of  Compensation,  The  amount  of  compen- 
sation under  this  Act  shall  be — 

(a)     Where  death  results  from  the  injury — 

i)  If  the  workman  leaves  any  dependents  wholly  depen- 
dent upon  his  earnings,  a  sum  equal  to  his  earnings  in  the  em- 
ployment of  the  same  employer  during  the  four  years  next  pre- 
ceding the  injury,  but  not  exceeding  in  any  case  ($3,000),  pro- 
vided that  the  amount  of  any  weekly  payments  made  under  this 
Act  shall  be  deducted  from  such  sum ;  and,  if  the  period  of  the 
workman's  employment  by  the  said  employer  has  been  less  than 
the  said  four  years,  then  the  amount  of  his  earnings  during  the 
said  four  years  shall  be  deemed  to  be  156  times  his  average 
weekly  earnings  during  the  period  of  his  actual  employment  un- 
der said  employer ;  and  provided,  however,  that  if  the  workman 
does  not  leave  any  dependents,  residing  at  the  time  of  the  acci- 
dent in  the  United  States  or  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the 
amount  of  compensation  shall  not  exceed  in  any  case  ($1,000). 

(2)  If  the  workman  does  not  leave  any  such  dependents,  but 
leaves  any  dependents  in  part  dependent  upon  his  earnings,  such 
proportion  of  the  amount  payable  under  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  this  section,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  or  determined  to  be  pro- 
portionate to  the  injury  to  the  said  dependents;  and 

(3)  If  he  leaves  no  dependents,  the  reasonable  expense  of 
his  medical  attendance  and  burial,  not  exceeding  ($100). 
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(b)  Where  total  or  partial  incapacity  for  work  results  from 
the  injury,  a  weekly  payment  during  the  incapacity,  commenc- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  second  week,  equal  to,  in  the  case  of  total 
incapacity,  and  not  exceeding,  in  the  case  of  partial  incapacity,. 
50  per  cent,  of  his  average  weekly  earnings  during  the  previous 
twelve  months,  if  he  has  been  so  long  employed,  but  if  not,  then 
for  any  less  period  during  which  he  has  been  in  the  employment 
of  the  same  employer;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  workman 
is  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  at  the  date  of  the  accident  and 
his  average  weekly  earnings  are  less  than  $10,  his  ccunpensatioR 
shall  be  a  weekly  payment  not  exceeding  his  full  average 
earnings. 

Provided  further,  however,  that : 

(i)     No  such  weekly  payment  shall  exceed  ($10). 

(2)  No  such  weekly  payment  shall  extend  over  a  period  ex- 
ceeding (10)  years,  nor  continue  after  the  workman  has  reach- 
ed the  age  of  (60)  years,  unless  at  the  date  of  the  injury  he  was 
over  (55)  years  of  age,  in  which  case  it  may  continue  for  a  per- 
iod of  (5)  years  after  such  date. 

(c)  In  addition  to  the  compensation  hereinbefore  prescribed 
the  injured  workman  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  at  the  expense 
of  the  employer  such  immediate  medical  and  surgical  relief  as 
shall  in  the  judgment  of  a  competent  physician  be  deemed  tc^ 
be  imperative,  such  professional  service,  in  default  of  agreement 
to  the  contrary,  to  be  performed  by  one  selected  by  the  employ- 
er ;  provided,  however,  that  the  employer  shall  in  no  such  case 
be  obligated  hereby  to  pay  more  than  $100  towards  such  services, 
and  provided  further  that  in  case  such  professional  services  are 
performed  by  one  selected  wholly  by  the  employer  the  injured 
workman  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  no  part  of  such  expense. 

Sec.  10.  Rules  for  Computatioff.  JFor  the  purposes  of  the 
provisions  of  this  article  relating  to  "earnings"  and  "average 
weekly  earnings'*  of  a  workman,  the  following  rules  shall  be 
observed : 

(a)  "Average  weekly  earnings"  shall  be  computed  in  such 
manner  as  is  best  calculated  to  give  the  average  rate  per  week 
at  which  the  workman  was  being  remunerated.  Provided  that 
where  by  reason  of  the  shortness  of  the  time  during  which  the 
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workman  has  been  in  the  employment  of  his  employer,  or  the 
casual  nature  or  the  tenns  of  the  employment,  the  actual  rate 
of  his  remuneration  cannot  be  computed,  r^[ard  may  be  had  to 
the  average  weekly  amount  which,  during  the  twelve  months 
previous  to  the  accident,  was  being  earned  by  a  person  in  the 
same  grade  employed  at  the  same  work  by  the  same  employer, 
or,  if  there  is  no  person  so  employed,  by  a  person  in  the  same 
grade  employed  in  the  same  class  of  employment  and  in  the 
same  district; 

(b)  Where  the  workman  had  entered  into  concurrent  con- 
tracts of  service  with  two  or  more  employers  under  which  he 
worked  at  one  time  for  one  such  employer  and  at  another  time 
for  another  such  employer,  his  "earnings"  and  his  "average 
weekly  earnings"  shall  be  computed  as  if  his  earnings  under  all 
such  contracts  were  earnings  in  the  employment  of  the  employer 
for  whcmi  he  was  working  at  the. time  of  the  accident; 

(c)  Employment  by  the  same  employer  shall  be  taken  1o 
mean  employment  by  the  same  employer  in  the  grade  in  which 
the  workman  was  employed  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  unin- 
terrupted by  his  absence  from  work  due  to  illness  or  any  other 
unavoidable  cause: 

(d)  Where  the  employer  has  been  accustomed  to  pay  to  the 
workman  a  sum  to  cover  any  special  expenses  entailed  on  him 
by  the  nature  of  his  employment,  the  sum  so  paid  shall  not  be 
reckoned  as  part  of  the  earnings. 

(e)  In  fixing  the  amount  of  the  weekly  payment,  allowance 
shall  be  made  for  any  payment  or  benefit  which  the  workman 
may  receive  from  the  employer  during  the  period  of  his  in- 
capacity. 

(f))  In  the  case  of  partial  incapacity  the  weekly  payment 
shall  be  computed  to  equal,  as  closely  as  possible,  50  per  cent,  of 
the  difiFerence  between  the  amount  of  the  "average  weekly  earn- 
ings" of  the  workman  before  the  accident,  to  be  computed  as 
herein  provided,  and  the  average  weekly  amount  which  he  is 
most  probably  able  to  earn  in  some  suitable  employment  or  bus- 
iness after  the  accident,  subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  here- 
inbefore provided. 

Sec.  II.  Payments  to  injured  workman.  The  (Commis- 
sioner of  Labor)  shall  prescribe  reasonable  regulations  govern- 
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ing  the  time,  place  and  manner  in  which  weekly  payments  shall 
be  made  within  this  state,  having  r^ard  to  the  security  and  con- 
venience of  the  employer  and  the  welfare  of  the  workman ;  but  a 
(Justice  of  the  Court),  upon  the  application  of  either 

party,  may  modify  such  regulations  in  a  particular  case,  as  to 
him  may  seem  just.  If  a  workman  receiving  a  weekly  payment 
cease  to  reside  in  the  state  (or  in  his  residence  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  in  an  adjoining  state)  his  right  to  weekly  payments 
shall  cease;  but  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  monthly  or  quar- 
terly as  may  be  agreed  upon  or  as  the  Court, 
upon  application,  having  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  workman 
and  the  convenience  of  the  employer,  may  determine,  the  sum 
of  the  weekly  payments  accruing  during  the  preceding  month  or 
quarter,  so  long  as  he  proves  in  such  manner  and  at  such  inter- 
vals as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  of  the  Court,  his  identity 
and  the  continuance  of  the  incapacity  in  respect  of  which  the 
weekly  payment  is  payable. 

Sec.  12.  Compensation  to  dependents,  etc.  Where  death 
results  from  the  injury  and  the  dependents  of  the  deceased 
workman,  as  herein  defined,  have  agreed  to  accept  compensa- 
tion, and  the  amount  of  such  compensation  and  the  apportion- 
ment thereof  between  them  has  been  agreed  to  or  otherwise  de- 
termined, the  employer  may  pay  such  compensation  to  them  ac- 
cordingly (or  to  an  administrator  if  one  be  appointed),  and 
thereupon  be  discharged  from  all  further  liability  for  the  injury. 
Where  only  the  apportionment  of  the  agreed  compensation  be- 
tween the  dependents  is  not  agreed  to,  the  employer  may  pay 
the  amount  into  (court),  or  to  (the  administrator)  of  the  de- 
ceased workman,  with  the  same  effect.  Where  the  compensa- 
tion has  been  so  paid  into  (court)  or  to  an  (administrator),  (the 
proper  probate  court),  upon  the  petition  of  such  (administra- 
tor) or  of  any  of  such  dependents,  and  upon  such  notice  and 
proof  as  its  rules  may  provide,  shall  determine  (and  decree)  the 
distribution  thereof  among  such  dependents.  (Where  there  are 
no  dependents,  medical  and  funeral  expenses  may  be  paid  and 
distributed  in  like  manner). 

Sec.  13.  Preferences,  exemptions  and  surzival  of  rights. 
(Persons  entitled  to  compensation  to  be  given  the  highest  prac- 
ticable preference  in  case  of  insolvency  of  employer.     The  right 
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to  compensation  to  be  unassignable  and  to  be  given  the  broad- 
est exemptions  from  attachment,  execution,  etc.;  but  to  be  ex- 
tinguished by  the  death  of  the  person  entitled  thereto). 

Sec.  14.  Reports  as  to  compensation.  (Employers  affected 
by  this  Act  to  report  annually  to  the  Commissioner  of  Labor 
such  reasonable  particulars  in  regard  thereto  as  he  may  require, 
including  particulars  as  to  all  releases  of  liability  under  this  Act 
and  any  other  law.  The  penalty  for  failure  to  report  or  for 
false  report  might  be  to  invalidate  the  settlement). 


ARTICLE  III. 
examinations  of  INJURED  WORKMAN. 

Sec.  15.  Medical  examinations.  An  injured  workman  shall 
submit  himself  to  examination  by  a  duly  qualified  medical  prac- 
titioner provided  and  paid  by  the  employer,  as  soon  after  the 
accident  as  demanded,  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter  during 
the  pendency  of  his  claim  for  compensation  or  during  the  re- 
ceipt by  him  of  payments  under  this  Act ;  but  he  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  so  submit  himself  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with 
regulations  made  by  (the  Commissioner  of  Labor),  nor  at  more 
frequent  intervals  than  prescribed  by  those  regulations. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  employer  to  cause  such  an  exami- 
nation to  be  made  of  the  injured  workman  immediately  after 
knowledge  or  notice  of  the  accident,  and  to  serve  a  copy  of  the 
report  by  his  medical  practitioner  of  such  examination  upon  the 
workman  within  six  days  after  such  examination.  If  no  such 
examination  be  made  and  report  furnished  by  the  employer 
within  that  time,  the  workman  shall  be  examined  by  his  own 
medical  practitioner,  and  shall  furnish  a  report  thereof  by  his 
medical  practitioner  to  the  employer,  for  which  he  shall  be  en- 
titled to  recover  ($1)  from  the  employer,  which  amount  may  be 
added  to  the  compensation.  Upon  the  receipt  by  either  party 
of  such  a  report  from  the  other  party,  the  party  receiving  it,  if 
he  disputes  such  report  or  any  statement  therein,  shall  notify 
the  other  party  of  that  fact  within  six  days,  otherwise  such  re- 
port shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated  in 
any  subsequent  proceedings  under  this  Act.

If  thereafter  a  dispute  exists  as  to  the  condition  of  the  work- 
man, the  Court,  upon  application  of  either  party, 
shall  order  an  examination  of  the  workman  to  be  made  by  a 
medical  examiner  appointed  by  it.  The  fees  of  such  examiner 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Court  at  not  to  exceed  ($10),  and  shall  be 
paid  in  advance  by  the  applicant.  Such  medical  examiner  shall 
report  his  conclusions  from  such  examination,  in  duplicate,  to 
each  party,  and  such  report  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
facts  therein  stated  in  any  subsequent  proceedings  under  this 
Act. 

Sec.  16.  Examinations  in  Arbitrations.  If  an  arbitrator  has 
been  selected  or  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
the  workman  shall  submit  himself  for  examination  by  such  ar- 
bitrator or  by  a  medical  practitioner  selected  by  him,  whenever, 
wherever  aand  under  such  conditions  as  such  arbitrator  in 
the  exercise  of  a  reasonable  discretion  may  order. 

Sec.  17.  Refusal  of  Examination,  If  the  workman  refuses 
to  submit  himself  to  an  examination  hereinbefore  provided  for 
or  in  any  wise  obstructs  the  same,  his  right  to  compensation  and 
to  take  or  prosecute  any  further  proceedings  under  this  Act  shall 
be  suspended  until  such  examination  take  place.  And,  when  a 
right  to  compensation  is  suspended,  no  compensation  shall  be 
payable  in  respect  of  the  period  of  suspension. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
PROCEEDINGS   UNDER  THIS  ACT. 

Sec.  18.  Notice  and  Claim.  Proceedings  for  the  recovery  of 
compensation  under  this  Act  shall  not  be  maintainable,  unless 
written  notice  of  the  accident,  stating  the  time,  place  and  par- 
ticulars thereof,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  in- 
jured, has  been  given  within  (7)  days  after  the  accident ;  and  un- 
less a  claim  for  compensation  has  been  made  within  six  months 
after  the  accident,  or,  in  case  of  death,  within  six  months  from 
the  date  of  death.  (Such  notice  shall  be  delivered  personally  or 
by  registered  letter.  The  want  of  or  any  defect  in  such  notice 
or  in  its  service  shall  not  be  a  bar  unless  the  employer  proves 
that  he  has  in  fact  been  thereby  prejudiced,  or  if  such  want  or 
defect  was  occasioned  by  mistake,  physical  or  mental  incapacity 
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or  other  reasonable  cause.  And  the  failure  to  make  a  claim 
within  the  period  above  specified  shall  not  be  a  bar,  if  such  fail* 
ure  was  occasioned  by  mistake,  physical  or  mental  incapacity  or 
other  reasonable  cause). 

Sec.  19.  Agreements.  Compensation  due  under  this  Act 
may  be  settled  by  agreement.  Every  such  agreement,  other  than 
a  release,  shall  be  in  the  form  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  20.  Arbitrations.  If  compensation  be  not  so  settled  by 
agreement : 

(a)  If  any  committee,  representative  of  the  employer  and  the 
workman  exists,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  settling  disputes 
under  this  Act,  the  matter  shall,  imless  either  party  objects  by 
notice  in  writing  delivered  or  sent  by  registered  mail  to  the  other 
party  (before  the  committee  meets  to  consider  the  matter),  be 
settled  (in  accordance  with  its  rules)  by  such  committee  or  by 
an  arbitrator  selected  by  it. 

(b)  If  either  party  so  objects,  or  there  is  no  such  commit- 
tee, or  the  committee  or  the  arbitrator  to  whom  it  refers  the 
matter  fails  to  settle  it  within  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  the 
claim,  the  matter  may  be  settled  by  a  single  arbitrator  agreed 
on  by  the  parties  or  selected  by  any  person  or  persons  or  judge 
of  court  agreed  on  by  the  parties.  The  consent  to  arbitration 
shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  parties,  and  may  limit  the 
fees  of  the  arbitrator  and  the  time  within  which  the  award  must 
be  made.  And  unless  such  consent  expressly  refers  other  ques- 
tions, only  the  question  of  the  amount  of  compensation  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  issue. 

Sec.  21.  Duties  of  Arbitrator.  (The  arbitrator  shall  not  be 
bound  by  technical  rules,  but  shall  give  the  parties  reasonable 
opportunity  to  be  heard  and  act  reasonably  and  without  partial- 
ity. He  shall  make  and  file  his  award,  with  the  consent  to  arbi- 
tration attached,  in  the  proper  County  Qerk's  office,  within  the 
time  limited  in  the  consent,  or  if  no  time  limit  is  fixed  therein, 
within  ninety  days  after  his  selection,  and  shall  give  notice  of 
such  filing  to  the  parties  by  mail.) 

Sec.  22.  Arbitrator's  fees.  Unless  the  arbitrator's  fees  be 
fixed  by  the  consent  to  arbitration  or  be  agreed  to  by  the  parties 
before  the  arbitration  they  shall  be  taxed  by  a  justice  of   the 

Court,  upon  notice,  (at  not  to  exceed  $ 
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per  day  and  disbursements  or  in  any  event  $25  in  all).  The  ar- 
bitrator shall  apportion  the  cost  of  such  fees  in  his  discretion  be- 
tween the  employer  and  workman  (but  not  more  than  two-thirds 
against  either  one),  and  shall  add  the  amount  apportioned 
against  the  employer  to  the  first  pa3rment  to  be  made  under  the 
award.  And  he  shall  note  the  amount  of  his  fees  on  the  award, 
and  shall  have  a  lien  therefor  on  the  first  payments  due  under 
the  award. 

Sec.  23.  Form  of  agreements  and  awards.  Every  agree- 
ment for  compensation  and  every  award  shall  be  in  writing, 
signed  and  acknowledged  by  the  parties  or  by  the  arbitrator  or 
secretary  of  the  committee  hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  shall 
specify  the  amount  due  and  unpaid  by  the  employer  to  the  work- 
man up  to  the  date  of  the  agreement  or  award,  and,  if  any,  the 
amount  of  the  weekly  payments  thereafter  to  be  paid  by  the  em- 
ployer to  the  workman,  and  the  length  of  time  such  weekly  pay- 
ments shall  continue. 

Sec.  24.  Filing  agreements,  awards,  etc.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  employer  to  file  or  cause  to  be  filed  every  release  of 
liability  hereunder,  every  agreement  for  or  award  of  compensa- 
tion, or  modifying  an  agreement  for  or  award  of  compensation, 
under  this  Act  (if  not  filed  by  the  committee  or  arbitrator),  to 
which  he  is  a  party,  (or  a  sworn  copy  thereof),  in  the  (County 
Qerk's  office  of  the  county  in  which  the  accident  occurred), 
within  (60)  days  after  it  is  made,  otherwise  it  shall  be  (void  as 
against  the  workman).  (The  County  Qerk  shall  accept,  receipt 
for  and  file  any  such  release,  agreement  or  award,  and  record 
or  index  it,  etc.)  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  workman  from  so  filing  such  agreement  or  award. 

Sec.  25.  Agreements  and  awards,  when  cancelled.  At  any 
time  within  (one  year)  after  an  agreement  or  award  has  been 
so  filed,  a  Justice  of  the  Court,  may,  upon  the  ap- 

plication of  either  party,  cancel  such  agreement  or  award,  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  just,  if  it  be  shown  to  his  satisfaction,  that 
the  workman  has  returned  to  work  and  is  earning  the  same  or 
higher  wages  as  or  than  he  did  before  the  accident,  or  that  the 
agreement  or  award  has  been  obtained  by  fraud  or  undue  influ- 
ence, or  that  the  committee  or  arbitrator  making  the  award 
acted  without  authority  or  was  guilty  of  serious  misconduct. 
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Sec.  26.  Staying  proceedings  upon  agreement  or  award.  At 
any  time  after  the  filing  of  an  agreement  or  award  and  before 
judgment  has  been  granted  thereon  and  execution  issued,  the 
employer  may  stay  further  proceedings  thereon  by  filing  in  the 
County  Qerk's  office  wherein  such  agreement  or  award  is  filed 
or  judgment  entered:  (a)  (a  proper  certificate  of  a  qualified  in- 
surance company  that  the  payment  of  the  compensation  to  the 
workman  is  insured  by  it)  ;  or  (b)  (a  proper  bond,  undertaking 
to  secure  the  payment  of  the  compensation.)  (Such  certificate 
or  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Justice  of  the  Court 

as  to  form  and  sufficiency,  etc.) 

Sec.  27.  Judgment  upon  agreement  or  award.  At  any  time 
after  an  agreement  or  award  has  been  filed,  the  workman  may 
apply  to  the  Court,  upon  notice  for  judgment 

against  the  employer  for  a  lump  sum  equal  to  (90  per  cent.) 
of  the  amount  of  payments  due  and  unpaid  and  prospectively 
due  under  the  agreement  or  award ;  and,  unless  the  agreement  or 
award  be  stayed,  modified  or  cancelled,  or  the  liability  thereun- 
der be  redeemed  or  otherwise  discharged,  the  court  shall  ex- 
amine the  workman  under  oath,  and,  unless  satisfied  that  the 
application  is  made  for  other  reasons  than  doubt  as  to  the  se- 
curity of  his  compensation,  shall  compute  the  sum  and  direct 
judgment  accordingly,  as  if  in  an  action. 

Sec.  28.  Review  or  modification  of  agreement  or  award.  An 
agreement  or  award  may  be  modified  at  any  time  by  a  subse- 
quent agreement,  or,  at  any  time  after  (one  year)  from  the  date 
of  filing,  it  may  be  reviewed,  upon  the  application  of  either  party, 
on  the  ground  that  the  incapacity  of  the  workman  has  subse- 
quently increased  or  diminished.  Such  application  shall  be 
made  to  the  •  Court;  and,   unless  the  parties 

consent  to  arbitration,  the  court  may  appoint  a  medical  practi- 
tioner to  examine  the  workman  and  report  to  it;  and  upon  his 
report  and  after  hearing  the  evidence  of  the  parties,  the  Court 
may  modify  such  agreement  or  award,  as  may  be  just,  by  end- 
ing, increasing  or  diminishing  the  compensation,  subject  to  the 
limitations  hereinbefore  provided.  (The  fees  of  the  arbitrator, 
or  the  fees  of  the  medical  examiner,  to  be  fixed  by  the  court  at 
not  to  exceed  ($10),  shall  be  paid  in  advance  by  the  party  ap- 
plying.   If  the  compensation  be  increased,  a  prior  stay  shall  not 
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be  effective,  unless  the  employer  file  a  further  certificate  or  bond 
to  secure  the  increased  compensation). 

Sec.  29.  Redemption  of  Liability.  Where  any  weekly  pay- 
ment has  been  continued  for  not  less  than  (six  months)  the  lia- 
bility therefor  may  be  redeemed  by  the  employer  by  the  pa3rment 
to  the  workman  of  a  lump  sum  of  an  amount  equal  to  85  per 
cent,  of  the  sum  of  the  weekly  payments  which  may  become  due 
according  to  the  award,  such  amount  to  be  deteermined  by 
agreement,  or,  in  default  thereof,  upon  application  by  a  Justice 
of  the  Court.     (Upon  paying  such  amount  the 

employer  to  be  discharged  from  all  further  liability  on  accotmt 
of  the  injury,  and  to  be  entitled  to  a  duly  executed  release,  upon 
filing  which  or  other  due  proof  of  payment,  the  liability  upon 
any  agreement  or  award  to  be  discharged  of  record.) 

Sec.  30.    Courts.    All  references  hereinbefore  to  the 

Court  or  to  a  Justice  of  such  Court,  shall  mean 
(such  Court,  etc.,  in  and  for  the  county  or  district  in  which  such 
accident  occurred,  but  the  objection  that  proceedings  are  in  the 
wrong  county  or  district  may  be  waived).  Such  Court  shall 
make  all  rules  necessaary  and  appropriate  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  31.  Actions  (Suits).  A  workman's  right  to  compen- 
sation under  this  Act,  may,  in  default  of  agreement  or  arbitra- 
tion, be  determined  and  enforced  by  action  (suit)  in  (any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction).  Such  action  (suit)  shall  be  tried  by 
the  court  without  a  jury  (according  to  the  usual  course  of 
equity  practice),  and  the  right  to  trial  by  jury  of  any  issues  of 
fact  arising  therein  shall  be  deemed  waived,  unless  either  party, 
in  due  course,  shall  apply  to  the  court  for  an  order  directing  the 
questions  arising  upon  such  issues  of  fact  to  be  distinctly  and 
plainly  stated  (framed)  for  trial  by  jury.  The  judgment  (or 
decree),  if  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  shall  be  for  a  lump  sum  or 
for  periodical  payments  and  subject  to  such  rights  of  execution, 
security,  redemption,  modification  and  review  as  to  the  court  may 
seem  just  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  injured  workman  or 
his  dependents.;  and  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  court,  the  action 
(suit)  was  unreasonably  prosecuted  or  defended  costs  may  be 
withheld  or  double  or  treble  costs  awarded.  Where  death  re- 
sults from  the  injury,  the  action  shall  be  brought  by  (the  legal 
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representative)  of  the  deceased  for  the  benefit  of  the  depen- 
dents as  herein  defined;  and  in  such  action  the  judgment  may 
provide  the  proportions  of  the  award  to  be  distributed  to  or  be- 
tween the  several  dependents;  otherwise  such  proportions  shaB 
be  determined  by  the  proper  (probate)  court  as  hereinbefore 
provided.  An  action  to  set  aside  a  release  or  other  discharge 
•of  liability  on  the  ground  of  fraud,  or  mental  incompetency  may 
be  joined  with  an  action  for  compensation  under  this  Act. 

Sec.  32.  When  the  cause  of  action  accrues.  The  cause  of  ac- 
tion shall  be  deemed  in  every  case,  including  a  case  where  death 
results  from  the  injury,  to  have  accrued  to  the  injured  work' 
man  at  the  time  of  the  accident;  and  the  time  limited  in  which 
to  commence  an  action  for  compensation  therefor  shall  run  as 
against  him,  his  (legal  representatives)  and  dependents  from 
that  date.  ^Amend  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  if  necessary,  to 
-make  the  short  term,  applicable  to  actions  in  tort,  apply ;  but  do 
not  assimilate  this  action  in  terms  to  an  action  in  tort.) 

Sec.  33.  Attorneys'  liens.  (Contingent  fees  of  attorneys  for 
services  in  proceedings  under  this  Act  shall  in  every  case  be  sub- 
ject to  approval  by  the  Court,  and  a  copy  of  every  agreement 
for  a  contingent  fee  shall  be  filed  within  a  certain  time  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Labor.) 

ARTICLE  v. 
ALTERNATIVE  SCHEMES  PERMITTED. 

Sec.  34.  Certificate  Required.  If  the  (Commissioner  of  In- 
surance) certifies  that  any  scheme  of  compensation,  benefit  or 
insurance  for  the  workmen  of  an  employer  in  any  employment 
to  which  this  Act  applies,  whether  or  not  such,  scheme  includes 
other  employers  and  their  workmen,  provides  scales  of  compen- 
sation not  less  favorable  to  the  workmen  and  their  dependents 
than  the  corresponding  scales  contained  in  this  Act,  and  that, 
where  the  scheme  provides  for  contributions  by  the  workmen, 
the  scheme  confers  benefits  at  least  equivalent  to  those  contri- 
butions, in  addition  to  the  benefits  to  which  the  workmen  would 
have  been  entitled  under  this  Act  or  their  equivalents,  the  em- 
ployer may,  while  the  certificate  is  in  force,  contract  with  any  of 
his  workmen  that  the  provisions  of  the  scheme  shall  be  substi- 
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tuted  for  the  provisions  of  this  Act ;  and  thereupon  the  employ- 
er shall  be  liable  only  in  accordance  with  that  scheme;  but,  save 
as  aforesaid,  this  Act  shall  apply  notwithstanding  any  contract 
to  the  contrary  made  after  this  Act  becomes  a  law. 

Sec.  35.  Condition  to  certificate.  No  scheme  shall  be  so  cer- 
tified which  does  not  contain  suitable  provisi(Mis  for  the  equita- 
Dle  distribution  of  any  moneys  or  securities  held  for  the  purpose 
of  the  scheme,  after  due  provision  has  been  made  to  discharge 
the  liabilities  already  accrued,  if  and  when  such  certificate  is  re- 
voked or  the  scheme  otherwise  terminated. 

Sec.  36.  Certificate  to  be  revocable.  If  at  any  time  the 
scheme  no  longer  fulfils  the  requirements  of  this  Article,  or  is 
not  fairly  administered,  or  other  (valid  and  substantial)  reasons 
therefor  exist,  the  (Commissioner  of  Insurance)-  shall  revoke 
the  certificate  and  the  scheme  shall  thereby  be  terminated. 

Sec.  37.  Information  to  be  reported.  Where  a  certified 
scheme  is  in  effect  the  employer  shall  answer  all  such  inquiries 
and  furnish  all  such  accounts  in  regard  thereto  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  (Commissioner  of  Insurance). 

Sec.  38.  Rules,  etc.  The  (Commissioner  of  Insurance)  may 
make  all  rules  and  regulations  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Article.

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PROPOSED  LEGISLATION   RELATING

The  bureau  is  informed  that  certain  measures  concerning  the 
interests  of  labor  will  be  introduced  into  the  General  Assembly 
at  the  January  Session,  1911. 

Omitting  those  which  are  very  similar  in  scope  and  character 
the  various  proposed  bills  are  presented  herewith. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  of  these  bills  are  those  concern- 
ing compensation  of  injured  workmen,  a  subject  with  which  the 
preceding  chapter  has  much  to  do. 

The  proposed  bills  follow:

Section  i.  Application  of  Article,  This  article  shall  apply  to 
all  workmen  engaged  in  the  following  employments,  each  of 
which  is  hereby  determined  to  be  especially  dangerous,  in  which 
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from  the  nature,  conditions  or  means  of  prosecution  of  the  work 
therein,  extraordinary  risks  to  the  life  and  limb  of  workmen  en- 
gaged therein  are  inherent,  necessary  or  substantially  unavoid- 
able, and  as  to  each  of  which  employments  it  is  deemed  neces- 
sary to  establish  a  system  of  compensation  for  accidents  to 
workmen : 

Workmen  engaged  in  or  about  any  or  all  railroads,  ferries, 
docks  or  caissons;  in  the  service  of  express  companies,  tele- 
graph or  telephone  companies,  gas  or  electric  companies ;  in  the 
construction,  repair,  demolition  or  operation  of  buildings,  struc- 
tures, bridges,  tunnels  or  subways;  in  any  excavations;  in  or 
about  any  packing  houses;  slaughter  houses,  factories,  mills, 
machine  shops,  foundries,  blast  furnaces,  mines,  quarries  or  other 
works  in  or  on  which  is  being  used  any  machinery  driven  by 
steam,  water,  electricity,  compressed  air  or  any  mechaiycal 
power ;  in  or  about  the  operation  of  elevators,  elevating  machines 
or  derricks,  or  hoisting  apparatus  used  within  or  on  the  outside 
of  any  bridge,  building  or  structure  for  the  hoisting  of  mate- 
rials in  the  construction,  operation,  alteration  or  repair  of 
wires,  cables,  switchboards  or  apparatus  charged  with  electric 
currents,  or  in  any  work  necessitating  dangerous  proximity  to 
gimpowder,  blasting  powder,  dynamite  or  any  other  explosives. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  The  words  "employer,"  "workmen" 
and  "employment"  or  their  plurals  used  in  this  article,  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  all  emplo3rments  above  described,  and 
words  denoting  the  masculine  gender  shall  include  females. 

Section  3.  Basis  of  Liability.  If  in  any  of  the  employments 
above  described,  personal  injury  by  accidents  arising  out  of  and 
in  the  course  of  the  employment  is  caused  to  any  workman  em- 
ployed therein,  then  the  employer  shall,  subject  as  hereinafter 
mentioned,  be  liable  to  pay  compensation  at  the  rates  set  forth 
in  Section  5  of  this  article. 

Section  4.  Rights  of  Action  Affected.  The  right  of  action 
for  damages  caused  by  any  such  injury,  at  common  law  or  un- 
der any  statute  in  force  on  January  i,  1910,  shall  not  be  affected 
by  this  article.  In  case  of  injury  sustained  as  hereinabove  set 
forth,  the  workman  may,  at  his  option,  either  claim  compensa- 
tion under  this  act,  or  take  the  same  proceedings  as  were  open  to 
him  before  the  enactment  of  this  act,  notwithstanding  any  pro- 
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vision  of  this  act.  If  any  action  is  brought  to  recover  damages 
independently  of  this  act  for  injury  caused  by  any  accident,  and 
it  is  determined  in  such  action  that  the  injury  is  one  for  which 
the  employer  is  not  liable  in  such  action  at  law,  but  one  for  which 
he  would  have  been  liable  to  pay  compensation  under  the  pr- 
visions  of  this  act,  the  action  shall  be  dismissed,  but  the  court 
in  which  the  action  is  tried  shall,  if  the  plaintiff  shall  so  choose, 
proceed  to  award  such  compensation  and  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
deduct  from  such  compensation  such  costs  which,  in  its  judg- 
ment, have  been  caused  by  the  plaintiff  bringing  the  action  in- 
stead of  proceeding  under  this  act,  not  exceeding  in  any  event 
the  statutory  costs. 

Section  5.    Scale  of  Compensation, 

1.  The  amount  of  compensation  in  case  the  injury  results  in 
death,  shall  be  a  sum  equal  to  one-third  of  the  cash  value  of  the 
amount  which,  according  to  the  expectation  of  life  given  in  the 
Massachusetts  Life  Table  of  1898,  the  deceased  would  have 
earned  during  the  remainder  of  his  natural  life,  at  the  wages  he 
was  receiving  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Such  wages  to  be  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  the  weekly  average  of  the  daily  wages  at 
full  employment  which  the  employe  had  received  during  the  pre- 
ceding twelve  months  or  part  thereof  in  the  service  of  his  em- 
ployer, provided  that  in  no  case  shall  the  earnings  be  computed 
at  less  than  $850  per  year. 

2.  The  amount  of  compensation  in  case  the  injury  results  in 
permanent  and  total  disability,  shall  be  equal  to  one  and  one- 
third  of  the  amount  of  compensation  above  provided  for  cases 
fn  which  the  injury  results  in  death. 

3.  The  amount  of  compensation  in  case  of  permanent  par- 
tial disability  shall  be  such  proportion  of  the  amount  hereinbe- 
fore provided  to  be  paid  in  cases  of  permanent  total  disability, 
as  will  represent,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  extent  of  the  im- 
pairment of  the  workman's  earning  capacity  in  the  same  em- 
ployment or  otherwise.  V 

4.  Where  temporary  total  incapacity  for  work  at  any  gainful 
employment  results  to  the  workman  from  the  injury,  the  com- 
pensation shall  be  a  weekly  payment  commencing  on  the  date  of 
the  injury  and  continuing  during  such  incapacity,  equal  to  his 
average  weekly  earnings  when  at  work  on  full  time  during  the 
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preceding  year  during  which  he  shall  have  been  in  the  employ- 
ment of  the  same  employer,  or  if  he  shall  have  been  in  the  em- 
plo3rment  of  the  same  employer  for  less  than  a  year,  then  a  weeldy 
payment  equal  to  six  times  the  average  daily  earnings  on  full 
time  for  such  less  period. 

5.  Where  the  injury  results  in  temporary  and  partial  inca- 
pacity for  work,  the  amount  of  compensation  shall  be  equal  to 
the  difference  between  the  amount  of  the  average  earnings  of 
the  workman  before  the  accident,  and  the  average  amount  he 
is  able  to  earn  thereafter  as  wages  in  the  same  employment  or 
otherwise. 

Section  6.  Incompetency  of  Workman,  In  case  an  injured 
workman  shall  be  mentally  incompetent  at  the  time  when  any 
right  or  privilege  accrues  to  him  under  this  article,  a  committee 
or  guardian  of  the  incompetent  appointed  pursuant  to  law  may, 
on  behalf  of  such  incompetent,  claim  and  exercise  any  such  right 
or  privilege  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  workman 
himself  had  been  competent  and  had  claimed  or  exercised  any 
such  right  or  privilege ;  and  no  limitation  of  time  in  this  article 
provided  for  shall  run  so  long  as  said  incompetent  workman  has 
no  committee  or  guardian. 

Section  7.  Settlement  or  Disputes.  Any  question  which  may 
arise  under  this  act  shall  be  determined  either  by  agreement  or 
by  arbitration,  or  by  an  action  at  law  as  herein  provided. 

A  contract  in  writing  between  the  principals  or  their  legal 
representatives  agreeing  upon  the  amount  of  compensation  due, 
shall  be  valid  if  entered  into  after  the  said  injury  was  sustained 
and  not  before.  Such  an  agreement  shall  be  signed  by  the 
parties  to  the  same,  and  shall  be  acknowledged  before  an  officer 
who  has  power  to  take  proof  of  acknowledgement  of  instru- 
ments to  be  recorded.  Such  agreement,  when  filed  by  any  party 
thereto  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
have  the  same  force  in  all  respect  as  a  judgment  of  the  court. 

If  the  principals  or  their  legal  representatives  should  fail  to 
agree  upon  the  amount  of  compensation,  the  dispute  may  be 
submitted  by  them  to  a  board  of  three  arbitrators;  one  to  be 
designated  by  each  of  the  two  parties  to  the  controversy,  and 
the  third  to  be  chosen  by  such  arbitrators.  The  decision  of  a 
majority  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties. 
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The  arbitrators  shall  make  a  written  award  not  later  than  thirty 
days  from  the  submission  of  the  controversy  to  them,  and  such 
award,  when  signed  by  the  arbitrators,  and  duly  acknowledged, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  hereinafter  provided, 
and  when  so  filed  it  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  judgment 
of  a  competent  court. 

In  case  the  employer  fail  to  make  compensation  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  the  controversy  is  not  submitted  to  arbitration  as 
above  provided,  the  injured  workman,  or  his  committee  or  guar- 
dian, if  such  be  appointed,  or  his  executor  or  administrator,  may 
then  bring  an  action  to  recover  compensation  under  this  article 
in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  an  action  for  recovery  of 
damages  for  negligence  for  the  same  injury  between  the  same 
parties.  This  article,  however,  shall  not  be  construed  as  extend- 
ing the  jurisdiction  of  any  such  court  to  award  judgment  for  an 
amount  greater  than  now  allowed  by  law.  Such  action  shall  be 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  action  at  law  for  the  recovery 
of  damages  for  negligence,  except  that  all  actions  brought  under 
this  act  shall  have  a  preference  on  the  calendars  of  the  respec- 
tive courts  over  and  above  any  other  class  of  actions,  and  no  fees 
or  other  payments  shall  be  required  from  the  plaintiff  from  such 
courts. 

In  actions  for  weekly  payments  as  compensation  for  tempo- 
rary disability,  the  summons  shall  be  returnable  in  three  days, 
and  the  case  shall  be  tried  within  one  week  from  the  return  day, 
unless  adjourned  for  a  longer  time  at  the  request  of  the  plain- 
tiff. The  pleadings  shall  be  oral,  and  the  judgment  shall  be  en- 
forcible  by  a  body  execution. 

Judgments,  awards  or  agreements  providing  for  weekly  pay- 
ments for  temporary  disability,  shall  remain  in  force  until  the 
injured  employe  has  returned  to  work  or  has  recovered,  and  ex- 
ecutions thereon  may  be  issued  from  week  to  week  or  for  two  or 
more  weeks,  as  long  as  they  remain  in  force.  Said  judgments 
shall  only  be  cancelled  by  order  of  the  Judge  or  Justice  having 
jurisdiction  to  render  such  judgments,  upon  satisfactory  proof 
that  such  employe  has  returned  to  work  or  has  recovered,  but 
no  such  order  shall  be  made  without  reasonable  notice  to  the  em- 
ploye. 
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All  lump  sums  of  money  to  be  recovered  under  this  act  as 
compensation  for  injuries  resulting  in  death  or  permanent  dis- 
ability, shall  be  paid  into  the  State  Accident  Insurance  Fund 
hereinafter  provided  for,  for  the  benefit  of  the  parties  entitled 
to  the  same  under  this  act. 

Section  8.  Exemptions.  The  payments  recovered  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  by  workmen  injured  in  the  course  of  their 
employment,  or  their  dependents,  shall  not  be  capable  of  being 
assigned  or  attached,  and  shall  not  pass  by  operation  of  law  to 
any  person  other  than  such  workman  or  his  dependents,  nor 
shall  any  claim  be  set  up  against  such  payments. 

Section  9.    Medical  Examiners  and  Medical  Examinations. 

(a)  The  State  Department  of  Health  shall  appoint  in  each 
county  such  a  number  of  physicians  as  may  be  required  for  the 
purpose,  to  be  known  as  medical  examiners;  the  duty  of  such 
examiners  shall  be  to  examine  injured  employes  whenever  re- 
quested by  employer  or  employe  and  to  certify,  whenever  re- 
quired, as  to  the  ability  or  inability  of  the  employe  to  work. 
Such  medical  examiners  also  to  examine,  whenever  required,  the 
employe  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  his  injuries  are  perma- 
nent or  temporary,  total  or  partial,  and  in  the  latter  case,  to  what 
extent  the  earning  power  of  the  employe  has  been  impaired  by 
such  injuries.  The  certificate  of  a  medical  examiner  setting 
forth  the  fact  of  his  examination  and  his  findings  thereon,  shall 
be  evidence  of  the  matters  therein  contained. 

(b)  An  employe  who  has  made  claim  to  compensation  shall 
submit  himself  or  herself,  if  so  required  by  the  employer,  for  ex- 
amination by  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner,  provided  and 
paid  for  by  the  employer,  the  employe  to  have  his  or  her  own 
physician  present  if  desired. 

(c)  An  employe  who  is  in  receipt  of  weekly  compensation 
payments  shall  submit  himself  or  herself  at  reasonable  intervals, 
when  so  required  by  the  employer,  for  examination  by  a  duly 
qualified  medical  practitioner,  provided  and  paid  for  by  the  em- 

^  ployer,  the  employe  to  have  his  or  her  own  physician  present  if 

desired. 

Section  10.    Security  of  Payment. 

(a)  The  State  of  Connecticut  shall  guarantee  the  payment  of 
compensation  for  death  and  permanent  disability  or  injury. 
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(b)  The  State  Department  of  Insurance  shall  establish  and 
operate  a  State  Accident  Insurance  Fund  to  assume  the  liabil- 
ities for  injury  of  any  employer  who  pays  the  proper  premiums 
thereinto,  such  premiums  to  be  determined  by  such  State  De- 
partment. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  permanent  disability  or  injury  or  death  of 
an  employe,  the  State  Insurance  Department  shall  collect  the 
amount  due  by  the  employer,  and  shall  act  as  trustee  for  the  per- 
sons entitled  to  the  compensation. 

(d)  The  amount  due  the  dependents  of  an  employe  in  the  case 
of  such  employe's  death,  or  to  an  employe  if  permanently  dis- 
abled, shall  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments  throughout  the  period 
during  which  the  employe  would  have  contributed  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  dependents  had  he  or  she  not  died  as  a  result  of  the 
injury,  such  periods  to  be  considered  as 

A.  In  the  case  of  minors,  until  their  majority. 

B.  In  the  case  of  other  dependents,  until  their  death. 
Annuities  shall  be  so  calculated  that  the  sum  of  their  value, 

computed  by  the  Massachusetts  Life  Table  at  4  per  cent,  shall  be 
equal  to  the  amount  collected  from  the  employer. 

(e)  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  a  minor  dependent  who  is 
receiving  an  annuity,  the  amount  due  until  majority  of  such  de- 
pendent shall  be  paid  to  the  remaining  dependents,  and  if  there 
are  none,  to  the  state. 

(f)  The  General  Assembly  shall  appropriate  sufficient  funds 
to  cover  the  operations  of  the  State  Department  of  Insurance 
and  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  in  so  far  as  its  operations 
relate  to  compensation  claims. 

(g)  In  case  of  the  death  of  an  employe  who  shall  leave  no 
dependents,  or  of  a  minor  receiving  an  annuity  who  has  no  de- 
pendents, the  sums  paid  or  to  be  paid  by  the  employer  as  herein 
provided,  shall  revert  to  the  state,  and  shall  constitute  a  Guar- 
antee Fund  for  the  compensation  of  employes  whose  employers 
have  become  insolvent. 

Qosely  related  to  the  foregoing  but  somewhat  different  in 
scope  is  the  following  proposed  bill  which  will  also  be  in- 
troduced : 

Section  i.  Application  of  Article.  This  article  shall  apply 
only  to  woricmen  engaged  in  manual  or  mechanical  labor  in  the 
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following  employments,  each  of  which  is  hereby  determined  to  be 
specially  dangerous,  in  which  from  the  nature,  conditions  or 
means  of  prosecution  of  the  work  thereon  extraordinary  risks 
to  the  life  and  limb  of  workmen  engaged  therein  are  inherent, 
necessary  or  substantially  tmavoidable  and  as  to  each  of  which 
employments  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  establish  a  new  system 
of  compensation  for  accidents  to  workmen. 

1.  The  erection  or  demolition  of  any  bridge  or  building  in 
which  there  is  or  in  which  the  plans  or  specifications  require, 
iron,  or  steel  frame  work. 

2.  The  operation  of  elevators,  elevating  machines  or  derricks, 
or  hoisting  apparatus  used  within  or  on  the  outside  of  any 
bridge  or  building  for  the  conveying  of  material  in  connection 
with  the  erection  or  demolition  of  such  bridge  or  building. 

3.  Work  on  scaffolds  of  any  kind  elevated  twenty  feet  or 
more  above  the  ground,  water  or  floor  beneath,  in  the  erection, 
construction,  painting,  alteration  or  repair  of  buildings,  bridges 
or  structures. 

4.  Construction,  operation,  alteration,  or  repair  of  wires,  ca* 
bles,  switch  boards  or  apparatus  charged  with  electric  currents. 

5.  All  work  necessitating  dangerous  proximity  to  gunpowder, 
blasting  powder,  dynamite  or  any  other  explosives  where  the 
same  are  used  as  instrumentalities  of  the  industry. 

6.  The  operation  on  steam  railroads  of  locomotives,  engines, 
trains,  motors  or  cars  propelled  by  gravity  or  steam,  electricity 
or  other  mechanical  power,  or  the  construction  or  repair  of 
steam  railroad  tracks  and  roadbeds  over  which  such  locomotives, 
engines,  trains,  motors  or  cars  are  operating. 

7.  All  construction  of  tunnels  and  subways. 

8.  AH  work  carried  on  under  compressed  air. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  The  words  "employer,"  "workman'* 
and  "employment"  or  their  plurals,  used  in  this  article  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  all  the  employments  above  described.  The 
term  "workman"  shall  include  all  persons  employed,  male  or 
female. 

Section  3.  Basis  of  Liability.  If  in  the  course  of  any  of  the 
employments  above  described,  personal  injury  by  accident  aris- 
ing out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment,  after  this  article 
takes   effect,  is  caused  to  any   workman   employed  therein,  in 
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whole  or  in  part^  or  the  damage  or  injury  caused  therein^  in 
whole  or  in  part^  or  the  damage  or  injury  caused  thereby  is  in 
whole  or  in  part  contributed  by  (a)  a  necessary  risk  or  danger 
of  the  employment  or  one  inherent  in  the  nature  thereof ;  or  (b) 
failure  of  the  employer  of  such  workman,  or  any  of  his  or  its 
officers  or  agents  or  employes  to  exercise  due  care  or  to  comply 
with  any  law  affecting  such  employment;  then  such  employer 
shall,  subject  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  liable  to  pay  compen- 
sation at  the  rates  set  out  in  Sections  six  and  seven  of  this  act ; 
provided  that  the  employer  shall  not  be  liable  in  respect  of  any 
injury  which  does  not  disable  the  workman  for  a  period  of  at 
least  two  weeks  from  earning  full  wages  at  the  work  at  which 
he  was  employed,  and  provided  that  the  employer  shall  not  be 
liable  in  respect  to  any  injury  to  the  workman  which  is  caused 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  serious  and  willful  misconduct  of  the 
workman. 

Section  4.  Rights  of  Action  Not  Affected.  The  right  of  ac- 
tion for  damages  caused  by  any  such  injury  at  common  law,  or 
under  the  statute  in  force  on  January  i,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  shall  not  be  affected  by  this  article  and  every  existing 
right  of  action  for  negligence,  or  to  recover  damages  for  in- 
juries resulting  in  death,  if  continued,  and  nothing  in  this  article 
shall  be  construed  as  limiting  such  right  of  action,  but  in  case 
the  injured  workman,  or  in  case  of  his  death  his  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator, shall  avail  himself  of  this  article,  either  by  accept- 
ing any  compensation  hereunder,  in  accordance  with  Sections  six 
and  seven  of  this  act,  or  by  beginning  proceedings  therefor  in 
any  manner  on  account  of  any  such  injury,  he  shall  be  barred 
from  recovery  in,  and  deemed  thereby  to  have  released,  every 
other  action  at  common  law,  or  under  any  other  statute  on  ac- 
count of  the  same  injury  after  this  article  takes  effect.  In  case 
after  same  injury  the  workman,  or  in  case  of  his  death  his  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator,  shall  commence  any  suit  at  common  law 
or  under  any  statute  other  than  this  article,  against  the  employer 
therefor,  he  shall  be  barred  from  all  benefits  of  this  article  in  re- 
gard thereto. 

Section  5.  Notice  of  Accident.  No  proceedings  for  compen- 
sation under  this  article  shall  be  maintained  unless  notice  of  the 
accident  as  hereinafter  provided  has  been  jBTiven  to  the  employer 
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as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  happening  thereof,  and  before 
the  workman  has  voluntarily  left  the  employment  in  which  be 
was  injured,  and  during  such  disability,  but  no  want  or  defect 
or  inaccuracy  of  a  notice  shall  be  a  bar  to  the  maintenance  of 
proceedings  unless  the  employer  proves  that  he  is  prejudiced  by 
such  want,  defect  or  inaccuracy.  Notice  of  the  accident  shall 
state  the  name  and  address  of  the  workman  injured,  the  date 
and  place  of  the  accident,  and  in  simple  language  the  physical 
cause  thereof  if  known.  The  notice  may  be  served  personally  or 
by  sending  it  by  mail  in  a  registered  letter  addressed  to  the  em* 
ployer  at  his  last  known  residence  or  place  of  business. 
Section  6.    Scale  of  Compensation  in  Case  of  Death. 

(a)  If  the  workman  leaves  a  widow  or  next  of  kin  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  wholly  or  partly  dependent  on  his  earnings,  a 
sum  equal  to  twelve  hundred  times  the  daily  earnings  of  such 
workman  at  the  rate  at  which  he  was  being  paid  by  such  em- 
ployer at  the  time  of  the  injury,  subject  as  hereinafter  provided, 
and  in  no  event  more  than  three  thousand  dollars.  Any  weekly 
payments  made  under  Section  seven  shall  be  deducted  in  ascer- 
tailing  such  amount. 

(b)  If  he  leaves  no  dependents,  the  reasonable  expenses  of 
his  medical  attendance  and  burial,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Whatever  sum  may  be  determined  to  be  payable  under  this 
section  shall  be  paid  to  his  legal  representative  for  the  benefit  of 
such  dependents,  or  if  he  leaves  no  such  dependents,  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  persons  to  whom  the  expenses  of  medical  attendance 
and  burial  are  due. 

Section  7.  Scale  of  Compensation  When  Injury  Does  Not  Re- 
sult in  Death. 

(a)  Where  total  incapacity  for  work  at  any  gainful  employ- 
ment lesults  to  the  workman  from  the  injury,  a  weekly  payment, 
commencing  at  the  end  of  the  second  week  after  the  injury,  and 
continuing  during  such  incapacity,  subject  as  hereinafter  prD- 
vided,  equal  to  fifty  per  centum  of  his  average  weekly  earnings 
when  at  work  on  full  time  during  the  preceding  year  during 
which  he  shall  have  been  in  the  employment  of  the  same  employ- 
er, or  if  he  shall  have  been  in  the  emplo5rment  of  the  same  em- 
ployer for  less  than  a  year,  then  a  weekly  pa)rment  of  not  ex- 
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ceeding  three  times  the  average  daily  earnings  on  full  time  for 
such  last  period. 

(b)  In  case  such  incapacity  is  partial  only,  such  weekly  com- 
pensation shall  equal  one-half  of  the  difference  between  his  av- 
erage weekly  compensation,  fixed  as  above,  and  the  amount  of 
weekly  compensation,  fixed  as  above,  and  the  amount  of  weekly 
compensation  which  he  earns  or  is  able  to  earn  after  the  ac- 
cident. 

(c)  In  no  event  shall  such  compensation  exceed  ten  dollars 
a  week  or  extend  over  more  than  eight  years  from  the  date  of 
the  accident. 

Section  8.  Medical  Examinations.  Any  workman  entitled 
to  receive  weekly  payments  under  this  article  is  required,  if 
requested  by  the  employer,  to  submit  himself  for  examination  by 
a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  or  surgeon,  provided  and 
paid  for  by  the  employer,  at  a  time  and  place  reasonably  conven- 
ient for  the  workman,  within  three  weeks  after  the  injury  and 
thereafter  at  intervals  not  oftener  than  once  in  six  weeks.  If 
a  workman  refuses  to  submit  to  such  examination  or  obstructs 
the  same,  his  right  to  weekly  payments  shall  be  suspended  until 
such  examination  has  taken  place,  and  no  compensation  shall  be 
payable  during  or  for  account  of  such  period. 

Section  9.  Incompetency  of  Workman.  In  case  the  injured 
workman  shall  be  mentally  incapacitated  at  the  time  when  any 
right  or  privilege  accrues  to  him  under  this  article,  a  conservator 
or  guardian  of  the  incompetent,  appointed  pursuant  to  law,  may 
on  behalf  of  such  incompetent  claim  and  exercise  any  such  right 
or  privilege  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  workman 
himself  had  been  competent  and  had  claimed  or  exercised  any 
such  right  or  privilege ;  and  no  limitations  of  time  in  this  article 
shall  run  so  long  as  said  incompetent  workman  has  no  conserva- 
tor or  guardian. 

Section  10.  Settlement  of  Disputes.  In  case  the  employer 
shall  fail  to  make  compensation  as  herein  provided  the  injured 
workman,  or  his  executor  or  administrator,  may  bring  an  action 
under  this  statute  to  recover  the  same.  The  court  shall  in  such 
action,  if  the  decision  is  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  give  judgment 
for  the  immediate  payment  of  the  sum  then  due,  and  may  order 
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the  payment  of  any  sum  to  come  due  in  the  future  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  this  act. 

(a)  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  workman  from  such  accident^ 
such  action  must  be  commenced  within  one  year  after  such  death, 
or  within  six  months  after  the  appointment  of  his  l^^al  rq>resen- 
tative  in  this  state. 

(b)  In  the  event  of  his  disablement  from  such  accident,  such 
action  shall  be  commenced  at  any  time  before  six  months  after 
such  disablement  ceases,  or  after  the  employer  has  ceased  to 
make  payment  on  account  thereof. 

(c)  In  such  action  by  an  executor  or  administrator  the  judg- 
ment may  provide  the  prc^rtion  of  the  sums  adjudged  to  be 
distributed  to  or  between  the  several  dependents  as  the  court  may 
deem  just  and  right  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  If 
such  determination  is  not  made  it  shall  be  made  by  the  Probate 
court  in  which  such  executor  or  administrator  is  appointed,  on 
such  notice  to  the  parties  in  interest  as  the  court  may  direct. 

Section  11.  Preferences  and  Exemptions,  Any  person  en- 
titled to  weekly  payments  under  this  article  against  any  employ- 
er shall  have  the  same  preferential  claim,  therefor,  against  the 
assets  of  the  employer  as  allowed  by  law  for  a  claim  by  such 
person  against  such  employer  for  unpaid  wages  or  personal  ser- 
vices. Weekly  pa)rments  due  under  this  article  shall  not  be  as- 
signable or  subject  to  levy,  execution,  or  attachment. 

Section  12.  Liability  of  Principal  Contractors,  Where  the 
work  is  done  for  a  principal  under  the  charge  of  an  independent 
contractor  or  sub-contractors,  the  principal  shall  be  liable  under 
this  act  in  case  of  accident  to  the  employe  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  employe  had  been  under  the  im- 
mediate employment  of  the  principal.  But  such  prmcipal  shall 
be  liable  to  indemnity  from  any  person  liable  to  pay  compensation 
to  the  workman  independent  of  this  section.  Nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  as  preventing  a  workman  from  recover- 
ing compensation  under  this  article  from  the  contractor  or  sub- 
contractor instead  of  the  principal;  nor  shall  this  section  apply 
in  any  case  where  the  accident  shall  occur  elsewhere  than  on  01 
in  or  about  the  premises  on  which  the  principal  has  undertakes 
to  execute  the  work,  or  which  are  otherwise  under  his  control  or 
management. 
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UABIUTY   OF   EMPLOYERS. 

Several  bills  relating  to  the  subject  of  "Employers'  Liability" 
for  injuries  to  employes  received  in  the  course  of  their  employ- 
ment will  be  presented,  among  them  the  following: 

Section  i.  'AH  employers,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  liable  for  personal  injury  to  any  employe,  and  to  his 
executor  or  administrator  in  case  of  death  while  such  employe 
was  himself  in  the  exercise  of  reasonable  care  by  reason  of  any 
defect  in  the  condition  of  the  ways,  works,  machinery  or  place  con- 
nected with  or  used  in  the  business  of  the  employment  which 
arose  from  or  had  not  been  discovered  or  remedied  owing  to 
the  negligence  of  the  employer,  or  of  any  perosn  in  the  service 
of  the  employer,  and  entrusted  by  him  with  the  duty  of  seeing 
that  the  ways,  works,  machinery  or  place  were  in  proper  condi- 
tion. Also  said  employer  shall  be  liable  by  reason  of  the  negli- 
gence of  any  person  in  the  service  of  the  employer  entrusted 
with  and  exercising  superintendence  whose  sole  or  principal  duty- 
is  that  of  superintendence,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  superintendent 
of  any  person  acting  as  superintendent  with  the  authority,  con- 
sent or  knowledge  of  such  employer. 

Section  2.  Said  employers  shall  also  be  liable  by  reason  of 
the  negligence  of  any  person  in  the  service  of  said  employers 
who  has  the  charge  or  control  of  any  signal,  switch  locomotive 
engine  or  train  upon  a  railroad,  and  the  employe  who  is  injured 
and  the  legal  representatives  of  the  employe  whose  death  results 
frcwn  such  injury  shall  have  the  same  right  of  compensation  and 
remedies  against  the  employer  as  if  the  employe  had  not  been 
an  employe  nor  in  the  service  of  the  employer  nor  engaged  in  its 
work. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  or  held  to  be  a  fel- 
low-servant of  the  injured  employe  so  as  to  exculpate  the  em- 
ployer from  liability  who,  at  the  time  of  the  injury  to  the  em- 
ploye, was  doing  or  performing  any  duty  in  connection  with  the 
5afety  of  the  ways,  works,  machinery  or  place  with,  in  or  about 
which  the  employe  was  working  when  he  received  such  injury ; 
nor  shall  any  person  be  deemed  or  held  to  be  a  fellow-servant  to 
exculpate  the  employer  from  liability  who  at  the  time  of  the  in- 
jury was  entrusted  by  the  employer  with  and  exercising  super- 
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tntendence,  supervision  or  acting  as  superintendent  or  super- 
vising the  work  in  question  with  authority,  consent  or  knowledge 
of  the  employer. 

Section  4.  Every  corporation,  co-partnership,  or  person  car- 
rying on  business  in  this  state,  or  carrying  on  business  tempo- 
rarily in  this  state,  shall  be  liable  to  any  of  its  employes  for  per- 
sonal injury,  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  such  employe  to  his  per- 
sonal representatives  for  the  benefit  of  his  widow  and  children, 
if  any — ^if  none  then  of  his  parents  for  damages  which  may  re- 
sult from  the  n^ligence  of  any  of  the  officers,  agents  or  em- 
ployes of  any  such  corporation,  co-partnership  or  person,  or  by 
reason  of  any  defect  or  inefficiency  due  to  the  negligence  of  the 
employer  in  any  of  the  buildings,  machinery,  appliances  and 
means  used  by  such  corporation,  co-partnership,  or  person  car- 
rying on  business  in  this  state,  but  the  recovery  under  this  sec- 
tion of  this  act  shall  be  limited  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  three 
.thousand  dollars,  and  a  recovery  under  this  section  may  be  had 
where  a  recovery  under  the  other  sections  of  this  statute  might 
mot  be  had. 

Section  5.  In  all  actions  hereinafter  brought  against  any  such 
corporation,  co-partnership  or  person  described  in  section  4  of 
ihis  act  to  recover  damages  for  personal  injuries  to  any  employe, 
•or  where  such  injuries  have  resulted  in  death,  the  fact  that  the 
•employe  may  have  been  guilty  of  contributory  n^ligence  shall 
not  be  a  bar  where  the  contributory  negligence  was  slight  and 
that  of  the  employer  was  gross  in  comparison,  but  the  damages 
shall  be  diminished  by  the  jury  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
^negligence  attributed  to  such  employer. 

Section  6.  No  contract  of  employment,  insurance,  relief,  ben- 
•efit  or  indemnity  for  an  injury  or  death  entered  into  by  or  on  be- 
half of  any  employe,  nor  the  existence  of  any  such  insurance 
lelief,  benefit  or  indemnity  by  the  person  entitled  thereto,  shall 
constitute  any  bar  or  defense  to  any  action  brought  under  this 
act  to  recover  damage  for  personal  injury  to  or  death  of  such 
employe,  provided,  however,  that  upon  the  trial  of  any  such  ac- 
tion against  any  such  corporation,  co-partnership  or  person  de- 
scribed in  this  act  the  defendant  may  set  off  therein  any  sum 
which  an  employer  has  contributed  towards  any  such  insurance, 
relief,  benefit  or  indemnity  that  may  have  been  paid  to  the  in- 
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jured  employe,  or  in  case  of  his  death   to  his  personal  repre- 
sentatives. 

Section  7.  Every  municipality,  municipal  corporation,  corpo- 
ration, co-partnership  and  person  engaged  in  the  transmission  of 
currents  of  electricity  which  may  be  dangerous  to  the  life  or 
limbs  of  persons  working  in  and  about  the  same  shall  be  liable 
to  all  employes  of  any  other  person,  co-partnership  or  corpo- 
ration which  has  its  wires  strung  on  or  about  the  same  poles  as 
said  first  mentioned  persons  and  corporations  with  the  consent, 
express  or  implied,  of  the  owner  of  such  poles  or  person  who  has 
charge  of  the  maintenance  thereof. 

■ 

Section  8.  No  contract  entered  into  by  any  employe  waiving 
his  right  to  compensation  under  this  act  or  limiting  the  amount  of 
his  recovery  thereunder  shall  be  binding  upon  him  or  his  per- 
sonal representatives,  and  every  such  contract  or  agreement 
made  or  entered  into  by  him  for  such  purpose  shall  be  void ;  and 
whenever  any  suit  shall  have  been  brought  under  this  act  the 
employer  shall  not  be  permitted  to  settle  or  procure  the  with- 
drawal of  such  case  without  the  consent  of  the  attorney  bringing 
the  same  unless  the  court  shall  order  the  same  to  be  settled  or 
withdrawn,  after  having  given  reasonable  notice  to  such 
attorney. 

Secton  9.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  injuries  caused  by  other 
fellow-employes  to  domestic  servants,  farm  laborers  or  mariners 
engaged  in  commerce  while  upon  the  high  seas. 

Section  10.  No  action  shall  be  maintained  under  this  act  un- 
less commenced  within  one  year  from  the  date  the  cause  of  action 
accrued,  but  in  case  of  the  injury  resulting  in  death  within  one 
year  from  the  happening  of  the  accident  the  executor  or  admin- 
istrator  of  the  deceased  shall  have  a  period  of  six  months  after 
said  death  in  which  to  bring  an  action  on  this  statute. 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  any  common  law  remedy  now  in  existence, 
and  several  grounds  of  liability  under  this  statute  may  be  con- 
tained in  one  and  the  same  complaint,  and  the  failure  to  recover 
on  one  or  more  of  such  causes  of  complaint,  and  the  failure  on 
one  or  more  of  such  causes  of  action  shall  not  prevent  a  recov- 
ery on  other  grounds  of  action  which  may  be  proven. 
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Relating  to  the  same  subject  is  the  following  bill  which  will 
be  introduced: 

Section  i.  (i)  Where,  after  this  act  takes  effect,  personal  in- 
jury is  caused  to  any  employe,  by  reason  of  the  negligence  of  his 
employer,  or  of  any  other  person  in  the  service  of  such  employ- 
er, the  employe,  or,  in  case  of  death,  his  executor  or  administra- 
tor, shall  have  the  same  right  of  compensation  and  remedies 
against  the  employer  as  if  the  employe  had  not  been  an  em- 
ploye of,  nor  in  the  service  of  the  employer,  nor  engaged  in  his 
work;  provided,  however,  that  the  fact  that  the  employe  may 
have  been  guilty  of  contributory  negligence  shall  not  bar  a  re- 
covery in  any  action  hereafter  brought  to  recover  such  compensa- 
tion, but  the  damages  may  be  diminished  by  the  jury  in  propor- 
.tion  to  the  amount  of  negligence  attributable  to  the  employe;  and 
provided  further,  that  no  such  employe  shall  be  held  in  such  ac- 
tion to  have  been  guilty  of  contributory  negligence  in  any  case 
where  the  violation  of  employer  of  any  statute  enacted  for  the 
safety  of  employes  contributed  to  his  injury. 

(2)  An  employe  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  assumed  any  risk 
incident  to  his  employment  by  reason  only  of  his  having  entered 
or  continued  in  the  employment  after  he  knew  of  the  risk,  and 
shall  in  no  event  be  held  to  have  assumed  any  risk  arising  by 
reason  of  the  negligence  of  his  employer  or  of  any  person  in  the 
service  of  such  employer. 

(3)  All  questions  of  negligence  and  contributory  negligence 
Bnd  assumptions  of  risk  shall  be  for  the  jury. 

Section  2.  (i)  A  contract  whereby  an  employe  relinquishes 
:any  right  to  compensation  to  himself  or  his  legal  representatives 
for  personal  injury  caused  to  such  employe  by  reason  of  negli- 
gence of  his  employer  or  of  any  person  in  the  service  of  his  em- 
ployer, shall  not,  if  made  before  the  accrual  of  the  right,  consti- 
tute a  defense  to  any  action  brought  for  the  recovery  of  such 
compensation. 

(2)  Where  an  employe  has  contributed  to  an  insurance  or 
fund  providing  any  benefit  for  the  purpose  of  indemnifying  an 
employe  for  personal  injuries  for  which  compensation  may  be 
recovered  under  this  act,  in  any  action  brought  against  the  em- 
ployer for  negligence  in  causing  such  injury  or  death,  the  em- 
ployer may  prove  in  mitigation  of  damages  recoverable  bv  an 
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employe,  his  executor  or  administrator,  under  this  act  such  pro- 
portion of  the  pecuniary  benefit  which  has  been  received  by  such 
employe  from  such  insurance  or  fund  on  account  of  such  con- 
tribution of  the  employer  as  the  contribution  of  such  employer 
to  such  insurance  or  fund  bears  to  the  whole  contribution  there- 
to, but  the  agreement  to  accept  or  acceptance  of  such  benefit,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  by  such  employe,  or  his  executors  or  adminis- 
trator, shall  not  constitute  a  defense  to  such  action. 

Section  3.  No  action  to  recover  damages  for  an  injury  to,  or 
for  the  death  of  any  employe  shall  be  maintained  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  unless  written  notice  containing  a  general  de- 
scription of  the  injury  and  of  the  time,  place  and  cause  of  its  oc- 
currence, as  nearly  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  shall  have 
been  given  to  the  employer  within  one  year  after  the  neglect 
complained  of,  ut^less  action  itself  is  commenced  within  said  per- 
iod of  one  year.  If  such  employer  is  a  corporation  such  notice 
may  be  given  to  its  secretary  or  to  any  agent  or  executive  offi- 
cer thereof.  A  notice  given  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  not  be  held  invalid  or  insufficient  solely  by  reason  of 
an  inaccuracy  in  describing  the  injury  or  in  stating  the  time, place 
and  cause  of  its  occurrence,  if  it  is  shown  that  there  was  no  in- 
tention to  mislead,  and  that  the  employer  was  not,  in  fact,  mis- 
led thereby.  No  action  shall  be  brought  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  but  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  neglect  com- 
plained of. 

Section  4.  In  all  actions  surviving  in  or  brought  by  an  execu- 
tor or  administrator  for  injuries  resulting  in  death,  whether  in- 
stantaneous or  otherwise,  such  executor  or  administrator  may  re- 
cover from  the  party  legally  in  fault  for  such  injuries  punitive 
damages  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars;  provided,  that 
no  action  shall  be  brought  upon  this  statute  but  within  two 
years  from  the  neglect  complained  of. 

Section  5.  All  damages  recovered  under  this  act  shall  be  dis- 
tributed as  directed  in  section  399  of  the  general  statutes. 

Section  6.  In  this  act  the  term  "employe". includes  every  per- 
son who  has  entered  into  employment  to  give  service,  or  who 
works  imder  a  contract  or  agreement  of  service  or  apprentice- 
ship with  an  employer. 
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(2)  The  term  ''employer"  includes  individuals,  partnerships 
and  bodies  of  persons,  corporate  or  incorporate,  and  shall  be 
construed  as  including  the  representatives  or  receivers  of  de- 
ceased, defunct  or  insolvent  employers. 

Section  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prejudicially  affect  any 
right  to  which  at  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  an  employe  is  en- 
titled independently  of  this  act 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  date  of  its  passage,  and  shall  apply  to  all  contracts  of 
employment  in  effect  at  date  of  passage,  and  thereafter  made 
and  entered  into. 

Section  9.  Section  4,  section  5  and  section  6  of  chapter  193. 
of  the  public  acts  of  1903,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

PROPOSED   BILLS   COCNERNING   RECOVERY  OF  DAM^AGES    IN    CASE   OF 

DEATH   FROM    NEGLIGENCE. 

The  first  bill  reads  as  follows: 

Section  i.  The  executor  or  administrator  of  any  person 
whose  death  has  been  caused  by  negligence  may  recover  of  the 
party  legally  in  fault  just  damages. 

Section  2.  In  case,  however,  the  action  shall  be  brought  for 
the  benefit  of  persons  other  than  the  widow,  children  or  parents 
of  the  deceased,  the  amount  recovered  shall  not  exceed  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

Section  3.  Section  1094  of  the  General  Statutes,  Revision  of 
1902,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Another  bill  of  similar  import  which  will  be  introduced  is  here 
presented : 

That  section  1094,  of  chapter  76  of  the  general  statutes,  be 
amended  by  omitting  the  last  five  words  of  said  section,  to  wit, 
the  words  "not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,"  so  that  said 
section  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Action  for  causing  death.  The  executor  or  administrator  of 
any  person  whose  death  shall  have  been  caused  by  negligence, 
may  recover  of  the  person  legally  in  fault,  just  damages." 

This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage. 
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The  following  bill  increasing  the  limit  of  recovery  for  injuries 
resulting  in  death  will  be  presented. 

Section  4,  chapter  193,  of  the  public  acts  of  1903,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  fifth  line  thereof  the  words,  "five 
thousand/'  and  inserting  in  said  fifth  line  after  the  words,  ''not 
•exceeding/'  the  words  "twenty  thousand/'  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  In  all  actions  surviving  to  or  brought  by  an  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator  for  injuries  resulting  in  death,  whether 
instantaneous  or  otherwise,  such  executor  or  administrator  may 
recover  from  the  party  legally. in  fault  for  such  injuries  just  dam- 
ages not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars;  provided,  that  no 
action  shall  be  brought  upon  this  statute  but  within  one  year 
from  the  neglect  complained  of." 

A  fourth  bill,  which  provides  for  the  elimination  of  the  pres- 
ent limit  of  five  thousand  dollars  to  be  recovered  for  death  re- 
sulting from  injuries  will  also  be  introduced: 

Section  4,  chapter  193  of  the  Acts  of  1903,  be  and  same  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  of  the  fifth  line  thereof  the 
words  "not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars." 

master's  duty  to  servant. 

A  bill  defining  master's  duty  to  servant  which,  if  enacted, 
would  materially  change  existing  law  upon  the  subject  will  be 
presented.    It  follows: 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master  to  exercise  due  care  to 
provide  for  his  servant  a  safe  place  in  which  to  work,  safe  ap- 
pliances and  instrumentalities  for  his  work,  and  fit  and  competent 
persons  for  his  colaborers;  and  in  case  of  dangerous  work  he 
shall  apprise  the  servant  of  the  danger  and  instruct  him  how  to 
avoid  it ;  he  shall  exercise  due  care  in  the  appointment  or  des- 
ignation of  a  vice-principal,  and  to  appoint  as  such  vice-principal 
only  a  fit  and  competent  person. 

The  default  of  a  vice-principal  in  the  performance  of  any  duty 
imposed  by  law  on  the  master  shall  be  the  default  of  the  master. 

2.  Section  470c  of  the  general  statutes  is  hereby  repealed. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 
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EMPLOYMENT   OF    MINORS   AND   WOMEN. 

Various  bills  concerning  the  employment  of  minors  and  worn- 
en  will  be  introduced.    The  first  reads  as  follows: 

Section  i.  No  minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  no 
woman  shall  be  employed  in  laboring  in  any  manufacturing  or 
mechanical  establishment  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  day.  Every 
employer  of  such  establishment  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  every  room  where  such  persons  are  employed  a  notice,  the 
form  of  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  factory  inspector,  spe- 
cifically stating  the  hours  of  work  required  of  them  on  each  day 
of  the  week,  and  the  employment  of  any  person  for  a  longer  time 
in  any  day  than  so  stated  shall  be  a  violation  of  this  section,  and 
in  no  case  shall  the  hours  of  labor  exceed  fifty-eight  in  a  calendar 
week;  provided  that  in  case  any  employer  in  such  establishment 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of  any  year,  give  no- 
tice to  his  employes,  by  notice  posted  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
that  the  hours  of  labor  of  employes  under  sixteen  years  of  age 
and  of  women  employed  by  him  as  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed 
fifty-five  in  any  week  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  Au- 
gust of  the  ensuing  calendar  year,  then  such  employer  may  em- 
ploy such  minors  and  women  not  to  exceed  sixty  hours  in  any 
week  during  said  year  except  during  said  months  of  June,  July 
and  August. 

Section  2.  No  minor  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  no 
woman  shall  be  employed  in  labor  in  any  mercantile  establish- 
ment other  than  manufacturing  or  mechanical,  more  than  fifty- 
eight  hours  in  any  calendar  week ;  provided  that  in  case  any  em- 
ployer in  such  establishment  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  of  any  year,  give  notice  to  his  employes  by  notice  posted 
as  provided  in  Section  i  hereof,  that  the  hours  of  labor  of  min- 
ors imder  sixteen  years  of  age  and  of  women  employed  by  him, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  fifty-five  in  any  calendar  week  dur- 
ing the  months  of  June,  July  and  August  of  the  ensuing  year, 
then  said  employer  may  employ  such  minors  and  women  not  to 
exceed  sixty  hours  in  any  calendar  week  during  said  year  ex- 
cept during  said  months  of  June,  July  and  August ;  and  provided 
further  that  any  employer  in  such  establishment  who  shall,  dur- 
ing each  year,  give  not  less  than  seven  holidays  with  pay,  shall 
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be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  section  during  the  period 
from  the  17th  to  the  25th  day  of  December  of  each  year. 

Section  3^  No  such  minor  and  no  woman  shall  in  any  event 
be  employed  in  laboring  in  any  such  establishment  as  is  de- 
scribed in  Section  i  hereof 'after  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  of 
any  day. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  factory  inspector  to  ex- 
amine and  inquire  into  the  employment  of  minors  and  women  in 
the  establishments  described  in  this  act,  and  to  investigate  all 
complaints  of  violations  thereof,  and  to  report  all  cases  of  such 
violation  to  the  prosecuting  officer  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 
The  factory  inspector  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  governor  of  the  number  of 
such  violations  so  reported  by  him  and  of  the  prosecutions  in- 
stituted thereon. 

Section  5.  Every  person  who  wilfully  employs,  or  has  in  his 
employment  or  under  his  charge  any  person  in  violation  of  Sec- 
tions I,  2  and  3  of  this  act,  and  every  parent  or  guardian  who 
permits  any  such  minor  to  be  so  employed,  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense.  A  certificate  of  age 
of  a  minor,  made  as  provided  in  Section  4705  of  the  general 
statutes  and  amendments  thereof,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence 
of  his  age  upon  the  trial  of  any  person  other  than  the  parent 
or  guardian  for  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  Sections  i  and  2  of  chapter  251  of  the  public  acts  of 
1907  are  hereby  repealed.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
as  repealing  any  provisions  of  Section  2 116  of  the  general  stat- 
utes or  any  amendments  thereto. 

The  following  proposed  bill  will  also  be  introduced : 

"Every  person  or  corporation  employing  a  child  under  six- 
teen years  of  age  in  any  mechanical,  mercantile  or  manufacture 
ing  establishment  shall  obtain  a  certificate  showing  that  the  child 
is  over  fourteen  years  of  age.  Such  certificate  shall  be  issued 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Education.  For  this 
purpose  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall  appoint  in  every 
town  where  there  are  manufacturing,  mechanical  or  mercantile 
establishments  in  which  children  are  employed,  a  superintendent 
of  schools  or  some  other  suitable  person  or  special  agent  of  the 
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Board.  Such  agent  in  ascertaining  the  age  of  the  child  shall 
demand  and  examine  the  best  evidence  available,  municipal  cer- 
tificates of  birth,  church  certificates,  passports,  family  records 
and  school  records,  and  may  require  parents  and  other  persons 
testifying  as  to  the  age  of  the  child  to  make  their  statements  un- 
der oath.  The  agent  may  administer  the  oath  required  in  such 
cases.  Blank  forms  of  application  for  certificates  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

Every  employer  or  other  person  having  control  of  any  estab- 
lishment or  premises  where  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age 
are  employed,  who  shall  neglect  to  have  and  keep  on  file  the  cer- 
tificates described  in  this  act,  or  to  show  the  same  with  a  list  of 
the  names  of  such  children  so  employed,  to  the  secretary  or 
agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  or  to  an  agent  of  the 
board  of  school  visitors,  town  school  committee  or  board  of  edu- 
cation as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  town  in  which  the  establish- 
ment or  premises  are  located,  when  demanded  during  the  usual 
business  hours,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars." 

Section  2.  At  the  end  of  each  month  each  agent  appointed 
or  provided  in  the  preceding  section  shall  make  a  statement  sup- 
ported by  his  oath,  to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  showing  the 
number  of  applications  for  certificates  received  in  writing  and 
investigated  during  the  month ;  the  number  of  certificates  issued, 
and  the  number  of  applications  refused.  There  shall  be  paid  to 
^ach  agent  when  his  statement  and  bill  have  been  approved  by 
tbe  Board  of  Education  and  ordered  by  the  Comptroller,  a  sum 
equal  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  application  received  and  in- 
vestigated during  the  month  for  which  the  account  is  rendered. 

Section  3.  When  a  child  who  has  furnished  his  employer  a 
certificate  required  by  this  act  leaves  the  service  of  such  employ- 
er and  the  establishment  where  he  has  been  employed,  said  cer- 
tificate shall  on  request  be  surrendered  to  the  child,  his  parent 
or  guardian.  If  the  certificate  is  not  called  for  within  thirty 
days  from  the  time  such  child  leaves  the  service  or  employment, 
the  certificate  shall  be  returned  to  the  agent  who  issued  it  and 
signed  it.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  requirement  shall  be  pun- 
ishable with  a  fine  of  ten  dollars. 

Chapter  75  of  the  public  acts  of  1903  is  hereby  repealed. 
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The  following  bill,  similar  in  intent,  but  different  in  form,  wilK 
be  presented: 

Section  i.  Every  person  or  corporation  employing  a  child, 
under  sixteen  years  of  age  in  any  mechanical,  mercantile  or  man- 
ufacturing establishment  shall  obtain  a  certificate  showing  that 
the  child  is  over  fourteen  years  of  age.  The  form  of  said  cer- 
tificate shall  be  approved  by  the  attorney  general.  Said  certifi- 
cate shall  state  that  the  child  possesses  the  educational  qualifica- 
tions prescribed  by  Chapter  123  of  the  public  acts  of  1909.  Such- 
certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary  or  agent  of  the  state 
board  of  education,  and  said  board  shall  keep  on  file  copies  of 
the  certificates  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  Such 
certificate  shall  authorize  only  the  employer  to  whom  it  is  issued, 
to  employ  the  child  named  therein,  and  no  person  shall  be  pun- 
ished under  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  of  section  4706  of 
the  general  statutes,  when  at  the  time  of  the  employment  the- 
employer  shall  obtain,  and  thereafter  during  such  employment 
keep  on  file,  the  certificate  provided  for  in  this  section.  The  pa- 
rent or  guardian  of  any  child  shall,  if  requested,  state  under  oatb 
to  the  secretary  or  agent  of  the  state  board  of  education  the 
date  of  birth  of  the  child,  and  shall  present  any  family  record, 
passport  or  other  documentary  evidence  which  said  board  may 
require,  showing  the  age  of  the  child.  The  said  secretary  or 
agent  may  administer  the  oath  required  by  this  section.  When- 
ever any  child  shall  appear  to  the  secretary  or  agent  aforesaid 
to  be  unable  to  undertake  the  employment  he  is  seeking,  the  sec- 
retary or  agents  may  cause  such  child  to  be  examined  by  a  repu- 
table physician,  and  in  case  the  child  is  found  to  be  physically 
unable  to  undertake  such  employment  the  certificate  of  age  shalf 
not  be  issued.  The  expense  of  such  physical  examination  shalt 
be  paid  by  the  agent  and  may  be  charged  with  his  expenses. 
Every  employer  or  other  person  having  control  of  any  establish- 
ment or  premises  where  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  are- 
employed,  who  shall  neglect  to  have  and  keep  on  file  the  certifi- 
cate described  in  this  section,  or  to  show  the  same,  with  a  list 
of  the  names  of  such  children  so  employed,  to  the  secretary  or 
an  agent  of  the  state  board  of  education,  when  demanded  dur- 
ing the  usual  hours  of  business,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars.    Every  employer  receiving  a  certificate  of 
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•employment  under  this  act  shall  notify  the  state  board  of  edu- 
cation on  a  form  prescribed  and  furnished  by  said  board,  of  the 
fact  of  such  employment,  and  shall  return  the  certificate  to  said 
board  whenever  the  child  leaves  the  employment  of  said  person 
•or  corporation  before  reaching  the  age  of  sixteen. 

The  following  proposed  act  increasing  the  age  limit  at  which 
children  may  be  employed  will  also  be  presented. 

"No  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  sh^ll  be  employed  in  any 
mechanical,  mercantile  or  manufacturings  establishment." 
This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Among  other  proposed  measures  relating  to  labor  are  the  fol- 
lowing : 

PROPOSED  ACT  CONCERNING  NUMBER  OF  EMPLOYES  ON  RAILROAD 

TRAINS. 

Section  i.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  common  carrier 
by  railroad,  person,  persons,  corporation,  or  receiver  operating  a 
line  of  railroad  wholly  or  partly  within  the  state,  or  any  oScer, 
agent,  or  representative  of  such  corporation  or  receiver,  operat- 
ing trains,  or  yard  engines  for  the  transportation  of  passenger^ 
or  freight,  to  allow  or  permit  any  train  or  yard  engines  to  be  run 
over  its  roads  or  any  part  thereof,  within  the  state,  with  a  crew 
consisting  of  less  than,  to  wit: 

Section  2.  On  passenger,  mail  and  express  trains,  consisting  of 
two  (2)  or  less  cars,  there  shall  not  be  less  than  one  (i)  engine- 
man,  one  (i)  fireman,  one  (i)  conductor,  one  (i)  baggageman, 
and  one  (i)  brakeman  or  flagman;  over  two  (2)  cars,  and  not 
more  than  six  (6)  cars,  there  shall  not  be  less  than  one  (i)  en- 
gineman,  one  (i)  fireman,  one  (i)  conductor,  one  (i)  baggage- 
man, and  two  (2)  brakemen;  one  (i)  of  which  brakemen  shall 
act  as  flagman;  over  six  (6)  cars,  there  shall  not  be  less  than 
one  ( I )  engineman,  one  ( i )  fireman,  one  ( i )  conductor,  and  one 
(i)  baggageman,  and  three  (3)  brakemen,  the  rear  brakeman  to 
act  as  flagman;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  passenger, 
mail  or  express  train,  where  baggage  is  not  hauled,  a  baggage- 
man need  not  be  employed. 

Section  3.     On  freight  trains,  consisting  of  thirty-five  (35^^  or 
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more  cars,  there  shall  be  not  less  than  one  (i)  engineman,  one 
(i)  fireman,  one  (i)  conductor,  two  (2)  brakemen,  and  one  (i) 
flagman ;  provided,  however,  that  through  freight  trains,  making 
no  stops  en  route  to  switch  out  or  switch  in  cars  at  intermediate 
stations,  but  running  through  from  and  to  the  regularly  desig- 
nated terminals,  may  employ  a  number  of  brakemen  not  less  than. 
two  (2). 

Section  4.  On  any  train  or  yard  engine,  using  a  main  track 
for  switching  purposes  other  than  described  in  section  two  and 
three  of  this  act,  there  shall  be  not  less  than  one  (i)  engineman,. 
one  (i)  fireman,  one  (i)  conductor,  and  two  (2)  brakemen  and 
one  (i)  flagman. 

Section  5.  Where  motive  power  is  other  than  steam,  the 
terms  "engineman"  and  "fireman"  shall  not  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  employing  of  two  (2)  men  on  the  propelling  vehicle,  ir- 
respective of  the  other  members  of  the  crew ;  provided,  however, 
that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  relief  or  wrecking  trains 
in  any  case  where  a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  comply  with  this- 
act  are  not  available  for  services  of  such  relief  or  wrecking 
trains. 

Section  6.  Any  railroad  company,  person  or  persons,  corpo- 
ration or  receiver,  or  any  of  their  officers  or  agents,  who  shall' 
send  out  on  its  road  or  any  part  thereof,  or  cause  to  be  sent  out 
any  train  which  is  not  manned  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing^ 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  up- 
on conviction,  shall  forfeit  not  les?  than  one  hundred  dollars  to^ 
the  state  for  each  time  of  such  neglect,  to  be  recovered  by  the 
state's  attorney  in  the  county  where  such  offense  is  committed. 

Section  7.  Section  3799  of  the  general  statutes  and  chapter 
219  of  the  public  acts  of  1909,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  thirty  days  from  its  pas- 
sage and  the  railroad  commissioners  are  empowered  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

PROPOSED  ACT  CONCERNING  THE   EMPLOYMENT  OF  PRISON   LABOR. 

Section  i.  The  warden  of  the  state  prison  shall  not,  nor  shalP 
any  other  authority  whatsoever,  make  any  contract  by  which  the- 
labor  or  time  of  any  prisoner  in  the  state  prison  or  any  reforma- 
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tory  or  jail  in  this  state,  or  the  product  or  profit  of  his  work  shall 
be  contracted,  let,  farmed  out,  given  or  sold  to  any  person,  firm, 
•or  association  or  corporation ;  except  that  the  convicts  in  said 
penal  institutions  may  work  for,  and  the  products  of  labor  may 
be  disposed  of  to  the  state,  any  political  division  thereof,  or  for 
-or  to  any  public  institution  owned  or  managed  and  controlled  by 
the  state  or  any  political  division  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  warden  of  the  state  prison,  and  managers  and 
officials  of  all  jails  and  reformatories  in  the  state,  shall,  so  far  as 
-practicable,  cause  all  the  prisoners  in  said  institutions,  who  are 
physically  capable  thereof,  to  be  employed  at  hard  labor,  for  not 
to  exceed  eight  hours  of  each  day,  other  than  Sunday  and  l^;al 
holidays,  but  such  hard  labor  shall  be  either  for  the  purpose  of 
production  of  supplies  for  said  institution,  or  for  the  state,  or 
any  political  division  thereof,  or  for  any  public  institution  owned 
or  managed  and  controlled  by  the  state,  or  any  political  division 
thereof ;  or  for  the  purpose  of  industrial  training  and  instruction, 
or  partly  for  one  and  partly  for  the  other  of  such  purposes. 

Section  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
^re  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

PROPOSED  ACT   PROVIDING   FOR   THE    MARKING    OF  CONVICT-MAIWE 

GOODS  IN  PENAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

Section  i.  The  warden  or  superintendent  of  every  prison, 
penitentiary,  reformatory  or  other  penal  institution  in  this  state 
in  which  convict  labor  is  employed,  shall  cause  all  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise  wholly  or  partly  made  by  convict  labor  in  the 
institutions  under  his  charge  to  be  branded,  labeled  or  marked  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Each  individual  article  shall  be  branded, 
labeled  or  marked  before  it  is  shipped  from  or  leaves  such  in- 
stitution. The  printed  label  or  mark  used  for  said  purpose  shall 
•contain  at  the  head  or  top  thereof  the  words,  "Convict  made," 
followed  by  the  year  when  and  the  name  of  the  penitentiary, 
prison,  reformatory  or  other  establishment  in  which  the  article 
branded,  labeled  or  marked  was  made. 

Such  brands,  labels  or  marks  shall  be  printed  in  plain  English 
lettering,  of  the  style  and  size  known  as  great  primer  and  Roman 
^condensed  capitals.    The  brand  or  mark  shall  be  used  in  all  cases 
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where  the  nature  of  the  article  will  permit,  and  only  where  sucfr 
branding  or  marking  is  impossible  shall  a  label  be  used.  Such 
label  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  paper  tag  and  shall  be  attached  by 
wire  to  each  article  where  the  nature  of  the  article  will  permit, 
and  shall  be  placed  securely  upon  the  box,  crate  or  other  cover- 
ing in  which  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  are  packed  or 
shipped. 

Such  brand,  mark  or  label  shall  be  placed  upon  the  most  con- 
spicuous part  of  the  finished  article  and  its  box,  crate  or  covering. 

In  case  of  manufactured  clothing  of  any  nature  such  label  shall 
be  of  linen.  It  shall  b  enot  less  than  two  inches  long  and  one 
inch  wide,  and  shall  be  securely  sewed  in  a  conspicuous  part  of 
the  garment. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics 
shall  have  authority  to  inspect  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise- 
made  in  any  penal  institution  of  the  state.  It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  when  upon  complaint 
or  otherwise  the  said  commissioner  has  reason  to  believe  that  this 
act  is  being  violated  he  shall  advise  the  proper  prosecuting  officer 
of  that  fact,  and  the  said  officer  shall  at  once  institute  the  proper 
proceedings  to  compel  compliance  with  this  statute. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  remove  the  tags  or  in  any  way 
alter  such  brand,  mark  or  label. 

Section  4.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  act  shair 
be  fined  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

PROPOSED  ACT  CONCERNING  LABOR  IN  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

Section  i.  Any  state  institution  that  employs  labor  shall  in- 
stitute an  eight-hour  system. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  employ  any  one  person  for 
more  than  eight  hours  in  one  day,  or  forty-eight  hours  in  one 
week,  except  in  case  of  unavoidable  emergency. 

Section  3.  All  administrative  officers  of  said  institutions  who 
shall  violate  this  act  shall  upon  conviction  be  fined  ten  dollars  for 
each  offense. 

Section  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  be  and  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  date  of  its 
passage. 
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PROPOSED  ACT  CONCERNING  HEATING    OF    VESTIBULES    OF  STREET 

RAILWAY  CARS. 

Section  i.  Every  company  owning  or  operating  a  street  rail- 
way in  this  state  shall  on  and  after  December  ist,  191 1,  provide 
suitable  heating  in  the  vestibule  of  each  of  its  cars,  when  in  use 
"for  transportation  of  passengers. 

Section  2.  Any  company  owning  or  operating  any  such  car 
which  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  cause  the  same  to  be  provided 
with  suitable  heating  in  the  vestibule  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  fifty 
-dollars  for  each  day  of  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

PROPOSED  ACT  CONCERNING  REPORTS  OF  ACCIDENTS  ON  ELECTRIC 

ROADS. 

Section  i.  All  common  carriers  of  passengers  whose  mode  of 
^conveyance  is  operated  by  steam  or  electricity,  in  or  through  this 
state  shall,  within  one  week  after  the  happening  of  the  same,  re- 
port to  the  railroad  commissioners  all  accidents  in  which  the 
-death,  loss  of  limbs  or  serious  bodily  harm  is  inflicted  upon  any 
person,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  time,  place  and  cause 
•of  the  accident,  and  the  names  of  all  persons  whom  such  com* 
mon  carrier  knows  or  by  the  exercise  of  reasonable  care  can  as- 
certain to  have  been  witnesses  to  the  same. 

Section  2.  Any  railroad  corporation,  trolley  company  or  cor- 
poration, or  any  of  the  aforesaid  common  carriers  which  shall 
violate  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined,  upon  conviction, 
not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  exceeding  five  hundred 
'dollars,  and  shall  be  liable  in  damages  in  a  civil  action  to  any 
person  or  persons  who  are  injured  by  such  failure. 

Section  3.  The  railroad  commissioners  shall  upon  application 
furnish  a  certified  copy  of  said  report  to  any  person  having  an 
interest  in  any  case  arising  out  of  such  accident 

PROPOSED  ACT   CONCERNING  AN   EIGHT-HOUR  DAY  FOR  STATE  EM- 
PLOYES AND  CREATING  A  SENIORITY  RULE  WHEN  MAKING 
APPOINTMENTS  AND  THE  RIGHT  OF  APPEAL  OF 

GRIEVANCES. 

Section  i.  No  employe  of  the  State  of  G>nnecticut,  nor  any 
•employe  for  any  contractor  performing  work  for  this  state,  shall 
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t>e  permitted  or  required  or  allowed  to  be  employed  for  a  da/s 
work  a  greater  number  of  hours  consecutively  than  eight  in  any 
period  of  twenty-four  hours. 

Section  2.  In  all  institutions  where  employes  are  required  to 
be  on  duty  relieving  each  other  morning  and  night,  there  shall 
be  employed  three  shifts  to  work  eight  consecutive  hours  each  in 
•each  day  of  twenty-four  hours. 

Section  3.  In  filling  all  places  of  promotion  among  the  em- 
ployes of  the  state,  the  seniority  rule  shall  be  observed,  defined 
.as  follows:  The  employe  who  by  reason  of  his  period  of  service 
is  next  in  the  service  by  days  and  months  and  years  will  be  con- 
sidered the  senior  employe  and  provided  capability  and  fitness 
is  equal,  shall  be  the  first  to  receive  promotion. 

Section  4.  Every  employe  of  this  state  shall  hold  and  be  re- 
tained in  the  service  of  this  state  during  good  behavior  and  con- 
tinuing fitness  for  his  duty,  and  shall  not  be  removed  or  reduced 
in  rank  or  grade  without  cause  or  complaint  being  made  and 
proved  before  his  superior.  If  the  employe  is  aggrieved  by  the 
decision  of  his  superior  he  may  appeal  to  the  next  superior  offi- 
cer and  from  him  to  the  General  Assembly  before  which  the  em- 
ploye may  appear  and  the  decision  of  the  Committee  on  Labor 
shall  be  final. 

PROPOSED  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  ONE  DAY'S  REST  IN  SEVEN. 

Section  i.  Except  in  cases  of  emergency  or  except  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  employe,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  part- 
nership, association  or  corporation  to  require  an  employe  en- 
gaged in  any  commercial  occupation,  or  in  the  work  of  any  in- 
dustrial process,  or  in  the  work  of  transportation  or  communica- 
tion, to  do  on  the  Lord's  day  the  usual  work  of  his  occupation, 
unless  such  employe  is  allowed  during  the  six  days  next  ensu- 
ing twenty- four  consecutive  hours  without  labor. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  any 
woric  on  the  Lord's  day,  not  now  authorized  by  law ;  nor  as  ap- 
plying to  farm  or  personal  service,  to  druggists,  to  watchmen,  to 
superintendents  or  managers,  to  janitors,  or  to  persons  engaged 
in  the  transportation,  sale  or  delivery  of  milk,  food  or  news- 
papers. 
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Section  3,  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  sucb 
offense. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven. 

PROPOSED  ACT    CONCERNING    EMPLOYMENT    OF    LABOR    FOR   MORE 

THAN  SIX  DAYS  IN  ANY  ONE  WEEK. 

Section  i.  Every  person,  persons,  or  corporation  who  shall 
require  or  permit  any  employe  to  do  any  secular  business  or  labor 
for  more  than  six  days  of  ten  hours  each  in  any  one  week  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

PROPOSED  ACT  CONCERNING  HOURS  OF  EMPLOYMENT  OF  DRUG 

CLERKS. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons,  firm 
or  corporation  owning  a  drug  store  where  prescriptions  of  phy- 
sicians are  compounded,  to  require  or  permit  any  clerk  whose 
duties  include  the  filling  of  such  prescriptions  to  be  on  duty  for 
more  than  sixty  hours  in  any  week,  or  more  than  ten  hours  in* 
any  twenty-four  hours. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
any  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  sixty 
days,  or  both. 

PROPOSED  ACT  CONCERNING  PICKETING. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  pro- 
vided their  number  is  not  so  large  as  to  cause  intimidaticm  or 
fear,  to  picket  the  place  of  business  of  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration from  any  public  street  or  highway  or  private  property 
with  the  permission  of  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof,  for  the 
following  purposes:  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  information  as 
to  what  persons  remain  in  employment,  or  what  persons  are  seek- 
ing emplo)mient,  or  of  peacefully  persuading  such  persons,  if  not 
under  contract,  to  leave  their  employment  or  not  to  enter  into 
employment. 


Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  continue  to  speak  to  any 
person  or  persons  who  refuse  to  reply  or  who  express  them- 
-selves  as  desirous  not  to  be  spoken  to,  or  for  more  than  two  per- 
sons to  approach  one  person. 

PROPOSED  ACT  CONCERNING  BLACKLISTING. 

Section  i.  No  association  of  employers,  or  agent  thereof 
shall  maintain,  nor  shall  any  employer  subscribe  to  or  support, 
any  system  of  records  descriptive  of  the  character,  skill,  acts,  or 
affiliations  of  any  person  whereby  his  or  her  reputation,  stand- 
ing in  a  trade,  or  ability  to  secure  employment  may  be  adversely 
affected,  unless  there  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  labor 
commissioner  a  true  and  exact  copy  thereof,  which  copy  shall  be 
open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  person  so 
described,  or  his  or  her  authorized  agent  or  attorney,  and  none 
-other. 

Section  2.  In  case  any  person  shall  claim  to  be  inaccurately 
or  unfairly  described  in  any  such  record,  he  or  she  may  appeal 
to  the  labor  commissioner  for  an  amendment  thereof ;  and,  if, 
after  a  public  hearing,  due  notice  of  which  shall  have  been  given 
to  all  parties  in  interest,  said  commissioner  shall  find  such  claim 
to  be  just  and  well  founded,  he  shall  correct  the  records  of  his 
office  in  accordance  with  such  finding  and  order  a  like  correc- 
tion of  all  records  subject  to  the  provisions  hereof.  Appeal  shall 
lie  to  the  superior  court  from  the  findings  of  the  labor  commis- 
sioner in  the  execution  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  act,  or 
any  order  issued  in  accordance  therewith,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  such  offense.  Any  corporation,  com- 
pany, or  association  guilty  of  a  like  violation  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  such  offense. 

Section  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
Iiereby  repealed. 

Section  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  September  ist,  1911. 

PROPOSED  ACT  TO  PROVIDE  FOR     THE    REGULATION    OP  TRAILS 
UNIONS  AND  TRADE  DISPITTES. 

Section  1296  of  the  General  Statutes  shall  be  amended  by  add- 
ing thereto  a  new  paragraph  at  the  end  thereof,  to  read  as  fol- 
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lows:  Provided,  however,  that  any  orderly  and  peaceable  act» 
assembly  or  co-operation  of  trade  unions  or  members  of  such 
trade  unions,  done  or  undertaken  in  furtherance  of  a  trade  dis- 
pure,  individually  or  collectively,  shall  not  be  construed  as  a  vio- 
lation of  this  section,  and  shall  be  lawful. 

The  said  section  shall  be  further  amended  by  adding  thereto 
as  new  sections,  the  following  provisions  to  be  known  req>ec- 
tively  as  Sections  1296 A,  12966  and  1296C,  and  to  read  as 
follows  : 

1296A.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  one  or  more  persons  acting  on 
their  own  behalf  or  on  behalf  of  a  trade  union  in  contemplation 
or  furtherance  of  a  trade  dispute  to  abstain  from  working  for 
any  employer,  and  to  induce  other  workmen  to  abstain  from 
working  foi  such  employer;  to  abstain  from  purchasing  the 
products  or  patronizing  the  business  of  any  employer,  and  to  in- 
duce others  to  so  abstain  from  purchasing  such  products  or  pat- 
ronizing such  business ;  to  attend  at  or  near  a  house  or  place 
where  a  person  resides  or  works  or  carries  on  business  or  happens 
to  be,  if  they  so  attend  for  the  purpose  of  peacefully  ibtaining  or 
communicating  information  or  of  peacefully  persuading  any  per- 
Fon  to  abstain  from  working,  purchasing  or  patronizing  as  above 
5et  forth. 

1296B.  An  act  done  by  a  person  in  contemplation  or  further- 
ance of  a  trade  dispute  shall  not  be  actionable  on  the  ground  only 
that  it  induces  or  tends  to  induce  some  other  person  to  break  a 
contract  of  employment,  or  that  it  interferes  or  tends  to  interfere 
with  the  right  of  some  other  person  to  dispose  of  his  capital  or 
his  labor  as  he  wills. 

1296C.  In  this  act  the  term  "trade  union"  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  any  combination  of  workmen,  whether  temporary  or 
permanent,  for  regulating  the  relations  between  workmen  and 
employers,  or  between  workmen  and  workmen,  or  imposing  re- 
strictive conditions  on  the  conduct  of  any  trade  or  business,  and 
the  term  "trade  dispute"  shall  mean  any  dispute  between  employ- 
p/  ers  and  workmen,  or  between  workmen  and  workmen,  which  is 

connected  with  the  employment  or  non-employment,  or  terms  of 
the  emplo)anent,  or  with  the  conditions  of  labor,  or  the  amount 
of  wages,  or  the  length  of  the  work  day,  or  the  recognition  of 
the  trade  union  by  the  employer.

To  His  Excellency  Frank  B.  Weeks,  Governor  of  Connecticut: 

Sir: — Complying  with  statutory  requirement  the  State  Board 
of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  herewith  submits  its  report  on 
the  first  day  of  December,  1909. 

The  persons  appointed  as  members  of  the  Board  from  the  first 
day  of  July  last,  to  wit:  George  A.  Coles  of  Middletown, 
George  Hurst  of  Hartford,  and  Philip  Pond  of  New  Haven, 
met  at  the  Capitol  July  22,  1909,  for  the  purposes  of  organiza- 
tion. 

Mr.  George  A.  Coles  was  elected  president  of  the  Board  and 
Mr.  PhiUp  Pond  its  secretary.  An  attempt  was  made  by  the 
Board  to  outline  a  policy  for  the  government  of  its  action  and 
a  general  discussion  had  thereon. 

The  Board  felt  that  it  should  avail  itself  as  completely  as 
possible  of  the  excellent  work  of  its  predecessor  and  hence  post- 
poned until  some  later  time,  when  the  members  of  the  Board 
shall  have  absorbed  the  things  done  heretofore  by  the  State 
Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  in  Connecticut,  the  adop- 
tion of  any  definite  policy  as  a  guide  for  future  action. 

Since  July  i,  when  the  present  Board  came  into  existence, 
the  industrial  situation  in  Connecticut  has  been  unusually 
harmonious.  There  have  been  some  minor  conflicts  between 
employer  and  employee,  but  none  that  has  called  for  the  offices 
of  this  Board. 

There  was  in  New  Haven,  in  the  fall,  a  determined  strike 
upon  the  part  of  the  hod  carriers  and  masons'  helpers,  crippling 
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for  a  time  building  operations  in  that  city,  and  for  some  days 
bringing  about  a  complete  standstill  in  the  construction  of 
many  new  buildings.  Neither  side  to  the  contest,  howev^er, 
appeared  to  think  that  the  services  of  the  State  Board  were 
needed  or  desirable.  By  the  importation  of  strike  breakers  the 
master  builders  were,  in  time,  able  to  break  the  strike  and  the 
situation  was  eventually  entirely  resolved  favorably  to  the 
master  builders. 

The  clerks  in  the  employ  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven, 
and  Hartford  Railroad,  in  the  fall,  became  uneasy  and  a  strike 
of  somewhat  threatening  proportions  seemed  imminent,  but 
happily  just  before  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  an  agreement 
was  reached  between  the  parties. 

So  little  industrial  unrest  has  there  been  that  the  Board  feels 
it  has,  in  the  short  time  of  its  existence,  acquired  no  experience 
and  consequently  no  first  hand  information  upon  which  it 
would  be  justified  in  attempting  to  make  any  recommendations. 

It  is  looking  forward,  however,  during  the  coming  year,  to 
an  opportunity  to  inquire  into  the  laws  of  other  jurisdictions 
governing  matters  of  the  sort  that  are  within  the  authority  of 
this  Board  and  of  investigating  the  practice  of  handling  such 
matters  in  such  other  jurisdictions.

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To  His  Excellency  Frank  B,  Weeks ^  Governor  of  Connecticut: 

Sir: — The  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  presents 
briefly  its  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1910,  as 
follows: 

Upon  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Whiton  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Coles,  its  president,  the  Board  in  February  reorganized  by 
electing  Mr.  Hurst  its  president.  The  Board  as  now  organized, 
in  consideration  of  revised  statutes,  sections  4709  to  4712  in- 
clusive, has  considered  its  duties  to  be  dependent  upon  official 
notice  of  strikes,  either  actual  or  impending. 

During  the  year  such  notice  of  a  strike  at  the  factory  of  the 
Hartford  Rubber  Works  Company  was  presented  to  the  Board 
and,  in  pursuance  of  the  statute,  efifort  was  made  to  bring 
about  a  settlement. 

In  this  instance,  however,  both  the  employers  and  employees 
officially  declined  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  Board  with 
power  in  the  manner  contemplated  by  sections  4709  and  4710. 

Members  of  the  Board  called  at  the  office  of  the  Hartford 
Rubber  Works  Company  and  afterward  received  from  the  com- 
pany a  statement  of  its  position  in  writing. 

The  Board  also  held  a  public  hearing  in  the  Capitol  at  Hart- 
ford and  members  of  the  tire- workers  organization  were  present, 
but  the  facts  were  presented  only  in  a  general  way,  and  neither 
employers  nor  employees  definitely  submitted  the  matter  to  the 
Board,  and  indeed  both  refused  to  do  so. 


6  STATE  BOARD  OF  MEDIATION  AND  ARBITRATION 

The  Board,  therefore,  was  unable  to  make  any  definite  find- 
ings or  recommendations  regarding  this  strike. 

During  the  year  ending  September  30,  19 10,  no  other  strike 
in  the  State  has  been  brought  ofiicially  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  justifying  it  to  take  the  initiative  in  an  attempt  to  arbi- 
trate such  strike,  or  hold  public  hearings  as  provided  by  section 
4711. 

In  view  of  this  experience  it  has  become  apparent  to  the 
members  of  the  Board  that  the  existing  law  is  seriously  defec- 
tive with  regard  to  conferring  upon  the  Board  any  definite 
power  to  initiate  arbitration  proceedings. 

It  seems,  therefore,  that  our  report  should  be  confined  merely 
to  a  statement  of  the  above  facts  with  the  accompanying  sug- 
gestion that  a  revision  of  the  law  governing  the  action  and 
authority  of  the  Board  should  be  made,  or  that  the  existing 
statutes  should  be  repealed.
